The  publication  by  tbe  8oci4t4  de  VSittoire  de  France 
of  their  kfit  polume  of  Ordericus  Yitalia  has  at  length 
enabled  me  to  complete  tbe  translation  from  tbeir  accurate 
text.  The  delay  is  tbe  less  to  be  regretted,  as  it  bas 
affijrded  me  aa  opportunity  of  preseutiag  tbe  EngUsb 
reader  witb  a  valuable  Notice,  not  only  coutaining  a  review 
of  tbe  life,  character,  and  writings  of  the  monk  of  St. 
EfTOuLt  (irbicb  had,  indeed,  been  somewhat  anticipated  by 
tbe  paper  of  M.  Gtuizot,  given  aa  on  Introduction  to 
this  edition),  but  alBO  supplying  details  of  tbe  studies  and 
sciences  cultivated  in  the  Middle  Ages,  and  tbeir  Uteraiy 
history. 

This  Sblice  is  fixtm  the  pen  of  M.  Leopold  Beliale, 
a  gentleman  attached  to  the  Imperial  Libraiy  at  Paris,  on 
whom  tbe  duties  of  editor  devolved  when  M.  Le  Frevost 
was  compelled,  by  loss  of  sight,  to  relinquish  a  task  to 
which  he  bad  devoted  a  considerable  portion  of  bis  life. 
And  here  I  may  be  permitted  to  ezpreea  my  acknowledg- 
ments to  both  these  gentlemen  for  Valuable  services  ren- 
dered me  in  the  course  of  laj  own  undertaking. 

Tollowing  tbe  steps  of  tbe  IVencb  editors,  I  have  given 
a  place  at  the  end  of  tbe  History  to  the  "Chronicle  of 
St.  EvToult."  It  not  only  formed  the  basis  of  numerous 
facts  narrated  by  Ordericus,  but  some  of  the  entries 
appear  to  have  been  made  in  bis  own  hand;  and  it  is 
besides  interesting,  as  being  continued  tot  more  than  three 
centuries  after  his  death.

A  Chronological  Index  is  appended,  to  compensate  in 

some  degree  for  the  deenltory  manner  in  which  the  author 
ha^  brought  together  times  separated  by  long  intervals,  as 
well  as  places  and  subjects  the  most  distant  and  incon- 
gruous. 

The  General  Index  has  been  compiled,  with  the  same 
object,  on  a  plan  more  than  usually  comprehensive. 
Copious,  howerer,  as  it  is,  it  will  convev  but  an  imperfect 
idea  of  the  prodigious  maas  of  minute  circomstauces  col- 
lected in  the  work.  "Ho  book,"  obseryes  M.  Guizot, 
"contfuna  so  much  and  such  valuable  information  on  the 
history  of  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  centuries,  on  ttie 
political  state,  both  civil  and  religious,  of  society  in  the 
"West  of  Europe,  and  on  the  manners  of  the  times,  whether 
feudal,  monastic,  or  popular."

ON  THE  LIFE,   CHARACTER,   WORK.  AND   TIMES 

OKDERICUS   VITALIS. 

BT  M.  LEOPOLD  DELISLE. 


Okdbbioub  ViTAiis  waa  one  of  the  first  authors  whose 
works  the  Soeiete  de  I'SitUnre  da  France  resolved  on  pub- 
liahmg :  the  choice  wss  detemuned  as  much  by  the  im- 
portaace  of  the  work  as  by  the  raritj  of  former  editions, 
and  their  manifold  imperfections.  Its  wisdom  was  still 
mare  confirmed  wh^i  a  ecfaolof  of  distiuguiBhed  reputation 
offered  to  ondertake  the  dutiea  of  editor. 

The  society  has  hod  no  roMOn  to  repent  its  deoision : 
from  the  first,  the  public  duly  appreciated  the  value  of  the 
text  as  settled,  by  M.  Le  Prerost,  with  the  actiTe  aasiBtance 
of  M.  Gu^rard,  his  friend  and  fellow  member  of  learned 
uHtitutions,  who  has  been  unhappily  tekten.  &om  ua  before 
ne  eould  witness  the  completion  of  an  enterprise  in  which 
he  felt  the  same  interest  ae  he  did  in  his  own  works.  Es- 
pecial notice  waa  also  taken  of  the  valuable  comments,  in 
which  the  editor,  by  the  aid  of  docum^its  often  kqown  only 
to  himself,  threw  light  on  obscure  paaaagea  in  the  text,  and 
touched  with  great  originality  on  the  most  difficult  points 
in  the  chronology,  the  history,  and  the  geography,  of  the 
Middle  Ages. 

After  twenty  years  of  persevering  industry,  M.  Lo  Prevost 
had  nearly  accomplished  his  task,  when  he  found  himself 
under  the  painful  necessity  of  relinquishing  studies  which 
had  been  the  delight  and  the  glory  of  his  life.  Little  re- 
mained for  him  to  do,  except  to  compose  an  introduction,  in 
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trhich,  no  doubt,  the  public  would  bare  recognized  the  well- 
known  talents  of  the  author  of  the  Pouille  Ae  Litiewe,  of 
the  Disaertatiotu  on  the  Seart  of  Si.  Louu,  of  N^atea  on  tie 
Communeg  of  tie  Department  of  the  Eure,  of  the  Sistoiy  of 
St,  Jlfartin  da  Tilleal,  and  of  80  many  memoirs,  written 
with  equal  learning,  spirit,  and  elegance. 

It  waa  under  theae  circumstances  that  M.  Le  Prevoat 
thought  fit  to  entrust  the  publication  of  the  fifVh,  and  last, 
volume  of  Orderious  to  one  of  hia  friends,  a  natiTe  of  Nor- 
mandy, like  himself,  who  esteems  it  an  honour  to  call  him- 
self the  disciple  of  such  a  master.  Thoogh  fully  alive  to  the 
peculiar  dehcacy  of  the  task  assigned  me,  I  Mt  it  my  duty 
not  to  shrink  &om  the  effort  to  justify  this  mark  of  con- 
fidence. The  public,  however,  will,  I  trust,  grant  me  some 
indulgence ;  and,  while  perusing  a  notice  for  the  compo- 
sition of  which  I  had  no  opportunity  of  much  previous  pre- 
paration, win  kindly  lay  aside  all  thought  of  the  remarkable 
piece  of  historical  and  literary  criticism  which  we  might 
have  had  from  the  pen  of  M.  Le  Prevoet,  employed  on  such  a 
subject. 

After  describing  the  literary  activity  which  prevailed 
in  the  abbey  of  St.  Evroult  during  the  eleventh  and 
twelfth  centuries,  I  shall  give  some  account  of  the  life  and 
character,  the  tastes  and  habits,  of  Ordericua  Titalis,  of  the 
plan  of  his  history,  the  periods  at  which  his  work  waa  com- 
posed, and  the  different  ways  in  which  it  was  divided.  An 
effort  will  also  be  made  to  supply  the  loss  of  a  part  which  is 
wanting  in  the  seventh  book.  I  shall  state  the  grounds  on 
which  Ordericua  is  entitled  to  rank  so  highly  among  the 
writers  of  the  Middle  Ages ;  and  show,  in  contrast,  the  atate 
of  obUvon  into  which  hia  work  has  long  fallen.  I  shall 
attempt  to  determine  the  cbronologictd  system  pursued  by 
the  author,  and  to  discover  what  productions  of  former 
writers  he  placed  under  contribution.  My  task  will  termi- 
nate with  a  catalogue  of  the  manuscripts,  editions,  and 
translations  of  the  Ecclesiastical  History  now  existing. 
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I. 

THE  STUDIES' PnBSUED  AT  THE  ABBBT  07  BT.  ETBOCLT. 

Pounded  in  1050,  on  the  niiua  of  a  MeroTingian  mouas- 
teiT,  the  abbey  of  St.  Evroult,  a  name  indelibly  associated 
with  recollectiona  of  Ordericua  Vitalia,  was  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal sources  of  that  Ught  which  shone  'with  so  much 
brilliance  on  Normandy  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  cen- 
turies. Most  of  the  atibots  on  whom  the  administration  of 
the  affairs  of  that  house  devolved  were  no  less  zealous  in 
augmenting  its  revenues,  than  in  developing  a  taste  for  sta 
diouB  pursuits  among  its  members. 

Thierri  deJMathonville,  a  monk  of  Jumi^ges,  to  whom,  in 
1050,  the  organiaation  of  the  new  abbey  was  intrusted, 
drew  around  him  num^ous  disciples.  He  it  waa  who  laid 
the  foundation  of  the  library,  the  relics  of  which  we  still 
view  with  admiration.  By  way  of  example,  he  copied  with 
his  own  hand  a  compilation  of  collects,  a  graduaX  and  an 
antiphonary.'  He  had  several  books  of  the  Bible,  a  missal, 
and  some  of  the  works  of  St.  Jerome  and  St.  Gregory,  tran- 
scribed by  his  nephew,  Ralph,  hia  companion  Hugh,  and  a 
pricBt  named  Boger.'  Many  excellent  copyists  were  formed 
m  his  school ;  among  whom  are  mentioned  Berenger,  after- 
wards bishop  of  Venoaa,  Joscelin,  Balph,  Bernard,  Tur- 
quetil,  and  Richard ;  who  enriched  the  library  of  St.  Evroult 
with  the  works  of  St.  Jerome,  St.  Augustine,  St.  Ambrose, 
Isidore,  Euaebius,  and  Orosius.*  To  encourage  the  industir 
of  his  scribes,  he  often  related  to  them  the  story  of  a  monk 
who  was  eared,  they  aay,  for  having  copied  a  ponderous 
volume.  When  he  stood  before  the  tribunal  of  the  Sove- 
reign Judge,  the  number  of  offences  be  had  committed  was 
re^oned  on  one  side  of  hia  account,  and  the  sum,  total  of 
the  letters  he  had  traced  was  counted  on  the  other.  The 
last  exceeded  the  first  by  a  single  unit,  and  that  turned  the 
scale  on  the  aide  of  mercy.' 

Osbeme,  one  of  Thierri's  succeasors,  employed  his  leisure 
hours  in  the  fabrication  of  implements  for  writing  and  pre- 
paring tablets  of  wax.'  In  his  time  flourished  Wilham 
Qregory,  whose  transcripts  and  illuminations  were  long

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admired  aa  ckfsf»-d^  ceuore^  Sobert  Andrt,  a  superior  pen- 
man, and  Bernard  Matthew,  to  whom  Ordericus  gives  the 
chancter  of  "  an  eminent  antiquarian." 

In  the  oourae  of  time  the  rising  libnuy  vaa  enriched  bj 
rariona  acquisitioni.  William  de  Br^tueil  made  an  offering 
of  the  text  of  the  Evangelists,  ornamented  with  gold,  silver, 
and  jewels;'  Eobert  dJe  Grentemesnil  presented  a  large 
"raalter,  embellished  with  paintings,  which  Queen  Emma 
lad  sent  &om  England  to  Bobert,  archbishop  of  Itouen.' 
Other  manaBcripts  crossed  the  chamiel,  and  were  placed  on 
the  shelves  of  the  libnuy  of  St.  Evroult.  Among  these  was 
a  psalter,  which,  at  a  later  period,  came  into  the  possession 
of  the  monks  of  St.  Ouen.*  There  were  also  a  calendar,'  and 
a  benedictionai[«,  some  considerable  fragments  of  which  are 
bHU  preserved,'  exhibiting,  in  a  manner  not  to  bo  mistaken, 
the  caaracten  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  writing. 

About  the  middle  of  the  twelfth  centtuy,  a  short  cata-- 
logue  waa  compiled  of  the  books  at  that  time  in  the  Hbraiy 
of  the  m<Hiasterj,  of  which  the  test  is  here  given.

The  metrical  epitaph  on  Ansold  de  Maule  was  composed 
about  the  year  1118,  oy  Eudes  de  Montreuil,*  who,  in  1130, 
accompanied  abbot  Warin  in  a  jouruej'  to  Bebaia.* 

Warin  de  S^ez,  who  entertained  Louis  le  GroB  at  the 
priory  of  Maule,  and  visited  the  abbey  of  Bebaia  in  1130, 
was  an  able  man  and  a  ^ood  scholar.*  A  collection  of  Sen- 
tences attributed  to  him  was  preserved  in  the  library  at 
Evroult  in  the  twelfth  century.' 

Boser  du  Sap,  abbot  of  St.  Evroult,  whose  ocquii-ementB 

Ced  him  the  friendship  of  Laa&anc,*  composed  hymns  in 
)ur  of  St.  Evroult.'  He  hu  just  claims  on  our  grati- 
tude, for  having  been  the  first  to  encourage  Ordericus 
Vitalis  to  nndertaie  his  work." 

His  BuecesBor,  Warin  dea  Esearts,  pursued  the  same 
course,"  and  composed  several  pieces,  in  prose  and  verse, 

RocfaeiteT,  imd  arcfabisfaop  of  Csnterburv. — "Collectanea"  from  the 
Fathen,  on  God,  the  Trinity,  the  Word  Incaniate,  and  on  angeli  and  men. 
Begides  some  other  theological  treatiKi,  it  abo  contain!  a  lEort  chtonicle 
from  the  IncamBtion  to  the  yeai  1112,  and  BOloe  venea  from  Vi^  and 
other  poeta.

Another  prior,  of  the  name  of  John,  composed  a  gloss  on 
the  Paalter^  which  is  conjectured,  though  perhaps  without 
sufficient  foondation,  by  a  Benedictine  of  the  seventeenth 
century,  to  be  extant  in  a  manuscript  preserved  in  the 
library  of  Alenpon.* 

"Walter,  of  JumiegeB,  made  a  transcript  of  Seneca's  Iiet- 
ters,  and  at  the  end  of  his  copy  inserted  some  verses,  which 
he  composed  in  honour  trf  this  philosopher,'' 

A  monk,  who  writea  anonymously,  dedicated  a  poem  of 
neariy  two  hundred  lines  to  the  praises  of  abbot  Bobert  de 
lieiceater.'

from  tbe  lord  bitbop  of  S£wt." 
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support  the  cODJectiure.  Tor  inatance,  the  piece,  which  waa 
'wnUen  eocm  after  the  9th  of  May,  1140,  commences  with 
'  linea'  which  infolimtarily  call  to  mind  the  feelings  ex- 
pressed by  OrdericuB  in  1141,  when  he  put  the  last  band  to 
bis  Ecclesiastical  History.' 

Nor  were  the  arts  wholly  slighted  by  the  religious  of  St. 
Evronlt,  It  was  one 'of  the  monks,  Nicholas  by  name,  who 
atipeinnteiided  the  works  for  the  erection  of  the  church.^ 
Another  monk,  Soger  de  Warrenne,  Ornamented  a  copy  of 
the  gospels  with  gold,  silver,  and  peaa-ls.*  Abbot  Osbeme 
cnltirated  the  me^umical  arts  with  remarkable  skill;  he 
practised  earring,  and  perhaps  forging  metals.' 

We  learn,  &om  a  variety  of  facts,  with  what  ardour  music 
was  cultivated  at  St.  Erroult.  The  first  abbot,  Tbierri  de 
Mathonville,  taught  his  ecbolara  to  sing.'  His  successor, 
Bobert  de  Grentemesnil,  engwed  Arnold  the  chanter  of 
Chartres,  a  pnpil  of  bishop  Fnlbert,  to  compose  the  music 
for  the  office  of 'St.  Evroult.  Two  of  the  younger  monks, 
Bobert  and  Salph,  made  a  journey  to  Chartres,  &>t  the  pur- 
pose of  hearing  it  from  the  author's  mouth ;'  which  leads 
us  to  suppose,  that  the  musical  characters  then  in  use  did 
not  supply  a  perfect  notation,  serving  only  to  assist  the 
memory  of  the  chanters.  B^inald  the  Bold  had  Beveral  pieces 
of  his  own  composition  inserted  in  the  antiphonaires  of  the 
abbey."  Ouitmund  enriched  the  tropaire  and  antiphonaire 
with  several  chants  of  great  melody,  and  made  some  im- 
portuit  additions  to  the  ofEce  of  St.  Evroult.'     Ordericus

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has  handed  down  to  poaterity  the  names  of  the  chantere, 
■William  Gregory,'  ana  Eobert  Onmaliel.*  A  collection  of 
cbants  preserved  in  the  Imperial  library,  and  some  rules  of 
music  inserted  in  one  of  the  most  valuable  manuscripts  of 
the  library  at  Alen^n,*  must,  in  justice,  be  referred  to- the 
school  of  St.  Evroult ;  and  the  traditions  of  this  school  vere 
carried  to  Italy,  and  taught  in  the  monasteries  of  St.  Eu- 
phemia,  Yenoaa,  and  Melito,*  by  Bobert  de  G-rentemesnil 
and  his  disciples. 

We  find  an  HippoorateB  in  the  catalogue  of  the  books  in 
the  library  at,  St.  E?roult,  in  the  twelfth  century ;'  nor  need 
we  be  surprised  at  it,  as  this  monasteiy  became  the  retreat 
,  of  several  religious  of  great  medical  skiU.  Such  was  Crois- 
bert  of  Chartres,  the  physidsn  of  Balph  de  Toeni,  who 
continued  the  practice  of  bis  art  after  he  had  assumed  the 
monastic  habit  in  the  abbey  at  Ouche.*  Such  also  was 
Balph  Mal-Coronna,  who  was  first  a  monk  of  Marmoutier, 
and  afterwards  became  a  member  of  the  society  of  St. 
Evroult.  He  had  studied  the  sciences  with  great  success  in 
the  schools  of  France  and  Italy ;  and  such  was  his  skill  in 
medicine,  that  his  equal  could  hardly  be  found  in  the  city  of 
Salemo.  Long  after  his  death,  the.  inhabitants  of  the  dis- 
trict of  Ouche  still  spoke  of  his  skill,  and  attributed  real 
prodigies  to  its  success.'' 

It  appears,  then,  that  during  a  century  there  was  no  branch 
of  human  knowledge  which  was  not  cmtivated  in  the  abbey 
of  St.  Evroult.  TJofortunately  it  was  not  long  before  that 
bouse,  as  well  as  most  of  the  Benedictine  establishments, 
fell  into  decay.

XXVUl  Oir  THS  LITE,  ITOBK,  AKS   TIUXS 

An  attempt  at  reform,  made  in  the  reign  of  Francis  I., 
appears  to  have  failed.'  In  the  seventeenth  ceptury  it  waa 
renewed  with  greater  BDCcesB.  The  reform  of  the  congrega- 
tion of  St.  Maur,  in  1628,  introduced  at  the  abbej  of  St. 
Evroult  an  era  which  may  be  compaired  with  the  period 
of  which  Ordericus  has  fiimished  the  history.  Then  the 
old  manuscripts  were  drawn  forth  from  the  oblivion  into 
which  they  had  fallen.  Dom  Anaelm  le  Michel  was  one  of 
the  first  men  of  learning  who  became  alive  to  their  import- 
ance.* Then  came  Dom  Luke  d'Acheij,  who  had  the  most 
valuable  of  them  brought  to  Paris.'  These  manuscripts 
were  used  in  all  the  great  works  of  the  Benedictine  fathers.* 
In  the  course  of -the  year  1682,  a  monk,  whose  name  I 
regret  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  discover,  drew  up  a 
catalogue  of  them,  the  original  of  which  is  still  preserved  in 
the  Imperial  Library,"  and  of  which  Monntfau^n  published 
eitracts  in  l739.» 

When  the  abbey  was  suppressed,  the  manuscripts  were 
conveyed  to  Laigle,  and  at  a  later  period  reassembled  in  the 
library  of  Alen^on,  where  neariy  eighty  of  them  are  now 
preserved.  But  before  they  were  removed  several  volumes 
had  been  lost,  and  others  had  passed  into  different  collec- 
tions, public  or  private.'

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UYE  OF  OSSEBICrS. — HIS  OHAOACTXB. — HIS  ACItOIlUtMXIITS. 

Odelerius  of  Orleans,*  tlie  son  of  ConstantiuB,  was  one  of 
the  followers  of  Boger  de  Mont^mery  when  he  came  into 
England ;  and,  for  hia  share  in  the  conquest,  received  a  grant 
of  lands  lying  on  the  banks  of  the  river  Meole  at  the  east 
gate  of  Shrewsbury.^  He  found  on  his  domain  an  ancient 
chapel,  a  building  constructed  of  timber,  which  Odelerius 
vowed,  during  a  pilgrimage  he  made  to  Bome,  to  replace  by 
a  church  of  atone.  Assisted  by  his  lord,  Boger  de  Montgo- 
mery, he  performed  his  vow,  and  uontributed  according 
to  hiB  means  to  the  foundation  of  a  monastery  dedicated  to 
St.  Pet^  and  St.  Paul,  to  which  he  retired  for  the  end  of 
hia  life,  on,  probably,  the  3rd  of  June,  IHO,  the  Friday  in 
Whitaun  week.' 

Odelerius  had  three  sons,  Benedict.Everard,  and  Ordericus.* 
The  last  was  bom  on  the  17th  of  I'ebmu'y,  1076,'  and  bap- 
tized on  the  Saturday  of  Eaater  following,  that  ia  on  Holy 
Saturday,  which  fell  that  vear  on  the  4th  of  April,'  The 
rite  was  performed  in  the  church  at  Atcham,  on  the  Severn, 
dedicated  to  St.  £ata.  There  is  still  atandine  on  the 
spot  a  chiiTch  of  which  M.  de  GcrviUe  has  groeurect  a  draw- 
ing, and  &om  the  style  of  its  architecture,  it  may  be  consi- 
dered a  building  of  the  eleventh  century.  We  may,  there- 
fore, indulge  the  idea  that  the  church  now  standing  witnessed 
the  baptism  of  one  of  the  most  illustrious  historians  of  the 
Middle  A^es.

Ordericus  was  five  years  old  when,  in  10§0,  he  was  sent 
to  school  at  Shrewsbury.  His  master,  Siward,  a  priest, 
taught  ^im  "  the  letters  of  !Nicoatrasta  Carmenta,"'  that 
18,  the  Latin  alphabet,  and  instructed  hiin  in  the  proper 
mode  of  performing  hia  duties  as  one  of  the  childreo.  of  the 
choir  in  the  church  of  St.  Peter  and  St,  Paul. 

Odeleriua  was  a  man  of  fervent  piety ;  and  Tie  had  n 
strong  desire  to  dedicate  hie  son  to  the  service  of  Ood.  It 
would  hrtve  been  veir  natural  for  the  young  Ordericus 
to  assume  the  monastic  habit  in  the  monastery  at  Shrews- 
bury, of  which  bis  father  was  one  of  the  founders.  But 
OdeleriuB  feared  that  under  such  circumstances  the  sacri- 
fice would  not  be  sufficiently  complete.  He,  therefore,  in 
the  course'  of  the  year  1085,  bathed  in  tear*,  delivered  his 
son,  then  aged  ten  years,  to  a  monk  named  Beynold,'  and 
'  sent  him  I  for  the  love  of  Qod,  with  an  endowment  of  thirty 
silver  marks,  into  a  strange  luid,  never  to  see  him  again. 
The  boy  wept,  but  made  no  resistance.  In  submission  to 
hia  fether's  will,  and  relying  on  his  assurances,  which  gua- 
ranteed to  him  in  the  name  of  God  a  place  in  Paradise 
if  he  became  a  monk,  he  left  his  country,  bis  kinsmen 
and  friends,  who  wept  over  him,  and  bid  him  a  most  affect- 
ing farewell.* 

Thus  it  was  that  at  the  age  of  ten  years  Ordericus 
crossed  the  Manche  and  landed  in  Normandy,  where 
he  knew  no  one  and  was  quite  unknown.  Like  Joseph 
in  Egypt,  he  could  not  understand  the  language  which 
was  talked  around  him ;  but,  conducted  to  the  monas- 
tery of  St.  Bvroult,  he  would  soon  find  himself  again 
established  in  a  fiunUy,  in  the  bosom  of  which,  loved  and 
honoured  by  all,  it  was  his  happy  lot,  to  the  end  of  his  life,

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to  taste  those  ineffable  delights  with  which  God  rewards  his 
most  devoted  seiraEtB.' 

The  circumBtanCes  which  I  have  jtut  detailed  left  a  Tind 
impFessioii  on  the  mind  ot  Ordencus.  At  the  advanced 
age  of  sixty-six  years,  he  still  cherished  with  tendon  re- 
gard the  memory  of  a  father  whom  he  had  scarcely  known ; 
and  spoke  with  respectful  feelins;  of  the  priest  who  baptiEed 
him,  and  the  master  who  taught  him  to  read.  Notwith- 
standing the  kind  welcome  which  he  received  in  Normandy, 
he  always  considered  himself  an  exile  there,  and  the  care  with 
which  he  constantly  used  the  title  of  ENOLiSHUAir*  {Vitalit 
Jsi^igena)  was  simply  an  act  of  patnotiBm.  iThis  feoluur  also 
explams  the  large  share  assignea  to  England  in  the  Eccle- 
siastical History.* 

On  Sunday,  the  Slat  of  October,  1085,  Maimer,  abbot  of 
St.  Evroult,  admitted  Ordericua  into  the  number  of  his 
monks.  He  then  received  the  tonsure,  and  as  the  name  of 
OrdericoB  sounded  ill  in  Norman  ears,  that  of  Titalis  was 
iabstituted  for  it,  in  remembrance  of  one  of  the  companions 
of  St.  Maurice,  whose  memory  was  solemnized  by  the  church 
on  that  d&y.' 

Dividing  his  time  between  prayer  and  study,  Ordericua 
conciliated  in  the  highest  degree  the  esteem  and  affection 
both  of  his  superiors  and  his  brethren.  Thus  flowed  his 
ditys  In  a  course  of  profound  tranquillity ;  and  the  only 
events  by  which,  as  &;  as  we  know,  the  even  tenour  of  his 
life  was  mterrupted,  were  the  solemnities  when  his  succes- 
sive orders  in  the  church  were  conferred  upon  him.  Or- 
dained  subdeacon  on  the  16th  of  March,  1091,  by  Gilbert, 
bishop  of  Lisieux,*  and  deacon  on  the  26th  of  March,  1093, 
by  Serlo  bishop  <^  84ez,'  he  went  to  Bouea  by  the  order  of

hie  abbot,  Boger  du  Sap,  on  the  21st  of  December,  1107. 
His  age  was  then  thirty-two  years,  wanting  two  montiiB, 
William,  srchbiahop  of  Bouen,  conferred  on  him  the  order  of  . 
prieat.  The  service  waa  marked  by  circumBtanceB  of  pecu- 
liar solemnity.  If  a  less  than  seven  hundred  candidates  for 
ordination,  among  whom  wae  an  abbot  of  Fecamp,  received 
orders  of  various  degrees.  Ordericus  composed  a  short 
copy  of  verses  in  memory  of  this  august  solemnity.' 

Ijx  1141,  Ordericus  was  compellea  by  age  and  infirmities 
to  bring  his  work  to  an  end.*  Se  was  then  sixty-six  years 
old :  we  are  left  in  ignorance  how  long  he  lived  after  the 
cessation  of  his  labours.  We  find  a  fitalk,  monk  of  St. 
^Erroult,  registered  in  the  obituary '  of  that  church  on  the 
3rd  of  Tehruary.     This  might  have  been  our  historian.

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the  materials  we  poBsess  but  few  occurrencea,  his  work  con- 
vejrs  to  us  m&nj  incidental  notices  from  which  his  character 
may  be  drawn,  and  which  disclose  hia  taetea,  his  habits,  and 
the  extent  of  his  acquirements. 

Ordericus  had  a  strong  inclination  for  travel,  one  of  the 
best  means  of  acquiring  information  at  the  time  in  which  he 
lived ;  but  "  confined  to  the  cloister,"  he  says,  "  by  towb 
which  have  bound  me  to  the  strict  observance  of  the 
monastic  rule,  I  am  unable  to  investigate  the  affairs  of 
Alexandria,  Greece,  and  Bome>"'  His  superiors,  however,  . 
on  more  than  one  occasion  gave  him  permission  to  leave  the 
monastery.  In  1106,  we  mid  him  in  France.'  About  the 
year  1115  he  went  to  England,  and  spent  five  weeks  at 
Croyland  Abbey,'  over  which  a  former  monk  of  St.  Evroult, 
(jeo&ey  of  Orleans,  then preaided.  Liasubsequent  journey 
be  visited  Worcester*,  where  he  saw  a  manuscript  of  the 
chronicle  of  Mariauus  Scotua,  continued  by  Florence  of 
Worcester.'  The  period  at  which  he  was  shown  a  manu- 
script of  Sigebert  in  the  monastery  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre, 
at  Cambray,  is  unknown.'  Perhaps  he  went,  in  the  month 
of  October,  1119,  to  the  council  of  Bbeims.^  It  is  certain 
that;  he  was  present,  in  the  abbey-churci  at  Clupi,  on  the 
20th  of  March,  1182,  at  a  great  assembly  of  twelve  hundred 
monks  of  the  order  to  which  the  abbey  of  St.  Evroult  was 
teffiiiated.'  We  find  him  at  Merleraut  ou  the  9th  of 
August,  1131,  during  a  storm  of  extraordinary  violence  j 
and  the  next  day  he  hastened  to  the  village  of  Planches,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  his  own  observations  on  the  singular 
effects  of  the  hghtning,  which  he  has  described  in  the  last 
book  of  his  History.' 

But  if  Ordericus  had  seldom  opportunities  of  observing 
the  events  which  he  relates,  and  visiting  the  places  which

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had  been  their  theatre,  at  least,  he  obtained  much  informa- 
tion from  ocular  witnesses.  It  so  happened,  that  the  abbey 
of  St.  Evroult  became  the  asylum  of  many  aged  Boldiers  of 
rank  who  had  been  either  engaged  in  the  eipeditions  of  the 
Sormans  in  Italy,  or  had  joined  the  crusades,  or  fought  in 
the  wars  of  WiUiam  the  Conqueror  and  his  sons.  Besides 
this,  it  was  in  coustant  communicatioa  with  Italy,  on  one 
hand,  where  the  three  monasteries  of  Saint  Eaphemia, 
Venosa,  and  Melito  were  peopled  by  colonies  fiwm  St, 
Evroult,'  and,  on  the  other  hand,  with  England,  whence  it 
drew  a  considerable  portion  of  its  revenues*  On  their 
return  from  the  missions  on  which  they  had  been  sent, 
either  to  these  two  countries,  or  to  the  court  of  the  sove- 
reign pontiffi,  the  monis  took  pleasure  in  relating  whatever  ■ 
they  had  observed  during  their  travels.  Ordericus  enables 
US  to  perceive  the  attention  with  which  he  hstened  to  such 
details,  in  the  portrait  which  he  has  drawn,  of  Beynold 
d'Echaufour,  one  of  the  brethren,  whose  fortune  it  was 
to  visit  twice  Apulia  and  Calabria.  "  TTin  vigorous  me- 
mory," says  our  author,  "  enabled  hiiri  to  relate  with  great 
l\ilnesB  whatever  he  had  seen  or  heard.  His  conversation 
charmed  bis  companions.'" 

It  also  frequently  happened  that  the  abbey  of  Ouche  gave 
its  hospitality  to  men  of  religion  irom  foreign  countries ;  and 
these  our  author  lost  no  opportunity  of  placing  under  con- 
tribution. One  iay,  a  monk  of  "Winchester,  a  passing 
guest,  showed  him  a  Life  of  St.  William,  copies  of  which 
were  eioeedingly  rare  in  Normandy.  Unfortunately,  the 
traveller  was  in  haste  to  depart,  and  it  being  winter,  the 
fingers  of  Ordericus  were  numbed  wjth  cold.  Still  the 
opportunity  was  not  to  be  lost ;  he  seizes  his  tablets,  and 
takes  notes  from  the  manuscript,  to  enable  him  afterwards 
to  compose  at  leisure  a  life  of  the  founder  of  the  abbey  of 
St.  Gellone.*

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0nina  or  crusaders  returning  from  Spaio  or  &om  F^eitine. 
Manj  of  theae,  lite  William  Til.,  count  of  Poitou,  delighted 
in  giving  a  poetical  and  romantic  air  to  tlie  narrative  of 
their  adventures.'  Ordericua  listened  to  them  with  a  piona 
enthusiasm,  and  it  was  no  doubt  under  such  inspiration 
that  he  relates,  in  measured  and  irthmical  prose,  several 
episodes  of  the  crusade,  in  which  fiction  is  often  mingled 
with,  truth. 

In  his  love  of  the  marvellouB,  our  author's  imagination 
led  him  to  borrow  materials  for  his  work  even  from  the 
popular  traditions.  At  one  time  he  Heeka  &om  them  the 
etjmology  of  local  names,'  at  aaother  the  origiu  of  the 
relics  of  antiquity  scattered  over  the  land.*  He  employed 
them  to  supply  what  was  wanting  in  written  documents 
containing  tne  Xives  of  the  saints.*  It  may  be  added  that 
ve  are  indebted  to  these  traditions  for  the  picturesque 
description  of  the  infernal  cavalcade  given  in  the  eighth 
book  of  the  Ecclesiastical  History.* 

Nor  were  even  the  poems  of  chivalry  without  their  echoes 
in  the  cloisters  of  St.  Evroult.  Ordericus  makes  direct 
allusions  to  the  romance  of  William  Court-Nez,'  the  sati- 
rical songs  of  Luke  de  )a  Barre,'  and  the  fable  of  the  giant 


This  taste  of  Ordericus  for  light  literature,  if  I  may  use 
the  term,  was  united  with  real  dassical  acqulrementa,  as  far 
as  such  were  in  vogue  io  the  twelfth  century.  He  was 
conversant  with  the  works  of  many  of  the  ancient  pagan 
writers,  as  well  as  those  of  the  fathers  of  the  church.  Thus, 
without  having  in  all  cases  read  their  works,  we  find  him 
quoting  on  several  occasions,  among  the  Greeks,  Aristotle,' 
Herodian,'"  Josephus,"  and  Fhiloj"  among  Latin  prose

Towards  the  end  of  the  eleventh  and  the  beginning  of 
the  foUowing  century,  letters  shed  an  unusual  flood  of 
light  on  the  north  of  France.  At  this  period  several 
of  the  master-pieeeB  of  theology,  and  of  the  Latin  poetry 
of  the  Middle  Ages,  saw  the  day.  It  was  not  lonf  before  the 
feme  of  some  of  these  worts  reached  the  ears  of  Orderioua, 
who  vastly  preferred  recording  in  his  annals  the  success  of 
new  books  than  the  military  exploits  of  his  countrymen. 
Bising  above  the  jealousies  which  caused  dissensions  be- 
tween so  many  rival  abbeys,  he  has  paid  the  most  distin-

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gaialied  bomage  to  the  celebrity  which  the  eohoola  of  Bee 
enjoyed  at  thia  time :  "  that  momiBtery,  of  which  eveiy  monk 
merited,  so  to  speak,  the  title  of  philosopher.'"  He  has 
given  a  elear  idea  of  the  deep  impression  made  on  their  co> 
temporanee  b;  the  eenins  of  a  lianfruic,'  a  Saint- Anselm,'  a 
Baudri,*  and  a  Hudebeit.*  In  a  more  modest  rank,  he 
brings  under  onr  review  the  productiona  of  several  monks 
of  St.  Evroult*  of  Gnitmond  of  Avema,'  Bobert  de  Tombe- 
lune,^  and  Bichard  de  FoumeauE.' 

Iiike  all  the  clever  men  of  bis  age,  he  took  great  pleasure 
in  the  composition  of  Latia  verses.  It  would  even  appear 
that  bia  poetic  talents  were  remarked  bj  his  fellow-monks ; 
for  ther  often  applied  to  bim  when  epitaphs  were  wanted, 
and  it  18  eaev  to  be  seen  that  he  attached  a  certain  value  to 
the  pieces  of  poetry  which  he  baa  introduced  into  his  works. 
Among  these  we  find  a  poem  on  Henry  I ;"  a  prayer  ad- 
dressed to  God,  imploring  protection  agtunst  the  spirit  of 
evil;"  and  the  epitaphs  on  Avicia  de  Sauqeville,"  Walter 
d'Aufoi,"  Warin  des  BasartB,"  Hugh  de  Grentememil,''  John 
of  Bheims,"  Bobert  de  Bbuddlan,  Soger  du  Sap,"  Thierri 
de  Mathonville,"  and  Earl  Waltheo^     I  have  already

Notwitbetanding  the  simpHcily  of  his  cjaracter,  Orde- 
ricua  never  omits  a^  fair  opportunity  of  making  a  display 
of  his  eradition.  Thus  he  transfers  to  his  own  times  terms 
belonging  to  classical  antiquity ;  introducing,  for  instance, 
tribunes  and  centurions  into  the  armies  of  William  Bufiis.* 

Another  piece  of  pedantry  is  seen  in  his  employment  of 
Glreek  words,  gathered  somewhat  at  random  from  the 
writings  of  the  lathers  of  the  Latin  church.'  It  would 
appear  also  that  this  practice  was  much  in  Togue  at  the 
abbey  of  St.  Evroult.  Greek  was,  doubtless,  as  little 
understood  there  as  in  the  rest  of  the  Trench  monasteries. 
But  in  spite  of  this  ignorance,  we  are  in  possession  of 
several  documents  which  cihibit  the  pretensions  of  the 
religious  of  Ouche.  Thus,  among  the  manuscripts  which 
were  executed  in  the  twelfth  century,  I  hare  observed  a 
Greek  alphabet  with,  the  name  and  numerical  value  of  each 
letter ;  and  a  sort  of  table  with  the  same  design,  but  which  ia 
in  snob  disorder,  and  so  incorrect,  as  to  prove  that  the  copyist 
did  not  understand  what  be  wrote.  There  is,  besides,  a 
formula  in  which  the  Latin  words  are  expressed  in  Greek 
characters.  I  have  also  particularly  remarked  some  chants 
for  the  church  interlarded  with  Greek  and  Hebrew.  I  beg 
leave  to  quote  one  of  the  most  curious  specimens : —

THE    BETEBTtt  BOOK. 

The  emineiit  men  who  Boceeesively  governed  the  abbey 
of  St.  Evroult  diecoreted  the  Htngular  qualificatione  for  be- 
coming &  writer  of  hietory,  with  which  Ordericus  waa  en- 
dowed. Soger  da  Sap  and  Waria  des  Esaarts  had  no  great 
difficulty  in  perBoadine  him  to  undertake  the  work.*  At  first, 
he  only  contetaplated  a  hietoiy  of  the  monasterr  of  St. 
Evroult:  Sittoria  Uiieenn*}  Animated  by  feelings  of 
gratitude,  Ordericus  desired  to  hand  down  to  future  ages 
the  memory  of  the  abbots,  the  monks,  and  benefactors  of 
the  house  which  was  the  most  cherished  object  of  his  affec- 
tions on  earth.  But  it  was  not  long  before  his  views  became 
more  extended,  and,  not  content  with  relating  the  events  of 
his  own  times,  he  either  copied  or  abridged  the  writings  of 
his  predec^isors,  nsed  them  as  materialB  for  the  work  he 
was  compiling,  and  ended  by  converting  his  work  into  a 
general  history,  commencing  with  the  first  preaching  of  the 
gospel,  and  ending  only  with  the  year  1141, 

Solely  occupied  with  the  care  of  increasing  the  extent  of 
his  collections,  Ordericus  had  not  the  leisure  required  for 
digesting  them  into  a  consistent  whole,  and  arranging  them 
on  a  regular  and  methodical  plan.  In  consequence,  his  his-  , 
tory  exhibits  a  state  of  confusion,  of  which  M.  Guiiot'  has 
given  a  most  exact  idea:  "The  materials  seem  thrown 
together  pell-mell,  as  chance  or  opportunity  brought  them 
into  the  author's  power ;  sometimes  he  interrupts  tne  course

into  distinct  poitions,  separated  by  long  intervals ;  and,  at 
others,  he  repeats  the  eame  etory  in  different  parts  of  hia 
work,  so  that  the  reader  is  coatiniudly  surprised  by  the 
strange  manner  ia  which  timea,  places,  and  sulrjects, 
the  most  distant  and  the  most  incongruous,  are  brought 
together.  So  sort  of  art  or  method  appears  to  have  been 
used  in  comhining  this  prodigious  mass  of  facts,  and  when 
the  work  is  considered  as  a  whole,  irom  a  single  point  of 
view,  one  cannot  avoid,  on  a  first  impression,  being  most 
sensible  of  this  striking  confosion." 

The  Ecclesiastical  iGatorjr,  as  we  now  possess  it,  is  divided 
into  thirteen  books,  the  subjects  of  which  are  given  in  the 
following  short  summary : —

These  thirteen  books  were  not  composed  in  the  order  in 
which  we  now  find  them :  I  shall  attempt  to  fix  the  period 
at  which  each  of  them  was  written. 

The_^rt  book  was  composed  after  books  HI.,  IV.,  and 
V.,^  after  the  death  of  King  Henry  I.  (1135)  ;'  before  that 
of  abbot  Warin  des  Esaarts  (1187) ;'  before  that  of  the  Anti- 
pope  Anaclete,  (118S)  ;*  and  belbre  the  accession  of  Lewis 
fe  Jeune  (1137).*    l^ese  facts  enable  ua  to  assign  tbe  com-

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pilntion  of  the  first  boot  to  the  year  1136.  Tbe  paragraph 
relating  to  the  wara  which  ensued  on  the  death -of  Henry 
I.,'  was  added  afterwards,  probably  in  1141. 

The  last  lines  of  the  lecond^  book  were  probably  also 
written  in  1141.  I  conjecture  that  the  substance  of  the 
book  was  composed  in  1136  or  1137. 

The  third  book  was  written  in  the  lifetime  of  Eobert 
Giroie,  who  died  about  1124.'  The  prologue  of  this  book 
was  added  at  a  later  period.* 

The^^Mird  is,  at  moat,  as  early  as  1125,°  and  anterior  to 
the  book  following ;  which  is  of  1127,'  We  may  aasume  its 
date  to  be  1125,  from  the  passage  in  which  it  is  stated,  that 
Ttums  had  been  bishop  of  Avranches  for  thirty  years.' 

Ine  Jifth  book  must  be  poaterior  to  July  13, 1127,"  but 
only  by  a  very  few  months,  since  it  was  composed  in  the 
twenty-seventh  year  of  Henry  I,,'  forty-two  yeara  after 
Orderioos  became  a  moiik,"  and  seventeen  years  after 
the  accession  of  Gleoflrey,  archbiahop  of  Eouen." 

The  nxth  book  was  composed,  there  is  no  doubt,  after  the 
journey  of  the  abbot  of  St.  Evronlt  to  Bebais;  that  is, 
about  1181."  The  close  of  the  book,  from  the  history  of 
Geo fiVey  tbe  Breton,  was  a  new  insertion  after  the  death  of 
Abbot  Warin,"  and  after  the  completion  of  the  seven  last 
books  of  the  work." 

A  passage  in  the  tevexth  book  is  posterior  to  the  death  of 
Henry  I.'^ 

The  eiyltfh  book  was  composed  during  the  life  of  'Keorf  I.," 
thirty-three  years  after  the  accession  of  that  king,';  and 
thirty-seven  years  after  the  foundation  of  Citeaui."  These 
indications  agree  vrith  1133  or  1184. 

Ordericos  was  aizty  yeara  old  when  he  commenced  hia

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ninth  book.'  He  entered  upon  Iiis  Biztf-firet  ^e&r  on  Pebru- 
ary  16, 1135. 

The  tenth  book  was  composed  after  tbe  ninth,*  uid  anb- 
sequentlr  to  the  death  of  Heniy  I.  (1135)  ;'  at  least,  if  the 
passage  &om  whence  this  indication  is  drawn  was  not  added 
to  the  body  of  the  work :  a  circumstftDce  which  -the  state  of 
the  moHaBcript  of  St.  Erroolt  rather  snggeeta. 

The  eUventh  book  must  belong  to  the  commencement  of 
the  year  1136,  a  period  when  Oraericus  had  not  yet  reached 
the  age  of  sixty-one  years,'  when  the  reign  of  Louis  le  Gros 
had  lasted  twenty-seven  years'  and  irhen  Sjng  Stephen  had 

f'ust  ascended  the  throne."  The  passages  referring  to  the 
ength  of  the  adnunistration  of  Soger,  abbot  of  I'Scamp,^ 
and  John,  bishop  of  Lisieui,'  which  seem  to  belong  to  1138, 
and  even  1141,  must  have  been  subsequent  interpolations. 

The  twelfth  book  was  composed  in  1136  or  1187,  ten  years 
after  the  accession  of  the  emperor  Lothaire,'  six  years  after 
Fulk  of  Anjon  was  raised  to  the  throne  of  Jerusalem,"  and 
shortly  after  the  death  of  Eostace  de  Br4teiul,  which  hap- 
pened in  1136."  A  chapter  which  would  seem  to  have  been 
written  in  the  lifetime  of  Henry  I.,"  must  hare  been  a  irog- 
ment  prepared  beforehand,  which  Ordericoa  omitted  to 
retouch  when  he  inserted  it  in  its  place. 

The  thirteenth  book  was  finished  when  the.  author  was  in 
the  course  of  his  sizty-aeTenth  year ;  that  is,  before  February 
16, 1142,  and  after  the  month  of  June,  1141."

Bj  combining  these  dates  with  other  indications,  we  are 
able,  under  the'jjresent  form  of  the  Ecclesiastical  History, 
to  diacover  the  onginalplan  pursued  by  Oidericus.  At  that 
time  Boots  X.  II.  tmA  Til.  were  not  in  esistence ;  the  work 
consisted  of  only  ten  books,  namely  :—

On  the  original  manuBcript,  which  we  shall  have  presently 
to  dracribe,  traces  of  the  numbers  first  employed  are  to 
be  found  in  more  than  one  of  the  titles  placed  at  the 
beginning  or  ending  of  books.  In  these  places  the  new 
numbers  are  substituted  for  the  former  ones  by  the  same 
hand  which  wrote  the  manuscript ;  but  sometimes  the  altera- 
tion was  omitted  in  the  body  of  the  work.  Thus,  in 
one  place,  the  third  book  is  called  primwt  Uhellut;^  in 
another.  Books  IX.  and  X.  are  counted  as  the  sixth  and 
seventh.' 

"SVe  may  hazard  a  conjecture  that  the  manuscript  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  History  was  originally  bound  in  two  volumes: 
the  first,  containing  the  six  first  books ;  the  second,  the 
seven  last.  Ordericus  himself  seems  to  aUude  to  this  divi- 
sion.* But  very  shortly  afterwards  it  was  found  convenient 
to  make  it  into  four  volumes,  in  which  state  it  appears  in

There  is  a  chasm  in  the  seventh  boob  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
History  vrhich  we  have  reason  to  regret.  In  chapter  iv. 
Ordericns  annotutces  fais  intention  of  giving  a  genealogy  of 
Edward  the  Confessor,  from  Shem  the  son  of  iNoah.  He, 
accordingly,  commences  this  genealogy,  but  in  our  manu- 
scripts and  printed  editions,  it  is  abruptly  broken  at  Odin.' 
However,  a  fortunate  accident  bas  enabled  me  to  complete  it. 
In  one  of  the  manuacriptB  of  St.  Evroolt,  now  preserved  in 
the  libraijf  at  Alen^on,'  there  ia  foiind  a  genealogy  of  the 
EugUsh  kings,  the  earlier  part  of  which  exactly  corresponds

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with  that  given  by  Ordericua.  There  is  no  doubt  but  our 
author  incorporated  in  hia  work  thia  aummary  of  the  history 
of  the  kings  of  England,  in  the  same  manner  aa  he  had 
aheady  inserted  an  abridged  account  of  the  kings  of  France, 
literally  copied  trom  a  former  writer.  The  document  from 
which  Ordericus  adopted  the  genealogy,'  and  from  which  he 
aleo  borrowed  on  other  occasions,  runs  as  followa : —

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When  SI.  Edward  was  b1^  bj  the  bdbre-Mmed  heBthen,  Edred,  the 
surriTiog  king  of  the  Qeviwie,  tried  to  defend  the  kingdom  agaiost  the 
enemy  vith  all  the  force  he  could  muster. 

On  the  death  of  Edred,  his  brother  Allred  succeeded  to  the  kjngdom. 
In  the  Urength  of  God,  he  either  slaughtered,  drove  out,  oi  fbi^d  to 
Bubmisaion  tae  enemj,  and  first  of  all  the  English  kings  held  alone  the 
monarchy  of  all  England.  He  excelled,  as  I  think,  all  preceding  and 
Bobiequent  kings  of  England  in  worth,  libetBlit]',  and  laudable  pnideaee, 
and  reigned  xxix.  years. 

By  his  wile  Ealsvuda,  he  had  Edward  the  elder,  Edelwald  the 
literate,  Egellrede,  the  wife  of  Elthered,  earl  of  Hercta,  and  Edelgeoru,  a 

Edward  ^e  elder,  Alfred's  Kni,*with  his  uAer  Egelfreda,  lady  of  the 
Mercians,  reigned  long  and  nobly.  After  hig  death,  bis  three  sons  nic- 
ceeded  him  in  order— -Edelstan,  Edmund,  and  Edred, 

After  them  reigned  Edwin,  son  of  Edmund.  He  was  weak  and  wicked, 
and  the  English  rebelled  against  him  and  slew  him,  and,  b;  God's  authority, 
the  kingdom  was  given  to  his  brother  Edgar,  because  he  had  reigned  long 
and  prosperously,  both  to  hiouelf.  the  people,  and  the  church  of  God. 

After  him  reigned  his  brother  Edwaij,  a  man  of  good  dispoaition.  whom 
be  begat  of  the  noble  lady  Wilstiida,  and  who  was  brother  of  St.  Bdgith; 
but  he  was  shortly  afterwards  treacherously  stain  by  Queeo  Elfitrida,  the 
daughter  of  Ordgar  and  mother  of  King  Egelred,  his  step-mother. 

Daring  Egelred's  reign  many  misfartuoes  arose  in  the  realm  of  England. 
For  Swejn,  king  of  the  Danes,  invaded  England  with  an  immense  fleet, 
and  the  English  going  over  to  him.  King  Ethelred,  and  his  wife  and  sons, 
fled  to  Normandy  ;  for  his  wife  Emma  was  the  mster  of  Richard,  son  of 
Gnmior,  duke  of  Normandy,  and  of  Robert,  archbishop  of  Rouen.  Not 
long  afterwards  Sweyn  was  killed  by  9t  Edmund,  king  and  martyr,  and 
his  body  carried  to  Denmark.  King  Etbelted,  as  soon  as  he  heard  of  his 
death,  returned  to  Er^land ;  but  Canute,  son  of  Sweyn,  with  Lacman, 
king  of  Sweden,  and  Olsve,  king  of  Norway,  came  to  England  and  beneged 
Limdon. 

Ethelred  being  dead,  Ms  son  Edmund,  nimamed  Imeside,  then  reigned. 
He  had  two  sons,  Edward  and  Edmund,  who  after  their  fiuher's  death 
were  delivered  as  hostages  to  the  king  of  Hungary  by  Sweyn,  king  of  Den- 
mark, at  the  instance  of  bis  brodier  Canute.  There  Edmund  Clito 
[Athelin]  died,  and  Edward,  marrying  the  king's  daughter,  had  by  hei 
Margaret,  queen  of  Scots,  and  Christiana,  a  nun. 

^een  Emma  married  Canute,  who  had  now  become  a  christian,  and 
bore  him  Hardecsmite  and  Gunnilde ;  bat  he  sent  Edward  and  Alired,  her 
sons  by  ber  former  husband,  into  exile  in  Normandy, 

Edmund  having  been  treasonably  murdered  in  a  privy  by  Edric  Streon, 
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Canute  reigned  ovet  all  England,  and  aeat  Edmund's  aons  into  eiHe  in 
Denmnrk. 

After  the  death  of  Canate,  Hatold,  hiH  aan  by  the  concubine  E^ia, 
reigned  in  England.  He  cBuied  Alfred,  who  was  betrayed  to  him  by  Eart 
Godwin,  to  be  deprived  of  aigbt ;  but  ha  only  lived  a  ahoit  time,  and  on 
hii  death  unwillingly  left  his  kingdom  to  Haidecanule. 

Uardecanute  recaUed  Edwaid,  his  half-brother,  from  Normandy,  and 
after  two  yean  perished  tioni  poison  given  him  by  Emma  at  the  feast  made 
by  Osgood  Clappa,  when  he  mairied  his  daughter  to  Tovi  the  Dane. 

Then  Edward,  the  light  heir,  reigned  twenty-three  yean,  and  recalling 
the  inbnt  chllclreu  of  his  nephew  Edward  from  Hungary,  gave  Margaret  to 
Malcolm,  king  of  Scots,  who  bore  him  three  children,  namely,  Edgar, 
Alexander,  and  David,  who  were  all  kinga  of  Scotland  ;  and  aka  Edith 
Matilda,  the  wife  of  Kmg  Henry,  and  Mai;. 

Besides  the  genealogy  of  the  KingB  of  England,  we  i^so 
misB,  in  the  seventh  book  of  Ordericus,  one  or  two  episodes 
connected  with  the  abbey  of  St.  Erroult.  For  we  learn 
from  a  note  written  in  the  fifteenth  century,  that  Ordericus, 
in  the  second  part  of  hi?  work  (Books  VII. and  VIII.),  gave  an 
account  of  the  reasons  which  induced  the  bishop  of  Lisieux 
to  refuse  conaecration  to  the  abbot  of  St.  Evroult.  In  the 
state  we  now  possess  it,  the  Ecelesiaatical  History  furnishes 
UB  with  no  details  coneeming  the  election  of  this  abbot. 

IV. 
taltte  of  the  ecctesiabtical  histobt  ot  obseriods — 
the  oblrvlok  ik  which  it  bemaxnes  dubikg  the 
uidsij:  ases. 

If  it  cannot  be  disguised  that  the  plan  pursued  by  Orde- 
ricus in  hia  work  was  very  immethodical,  it  must  be  acknow- 
ledged that  this  blemish  la  redeemed  by  its  great  merits. 

uistead  of  those  short  and  meagre  notices,  of  which  the 
n«atest  part  of  the  chronicles  of  the  Middle  Ages  consist, 
Ordericus  presents  us  vrith  narratives,  groups,  portraits,  and 
words  of  living  men ;  in  a  word,  with  history,  such  as  it  has 
been  understood  both  in  ancient  and  modern  times.  Occa- 
sionally, he  is  even  carried  out  of  bounds  by  Lis  fervour  in 
composition.  The  writer  sufiera  himself  to  be  led  away  by 
his  imaginatdoD.  till  he  confiises  iacts  with  circumstances 
which  might  have  attended  them  ;  he  sacriUces  everything 
to  the  desire  of  affording  pleasure  and  interest,  of  rounding 
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his  sentences,  and  giving  what  we  should  now  call  local 
colouring,  or  an  air  of  romance,  to  his  pictures.  It  cannot, 
however,  be  denied  that  there  is  a  great  foundation  of  truth 
even  in  passages  which  bear  the  moat  evident  tokens  of  art 
and  labour. 

Ordericua  is  not  only  remarkable  for  his  skill  in  literary 
composition :  he  does  not  merely  relate  events,  he  has  a 
higher  object;  he  judges  and  teaches.  In  the  retirement  of  his 
monastery,  "  he  expects  nothing  either  from  the  conquerors 
or  the  conquered ;'"  he  censures  what  he  thinks  reprehen- 
sible even  in  his  most  favourite  heroes ;  he  commiserates  the 
misfortunes  of  the  oppressed ;  ridicules  the  fashionable  follies ; 
and  always  gives  a  moral  and  religious  turn  to  the  occur- 
rences which  came  under  his  review. 

But  the  particular  merit  for  which  the  Ecclesiastical 
History  of  Ordericus  is  distinguished,  and  which  makes 
it  one  of  the  most  original  specimens  of  the  literature 
of  the  Middle  Ages,  is  the  extreme  care  with  which  the 
author  has  collected  factfi  appearing  at  first  sight  very 
insignificant,  and  has  entered  ir.to  details  which  most  of  the 
chroniclers  have  thought  unworthy  of  notice.  M.  G-uizot,' 
therefore,  is  quite  justified  in  his  remark,  without  the  least 
exaggeration,  that,  "  no  book  contains  so  much  and  such 
valuable  information  on  the  history  of  the  eleventh  and 
twelflh  centuries,  on  the  political,  civil,  and  religious  state 
of  society  in  the  West,  and  on  the  manners  of  the  age,  whe- 
ther feudal,  monastic,  or  popular." 

It  would  be  easy  to  accumulate  evidence  in  support  of 
the  illustrious  critic's  assertions,  but  I  will  confine  myself 
to  two  facts,  which  have  not  received  the  attention  they 
deserve.  One  relates  to  the  Communal  Cmtoms ;  the  other 
to  the  Tntce  of  Ood. 

Normandy  was  happily  exempt  from  those  sanguinaiy  con- 
tests by  which,  in  several  provinces  of  Prance,  the  enfranchise- 
ment of  the  communes  was  wrought  out  in  the  beginning 
of  the  twelfth  century.  Before  that  period,  the  rights,  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  towns,  and  even  of  the  rural  popiila- 
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tiona,  were  secured  and  regulated  in  Nonnaudy,  bj  the 
force  of  custome  which,  in  many  respects,  had  the  same 
objects  as  the  communal  charters.  The  domuns  of  the 
lords  of  Br^teuil  were  governed  by  one  of  these  bodies  of 
customs,  which  Ordericus  calls  the  law  of  Cormeilla,  ob- 
serving that  it  was  brought  into  operation  in  the  bourg  of 
Anfiii,  at  the  close  of  the  eleventh  century.'  This  remark,  in 
itself  curious,  becomes  more  valuable  when  compared  with 
a  passage  in  the  Domesday-Book,  which  mentions  the  intro- 
duction of  the  customs  of  Br^teuil  into  a  manor  in  England 
at  the  same  period.'  I  may  add  that,  iu  all  probability, 
these  customs  much  resembled  those  of  VemeuD,  of  which 
we  possess  a  digest  made  in  the  twelfth  century.' 

On  several  occasions,*  Ordericus  speaks  of  levies  en  matte 
of  the  population,  aummoned  to  arms  by  the  evrds,  and 
marching  to  battle  under  the  banners  of  their  respective 
parishes.  Our  author  not  only  attests  the  fact,  but  supplies 
us  with  the  means  of  ezplaiuing  the  origin  and  determining 
the  character  of  these  movements  which,  more  than  once, 
horded  Louis  le  Gros  powerful  support  in  his  struggles 
ag^nst  feudality.  They  were,  in  truth,  cruaades  directed 
W  the  clergy  against  the  disturbers  of  the  public  peace. 
^^  were  tQe  natural  result  of  the  enactment  of  what  was 
called  The  Truce  of  God.  This  cannot  be  doubted  when  we 
read  the  form  of  the  oath  required  by  the  synod  of  Bouen 
in  1096,  to  be  taken  by  all  christians  of  the  age  of  twelve 
years.  Every  parishioner  bound  himself  to  take  arms  at 
the  first  summons  of  the  bishop  or  archdeacon,  and  to  march 
under  the  prelate's  orders  against  all  who  broke  the  truce.' 
TheMstcnr  of'Berri  supplies  us  with  an  enunple  which 
proves  still  more  clearly,  if  that  be  possible,  the  truth  of  the 
eiphmations  I  offer.  In  that  count^,  a  powerful  association 
was  formed  to  secure  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace 
mider  the  name  of  eommune  or  trice ;  the  central  administra-

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tion  being  in  tlie  hands  of  the  archbiBhop,  and  ita  action 
being  extended  efficaciously  through  all  the  partshea  of  the 
diocese.  M,  Eaynal,  whose  penetration  the  real  character 
of  this  institution  could  not  escape,  has  traced  its  history 
for  three  centuries  with  great  ability.  Eeferring  to  his 
work'  those  who  have  any  curioai^  to  study  the  question,  I 
shall  content  myself  with  the  production  of  a  testimony,  aa 
yet  unpublished,  which  throws  a  strong  light  on  the  origin 
of  the  commune  of  the  diocese  of  Bourges.  I  quote  from 
AndrS  de  Fleuri,  a  coteraporary  writer.' 

"  At  this  time  (about  a.  b.  1038),  Aymon,  archbishop  of 
Bourges,  was  desirous  of  consolidating  the  peace  of  his  dio- 
cese, under  the  sanction  of. an  oath.  In  consequence,  he 
summoned  the  bishop  of  his  province,  and,  with  the  concur- 
rence and  support  of  hia  suffragans,  promulgated  a  decree 
binding  all  persona  of  the  age  of  fifteen  years  and  upwards 
heartily  to  resist  all  violators  of  the  common  compact,  and, 
HO  far  from  submitting  to  have  their  property  plundered, 
to  rise  in  arms,  if  occasion  required,  against  the  marauders. 
Not  even  the  ministers  of  religion  were  exempted,  but  taking 
the  banners  from  the  sanctuary  of  the  Lord,  they  were  to 
join  the  rest  of  the  population,  and  have  them  borne  against 
the  violators  of  the  sworn  peace.  In  this  way  they  often  . 
broke  up  the  quarterB  of  the  traitors  and  razed  their  castles  ; 
so  that,  by  God's  aid,  such  terror  was  struck  into  their 
rebellious  hearts  that  when  they  heard  even  va^ne  reports 
scattered  through  the  country  of  the  approach  ol  the  faith- 
fiil,  they  deserted  their  strongholds,  leaving  the  doors  open, 
and  took  to  flight  in  a  panic  divinely  inspired.  Tou  might 
see  the  &ithiul,  like  another  people  of  Israel,  raging  furiously 
against  the  hosts  of  those  who  knew  not  the  Lord,  and  compel- 
ling them  by  the  ardour  of  their  attacks  to  re-aubmit  to  the 
law  of  peace  which  they  had  broken.     The  sanction  of  this

place  in  this  work  :  '  I,  Aymon,  by  the  grace  of  Qod,  arch- 
biahop  of  Bourges,  do  sincerety  promise,  with  heart  and 
mouth,  to  God  and  his  saints,  that  I  will  perform  what 
follows  with  my  whole  soul,  without  fraud  or  covin. ;  namely, 
I  will  joia  the  association  in  putting  down  all  who  lay 
bands  on  eccleaiaatical  property ;  all  who  promote  robbery, 
or  oppress  the  monks ;  and  all  who  molest  the  nuns  and 
clerM  of  holy  mother  church.  I  will  not  be  tempted,  -either 
by  bribes  or  by  any  considerations  of  affinity  or  relationship, 
to  depart  from  the  path  of  rectitude.  But  I  pledge  myself 
to  make  head  with  all  my  might  against  such  as  shall  ven- 
ture to  break  the  laws  ot  this  association,  and  not  to  yield 
in  any  way  until  the  offenders  be  brought  to  renew  their 
compact.'  Having  made  this  affirmation  on  the  relics  of 
St.  Stephen,  the  proto-martyr,  Aymon  eihorted  the  rest  to 
do  the  same.  They  obeyed  with  willing  hearts,  and  all  the 
parishioners  and  provincials,  as  I  have  said  before,  from  the 
^e  of  fifteen  years  add  upwards,  joining  in  forming  a  com* 
mune  throughout  the  several  dioceses,  sealed  their  union  by 
the  same  oath.  The  fear  of  them,  and  the  terror  of  them, 
struck  such  a  panic  into  the  hearta  of  the  unbelievers,  that  the 
multitude  of  the  unarmed  common  people  trembled  before 
them  aa  if  they  were  armed  bands,  and  the  hearts  of  the 
delinquents  so  failed,  that,  deserting  their  strongholds,  they 
fled  before  these  poor  rustics  as  if  they  were  the  troops 
of  powerful  princes.  In  this  case  the  prophecy  of  David 
most  fitly  applied :  '  Thou  sbalt  save  the  humble,  0  Lord, 
and  cast  down  the  eyes  of  the  proud,  for  who  is  Lord,  but 
Thouonl}'!'  And  that  this  saying  might  be  fulfilled :  'The 
Lord  smiteth  down  the  proud,'  ne  thus  smote  down  the 
obduracy  of  the  proud  with  this  humble  sword,  so  that, 
though  unwillingly,  they  submitted  to  the  iniunccions  before 
mentioned,  and,  of  all  the  multitude,  Odo  ot  Sol  alone  held 
out,  being  reserved  by  the  judgment  of  God  for  the  punish- 
ment of  his  evil  deeds." 

After  this  digression,  I  return  to  Ordericus.  Perfectly 
as  our  author's  genius  was  suited  to  the  tastes  of  the  Middle 
Ages,  he  was   unnoticed  by   his  cotemporariea,  who  have 
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not  even  named  him  in  their  works.  !Faur  centariea  were  to 
elapse  before  justice  was  rendered  to  one  of  the  moat  useful 
of  our  historians. 

Astonishing  as  may  appear  the  fact  which  I  state,  it  ia 
impossible  to  raise  any  doubt  respecting  it.  It  is  abundantly 
proved,  both  by  the  silence  of  writers,  and  by  the  extreme 
rarity  of  ancient  manuscripts  of  the  Ecclesiastical  History. 
In  consequence,  the  list  of  the  authors  who  in  the  Middle 
Age  made  use  of  this  work  is  soon  drawn.

"The  lunar  epacts  commence  on  the  1st  September;  the 
cycle  of  nineteen  years  changes  on  the  1st  March';  the 
indicttons,  on  the  24th  September ;'  the  years  of  the  world, 
on  the  22nd  March  ;  those  of  the  incarnation,  on  the  2fith 
December."' 

"We  find,  then,  in  a  manuscript  of  St.  Evroult,  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year  veiy  clearly  assigned  to  the  25th 
December,  and  the  commencement  of  the  mdictiou  fixed  on 
the  24th  September.  Let  us  see  if  these  two  rules  vere 
followed  by  Ordericus. 

On  the  one  hand,  the  manner  in  which  this  author  has 
dated  many  events  which  happened  in  the  months  of 
January  and  February*  proves  that  he  did  not  reckon  the 
commencement  of  the  year  either  from  Easter  or  the  feast 
of  the  Annunciation  r26th  March]. 

On  the  other  hand,  to  come  to  conclusive  facta,  as  he 
places  in  the  year  1067  the  Christmas-day  which  followed 
the  battle  of  Hastings  (October,  1066),*  and  in  the  year 
1136    the   Christmaa-day  which    followed   the    death    of

giaitively  clear  tliat  he  reckoned  the  rear  as  beginmng  from 
hriatmaa.  There  ia  one  passage  which  even  seems  to  indi- 
cate that  he  counted  its  commencement  from  the  ere  of 
that  feast* 

With  respect  to  the  indietion,  we  cannot  arrive  at  so 
dedsive  a  result.  I  am  disposed,  however,  to  gather  from 
two  instances'  that  Ordencus  made  the  revolution  of  a 
year  of  the  incarnation  exactly  coincide  with  the  revolution 
of  an  indietion. 

Haring  laid  down  these  two  general  rules,  I  have  to 
remark  that  errors  in  chronology  are  very  common  in  our 
author's  work.  The  same  fact  is  sometimes  referred  ft)  two 
or  three  different  dates.  The  events  of  several  years  are 
often  inverted  or  confounded  one  with  the  other ;  and  in 
many  places  the  numbers  given  for  the  indietion  are  mani' 
festly  incorrect. 

Ordericus  sometimea  forgot  that  in  the  Eoman  calendar 
the  last  days  of  the  month  belong  to  the  calends  of  the 
month  following.  Thus  he  hxea  on  the  2nd  of  the  calends 
of  May*  the  execution  of  Waltheof,  which  took  place  on 
the  2nd  of  the  emends  of  June — that  is  to  say,  on  the  last 
of  May.'  In  another  pla«e,*  he  gives  the  8tb  of  the  calends 
of  Tehruary  as  the  day  of  the  death  of  Avicia  de  Sauque- 
ville;  but  w©  know,  from  an  authentic  epitaph,'  that  this 
lady  died  on  the  feast  of  St.  Peter's  chair,  in  February, 
which  carries  the  date  back  to  the  8th  of  the  calenda  of 
March.  The  same  observation  may  be  made  on  the  date  of 
InguITa  death.^ 

The  error  to  which  I  direct  attention  vras  probably  com- 
mon in  the  Middle  Ages,  and  I  think  that  it  snould  be  kept

in  mind  wlien  ve  ynah  to  explain  a  certun  number  of  false 
datea.  To  confine  mreelf  to  one  example,  I  will  mention  a 
bull  of  Benedict  VTI.''  relating  to  the  abbey  of  L^rms.  It 
bears  date  on  the  10th  of  the  calends  of  Maj,  the  fourth 
year  of  Benedict's  pontificate,  the  elerenth  of  the  reign  of 
the  Smperor  Otho,  in  the  month  of  May,  the  aixteentlt 
indiction.*  The  words  10th  cf  the  caUniit  of  May  are, 
without  doubt,  an  error  for  the  \(ith  of  the  eaUntU  of  June, 
BO  that  the  instrament  was  made  on  the  23rd  May,  B78, 
and  not,  as  the  learned  Jaff^  supposed,  on  the  22nd  April.'

I  BOfW  come  to  an  examination  of  the  sources  from  which 
the  Scclesiastical  History  was  derived ;  and  having  already 
spoken  of  the  materials  which  OrdericDS  drew  from  oral 
traditions,*  shall  now  only  pass  in  review  the  written  docu- 
ments. 

1.  2'he  Sola  Scripfwrea. — Without  Bpeaking'  of  the  texts 
of  Bcripture  wiich  we  find  quoted,,  with  more  or  less  cor- 
rectness, throughout  our  author's  pages,  I  will  only  remark 
that  the  New  Testament  fumiahed  nim  the  elements  for  the 
lives  of  Jesus  Christ^  and  the  apostles.'  Eor  this  part  of 
his  work  he  consulted  not  only  the  Vulgate,  but  the  Poem 
of  Arator  on  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,''  and  the  Treatise  of 
St,  Augustine  on  the  Harmony  of  the  evangelists.'

pius,  and  afterwards  into  Latin  by  Julius  Africanus.' 

To  complete  the  details  of  the  false  Abdias,  Ordericiu 
employed  various  minor  works,  whose  authenticity  is 
scarcely  better  established.  For  St.  Peter  and  8t.  Paal,' 
he  had  recourse  to  the  Beeognitions  of  St.  Clement ;"  the 
Acts  of  St.  Nereus  and  St.  AchilLeus ;"  those  of  St.  Processus 
and  St.  Martiuian ;"  and  two  iiarrativea,  the  authors  of 
which  took  the  names  of  St.  Linus  and  8t.  Marcellus."  For 
St.  John  the  Evangelist,'*  he  used  the  pretended  history  of 
MellituB ;"  for  St.  Thomas,"  a  legend  derived  from  the 
Btories  of  Abdias ;  for  St.  Bamabae,"  Acts  attributed  to

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John  Mark,  \aa  disciple  ;*  and  for  St.  Mark,'  &n  ancient 
life,'  to  which  our  author  joined  the  history  of  the  holy 
evangeliat'B  miBsion  to  Loodicea.* 

3.  Stuebiue  and  Sege»ifppu$. — Eren  if  OrdericuB  himself 
had  not  informed  ub,'  we  should  have  bad  no  doubt  of  his 
bavisg  consulted  the  Ecclesiastical  History  of  Eusebius, 
ODO  of  the  historical  worka  most  common  in  the  librariea  of 
the  Middle  Age. 

He  was  also  acquainted  with  the  five  books  of  Hegesippua 
on  the  Jewish  war  and  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem,' 

4.  Anagtatiut  the  Librarian. — It  was  principallj  by  the 
aid  of  the  Lives  of  the  Popes  by  Anastasiua  the  Librarian, 
that  the  seventeenth  chapter  of  Book  II.  was  compiled.  The 
copy  used  by  our  author  in  his  labours  is,  to  all  appearance,' 
the  manuscript  now  numbered  IS  in  the  librai^  of  Aleufon.* 
Like  many  writers  of  the  Middle  Ages,  Ordencus  attributes

— Part  of  the  details  which  our 
author  gives  respecting  the  Lombard  kings  may  have  been 
directly  gathered  from  Paul  the  Deacon ;  aa  he  mentions 
this  author,'  and  there  was  a  copy  of  his  works  at  the  abbey 
of  St.  Evroult,  in  the  twelfth  century,'  which  is  now  pre- 
served in  the  library  at  Alenfon.' 

8.  Bede't  mirks. — Ordericus  has  borrowed  the  thirW- 
third  chapter  of  his  first  book'  from  the  treatise  of  Bede, 
entitled :  He  sex letatihua  mv/ndi'  without  introducing  modi- 
fications of  any  importance  ;  only  adding  the  euccession  of 
the  kings  of  the  Franks,  notices  of  some  eminent  prelates 
or  abbota,  details  respecting  St.  Cuthbert,  Ac. 

Ordericus  must  also  have  been  acquainted  with  Bede's

— This  work,  copies  of  which  were 
very  scarce  in  the  Middle  Agea,'  had  been  perused  by

11.  Annalg  of  St.  IJeroult. —The  Annals  of  St.  Evroult 
often  served  for  a  gui^e  to  OrdericHs  Vitalia.  He  followed 
the  chronology  of  this  chronicle,  and  drew  from  it  materials 
for  a  considerable  part  of  the  first  book  of  his  Histoiy. 

These  Annals  are  original  from  the  time  of  William  the 
Conqueror's  death.  Almost  all  the  entries  before  that 
period  are  copied  literally  from  the  Aurala  of  Bouen. 

This  last  compilation  was  much  in  vogue  in  Normandy 
during  the  middle  ages.  To  prove  this,  we  need  only  refer 
to  the  use  made  of  it  by  the  compilers  of  the  Annala  of  St. 
Evroult,  the  Annala  of  Caen,'  the  Annals  of  St.  Wan-

6, 
fol.  24,  &c.  It  containB  twelve  sheets  of  parchment,  in  large 
folio.  The  text  must  have  been  copied,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  thirteenth  century,  from  the  manuacript  juat  mentioned. 
Some  articles  are  omitted,  otbera  abridged.  The  first  band 
stopped  at  the  year  1204 ;  another  writer  inserted  afterwards 
the  entries  relating  to  the  years  from  1204^  to  1237.  The 
manuscript  waa  not  continned  after  this  period.  The  pages 
of  this  copy  are  arranged  in  tables :  the  firat  columns  show 
the  bisaextUes,  the  concurrents,  the  lunar  cycle,  the  Sundav 
letter,  and  Easter  for  each  of  the  532  years  of  the  paecbal 
cycle.  Two  columns  are  then  devoted  to  events  which 
occurred  during  the  first  revolution  of  this  cycle  (from  the 
year  1  to  632)  ;  two  others  to  tbe  second  revolution  of  this 
CTcle  (533 — 1064) ;  and  two  others  to  the  events  of  the 
third  revolution,  which  commenced  in  1065. 

A.  manuscript  of  tbe  library  of  St.  Oenevi&ve'  contains  a 
third  text  of  tbe  Annals  of  St.  Evroult,  continued  by  a 
monk  of  the  abbey  of  Oatine  in  Touraine.  This  text  is 
known  in  consequence  of  detached  portions  taken  from  it 
having  been  printed  jn  the  Seeuetl  de»  HUtorimx  de 
l^anee*  some  of  which  have  been  republished  in  tbe  collec- 
tion of  M.  Salmon.* 

Lastly,  a  fourth  text  of  the  Annals  existed  in  the  manu- 
script of  St.  Evroult,  numbered  129.  It  ended  with  the 
year  1112.' 

The  Annals  of  St.  Evroult  contain  a  considerable  number 
of  valuable  entries,  but  they  have  a  defect  common  to  moat 
of  the  chroniclea  that  may  be  called  marginal.    It  is  often

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difficult  to  diatin^sh  the  yeat  to  which  an  entry  applies. 
This  difBcultj  has  led  Ordericua  himself  into  an  error. 
The  notice  in  the  Aunals  concerning  the  shipwreck  of  the 
Slanche-Nef  is  attached  to  the  year  1119  as  well  as  the 
^ear  1120.  Ordericus  fixes  it  aa  belonging  to  1119,  which 
IS  the  wrong  date. 

12.  JlittoTia  ^aneorum  Senonentit. — The  beginning  of 
the  eighth  book  of  Ordericus'  is  only  a  hteral  transcript  of 
a  chronicle  often  copied  by  the  compilers  of  the  middle  ages," 
and  which  M,  Waitz  haa  recently  published'  under  the  title 
of  "  The  History  of  the  JPranks  of  Soisaona." 

It  has  been  supposed  that  this  document  came  under  our 
author'a  notice  through  Hugh  de  Fleuri ;  a  purely  gratui- 
tous hypothesis,  for  the  Jlittoria  Francorum  Senonensis  ia 
not  eyen  found  in  the  two  manuBcripta  of  St.  Evroult  con- 
taining the  Ecclesiastical  History  of  Hugh  de  Fleuri.* 

13.  Catalogue  of  the  Archbithopi  of  Rotten. — Inarranging 
his  chronological  series  of  the  archbishops  of  Bouen,'  Orde-  I 
ricus  doubtless  consulted  the  catalogue  of  which  the  library  | 
of  Alen^on  poaaeases  a  copy,'  It  gives  the  time  during 
which  each  prelate  filled  the  see,  and  their  names  are  accom- 
panied by  synchronical  detaUa,  which  somewhat  differ  from 
those  inserted  by  Ordericua  in  his  fifth  book. 

14.  Dittieht  on  the  ATclihieh»p»  of  Souen. — In  his  chron- 
ology of  the  archbiahopa  of  Boueo,  Ordericua  gives  two    1 
verses  on  each  of  the  prelates  mentioned.'    This  collection    '

of  diatichs  was,  no  doubt,  compoBed  ia  tlie  course  of  the 
eleTenth  century.  It  ie  found,  with  a  continuation,  ia  the 
Ivory-book  preserved  in  the  library  of  Eouen.' 

16.  Verses  on  St.  Medard  and  Si.  Godard. — Our  author 
attributes  to  St,  Ouen  a  little  work,  of  whicli  he  quotes 
four  verses.'  The  complete  text  is  found,  and  attributed  to 
the  same  author,  ia  a  chronicle  of  Houen,'  and  a  Life  of  St. 
Godard,  which  may  perhaps  date  as  far  back  as  the  eleventh 
or  twelfth  century.* 

16.  Notice  on  the  Citiet  of  the  second  Lyonnaiae. — One  of 
the  minor'  works  constdted  by  Ordericua,  when  writing  his 
hiatoiy  of  the  archbishops,  must  have  been  a  rather  remark- 
able notice  of  the  cities  of  the  second  Lyonnaiae,  which 
Duchesne  met  with  at  the  end  of  an  old  manuscript  of 
Haban  Maur,  and  the  author  of  the  Acta  archiepiscoporam 
Sotomagensium  has  prefiied  to  his  work.'  From  this  source 
waa  derived  the  name  of  Evantici,  given  to  the  people  of 
Evreui  ■'  and  of  Salarium,  given  to  tKe  city  of  Seez.', 

17.  Dudo  de  Sl.Qumtifi. — Ordericus  waa  acquainted  with 
this  work,*  but  he  does  not  appear  to  have  made  much  use 
of  it.* 

18.  William  de  Jumieffei. — This  is  one  of  the  authors 
mentioned  by  Ordericus  as  having  been  laid  under  contri- 
bution by  him ;'"  but  all  the  correaponding  passages  which 
we  find  in  these  two  historians  must  not  be  attributed  to 
the  first  vdthout  any  distinction.  In  fact,  if  Ordericua  has 
sometimes  copied  William  de  Jumiegea,  one  of  the  con- 
tinuators  of  the  latter  has  in  turn  borrowed  some  things 
from  the  monk  of  St.  Evroult.     In  order  to  find  the  means

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of  drawiog  this  distinction,  I  propose  to  give  a  aaccincfc 
sccoiint  of  tbo  publication  of  the  work  of  ffjUiam  de 
Jumieges. 

■  The  abbe  dea  Thuilleries,'  ^he  editors  of  the  B^ctteil  deg 
Mistorims'  and  the  authors  of  the  Hutaire  Litteraire,'  have 
reviewed  the  principal  modifications  which  the  text  of 
William  has  undergone.  Ihe;^  have  established  beyond  all 
controveirsy  that  the  interpolations  and  the  continuation  are, 
in  part  at  least,  the  work  of  Eobert  du  Mont.  But  it  ap- 
peared to  me  that  we  might  cany  it  still  fiuther ;  and  the 
collation  of  twenty-foor  manuscripts*  has  enabled  me  to 
distinguish  four  editions  of  the  Oetta  Nartnannanan. 

The  first,  of  which  I  have  not  met  with  any  manuscript, 
was  finished  in  the  life-time  of  William  the  Conqueror ;  that 
is  to  say,  before  1087,  aa  is  proved  bj  an  epistle  dedicatory,' 
and  an. epilogue  preserved  in  some  manuscripts  of  the  late^ 
editions. 

The  second,  of  which  we  have  four  manuscripts,*  appeared 
a  short  time  after  the  death  of  William  the  Conqueror.  We 
learn  this  from  an  addition  made  to  the  epilogue,  and  from 
the  passage  with  which  the  chapter  relating  to  the  marriage 
of  that  prince,'   ends  in  this  second  edition.     I  give  the

relating  to  Odo,  bishop  of  Bayem,  and  cc.  lix.,  xi.,  xxii.,  and 
xsiii.,  are  wanting:  c.  zxiv.  mentions  the  retirement  of 
Archbishop  Mauger,  but  does  not  point  out  Guernsey  as 
the  place  of  his  exile  ^  cc.  xxv.,  zivi.,  zxix.,  xzx.,  ixxii., 
xzziu.,  the  end  of  o.  xxxiv.  and  c.  xxxv.  are  wanting ;  c.  iixvi. 
ia  leaa  developed  than  in  the  printed  edition.  The  book  and 
the  work  ena  with  c.  xliii.,  foQowed  by  the  epilogue  already 
mentioned. 

This  second  edition  is  the  one  which  Ordericus  must  have 
cousiilted. 

I  have  found  that  eight  manuscripts'  contain  the  third 
edition  of  the  Oetta,  which  it  is  easy  to  distinguish  from,  the 
second.  In  fact,  although  both  stop  at  chap.ilii.  of  book  VIL, 
and  if  we  findinneither  c.  ii.  of  bookl.,  nor  c.  ix.  of  book  VL, 
nor  c.  zxii.  of  book  YII.,  still  the  third  edition,  among  other 
particularities,  contains  the  text  of  cc.  ii.,  iv.,  x.,  xvi.,  xix.,  zx. 
(in  part  at  least),  iiiii,,  xxv.,  xxvi.,  ixii.,  xzx.,  and  xiiii,  of 
book  YII.  Several  of  these  chapters  having  been  compiled 
with  the  aid  of  the  third  book  of  Ordericus,  we  are  led  to

the  concluaion  that  the  third  edition  of  William  de  Jumi^n 
:  Traa  published  about  the  year  1125  or  1130. 

The  fourth  edition  ia  beat  known,  being  extant  in  nume- 
rous manuacripts,'  and  from  it  Camden'  and  Duchesne' 
obtained  their  teit.  It  was  compiled  from  the  preceding 
editione  by  Robert  de  Thoringi,  then  prior  of  Bee,  who 
became,  in  1154,  abbot  of  Mount  St.  MichaeL  The  fourth 
and  last   edition  of  the    Qeeta,  published  before  1154,  it 

SrincipaUy  distinguished  by  the  addition  of  an  eighth  book, 
evoted  almost  entirely  to  the  history  of  Henry  I. 

19.  William  of  Ptwiier* .—Ordericus  had  certamly  read 
the  history  of  William  the  Conqueror,  written  by  Williain 
of  Poitiers.*  He  has  given  us  many  details  on  the  life  of 
this  writer, 

20.  The  Sittoty  of  Geoffrey  Mala-TerTa.—0\ix  author 
muat  have  availed  himself  of  the  work  of  QeaSrej  Mais' 
Terra*  in  relating  part  of  the  !Noroian  exploita  in  Italy.' 

21.  SutorinTU  of  tie  fbr»t  Oiwoiie.— The  ninth  book  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  History  ia  alraoat  wholly  dcToted  to  the 
history  of  the  first  crusade.'  Ordericus  has  t^en  care  to 
inform  us  that  he  made  it  hia  duty  to  adhere  closely  to  the 
narratiTes  of  Fulcher  of  Chartres,  and  Baudri  de  Bourgeuil.' 

22.  Life  of  Waltheof— 'What  Ordericua  relates  of  the  life 
of  Waltheof*  and  the  tranalation  of  hia  relics,'"  must  hftTC 
been  borrowed  from  a  life  of  this  earl  composed  at  the 
abbey  of  Croylaud  in  the  beginning  of  the  twrifth  century. 
The  text  followed  bf  our  author  ia,  perhaps,  the  same  aa 
that  which  M.  Francis  Michel  has  publishea"  fr«m  a  tcano-

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script  at  Douai.'  At  the  same  time  the  verrion  Aimisbed 
hj  this  manuscript  probahly  contaioB  some  amendments 
made  in  the  original  text  during  the  course  of  the  twelfth 
century. 

23.  SUtoty  of  the  Alley  of  Oroyland. — Ordericns  infonus 
UB  that  the  history  of  the  abbey  of  Croyland  was  related  to 
him  by  the  sub-prior  of  that  monastery.'  The  same  trap 
ditions  will  doubtless  be  found  in  the  Oetta  abbatum  Oroy- 
landie,  of  which  there  is  a  manuscript  in  the  library  of 
Douai.'  It  is  very  remarkable  that  Ordericus  makes  not 
the  slightest  aUusion  to  the  history  of  Ingulf,  although  he 
speaks  at  some  length  of  that  illustrious  abbot.*  Can  this 
silence  support  the  theory  of  Sir  Francis  Palgrave,*  denying 
the  authenticity  of  the  History  which  has  come  down  to  ua 
under  the  name  of  Ingulf  ? 

24.  Hittory  of  Senry  Y.  by  David  Seotiit. — Ordericus 
quotes  a  history  of  the  expedition  of  Heniy  T.  into  Italy, 
composed  hy  an  author  whom  he  described  as  Irenttt  quidam 
gcholaitietu  [a  certain  Irish  scholar].  This  was,  undoubtedly, 
Uarid  the  Scotchman,  who  was  first  a  scholar  at  "Wurtz- 
bourg,  and  afterwards  bishop  of  Bangor.* 

25.  Various  Livet  of  SainU. — The  library  of  St.  Evroult 
contained  a  fine  collection  of  Lives  of  Saints.'  The  perusal 
of  these  works  must  have  been  an  inexhaustible  source  of 
pleasure  to  Ordericus,'  who  discoTCrs,  by  numerous  aUusions,' 
how  deeply  he  was  versed  in  tbis  class  of  literature.  In  the 
following  paragraphs  I  shall  only  notice  those  lives  of  which 
he  baa  ^ma  some  considerable  use.

27. .  Life  of  St.  Ceneri. — The  particulars  which  OrdericTw 
^Tes  of  the  life  of  St.  Ceneri,'  are  borrowed  from  a  Life  of 
this  saint,  published  first  by  Mabilloo,*  afl«rwarda  by  the 
Bollandists;  the  test  being  found  in  a  manuscript  once 
belonging  to  St.  Evroult,  and  now  classed  under  No.  12, 
in  the  library  of  Alencon,*  This  life,  the  author  of  which  is 
unknown,  may  have  been  composed  in  the  ninth  century. 
In  fact,  there  is  some  question,  on  the  one  hand,  relative  to 
a  residence  which  Charles,  king  of  the  Ersnks,  made  in  a 
castleofMaine,  near  St.  Ceneri;  and,  on  the  other,  we  m«  led 
to  believe  that  this  tract  was  compiled  before  the  translation 
of  the  relics  of  St.  Ceneri,  which,  according  to  Ordericus,*  took 
place  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Simple. 

28.  Ufe  of  St.  Evroult.— Oae  part  of  the  sixth  book  of 
Ordericus  is  occupied  with  the  life  of  St.  Evroult."'  The  sub- 
stance  of  this  narratiye  is  copied  literally  from  a  Life,  of 
which  the  Imperial  Library  contains  a  tolerably  good  copy, 
of  the  thirteenth  century."    Mabillon  inserted  it  in  his  Acts

"  The  man  of  bleared  memory,  oamed  Evroult,  waa  bom  of  nobte 
parents,  ci^iein  of  Bayeux,  fortunate  for  being  richly  endowed  with 
temporal  wealth,  Btill  more,  fbr  being  deeply  imbued  with  the  doctrines  of 
the  Christian  religion.  Entmsled  by  his  pious  paienta  Ui  learned  masters 
tor  instruction  in  this  foith,  he  became  remarkable  among  his  fellows 
by  hia  great  knowledge  of  the  diTJne  law.  Committing  this  to  his 
teaacioQs  meinorj',  when  he  grew  up  to  the  prime  of  youth  among  the 
young  couitietB,  distinguished  ,  both  by  his  noble  lineage  and  biilliaut 
position, — his  exalted  reputation,  gncefiil  manoera,  excellent  conduct,  and 
the  virtue  of  a  humility  worthy  of  imitation,  galued  for  him  a  high  pent  in 

"  Fitst,  be  devoted  her  [his  wif^]  to  the  serrice  of  Ood,  and  she  took 
the  veil ;  and  then  he  himself,  having  shared  his  head  and  beard,  and 
aaaumed  the  religious  habit,  quitted  his  country  and  kindred,  and  with 
three  God-fearing  brethren,  fled  with  the  utmost  speed  to  a  wildemeea 
oTeiapresd  with  dense  ftarests  in  the  county  of  Ouijie.  Having  entered 
the  woods,  and  penetrated  into  its  pathless  recesses,  seeking  some  spot 
where  they  could  coUTeniently  fix  their  abode,  at  length  by  God's  aid,  an 
angel  leading  the  way,  they  came  to  a  large  pond,  fed  by  springs  of  the 
pureM  water.  Qn  seeing  this  they  greatly  rejoiced,  and  offered  thanks- 
givings to  God,  landing  him  who  never  &ih  to  help  his  wrvanti  who  trust 
in  him.  Falling  on  their  knees,  they  invoked  the  name  of  the  Lord  in  the 
usual  course  of  Hoars,  as  is  the  custom  of  monks.  They  then  made  a 
slight  enclosure  of  boughs  of  trees,  and  erecting  a  suiall  hut,  laid  the  first 
foondatinn  of  what  such  a  b^inning  promised  ui  future  times. 

'  When  the  brethren  had  said  the  collects,  and  he  went  to  rest  on  bis 
own  pallet,   he   would  quietly   call   his  servitor  to  his  side,  and    make 

him   repeal   holy  sentences and  when  he  had  done  hearing  or 

reading,  be  regidorly  sung  the  constantly  recurring  offices  of  the  Hours, 
after  the  Roman  and  Galilean  usage,  or  of  Benedict  end  Columban  the 
Scot,  vhicb  he  adopted  as  hia  rule.  Every  day,  also,  he  made  oblations 
fbr  the  priests  to  consecrate,  and  on  all  Sundays  be  ordered  three  masse* 
to  be  celebrated  in  his  presenile,  at  which  he  made  the  osnal  ofiSEfingik  .  .

is  drawn  to  the  passage  which  states  that  St.  Evroult  chanted 
his  Hours  according  to  the  usage  of  the  Roman  and  O^llican 
churches,  or  of  St.  Benedict  and  St.  Cotumban,  to  the  propor- 

"  The  man  of  God  wu  >o  aniioiu  respecting  the  h^itationa  of  the 
ihepherdi  whom  he  diew  oiound  tbe  monaateriea  erecled  hy  him,  that  in 
order  to  be  able  to  pnj  needful  nttention  to  their  vants,  he  frequeiitlj 
(raTelkd  nn  s  mule  or  an  hbb,  in  a  lingle  liard  da/ii-jounief,  the  distance 
of  one  thousand  five  hundred  paces,  [dtxlerai]  (which  make  more  than  ux 
Aadia  and  twenlj  paces,)*  in  goinR  his  rounds.  For  he  hod  the  moat 
ardent  denre,  in  his  leal  for  the  Lord,  to  Btaemble  about  him  numben^  bj 
whose  help  he  deugned  to  erect  lai^  dweliingi  far  the  monlu.  In  the 
twentj-second  veai  atlet  he  had  made  the  firat  beginninga  of  a  monastery,

"  TliUB,  he  expired  on  the  fifteenth  day  before  the  nativitj  of  our  Lord 
Jetus  Chriat,  in  the  lint  hour  of  that  day.  While,  however,  some  of  the 
brethren  and  the  pne«t«  were  standing  round  the  body  of  the  deceased, 
chanting  psalnis  for  him,  and  the  rest  of  the  congregation  in  the  church, 
weeping  and  singing,  were  commending  his  soul  to  God  in  their  prayas, 
the  crowd  of  poor  ^«o  who  had  flocked  together  to  reL-eiva  the  customary 
■Ims,  bemoaning  his  loss  with  loud  wnilingi.  his  soul  relumed  to  the  body. 
Being  csiried  back  to  his  bed,  and  surviving  for  ten  days,  he  made  iua 
dsubI  provision  for  God's  poor,  according  to  his  vow,  bestowing  alma  upon 
them  according  to  the  utmost  of  his  means,  at  tlie  se'ersl  monasteries. 
These  days,  we  thmk,  ware  added  to  his  life  by  the  Divine  goodness,  both 
that  he  might  fill  up  tbe  meesure  of  his  charitable  bounties  at  that  holy 
iea»n,  and  that  the  diatreaa  under  which  the  brethren  had  been  long 
auHering  during  his  protracted  sickn^mightbein  some  measure  alleviated 
by  his  nmch  loved  preaenee  with  them.  The  blessed  Evroull  departed  to 
the  Lord,  and  left  this  troublesome  world,  between  the  hours  of  five  and 
ux,  on  the  fborth  of  the  calends  of  January  [29th  December],  in  the 
twelfth  year  of  Hildebert,  aon  of  King  Sigebert,  and  when  Bishop  Robert 
prended  over  the  see  of  the  city  of  S6a,  fiie. 

"  The  venerable  &ther  was  honourable'  interred  hy  us  in  the  abbey  church 
of  St.  Peter,  which  ha  had  built,  in  a  stone  coffin  ;  his  deacon  lies  buried 
near  him,  also  in  a  cottln."

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tion  established  between  yards  and  stadia,  and  at  the  end  to 
the  mention  of  eilver  gout.  , 

The  Life  preserred  in  the  Alen^on  manuacript  was  pro- 
bablj  compiled  in  the  Carloringian  era.  At  any  rate,  in 
order  to  prove  that  it  is  much  older  than  the  Life  pub- 
lished by  Mabillon,  it  suffices  to  remark  that  we  find  two  or 
three  paragraphs,  added  to  the  end  of  the  former  in  the 
shape  of  a  supplement,  embodied  in  the  text  which  Mabillon 
used. 

It  is  rather  curious  to  observe  what  liberties  the 
author  of  the  second  Life  has  taken  with  the  original  work. 
On  the  one  hand,  he  has  suppressed  many  circumstances ; 
particularly  the  too  marvellous  narrative  of  the  last  moments 
of  the  saint.  On  the  other  hand,  he  gives  details  which  the 
earlier  biographer  bad  omitted ;  such  as  the  means  taken  by 
the  king  to  induce  Evroult,  in  his  youth,  to  come  to  court, 
and  3t.  Evroult'a  having  entered  a  monastery,  before  he 
retired  to  the  district  of  Ouehe. 

Ordericus  also,  on  his  part,  has  not  contented  himself 
with  transcribing,  word  for  word,  the  second  version  of  this 
life.  The  edition  with  which  he  has  supplied  us  is  enriched 
with  several  new  articles ;  the  most  considerable  of  which 
relate  to  the  foundation  of  the  monastery  of  the  Deux- 
Jumeaui,  the  antiquity  of  the  castles  of  Exmes  and  Gace, 
the  miraculous  origin  of  the  fountain  of  St.  Evroult,  the 
visit^  of  King  Childebert,  and  the  adventure  of  the  deril 
of  lichoufour. 

More  scrupulous  than  many  of  his  cotemporaries,  Or- 
dericus has  t^en  care  to  lofcrm  us  that  he  interlarded  the 
ancient  legend  with  stories  which  he  had  gathered  in  his 
youth  &om  hie  conversationa  with  men  of  advanced  age.  It 
IB  impossible  to  verify  on  all  points  the  exactness  of  these  ' 

At  IheeloK  ofthe  document  are  three  BupplemenUiysTticlea,  the  Kcond 
of  which  thna  begins : — 

"  The  penon  jaat  mentioned  psid  tribute  to  God  twice  a  jeai ;  name)]', 
on  the  holy  nativity  of  our  Lord  Jems  Christ,  and  on  the  daj  of  the 
cofisecration  of  the  chaliie,  in  which  he  gaye  to  his  disciples  the  Baframent 
of  his  body  and  blood.  On  these  days  he  bestowed  a  hundred  silver 
sous  on  the  poor;  not,  that  forgetting  the  work  of  charity  at  other  season^ 
be  WHS  then  pro^ae  with  a  Pharisaical  ostentation,  for  it  is  most  certain 
that  on  all  occasions  be  wss  not  slack  in  the  peribrmance  of  charitable 
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pious  traditions,  but  I  feel  it  iacumbent  on  me  to  show,  by 
a  single  eiample,  that  ve  must  not  reject  them  all  with  utt^ 
contempt. 

OrderiouB  relates  from  oral  tradition  the  manner  in 
which  St.  Martin  de  Tertau  founded  a  monaate^  in  the 
Bessin,  at  a  place  afterwards  called  lea  Deux-Jumeaux. 
Doubts  may  be  raised  respecting  several  circumstancea  in 
the  narrative ;  but  it  cannot  be  disputed  that  there  reaUy 
existed  at  the  Deux-JumeauK  a  monastery  which  had  fallen 
to  ruin  long  before  the  period  when  Ordericus  wrote  his 
history.  To  the  proofs  wlach  the  authors  of  the  Ottilia  Chrig- 
tiana'  have  produced  affirming  the  existence  of  this  monas- 
teiy  in  the  Carlovingiui  era,  I  oeg  leave  to  add  one  supplied 
by  an  ancient  manuscript  of  the  NovelsofTheodoaiua.'  Anote 
written  on  the  last  leaf  purports  that  the  book  was  copied 
by  a  clerk  named  Sagmardtu,  at  the  request  of  Esau,  in  the 
nineteenth  year  of  the  reign  «f  Louis  Pius  (*,.,d.  832),  in 
the  time  ofErembert,  bishop  of  Bayeus,  and  of  Etichon  [P], 
ABBOT  OP  THB  Detiz-Jumeaiiz.'  We  find,  then,  that  tra- 
dition did  not  ndalead  Ordericus  when  it  pointed  to  the 
Peuz-Jumeaux  as  the  site  of  an  ancient  monastery. 

29.  Hiatory  of  the  trantlatum,  of  St.  Evroult.—A.  legend, 
preserved  in  the  abbey  of  Bebais,  related  how  the  body  of 
St.  Evroult  was,  doubtless  in  the  tenth  century,  carried  off 
from  the  territory  of  Ouche.  Ordericus,  however,  did  not 
think  fit  to  follow  this  narrative,  and  preferred  confining 
himself  to  the  local  traditions.* 

30.  Miraclet  qf  St.  Evroult. — !N^ot  to  speak  of  a  collection

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whicli  perished  in  the  flameB  before  tbe  abbey  of  Ouche  was 
reatorea,'  tbere  was  no  doubt  an  account  of  the  miradeB  of 
St.  Erroult,  which  supplied  Ordericiu  with  the  hiatorjr  of 
one  Bunled,  who  miraculously  escmed  &om  the  dungeon  at 
Domfront.'  There  is  extant  another  Tersion  of  the  same 
mintcle  not  taken  &om  the  Ecclesiastical  fiiatory.' 

31.  lAfe  of  St.  William. — The  Act?,  &om  which  Ordericiu 
compiled  the  life  of  St.  "William,  were  communicsted  to  him 
br  Anthony,  a  monk  of  Winchester.*  Thej  are  probably 
the  same  as  those  published  b^  Mabillon.'  Bespectlng  the 
ballads  on  the  deeds  of  William  au  Court-Nez,  the  leader 
will  do  well  to  CAUHult  the  able  dissertation  <df  M.  Psulin 
^ria." 

32.  Lifs  of  St.  Qnfilae. — During  the  fire  weeks  spent 
by  Ordericua  in  1116  at  the  abbey  of  Oroyluid,  he  com- 
piled on  abridgment  of  the  Life  of  St.  Outnlac,  which  he 
thought  it  desirable  to  make  known  on  the  continent,  and 
for  that  purpose,  introduced  into  the  fourth  hook  of  his 
hiotory.'  Be  was  deceived  in  attributing  the  original  Life  to 
Felix,  the  apostle  of  East  Asglia,  but  the  mistake  is  Tcry 
excusable,  seeing  that  even  modem  critics  are  sufficiently 
emharrasBed  in  eolTing  the  problem  of  its  authorship.  At 
the  commencement  of  the  life,  such  as  we  have  it,  we  find 
the  words :  "  Felix  catholiea  eon^egatioma  tancH  Seda 
vemacvlat."  Mabillon  supposed  that  the  person  here  men- 
tioned was  "  a  serritor  of  the  congregation  of  St.  Bede,"  and 
that  Athelwold,  "  king  of  the  ^st  Angles,"  mentioned  by 
Felix,  was  Ethelbaid,  king  of  the  Mercians.'  M.  Stapleton, 
in  a  manuscript  note  which  I  have  before  me,  disputes  this 
interpretation.  He  finds  fault  with  Mabillon  for  having 
substituted  a  king  of  Merda  for  a  king  of  Eaat-Anglia ;  for 
baring  considered  the  name  of  "  Beda  "  aa  indedinahle,  and

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SDppoBing  that  the  epithet  of  saint  could  be' given  to  Bede.in 
the  middle  of  the  eighth  centuiy.  He  contends  that  the 
Athelwaldui  of  the  legend  is  a  king  of  East  Anglia,  who  died 
in  749,  and  is  called  Etnelwold  in  the  Moret  Hittoriarvm,  and 
Elfwald,  by  Simeon  of  Durham.  Belying  on  the  exact  corre- 
spondence of  the  Latin  word  ■eemacidug  with  the  Saion 
word  heoda  ,or  horda,  he  proposes  to  read,  Felim  catholicm 
eangregatioms  {Saxoniee,  beda)  vemaculus.

S3.  Life  of  St  Joaae. — The  work  consulted  by  OrdericuB,^ 
and  of  which  the  library  of  St.  Evroult  posaesaed  a  copy," 
was  eithei-  the  Life  pubbshed  by  Mabillon*  (which  is  found 
in  a  collection  already  noticed,  and  was  either  copied  at  the 
abbey  of  St.  Evroult,  or,  at  least,  from  a  manuscript  belonging 
to  that  monastery*},  or  another  Life  supposed  to  have  been 
compiled  by  Isembard  de  Fleuri,'  of  which  there  is  a  copy 
in  the  Imperial  Library." 

34.  Siatoty  of  the  ifioentwn  and  trtaislation  of  the  body  o^ 
St.  JosM. — ihe  account  which  Ordericus  has  given  of  the 
discovery  of  the  relics  of  St.  Josse  and  the  attending  mira- 
clea,'  was  borrowed,  aa  he  informs  us,  from  a  little  work 
addressed  by  Isembard,  a  monk  of  Fleuri,  at  the  request  of 
the  monk  Adelelm,  to  Herboud,  abbot  of  Fleuri.'  Accord- 
ing to  all  probability,  this  is  the  narrative  of  which  MabiUoa 
has  only  pubbshed  a  few  lines ;'  but  the  entire  text  is  found 
in  a  manuscript  collection  formed  at  St.  Germain  dea  Pres.'"

35.  Xjffl  of  St.  Martial.— THie  life  of  St.  Martial,  inserted 
by  OrdericTiB  in  the  second  book  of  his  history,'  is  an 
abric^ment  of  the  Acts  of  St.  Martial,  bearing  the  name  of 
AureBan,  one  of  hia  disciples,  which  Thomas  Beauk- Amis 
printed  in  1571,  at  the  end  of  the  Apostolical  Histery  of 
Abdias.' 

86.  Iktmslation  of  St.  NiekoUu.  — An  account  of  the  trans- 
lation of  the  bodv  of  St.  Nicholas  to  Bari,  in  1087 ;  was 
drawn  up  by  John,  archdeacon  of  that  church.*  What, 
doubtless,  induced  Ordericus  to  give  sucli  long  extracts  from 
this  narrative,'  was  the  circumstance  of  WiUiani  Fantulf, 
one  of  the  benefactors  to  St.  Evroult,  having  undertaken  a 
journey  to  Italy  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  some  of  the 
relics  of  the  saint  of  Myra,  which  he  depoaited  in  the  priory 
qi  Noron.°  The  details  given  in  the  Ecclesiastical  Kiatqry 
exhibit  the  astonishing  rapidity  with  which  the  worship  of 
this  saint  w^  propagated  in  the  West,  and  especially  in 
Normandy.  There  is  still  extant  a  tract,  of  the  age  of 
Ordericus,  attesting  the  lively  faith  placed  by  our  fathers  in 
the  merits  of  St.  Nicholas.  It  contmns  an  account  of  the 
miracles  wrought  by  the  saint's  intercession;  particularly  in 
several  churches  of  Normandy.  This  tract,  composed  by  a 
monk  of  Bee,  is  preserved  in  the  library  of  Evreui,'  and 
some  portions  of  it  are  to  he  found  in  that  of  Alengon.  It 
deserves  to  be  published. 

37.  Life  (fSt.  Taurinus.—One  chapter  in  the  fiith  book 
is  entirely  devoted  to  the  life  of  St.  Taurinus.  It  is  a  faith-

Nothing 
can  better  prove  the  confidence  we  may  place  in  th«  text 
of  the  documents  which  he  has  transmitted  to  us,  than  the 
fact  that  the  canona  of  the  council  [synod]  of  Lillebonne, 
given  in  the  fifth  book  of  the  Eccleaiastical  HistorT,'  corre- 
^ond  with  the  original  act,  under  the  aeal  of  "Williajn  the 
Conqueror,  preserved  among  the  archives  of  the  empire.* 
The  decrees  of  the  council  of  Olermont  inserted  in  the  ninth 
book*  were  obtained  from  an  act  which  we  find  rather 
incorrectly  copied  in  a  manuaoript  belonging  to  the  library 
of  Alengon." 

39,  AreMvei  of  the  abbey. — In  compiling  the  histoty  of 
his  abbey  and  the  priories  depending  upon  it,  Ordericua  luta 
drawn  largely  on  the  archives  jf  the  monastery.

Ordericus  cannot  be  supposed  to  have  neglected  the 
Obituaries.  There  can  be  no  doubt  about  it,  when  we  find 
him  so  often  giving  the  precise  d^  of  a  person's  death, 
though  without  filing  the  year.  Unfortunately,  we  have 
neither  the  Obituary  used  by  the  monks  of  St.  Brroult 
during  the  twelfth  century,  nor  the  long  Eoll  inscribed  with 
the  names  of  the  faithful  departed  who  were  associated  in 
their  prayers.'  The  deficiency  is  supplied,  to  a  cert«n  ei-  ■ 
tent,  by  an  Obituary  written  In  the  thirteenth  centuiy,"  and 
an  account  of  the  conventual  establishments,  of  a  tutte  ae 
early  as  the  first  half  of  the  twelfth  century.' 

40.  Various  Poems. — It  ia  difficult  to  imagine  what  a  flood 
of  poetiT  the  moat  trifling  occurrences  drew  from  the  Latin 
poeta  of  the  twelfth  century.  One  is  almost  tempted  to 
belieTe  that  Ordericus  made  a  collection  of  these  fugitive 
pieces.  He  mentions  [or  quotes]  a  considerable  number, 
which  are  now  either  lost  or  Uttle  known.  They  are  enu-

In  this  list  I  have  not  comprised  the  Epitapha  preserved 
in  such  ^at  numbers  in  the  Ecdesiastieal  History,"  In 
giving  one  of  these,  Ordericus  makes  a  remark  which  may 
aento  to  account  for  the  multiplicity  of  epitaphs  we  find  in 
the  twelfth  century.  It  is  this ;  On  the  death  of  any  person 
of  note,  a  sort  of  poetical  contest  was  instituted,  and  the 
best  piece  was  selected  for  the  official  epitaph,  and  painted  or 
engraved  on  the  tomb."

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^e  ^Funeral  Soils'  were  also  among  the  memu  tlirongk 
vhich  new  pieces  of  poetry  came  to  the  knowledge  of  Orderi- 
cna :  he  has  transcribed  in  hia  work  the  vetBes  which  Adelelm, 
a  monk  of  St.  Germer,  had  inscribed  on  the  roll  of  William 
de  Bos,  abbot  of  Fecamp* 

41.  &e«ta  ifomoMorum.— There  waa  extant  in  the  Middle 
Ages  a  Histoiy  of  the  Boman  Emperors,  which  has  probably 
perished  long  ago.  Echoing  the  popular  traditions,  it  made 
Julius  Ceaar  the  founder  of  the  principal  cities  of  Qanl. 
Ordericns  giyesus  a  pretty  clear  insight  into  the  nature  of 
this  species  of  romance :  he  had  perused  the  exploits  of 
Cfeaar  in  what  he  calls  the  Acts  of  the  Bomans  (Anti^wi 
Somimorum  Qesta;^  priteie  Qtiiritwn  HUtorite).*  Thence 
he  drew  the  accounts  of  the  sieges  of  Oac^  and  Exmes,*  of 
the  destruction  of  the  capital  of  the  Caletea,*  of  the  defeat 
of  the  tyrant  Butubus,''  and  of  the  foundation  of  Lillebonne 
and  Bouen.'  It  is  perhaps  also  from  the  same  compilation 
that  OrdericuB  attributes  to  Constantine  Chlorns  the  foun- 
dation  of  the  cit^  of  Coutances ,''  and  he  is  not  the  only  his- 
torian- of  the  twelfth  century  who  gave  credit  to  these 
iabnloQB  narratives.  John  of  Marmoutier,"  and,  mors  es- 
pecialty  the  author  of  the  book  on  the  foundation  of  the 
caetle  of  Amboise,"  have  borrowed  largely  from  the  Oeeta 
Bomanonim.  These  traditions  were  not  extinct  in  the  four- 
teenth century,  and  Froissart"  gare  them  vogue  when  de- 
scribing "  the  strong  and  noble  raatle  of  Cherbourg,  which 
Julius  GiBBar  first  founded  when  he  conquered  England.

Ancient  manuscripts  of  OrdericuH  Vitalis  are  eiceedin^y 
rare ;  or,  to  speak  mere  correctlj,  there  is  only  one  extant, 
cf  which  all  the  rest  are  copies.  They  can  only  Berre  there- 
fore to  supply  pasB^B  which  no  longer  exist  in  the  original 
manuscript.  I  sh^  describe  all  that  hare  come  to  my 
knowledge. 

1.  MoTivseript  of  St  Evroult. — In  the  state  in  which  this 
MS.  is  now  preserved  in  the  Imperial  Library,  it  forms  two 
volumes,  quarto,  of  which, 

Vol.  I.,  (No.  4207  D ;  3761  de  Colbert),  contwna  the 
prologue,  with  Books  I.  and  II.  At  the  beginning  it  has 
thJB  title,  written  in  the  hand  of  the  thirteenth,  perhaps 
even  of  the  twelfth  century,  "  The  first  part  of  Vitalis."  At 
the  end  we  find  this  notice :  "  In  the  year  1614,  at  a  general 
chapter  of  St.  Erroult,  it  was  forbidden,  on  pain  of  excom- 
munication, to  alienate  all  or  any  of  the  old  books  \likvrea 
de  viel  minion]. 

Vol.  U.  (No.  4207,  E ;  3762  de  Colbert),  contains  Books 
HI.,  IV.,  v.,  and  VI.  At  the  beginning,  there  ia  written  in 
a  hand  of  the  thirteenth  century,  "  This  book  is  &om  the 
chest  at  St.  Evronlt.  The  fourth  part  of  Vitalis;"  at  the 
end,  in  writine  of  the  fifteenth  centuiy:  "Here  ends  the 
fourth  pMt  of  Vitalis." 

Vol.m.,  (Suppl.  Lat.  No.  1135).  This  volume  was  pre- 
served as  No.  126,  in  the  libraij  at  St.  Evroult  till  the 
Buppression  of  the  monastery.  Having  been  temporarily 
deposited  at  Ijaigle,  it  was  conveyed  in  1799,  by  the  care  of 
M.  Louis  Dubois,  to  Alengon,  where  it  remained  till,  in 
1847,  it  was  obtained  for  the  £oyal  LibraiT.  The  volume,  of 
502  pp.,  comprises  the  beginning  of  Book  VH.  to  the  words, 
"  Leoterieo per  eomilimn,"  inclusively;*  and  Books  IX.,  X., 
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XI.,  XII.,  and  XIII.  There  are  two  cbaeins  towards  the  end 
of  the  last  book.' 

This  Tolmne,  III.,  repreaentB  In  fact  two  Tolumeg :  one  of 
these,  of  which  only  four  leaves  remain,  contained  Booka  VTI. 
and  Yin.;  the  other  included  the  last  five  booke.  The  old 
paging,  marked  in  red  ink  at  the  hack  of  the  leaves,  makes 
it  plain  that  the  prologue  to  Book  YII.  commenced  a  volume, 
and,  consequently.  Books  YU.  and  YUI.  formed  a  separate 
volume. 

The  manuscript  which  I  am  describing  has  no  embellish- 
ments, but  was  executed  with  remarkable  core  and  correct- 
ness ;  it  belong  to  the  first  half  of  the  twelfth  centmy,  and 
appears  in  the  old  catalogue  of  the  library  of  St.  Evronlt.' 
The  age  and  the  parity  of  this  manuscript,  and  the  know- 
ledge we  have  of  its  antecedents,  are  not  the  only  evidence 
in  &voiir  of  its  being  considered  the  original  document, 
containing  the  author's  last  touches,  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
HistoiT.  I  have  remarked  in  it,  with  my  eiceUent  master, 
M.  Wailly,  corrections  affecting  the  sulwtance  of  the 
narrative,  such  as  no  mere  copyist  would  have  made.  There 
are  blanks  reserved  to  receive  additions,  passages  re-written 
on  places  which  had  been  erased,  and  in  several  titles  new 
enixies,  showing,  under  the  present  paging,  traces  of  the 
former  numbers, which  the  insertion  of  Books  L,  11.,  and  TIL, 
required  to  be  altered.'  Besides,  it  is  very  easy  to  dis- 
tinguish passages  which  the  author  added  alW  the  work 
wae  finished.  Such  are — a  paragraph  at  the  end  of  the  first 
book,  two  lines  at  the  end  of  the  second,  a  prologue  prefixed 
to  the  third,  connectiag  it  with  the  second,  and  the  end  of 
tbe  sixth  book.  We  may  also  remark  the  additions  made  in 
the  margin  of  several  leaves.  All  these  particulars  denote 
that  this  was  the  manuscript  on  which  Ordericus  worked 
when  he  gave  his  Histoiy  the  form  under  which  we  now 
possess  it. 

These  considerationB  place  it  beyond  doubt,  that  in  the 
manuscript  of  St.  Evronlt  we  have  the  identical  leaves  on

which  the  SccleBuatical  History  was  oriraiially  peimed. 
Whether  the  manuscript  ia  the  autograph  of  OEOSticuB,  is  a 
questiim  more  difGcult  to  decide.' 

Two  pasHsgefl  hsvB  been  quoted  to  prove  that  OrdericuB 
did  not  write  hia  History  with  his  own  hand,  but  dictated  it 
to  oopyistB,  But,  eren  admitting  this  to  hare  be«n  the  case, 
we  might  still  suppose  that  the  aatbor  made  a  fair  copy  of 
whiA  he  had  originally  dictated.  Let  ua  see,  howerer, 
whether  the  construction  put  ou  these  paesages  be  not 
forced.     Take  the  first :

It  appears  to  me  that  no  such  conclusioii  can  be  drawn  &om 
these  verfleB,  particularly  when  it  ia  reeollected  that  in  the 
Middle  Ages  to  diotate,  was  synonymous  with,  to  compose.' 
In  the  second  passage  OrdeiioDs  compluns  of  the  obstades 
which  age  presented  to  his  labours;  he  could  no  longer 
write  without  btigue,  and  he  was  in  want  of  penmen  to 
take  down  hia  words.*  This  passage  needs  no  commentuy. 
It  does  not,  more  than  the  former  one,  prevent  our  con- 
cluding that  OrdericuB  wrote  bis  own  work.^  It  is,  therefore, 
possible  that  we  are  in  possesaion  of  the  autograph  manu- 
script. This  opinion  is  confirmed  in  some  degree  by  our 
flnding  that  several  articlee  in  the  Annals  of  St.  Bvroult, 
relating  to  the  reign  of  Henry  I^<  are  traced  by  the  same

Ae  Book  VII.,  with  the  exception  of  the  first  eight  leavea, 
and  Book  VIII.,  are  wanting  in  the  manuscript  of  St,  Bvronlt, 
X  should  not  be  much  surprised  if  the  Vatican  manuscript 
should  prove  to  consist  of  some  sheets  detached  &om  that  of 
St.  EvToult.  Whether  this  conjecture  be  founded  or  not, 
the  manuscript  at  Borne  ought  to  fumiBb  a  correct  text. 

3.  Manieteript  o/"  Si.  Germam. — (Imp.  Lib.  Fonda  St. 
Germain  Latin,  JSo.  462,  formerly  258).  This  volume  was 
auccessively  the  property  of  Eobwt  Tullone,  of  Laubespine- 
Gonlet,  ftret  captain-commandant  in  the  regiment  of  the 
Sieur  de  Cherounes  (1591)— of  Goulet,  canon  of  Chartrefl,of 
the  chancellor  Seguier,  and  of  Coislin,  bishop  of  Metz,  It 
is  a  parchment  folio,  of  160  leaves ;  the  writing,  in  two 
columns,  is  of  the  sixteenth  century,  and  imitates  Boman 
printed  letters ;  the  initials  are  coloured.  The  manuscript 
contains  the  two  first  books  of  Ordericus.  Book  II,,  is  m 
two  parts :  the  first,  from  the  beginning  as  far  as  the  life 
of  St.  Martial,  inclusivdy,  is  rubricked :  "  P.  Orderici 
Vitalis,  liber  secnndus,  Histories  Ecclesiastics  de  actibuB 
apostolonun ;"  the  last  part,  comprising  the  history  of  the 
popes :  "  Historic  EcclesiasticEe,  Orderici  Vitalis,  monachi 
Bbmlfiani,  liber  tertius,"  Prefiied  to  the  volume  is  an 
epistle  addressed  to  Felix  de  Brie,  abbot  of  Evronlt,'  by  the 
monk  William  Vallin,  who  bad  prepared  an  edition  of  Orde- 
rieus  Vitalis. 

4.  JKoB«*crM><  of  Sir  Thomas  Phillipps. — (Library  of 
Sir  Thomas  Phillipps,  Bart.,  at  Middlehill,  No.  1836.)  This 
manuscript,  which  probably  belonged  to  the  college  of  the 
Jesuits  of  Clermont,  at  Fans,  is  thus  noticed  in  the  catalogue 
published  by  the  learned  Englist  biblio.  "  Ordericus  Vitiis, 
veil,  B.  XT, 

There  is  this  short  description  of  it  in  the  catalogne  of 
Meerman's  manuscripts :'

5.  Man-Mcript  de  Menar». — (Imp,  Lib.  Collection  Dupuy, 
Ko.  875.)  This  is  one  of  the  volnmes  which  thepresident 
de  Menars  added  to  the  collection  of  Dupuy.  Eivery  one 
knows  that  this  collection,  purchased  in  1720  by  Joly  de 
Fleury,  was  transferred  to  the  king  in  1754.  The  manu- 
script is  a  parchment  folio  of  118  leaves.  The  writing  is  in 
two  columns,  of  the  16th  century,  imitating  Roman  printed 
characters,  with  the  initialB  coloured.  Tma  volume,  which 
bad  formerly  the  title  "  Orderici  Vitalis  Blstorife  Ecclesi- 
aaticie,  tertia  pars,"  contains  the  teit  of  the  five  last  books, 
probablyjprepared  by  yallin.  Instead  of  being  numbered 
IX. — Xin.,  as  in  the  editions,  these  five  books  are  numbered 
VIII. — XII.  At  the  end  there  is  a  little  table  of  contents,  as 
in  the  manuscript  of  Sir  Thomas  Phillipps.     I  have  already

The  initial  letters  are 
iljuminsled,  and  at  the  commencement  of  each  book  they  are  much  la^er 
than  the  reet.  The  manuscript  contains  only  four  books,  viz.,  IV.,  V., 
VI.,  Vll.  At  the  end  is  an  index  of  matters,  persons,  and  places.  At 
tbl.  52  there  are  these  words :   ViUdit  inoiuichi  origr>  tt  iiutnu^io. 

"  The  manuscript  is  beautifully  written  ii)  imitation  of  printing,  and  at 
first  liew  jou  might  deem  it  to  have  been  written  in  Italy  ;  but  I  am 
inclined  to  think  it  was  written  in  Fiance  or  Flanders,  in  the  printed 
character  which,  I  believe,  was  common  in  the  latter  pari  of  tbe  fifteeotb, 
and  tbe  first  part  of  the  aiiteenth  century,  and  of  which  1  have  seieral 
other  specimens.  A  red  nibricked  mnning-title  heads  every  leaf,  and  the 
headings  of  every  book  and  chapter  are  rubricked,  as  well  as  tiie  colo- 
phon of  each  book.  This  MS.  was  formerly  No.  6G3  in  tbe  Jeauittf  of 
Clemiont  catalogue." — Ed.'i 
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observed  that  these  two  volumeB  must  have  fanned  part  of 
the  copy  employed  by  VaUin. 

6.  Mimti»eript  of  Bigot. — (Imp.  lib.,  aociea  fonds  Latin, 
Ko.  6122,  formerly  4207, 8 ;  ^o.  180,  de  Bigot).  In  folio, 
on  paper,  620  leaves.  Writing  of  the  16tli  oentuiy,  perhaps 
of  the  year  1536.'  This  manuscript  oontaina  the  entire 
work  of  Ordericus,  except  the  end  of  Book  VII.,  from  the 
words,  "  great  power,'"  and  the  whole  of  Book  VIII, 

7.  JSaiHuteript  of  ILtreste  d'Alge. — (Imp.  lib.,  aac.  fonds 
Latin,  No.  6123,  formerly  4207  A,  and  4207  B ;  No.  760, 
de  Colbert.)  This  is  iDcontestably  the  copy  which  appears 
in  the  list  of  the  mantiscripte  of  M.  Mareste  d'Alge,  and 
waa  sent  by  the  first  president  Pelot,  in  1677,  to  the  library 
of  Colbert ;  for,  on  the  first  leaf  of  the  two  Tolumes,  the 
signature  of  the  president  Mareate  d'Alge  may  stiU  be 
decyphered,  although  it  has  been  carefaUy  erased.  The  - 
manuscript  is  in  two  volumes,  fdio,  on  paper,  of  840  and 
8^  leaves,  not  including  the  tables.  The  writing  ia  of  the 
I6th  centiuy,  perh^s  of  the  yeu  1S89.'  It  appears  to 
be  a  transcript  of  Bigot's  manuscript,  and  has  the  same 
omissions.  In  the  margins  some  articles  are  added  from 
the  Annals  of  Eouen.  At  the  end  of  the  second  volume 
there  are  two  charters  of  Henry  I.,  king  of  England,  in 
iavour  of  the  canons  of  Bayeui,  taken  from  the  zUerAnde- 
gavinut. 

8.  Manuscript  of  Baluxe. — (Imp.  lib.,  ano.  fonds  Latin, 
No.  6124,  formerly  4207,  3.3,  and  4207,  3.8.8 ;  No.  184  de 
Balaz).  Two  volumes,  in  folio,  on  paper.  The  writing  of 
the  16th  century.  The  end  of  book  VII.,  all  book  VIII., 
and  two  or  three  leaves,  containing  the  end  of  book  XIII., 
are  wanting.  The  copyist  has  omitted  parts  which  did 
not  concern  the  history  of  Normandy,  and  were  collected 
by  Ordericua  fi^m  former  writers.* 

9.  Manwcript  of  St.  Otten  atSouen. — (Library  of  Bouen, 
Ko.  3,  4,  of  the  manuscripts  relating  to  Normandy.)  This 
manuscript  belonged  £rat  to  F.  Qioulart,  who  enriched  it

Tolumee,  in  folio,  on  paper ;  each  volume  of  494  pages.  The 
writing  of  the  16th  century.  The  first  volume  contains 
Books  TI. — X.,  the  second,  Books  XI. — XHI.  In  Books 
VII.  and  Till.,  there  are  the  sftine  omiasioiiB  as  in  the 
manuscripts  of  Bigot,  Mareste  d'Alge,  and  Baluze.  These 
details  have  been  communicated  to  me  by  M.  Charles  de 
Baurepaire,  keeper  of  the  archives  of  la  Seine-lnfericure. 

10.  Mmtngertpl  of  Seme. — (Library  of  Berne,  No.  555, 
in  quarto.  I  borrow  the  deecription  of  this  manuscript, 
nhitm  I  have  not  seen,  &om  J.  B.  Sinner.' 

"  A.  manuscript  on  parchment,  formerly  belonging  to 
Bongaraiua ;  of  the  15th  century.  Odorici,  sc.  Orderici  Vi- 
talia,  Hiatoriffi  Ecclesiastics,  lib.  IX. — XIII.  It  was  pub- 
lished by  Duchesne.  He  lived,  as  he  tells  us  himself^  in  the 
reign  of  Stephen,  king  of  England,  about  the  year  1141, 
when  his  history  ends.  See  Pabricius  and  others.  Antony 
Page,  quoted  by  Pabricius,  affirms  that  but  few  manuacripts 
of  OrdericuB  are  extant.  Ordencus  being  an  Boglishman  by 
birth,  his  history  contains  many  details  of  adbrs  in  Eng- 
land ;  and  he  is  reckoned  one  of  the  most  eminent  writers 
of  his  ^e." 

11.  JUamtwr^t  of  QIanfeuil. — In  1717,  Charles  du  Jar- 
din,  prior  of  St.  Evroult,'  mentioned  two  volumes  of  Or- 
dencus preserved  in  the  abbey  of  Qlenfeuil.  I  have  not 
been  able  to  discover  what  has  become  of  them. 

12.  Manuscript  of  St.  2'ouW«iM.^(Imp.  lib.,  anc.  fonds 
lAtin,  Ko.  4861,  formerly  5217,  2,  Bigot,  No.  185.)  This 
manuscript  belonged  to  St.  Taurinus  of  Evreui,  and,  per- 
haps, was  eieeuted  in  the  abbey  of  Fecamp.  In  folio,  parch- 
ment, 159  leaves.  The  writing  of  the  time  of  Philip  Augustus. 
It  contains  three  passages  from  Ordericus :  1,  (fol.  123),  the 
■yngd  of  Lillebonne;  2,  (fol.  124),  the  synod  of  Rouen; 
3,  (fol.  124,  v.),  the  origin  of  the  order  of  Citeaux,  &c.  I 
shall  not  dwell  on  this  volume,  which  is  accurately  described 
in  the  printed  catalogue  of  the  manuscripts  in  the  Imperial

In  the  Iffii  century  "WilliMB  Tallin,  a  monk  of  St 
Erroult,'  and  Lacroix  du  Maine,'  formed  the  intention  of 
haring  the  work  of  Ordericus  Titalis  piinted  ;  hut  neither 
the  one  nor  the  other  wai  able  to  realize  tiie  design. 

The  first  edition  of  the  BcclesiBBtical  History  was  not 
published  till  1619,  when  Andrew  Ihichesne  pisted  it  in 
Ids  collection,  intitled,  Siatoria  Shrmamignim  Seriptorw 
(pp.  321 — 392).  Dnehesne  made  use  of  &e  maauscnpts  of 
St.  Erroult,  St.  Stephen  of  Caen,  and  Bigot. 

Dom  Bmsin,  known  by  his  collecticm  of  the  council* 
of  Normandy,  intended,  at  the  beginning  of  the  18th  cen- 
tury, to  puhlish  a  new  edition  of  Ihiiutesne's  collection: 
Charles  au  Jardia,  prior  of  St.  Srroult,  asststed  him.  in 
settling  the  text  of  Ordericus  Titf^ ;  but  the  undertaking 
£uled.*  The  library  of  Bouen  is  in  poaaession  of  the  traa< 
script  executed  by  the  copyists  employed  \>f  I>ucheu]e,  and 
<ai  which  Bom  Besan  made  hia  notes. 

The  continuators  of  Dom  Bouqaeb  have  ioserted  in  theiv 
coUectiou  the  greatest  part  of  the  EoclesiasticBl  Histo^. 
Tome  IX.,  pp.  10 — 18,  contaiiis  eotracts  from  Books  I.,  III., 
v.,  TI.  and  VII.;  tome  S^  pp.  284—236,  extracts  of 
Books  I.,  ni.,  and  Til. ;  tome  XT.,  pp.  221—248,  estracta 
from  Books  I.,  in.,  IV.,  V.,  VI,  and  TIL ;  tome  XII., 
pp.  585—770,  extracts  fr»Mn  Books  I.,  IV.,  V.,  VI.,  VTI., 
Vni.,  IX.,  X.,  XI,,  XII.,  and  Xni.  The  manuscripte  of 
St.  Evroult,  St.  Ouen,  ^td  the  Queen  of  Sweden,  yera 
employed  iot  this  editim.

In  1826  appeared  a  French  tranelatkm  of  the  EccleeiB** 
tical  Histor;',  in  the  Collection  dee  Memmree  relatjfi  a 
VSittwre  de  France,  pubHsbed  br  M.  Guieot.  The  trana- 
latioa  was  made  by  M.  Xouis  Suboii,  who,  at  first,  intended 
to  giro  an  edition  of  the  Latin  teit,  revised  from  the  mano- 
Bcripte,  as  he  annoimced  in  1S22  in  the  Bio^opliia  Uni' 
vergelle? 

In  1863  and  1864,  M.  Thomas  Forester  published  the 
three  first  volumes  of  an  English  tranriation  (^  the  Ecclesi- 
astical History  (Z%e  Eeeletiaatieal  Sittory  of  England  aad 
Jformand^,  by  Ordericus  Vitalit,  translated,  with  notes,  and 
the  Introduction  of  Guizot,  by  Thomas  Forester,  M.A. ; 
London,  Bobn,  1853  and  1864,  in  12mo.) ;  one  volume  has 
still  to  appear.  This  translation  is  made  from  the  text  of 
the  edition  of  the  Society  de  VSigtoire  de  France, 

While  these  It«marka  were  in  the  press,  M.  1' Abbe  Migne 
has  published  the  148th  volume  of  his  Patrologie,  wmcb 
contuna  the  work  of  Ordericus  Yitolis.  It  would  appear 
from  the  prelimLaary  notice,  that  this  edition  is  only  a  re- 
production of  the  texts  of  Duchesne  and  Dom  Bouquet.

F.S.  The  suggestions  which  M.  Le  Frevost  has  been  Mnd 
enough  to  offer  me,  during  the  printing  of  this  Notice, 
have  afforded  me  signal  aid  in  the  accomplishment  of  my 
task.  At  the  same  tiime,  t^pographieal  exigences  have  not 
always  permitted  me  to  proat  by  observations,  the  justice  of 
which  it  was  impossible  to  deny.  Id  giving  expression  to 
this  regret,  I  cannot  forbear  quoting  the  letter  in  which  M. 
Le  Frevost  brings  into  view  one  aspect  of  the  character  of 
Ordericus  Yitalis,  which  I  have  too  much  left  in  the  shade. 
After  administenng  a  friendly  rebuke  for  mv'  not  having 
sufficiently  directed  attention  to  the  merit  of  cert^  his- 
torical compositions  of  the  very  highest  order,  such  as  the

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life  of  Peter  de  Maule,  the  last  Momenta  of  "Williain  the 
Conqueror,  the  death  of  Xhiem  de  MathonTiUe,  and  that  of 
Serlo,  bishop  cf  S^z,  my  accompUshed  master,  adds : — 

" Our  author  most  excels  iu  pourtraying   the 

inspirations  of  religious  faith— of  a  feitb  both  fervent  and 
pure,  and  sometimeB  eren  enlightened — just  as  they  ex- 
isted in  his  own  bosom.  I  think  that  no  preceding  writer, 
none  of  hia  cotemporaries,  nor  even  of  his  successors,  have 
better  drawn  the  character  of  the  true  Christian.  Else- 
where, he  too  often  falls  into  pedantry  and  exaggeration, 
and  bettaj'a  hia  ignorance  of  political  principles ;  but  there 
lie  ia  on  biB  own  ground,  and  the  inspiration  flows  from  its 
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Ch.  XXI.  The  eomteil  of  Mheimt — The  pap^g  vitil  to  the 

emperor — Proceedingt  of  the  council— The  decrees. 
In  tte  middle  of  October  Pope  Caliitus  came  to  Eheims  ' 
with  the  cardinals  of  the  Eoman  church,  and  staying  there 
fifteen  days  held  a  council,*  in  which  he  concerted  measurea 
with  the  shepherds  of  the  Lord's  flock  for  the  good  of  the 
church.  There  were  assemhled  at  fiheims  fifteen  arch- 
bishopB,  more  than  two  hundred  biahopa,  with  many  abbots 
and  other  eccleaiastical  dignitaries.  These  prelates,  sum- 
moned by  an  apostolical  precept  from  Italy  and  Gerroony, 
France  and  Spain,  Brittany  and  England,  the  islands  of  the 
Ocean,  and  all  the  provinces  of  the  West,  met  together  for 
the  love  of  the  Saviour,  and  ready  to  pay  a  willing  obedience 
to  hia  commands.  The  archbishop  of  Mayence'  hastened 
to  be  present  at  the  council  of  Hheims,  accompanied  by 
seven  bishopS';  and  an  escort  of  five  hundred  men-at-arms 
watched  over  their  safety  during  the  journey.     The  pope

The  king  of  Eogland  permitted  the  jprelates  of  his  king- 
dom to  attend  the  council*  but  positively  forbade  their 
bringing  before  it  any  sort  of  grievance ;  for  he  said  to  the 
bishops ;  "  I  will  render  fall  justice  to  every  one  who  prefers 
a  complaint  to  me,  in  my  own  land  ;  I  discharge  yearly  the 
payments  paid  by  my  predecessors  to  the  iBoman  church, 
but  at  the  same  time  I  maintain  the  privileges  which  were 
granted  in  ancient  times  and  belong  to  me.  Go  then,  and 
'  Bslute  our  lord  the  pope  on  my  behalf  and  listen  with  ha< 
mility  to  the  apostolical  precepts,  but  see  that  no  superflu- 
ous novelties  are  introduced  into  my  kingdom."* 

The  council  was  held  in  the  metropolitan  church.  There 
the  pope  celebrated  mass  on  the  foiniieenth  of  the  catends 
of  November,*  and  conBecrated  Thurstan  of  Bayeux  arch- 
bishop of  York,'  conferring  on  him  the  privilege  of  not  being

*  Florence  of  Voroester  infbnni  ui  that  od17  ths  biahopa  of  Ezeter, 
Durham,  St.  David'i,  and  LlandafF,  who  went  then  in  Normandy,  atlffiutod 
the  council  end  thej  aniied  late.  The  archbiihop  of  Cantecbniir  «•■ 
prerented,  it  i>  aaid,  hj  illnen  froin  being  preeenL

Thurstan, 
who  was  the  eldest  brother  of  Ouen,  bishop  of  Bajeux,  after  hiiing  been 
chaplain  to  Henry,  was  eierated  to  the  archbishopric  of  York  as  long 
before  as  1 1 13,  but,  like  most  of  his  predecessors,  he  refuied  to  sobrntt  to 
the  primacj  of  the  see  of  Csnterburj,  rather  than  Rhich  ha  was  readf  to 
relinquish  his  preferment,  and  deferred  his  'consecration.  With  somtt 
difficulty,  as  Florence  of  Worcester  and  Roger  of  WendoTcr  mfbrm  OM, 
be  obtained  the  king's  licence  to  attend  the  council  of  Rhrimi,  but  under 
a  aalemn  promise  that  he  would  not  accept  consecration  from  the  pope. 
Henry  had  also  sent  to  Calixtus  requesting  him  not  to  consecrate  Thuratan, 
and  had  received  a  reply  which  it  is  at  least  very  difficult  to  reconcile  with 
hii  subaequent  conduct.  The  king  was  so  incensed  at  the  double  breadi 
of  the  pledges  thus  giveD.  that  he  prohibited  Thnntan  from  letutning  to 
England,  or  restding  in  soy  part  of  hii  oontiuental  dontinions.

subject  to  tbe  metropolit&n  see  of  Canterbmy,  bat  of  hold- 
ing equal  rant  in  his  own  province.  On  the  Sunday  follow- 
ing, the  pope  conflecrated  to  the  bishopric  of  Liege,  Frede- 
ri^,  brother  of  Herman,  count  of  Namur.'  This  prelate 
died  within  three  years  &om  poison  given  him  by  his  rirals, 
and  his  sanctity  is  now  rendered  conspicnona  by  the 
splendid  miracles  wrought  at  his  tomb. 

On  the  twelfth  of  the  calends  of  Korember  [21st  Octo- 
ber*], the  chairs  of  the  bishops  were  placed  in  the  chnrcfa  of 
St.  Mary  the  Tirgiu,  before  the  crucifix,  and  the  scTeral  me- 
tropolitauB  took  their  seats  in  the  order,  of  precedence  to 
which  they  were  entitled  according  to  the  ancient  decrees  of 
the  Boman  popes.  Salph,  sumamed  IjO  Vert,  EUYdibishop  of 
Eheima,*  Leothric  archbiBhop  of  Bourses,  Thirstan  arch- 
bishop of  York,  Humbert  archbishop  of  Lyons,  and  Qeofirey 
archbishop  of  £<nien,  Daimbert  arcnbishop  of  Sens,  G-ilbert 
archbishop  of  Tours,  and  his  successor,  Hildebert  of  Mans,* 
Baudri  archbishop  of  Dol,  and  eight  other  archbishops,  with 
their  suffragans,  and  the  deputies  of  those  who  were  absent, 
aa  well  as  many  abbots  and  a  great  concourse  of  monks  and 
clergy  composed  this  assembly,  prefiguring  the  last  judg- 
ment, in  reference  to  which  Isaiah,  in  the  spirit 'of  prophe^ 
and  as  it  were  pointing  to  it  with  his  finger,  eichiimed  in 
the  fulness  of  his  awe  and  erultation :  "  The  Lord  will  come 
to  judgment  with  the  elders  of  his  people  and  the  princes 
thereof.'" 

The  apostolical  throne  was  placed  on  a  raised  plat- 
form facing  the  doors  of  the  church ;  and  when  mass  had 
ended  Fope  GallxtuB  took  his  seat  upon  it,  having  before

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him  the  cardinala  &om  Borne,  in  the  flret  rank;  namely 
Canon  bishop  of  FrcBueste,  Boson  bishop  of  Porto,  ]jam- 
bert  bishop  of  Ostia,  John  of  Crema,'  and  Haton  bishop  of 
Vivien.'  These  cardinals  discuss^  all  questions  with  more 
address  than  any  other  member  of  the  council,  and  their 
extensive  learning  adniirablj  fitted  them  for  making  full  re- 
plies. The  deacon  Chryaogonus,  wearing  a  dalmatic,  stood 
near  the  pope,  with  the  volume  of  the  canons  in  his  hand, 
ready  to  cite  from  it  the  authentic  decrees  of  the  fathers  of 
the  church  aa  occasion  required.  Six  other  deacons,  wear- 
ing tunics  or  dalmatics,  stood  around,  and  imposed  silence 
when,  aa  often  occurred,  the  dissentients  pressed  their  argu- 
ments with  disorderly  vehemence. 

First  however,  as  soon  as  the  litany  and  public  prayers 
were  ended,  the  pojie  began  to  explain  in  a  Latin  discourse, 
with  great  simplicity  and  piety  the  gospel  in  which  Jesoa 
commanded  his  disciples  to  go  before  hiin  to  the  other  side 
of  the  eea  of  Galilee.'  On  this  he  eloquently  commented, 
showing  that  as  when  the  evening  came  the  wind  was  con- 
trary, BO  the  ship  of  the  holy  church  is  exposed  to  penl  in 
the  waves  of  this  troublesome  world,  and  tossed  with  the 
storma  of  trials  and  tribulations  of  various  kinds ;  but,  not- 
withstanding, at  o\tr  Lord's  approach,  the  furious  blaats  of 
the  wicked  are  suddenly  calmed,  and  the  children  of  peace 
are  restored  to  the  state  of  tranquilKty  which  is  the  object 
of  their  desires.  The  pope  having  concluded  his  sermon, 
the  cardinal-archbishop,  Conon,  rose  and  gave  an  eloquent 
admonition  to  the  reverend  abbots  on  their  pastoral  dutiea.

that  in  the  month  of  Odobei  in  the  oatne  year  he  assisted  at  a  council  in 
Rome]  thai  on  Febmaiy  27,  1119,  he  had  the  honour  to  entertain  Pope 
CalixtuB  XVII.,  his  former  metropolitan,  when  be  consecrated  bis 
caihedral  of  SC  Vincent  at  ViTienj  and  then  in  1134  we  find  him 
succeeded  by  Jaucerand,  oc  Gauccrsnd,  Ihe  first  bishop  of  Tiiien  of  that

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Quoting  tbe  worda  of  Jacob  &oin  the  boob  of  Gknesis,'  he 
declared  that  the  prelates  of  the  church  ought  to  exercise 
the  same  diligence  iu  the  care  of  the  Lord's  fiock  in  spiri- 
tual things  which  Jacob  exhibited  in  his  management  of  the 
sheep  of  his  uncle  Laban. 

King  Lewis  now  entered  the  council,  attended  by  the 
chief  lords  of  France,  and  ascending  the  platform  where  the 
pope  was  seated  in  state  above  the  rest  of  the  assembly,  be 
opened  his  complaint  aad  supported  it  by  reasonable  argu- 
ments. The  kin^  was  flueot  of  speech,  bis  &ce  was  pde,' 
and  he  was  tall  in  stature  and  corpulent.  "I  come,"  he 
said,  "  to  this  eacred  council,  with  my  barons,  to  demand  in- 
qniiy  and  advice  ;  and  I  pray  you,  my  lord  pope,  and  joa, 
athera,  to  listen  to  what  1  have  to  say.  The  king  of  Eng- 
land, with  whom  I  have  been  long  in  alliance,  has  inflicted 
many  serious  injuries  on  me  and  my  subjectH.  He  has 
seieed  Normandy,  a  €ef  of  my  crown,  with  force  and  arms ; 
and  contrary  to  al!  right  and  reason  has  treated  Eobert,  the 
duke  of  Normandy,  in  a  most  scandalous  manner.  For 
although  the  duke  was  my  vassal,  and  his  own  brother  and 
Hege-lord,  after  molesting  bim  in  eveiy  sort  of  way,  at 
last  he  made  him  prisoner,  and  has  detained  him  in  a 
long  captivity  to  the  present  day,  See  how  he  has  disin- 
hented  and  driven  into  hopeless  exile  "William,  the  duke's 
son  and  heir  apparent,  who  now  presents  himself  to  this 
assembly  in  my  company.  I  have  sent  bishops  and  counts, 
and  other  suitable  persons  to  claim  itota  the  king  of  Eng- 
land the  restoration  of  the  captive  duke,  but  I  have  obtained 
no  satisfaction  &om  him  in  this  ^air.  He  caused  to  be 
arrested  tn  his  own  court,*  Robert  do  Belesme,  the  envoy 
who  was  entrusted  by  me  to  convey  my  message  to  him, 
and  put  him  in  fetters  in  a  cruel  dungeon,  where  be  is 
confined  to  this  hour.     Count  Theobald^  is  my  vassal,  but

He  seized,  and  to  this  daj  keeps  in 
prison,  William  Count  de  Severs,'  a  ^ood  and  loyal  man, 
whom  you  well  know,  as  he  was  retummg  from  the  siege  of 
a  castle  belonging  to  an  excommunicated  robber,  whidi  W 
made  a  real  den  of  thieves  and  devil's  dyke.  The  reverend 
prelates  had  justly  opposed  the  enterprises  of  Thomas  de 
Marie,*  who  made  plundering  expeaitions  through  the 
whole  province.  They  therefore  engaged  me  to  besiege  thia 
common  enemy  of  mlgrima  and  all  honest  folk,  and  uniting 
with  the  barons  of  ±Vance  to  put  down  the  outlaws,  raising 
0»  maste  the  whole  Christian  population  to  engage  in  the 
contest  with  godly  zeal.  It  was  in  returning  peaceably  ieata. 
this  siege,  with  my  permisaion,  that  this  lord  was  made  pri- 
soner, and  he  is  still  kept  in  captivity  by  Count  Theobald, 
although  many  nobles  have  Irom  time  to  time  earnestly  be- 
sought him,  on  my  part,  to  liberate  the  count ;  and  ul  his 
temtoriea  have  heeu  laid  under  ezcommunicatioa  by  the 
bishops." 

The  king,  having  made  these  statements  and  others  of  the 
^e  sort,  which  were  c<mfirmed  by  the  allegations  of  all  the 
French  who  were  present  at  the  council,  OeoSrey,  archbishop 
of  Bouen,  with  his  su&agan  bishops  and  abbots,  rose,  ooa 
began  to  rebut  the  charges  and  advocate  the  cause  of  the 
kins  of  England.  But  he  was  interrupted  by  the  clamours 
of  the  opposite  P^yi  fuid  could  not  obtain  a  hearing ;  for  s 
great  number  oT  adversaries  were  present,  who  took  um- 
brage at  his  defence  of  the  victorious  prince.

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&Ieaii,while,  Hild^arde,  countesH  of  Foictien,'  came  for- 
ward with  her  attendftnts,  uid  eloquently  pleaded  her  cauee, 
epeakiug  loud  and  very  diatinctly ;  and  the  whole  council 
listened  to  her  complaint  with  d»p  attention.  She  stated 
that  ebe  had  been  repudiated  by  fier  huaband,  who  had  taken 
to  hia  bod,  in  defiaace  of'her  marriage  rights,  Molberge,  the 
wife  of  the  viscount  of  Ghatellerault ;'  and  the  pope  having 
inquired  whether  William  count  of  Poictiers  had  come  to 
the  council  according  to  hia  order,  a  young  prelate,  "William, 
bishop  of  Saintes,  and  several  other  hiahopa  and  abbote  from 
Aquitaine,  atood  up  and  excused  their  duke,  alleging  that 
he  had  set  out  on  his  joumev  to  attend  the  council,  but  had 
fallen  sick  and  was  detained  on  the  road.  It  ended  in  the 
pope's  admitting  the  eicuae  of  the  count's  Ulness,  adjourn- 
mg  the  case,  and  appointing  a  certain  day  on  which  tho 
count  ahould  appear  and  plead  to  the  charge  in  the  papal 
court,  and  either  take  back  his  lawful  wife,  or  undergo  the 
sentence  of  excommunication  for  having  unjuatly  repudi- 
ated her. 

Next,  Ouen  the  Bearded,'  bishop  of  Evreux,  preferred  a 
charge  agaiiut  Amalric,  for  having  ahamefully  expelled  him 
&om  his  aee,  and  abominably  burnt  his  episcopal  residence. 
Thereupon,  Amabio's  chaplain  immediately  started  up,  and 
had  the  insolence  t«  meet  the  accusation  by  loudly  and 
publicly  asserting  in  the  presence  of  the  whole  assembly, 
that  the  bishop  was  a  liar.  "It  was  not  by  Amalric,"  lie 
■aid,  "but  by  your  own  iniquity,  that  you  were  juatly 
expelled  and  your  palace  burnt.  He  indeed,  having  been 
disinherited  by  the  sing  through  your  &Iae  and  m^icious 
intrigues,  recovered  the  territones  that  were  his  own,  like  a

brave  knight,  by  the  power  of  his  arma  and  the  support  oC 
hie  frienda.  Thereupon,  the  king  laid  siege  to  the  city  at 
the  head  of  large  bodies  of  his  troops,  and  by  your  order  set 
the  place  on  fire,  and  burnt  to  the  ground  all  the  churches 
and  houses.  This  holy  synod  will  perceive  and  judge 
whether  Ouen  or  Amalric  deserves  most  condemnation  for 
the  burning  of  the  churchea." 

Aa  the  French  took  the  side  of  Amalric  agwnst  the 
Normans,  a  violent  altercation  ensued  between  them,  but, 
silence  being  at  length  obtained,  the  pope  spoke  aa  follows : 

"My  dearly  beloved:  do  not,  I  pray  you,  multiply  words, 
and  contend  to  no  purpoae,  but  as  God's  children  atrive  to 
the  utmost  to  maintain  peace.  The  Son  of  God,  we  know, 
descended  firom  heaven  to  bring  peace  on  earth,  and  in  his 
merty  took  a  human  body  in  the  womb  of  the  immaculate 
Virgin  Mary,  in  order  to  allay  the  mortal  conflict  which 
originated  in  the  sin  of  our  first  parent,  and  restore  through 
his  mediation  peace  between  God  and  man,  and  reconcile 
the  angelic  with  human  nature.  It  ia  the  bounden  duty  of 
ua  who  are  hia  vicars  on  earth  to  follow  his  steps  in  all 
things.  As  the  ministers  and  stewards  of  the  dispensations 
of  God,  we  must  endeavour  to  promote  the  peace  and 
welfare  of  all  his  members  ;  for  1 1^  Christian  people  the 
members  of  Christ,  inasmuch  as  he  has  redeemed  them  with 
his  precious  blood.  Amidst  the  tumults  of  war  and  the 
troubles  of  the  world,  who  can  give  himself  up  worthily  to 
spiritual  contemplations,  or  meditate  as  he  ought  on  the  love 
of  the  Lordf  Hostile  movements  distract  and  loosen  the 
ties  of  the  people,  and  drive  them  to  wander  and  fall  head- 
long to  destruction  in  the  gulf  of  Bin.  The  churches  are 
violated,  sacred  things  polluted,  and  all  sorts  of  iniqnitiee 
abound.  The  clergy  are  grievously  harassed,  and  called  off 
tro::»  religionos  pursuits  in  a  variety  of  ways.  Those  who  are 
steadfast  in  the  worship  of  God  are  filled  with  alarms,  are 
exposed  to  cruel  persecutions,  and  become  faint-hearted,  not 
knowing  what  to  do.  Eegular  discipline  is  interiTipted  and 
dissolved,  and  those  who  are  set  free  are  hurried  into  all 
sorts  of  crimes.  Ecclesiastical  rigour  is  relaxed,  a  fatal  dis- 
solution takes  place  every  where,  and  modesty  and  chastity 
are  lamentably  exposed.  The  fury  of  the  wicked  stal^ 
abroad  without  shame,  and  numbers  of  sinners  are  daily  ' 
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swept  into  perdition.  We  ought  therefore  on  all  occasiona 
to  embrace  fervently  what  we  plainly  see  to  be  the  nurse  of 
all  good  people,  to  preserve  it  incesBantly,  to  enjoin  it  on  all, 
to  preach  it  both  oy  word  and  example.  Christ  himself, 
when  hia  pasBion  waa  near,  bequeathed  it  to  his  disciples, 
saying ;  '  Peace  I  leave  with  you ;  my  peace  I  give  unto 
you,'  When  he  rose  again  from  the  dead,  he  agaia  re- 
minded them  of  it,  saying:  'Peace  be  unto  you.'  Where 
peace  reigns  there  is  great  quiet  and  tranquillity,  while 
sorrow  and  tribulation  harass  and  torment  all  who  are 
corroded  by  anger  and  stimulated  hy  discord.  Peace  is  the 
gentle  and  kindly  tie  of  those  who  dwell  together,  the 
common  good  of  all  rational  creatures.  The  inhabitants  of 
heaven  rejoice  in  their  indissoluble  union  in  this  bond,  and 
mortals  are  in  constant  need  of  being  thus  united,  for  with- 
out it  the  wicked  both  fear  and  are  feared,  and  being  never 
secure,  are  in  trouble  and  grief.  ' 

"  This  virtue  then  which  I  earnestly  covet,  and,  from  the 
authority  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  considerations  of 
general  utility,  highly  commend,  I  shall  use  my  utmost 
endeavours  to  search  out,  and  to  propagate,  by  QoA'b  help, 
throughout  hia  church.  I  enjoin  the  observance  of  the 
Truce  of  Glod,  as  Pope  Urban,  of  blessed  memory,  decreed 
it  at  the  councD  of  Clermont ;  and  I  confirm  by  the  authority 
of  Qod.  St.  Peter  the  Apostle,  and  all  the  saints,  the  other 
decrees  which  were  there  sanctioned  by  the  holy  fathers. 
The  emperor  of  Germany  has  invited  me  to  meet  him  at  the 
castle  of  Mouzon,'  and  make  peace  with  him  to  the  advan- 
tage of  holy  mother  church.  I  shall  therefore  proceed  there 
to  labour  for  peace,  taking  with  me  my  brothers,  the  bishops 
of  Bheima  and  Bouen,  and  some  others  of  my  brethren  and 
feUow  bishopa,  who  I  think  may  be  of  eapecial  service  in 
this  treaty.  I  command  all  other  bishops  and  abbots  to 
wait  our  return,  which  by  Glad's  help  shall  be  as  speedy  as 
possible.  I  enjoin  then  all  to  remain  in  attendance  here, 
nor  do  I  even  permit  Qeofirey,  abbot  of  St.  Theodoric,'  to

hanitg  given  him  important  araiatance  in  founding  the  ablwjr  of  BonnevaE, 
the  first  hoiue  of  the  Ciatarcian  order  in  Daaphin]'. 
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depart,  althoogh  his  monastery  ia  very  near  tbb  citj.    Fray 
for  us,  that  our  Iiord  Glod  would  vouchsafe  to  grant  us  a 

SiroBperous  journey,  and  mercifully  overrule  all  our  efforts 
or  tlie  peace  and  welfare  of  the  universal  church. 

"  On  my  return,  I  will  carefully  discuss  all  your  complaints 
and  arguments,  God  helping  me,  in  the  best  manner  I  can, 
that  this  holy  assembly  may  be  dismissed,  and  return  home 
with  peace  tuid  ioy.  After  that,  I  will  go  to  the  king  of 
England,  my  spiritual  son,  and  also  my  cousin  by  the  ties  of 
cousanguinity,'  and  by  my  entreaties  aijd  exhortations  will 
engage  hint  and  Count  Theobald,  his  nephew,  with  the 
others  who  are  at  variance,  to  do  justice  to  all  the  world, 
and  to  receive  the  same  from  all  in  the  love  of  God ;  and, 
having  made  peace  according  to  God's  law,  refrain  from  all 
hostile  enterprises,  and  rejoice  in  peace  and  securiW,  with 
the  people  under  their  rule.  As  for  those  who  refuse  to 
yield  to  my  remonstrances  and  obstinately  persevere  in  their 
unruly  course,  against  all  right  and  the  public  peace,  I  will 
inflict  on  them  the  terrible  sentence  of  excommunication, 
unless  they  repent  of  their  wickedness  and  make  satisfaction 
for  their  past  crimes  according  to  the  canons."  Having  said 
this,  the  assembly  of  the  faithful  was  dissolved. 

On  the  morrow,  beiug  Wednesday,'  the  pope  journeyed  to 
Mouzon  with  a  noble  retinue,  and  on  the  Sunday  following' 
he  returned  to  Bbeima,  weary  and  sick  with  &tigue  and 
fear.  Meanwhile,  the  vast  number  of  magistrates  assembled 
at  the  council  anxiously  expected  the  pope's  return.  Many 
of  them  whom  the  apostolical  summons  nad  convoked  from 
distant  countries,  having  nothing  to  do  at  Kheims,  spent 
their  money  without  profit,  and  grieved  at  the  neglect  to 
which  their  affairs  at  home  were  exposed  in  the  interval. 
When  at  length  the  pope  returned,  he  held  sittings  of  the 
council  for  four  days,  ana  dealt  with  various  matters  relating 
to  the  different  churches. 

On  the  Monday,  as  soon  as  the  pope  had  taken  his  seat, 
John  of  Crema,  a  learned  and  eloquent  priest,  rose,  and  gave 
a  detailed  account  of  the  occurrences  which  happened  in  the

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journey  they  had  just  completed.  "  Your  holiness,"  he  uid, 
"  knows  that  we  reachea  Mouzoa  in  Ba£etj ;  but  we  met 
with  advene  (nrcumataDceB  which  prevented  our  reaping  aaj 
profit.  We  loet  no  time  on  our  journey,  but  we  leturned 
etill  faster  than  we  went.'  In  fact  we  found  that  the 
emperor  bad  come  to  the  place  of  meeting  with  a  great 
Krmj,  and,  as  if  he  was  about  to  fight  a  bottle,  woa  at  the 
head  of  neailr  thiity  thousand  men.  On  learning  this,  we 
shut  up  OUT  lord  the  pope  in  the  castle  already  mentioned, 
which  stands  on  the  domuns  of  the  archbuhop  of  RVipimn, 
and  we  ^ould  not  aUow  him  to  quit  the  castle,  though  we 
wrait  from  it  to  the  appointed  conference.  We  often  sought 
opportunities  of  speaking  with  the  emperor  in  private,  but  as 
soon  as  we  had  separated  &om  the  crowd  and  had  drawn 
aside  with  him  for  a  little  space,  we  were  sturounded  by 
numbers  of  hia  retainers,  wuo,  privy  to  his  wishes  and 
deceit,  brandished  their  swords  and  ^nces,  and  caused  us 
great  alarm ;  for  we  were  not  come  in  arms  to  wage  war, 
but  were  men.  of  peace,  whose  object  was  to  procure  tran- 
quillity for  the  universal  church.  The  crafty  emperor  spoke 
to  us  perfidiously,  and  ■  put  us  off  with  a  variety  of  suoter- 
fuges,  out  most  of  all  be  desired  the  presence  of  the  pope, 
in  order  that  he  might  make  him  prisoner.  Thus  we  spent 
the  day  to  no  purpose,  but  carefully  kept  from  him  the  holy 
&ther,  remembering  with  what  treachery  this  same  emperor 
entered  Bome  and  captured  Pope  Paschsl  before  the  very 
altar  in  the  basilica  of  St.  Feter  the  Apostle.  At  last  the 
shades  of  night  separated  us,  and  each  returned  to  hia  own 
quartera.  Apprehensive  however  that  some  greater  mls- 
lortime  might  befall  us,  we  resolved  on  retracing  our  steps 
to  Sheims,  or  rather  betaking  ourselves  to  flight  in  all  haste ; 
for  we  greatly  feared  that  this  formidable  tyrant  might 
follow  in  pursuit  of  us  with  his  numberless  legions.  I  have 
now  said  enough  on  this  matter." 

The  archbishop  of  Cologne '  sent  envoys  with  letters  to 
>  Honzon  lies  at  leait  tventy-liTe  leagua  &om  Rhaimi.  It  must  h»e 
been  a  banning  joumej  under  the  drcumat^cai,  and  conudering  what 
tlu  roada  murt  baie  be«n  in  thoae  day*  when  cniaung  ihe  Ardennes.  The 
place  mu  well  choBen  far  the  conference  with  the  emperor,  it  belonging  to 
the  archlnahop  of  Rheima^  and  ijing  on  the  frontier  betweerx  Fmice  and 
Qenoanj. 
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OUT  lord  the  pope,  and  having  offered  his  BubmisBion  con- 
cluded a  treaty  of  peace  and  alliance  with  >iiin  ;  he  also 
truly  surrendered,  as  a  mark  of  his  friendship,  the  aou  of 
Peter  de  I^on,'  whom  he  held  as  an  hostage.  Having  an- 
nounced this,  as  a  cause  of  especial  satisfaction  and  eitia- 
ordinaiT  joy,  he  pointed  with  his  finger  to  a  young  man  of 
ft  dark  but  pallid  complexion,  looking  more  like  a  Jew  or  a. 
Saracen  than  a  Chnstian,  and  who,  though  splendidly 
dressed,  was  deformed  in  person.  The  French  and  mai^ 
others,  perceiving  him  seated  near  the  pope,  ticated  him 
with  derision,  and  imprecated  shame  upon  him  and  sudden 
ruin  J  on  account  of  the  odium  attached  to  his  fitther,  whom 
they  regarded  as  a  most  iniquitous  usurer. 

After  this  the  archbishop  of  Lyons  stood  up  with  his 
Bufiragans  and  thus  addressed  the  council: — "The  bishop 
of  Macon  makes  complaint  to  this  holy  synod,  that  Pons  de 
Clani  has  inflicted  much  loss  and  iuiury  on  himself  and  hia 
church,  having  forcibly  deprived  him  of  his  churches  and 
tithes,  and  the  services  due  to  him,  and  refused  him  fitting 
honours,  and  the  ordination  of -his  clergy."  As  soon  as  the 
primate  of  Lyons  had  Sniohed  his  plaint,  many  bishops, 
monks,  and  clerks,  followed  it  up,  anA  with  loud  clamonrs 

I  Peter  de  TAon,  the  third  of  that  name,  and  aHerwaria  antipope,  by

Pascal  II.  entrusted 
him  with  the  command  of  the  tower  of  Creecentius,  now  called  the  castle 
of  St.  Angelo.  Distinguished,  like  hi)  father,  by  his  influence  and  talents, 
he  gave  hospitable  entertainment  in  his  palace  at  Rome  to  Urban  II.,  who 
there  ended  his  days.  Peter  de  L6on  wrote  his  epitaph,  which  is  pre- 
served. See  vol.  iii-  p.  ^94,  and  the  note.  He  also  used  his  powerful 
interest  to  confirm  the  election  of  Caliitus  II.  His  son,  the  third  of  the 
same  name,  ailer  completing  bis  studies  at  Cluni,  wae  created  cardinal- 
deacon  by  Pascal  II.,  and  cardinal-priest  by  Calixtus  II.,  and  is  the  penon 
Utentioned  in  the  text  as  given  up  to  the  pope  by  the  archbishop  of 
Cologne.  At  a  sabaequent  period  he  was  sent  to  France  as  legate,  having 
for  hie  colleacoe  his  future  competitor,  Cardinal  Gregorv,  of  the  jamilj  of 
the  PapL  We  shall  find  them  arrive  together  at  S6a,  'at  the  close  of  the 
year  1122. 

This  illuitiiaiui  family  assumed  hereditarily  the  name  of  Uon  in  honour 
of  Pope  Leo  IX.  Our  author  does  wrong  in  stigmatiiing  them  at  greedy 
Uiuren  ;  but  he  probably  thought  that  he  coald  not  throw  too  great  a  slur 
on  the  person  and  family  of  a  future  antipope. 
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unjuBt  uBurpations  bj  the  monka  of  Cltrni.  Several  of  them 
made  a  great  tumult,  and  for  a  long  time  poured  forth  in  a 
torrent  of  abuse  all  the  bittemeae  the;  entertained  in  their 
thoughts. 

At  length  silence  being  restored,  the  abbot  of  Cltmi 
rose,  with  a  great  nnmber  of  his  monia,  and  by  a  short 
reply,  speaking  with  a  modest  and  gentle  voice,  rented  the 
charges  of  his  accusers.  This  illuatrioua  abbot  had  been  a 
mons  of  YallombroBe,  and  was  son  of  the  count  of  Melguil, 
and  godson  of  Pope  Paschal,  hy  whose  order  he  was  edu- 
catea  among  the  monks  of  Cluni.  He  was  still  young  and 
abort  in  stature,  but,  docile  from  his  earliest  jouth,  he  had 
become  firmly  established  in  virtuous  practices,'  and  was 
eitremely  affable  to  those  with  whom  he  lived.  He  had  a 
fair  complexion  and  handsome  features,  and,  as  we  have 
already  said,  was  distioguished  both  for  his  manners  and  his 
birth,  nearly  related  to  kings  and  emperors ;  pious  and 
learned,  with  so  many  endowments  and  advantages  he  stood 
firm  and  inflexible  against  the  attacks  of  his  rivals.  To  the 
many  chargea  with  which  he  waa  so  clamorously  assailed  in 
the  counc2,  he  replied :  "  The  abbey  of  Ciuni  is  subject 
only  to  the  Soman  church,  and  depends  upon  the  pope, 
and  &om  the  time  of  its  foundation  it  has  obtained  from  the 
sovereign  jpontiffs  privileges  which  these  complainants  are 
endeavourmg  to  suppress  and  annul  by  their  violence.  But 
be  it  known  to  you,  holy  fathers  here  present,  that  I  tmd 
my  brethren  contend  for  tho  preaervation  of  the  righte  and 
possesaions  of  our  monastery,  as  they  were  held  by  the 
venerable  Hugh  and  our  other  predecessors,  and  have  been 
handed  down  to  us.  We  have  done  wrong  or  injury  to 
no  one ;  we  have  neither  despoiled  others  of  their  pes- 
aesgiona,  nor  do  we  covet  those  belonging  to  others ;  but 
because  we  firmly  defend  the  endowments  which  have  been 
made  to  us  by  faithful  men  for  the  love  of  God,  we  are 
called  usurpers,  and  suffer  many  unjust  reproaches.  For 
myself  I  am  not  over-aniious  in  this  matter ;  let  my  lord 
the  pope  defend,  if  he  will,  the  church  which  is  his  own

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pecnliar ;  it  is  for  him  to  gaiird  and  protect  the  cfanrcIieB, 
tithes,  and  other  poBseBsions,  which  be  himself  committed 
to  my  charge." 

The  pope  commanded  that  the  judgment,  on  what  he  had 
heard  oa  Doth  sides,  should  bo  deferred  until  the  next  day. 
Ob  the  morrow  John  of  Crema  rose  and  commenced  the 
exordium  of  his  discourae  in  this  manner : — "  Inasmuch  as 
it  is  right  that  our  lord  the  pope  should  attentively  listen 
to  your  complaints,  and  should  succour  you  faithfully  on  all 
occasions,  as  a  father  does  with  regard  to  his  children,  and 
he  ought  to  render  you  this  serrice,  not  once  only,  but  irom 
time  to  time,  it  is  fitting  and  just  that  he  should  himself 
have  some  footing  in  your  dioceses,  some  religious  house  or 
other  residence,  or  possession,  held  freely,  either  by  his  own 
choice,  or  bestowed  on  him  by  the  offerings  of  the  faithful." 

This  having  been  conceded  with  universal  consent,  John 
thus  proceeded  with  his  discourse ; — "  It  is  now  two  hun* 
dred  years  and  more  since  the  monastery  of  Cluni'  was 
founded  ;  and  irom  its  very  foundation  it  was  given  to  the 
pope  of  Borne,  by  whom  it  was  endowed  with  many  signal 
privileges  in  an  assembly  of  the  cardinals,  and  before  many 
witnesses  of  difierent  dignities.  It  is  weU  known,  and  is 
quite  clear,  to  those  who  have  read  the  charters,  that 
Gerald  of  Aquitaine  erected  the  monastery  of  Cluni  on  his 
own  fief,  and  going  to  Bome  devoutly  granted  It  to  the 
pope;  nor  did  he  intend  that  the  act  should  be  nugatory, 
for  he  then  made  an  offering  of  twelve  gold  pieces  to  the 
pope,  and  appointed  that  the  Hke  sum  should  be  paid  by  the 
monks  annually.  This  monastery  has  therefore  never  been 
sulgect  to  any  prince  or  prelate  to  the  present  day,  except 
the  pope ;  and,  through  the  divine  mercy,  bountifully  be- 
stowed upon  it,  both  its  revenues  and  the  number  of  the 
monks  have  continually  increased,  and  hence  the  sweet 
savour  of  its  good  report  has  been  ahed  abroad  throughout 
the  world,  and  the  example  of  its  sanctity  has  a  wide  influ.

■ubjection  to  the  lee  of  Rome,  nor  reservinz  an  annual  rent  of  twelve 
peco  of  gold,  but  oolj.ten  foT  Eie  jea 
fiornsA  chancei]'  wai  not  Kmpulous  in  Iht 
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enee  among  tbose  who  with  deront  minda  aspire  to  a  life  of 
regular  diacipliue.  The  monks  aesembled  in  chapter  elect 
their  ahbot  according  to  the  rule  of  our  holj  father  St. 
Benedict ;  they  eend  the  abbot-elect  to  the  pope  with  letters 
testimonial ;  and  the  pope  consecrates  him  and  gires  him 
the  benediction  according  to  the  eccleeiastical  canons. 

"  The  whole  body  of  the  faithful  believe  and  coafeas  that 
he  who,  by  the  ordinance  of  Ood,  fills  the  apoetoUcal  see, . 
has  the  power  of  binding  and  loosing;  for  he  is  the  ricax  of 
the  prince  of  the  apontles,  to  whom  it  was  said  by  our  dinne 
Master :  '  Thou  art  Peter ;  and  upon  this  rock  I  will  buUd 
my  church,  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it. 
JLnd  I  will  give  unto  thee  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven, 
and  whomsoever  thou  shalt  bind  on  earth  shall  be  bound 
in  heaven.*  The  apostolic  see  is  therefore  the  hinge  and 
the  head  of  all  churches,  established  as  such  by  the  Lord 
himself,  and  by  no  other.  As  the  door  is  directed  by  the 
hinge,  so  all  the  churches  are,  by  the  disposition  of  Glod, 
governed  by  the  authority  of  the  apostoli<»l  see.  Tou  see 
that  the  pre-eminence  over  the  other  apostles  was  conferred 
on  St.  Peter  by  the  Son  of  God.  Hence  he  is  called  Cephas, 
because  he  is  the  chief  and  first  of  all  the  apostles;  and 
it  is  fitting  that  the  members  should  follow  the  impulse 
given  by  the  head.  Who  can  resist  him  whom  the  Lord 
has  invested  with  so  great  a  power  P  Who  shall  presume 
to  loose  one  whom  Peter  has  bound,  or  to  bind  one  whom 
Peter  has  loosed?  Wherefore,  since  the  abbey  of  Cluni  is 
Bubject  to  the  pope  only,  and  that  he,  who  by  Ood's  decree 
is  above  all  others  upon  earth,  gmnts  it  his  protection,  the 
authority  of  Borne  confirms  the  privileges  of  the  monks  of 
Cinni,  and  in  the  name  of  Ood  prohibits  all  the  sons  of  the 
church  from  violating  the  ancient  immunities  of  the  monks, 
despoiling  them  of  the  possessions  long  since  bestowed  upon 
them,  or  oppressing  them  by  new  and  unusual  exactions. 
Let'them  possess  in  peace  all  they  have,  in  order  that  they 
may  always  serve  God  with  tranquil  minds." 

While  John  of  Crema  was  thns  addressing  them, 
many  of  the  bishops,  and  other  persons  who  were  neighbours 
of  the  monks  of  Cluni,  started  up  and  created  great  disorder 
ia  the  assembly,  and  although  they  did  not  venture  openly 
to  impngn  the  pope's  commands,  they  were  for  from  admit- 
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tim  all  tlie  asBcrtioiiB  which  the  cardinal  had  so  reaolutel; 
maoe.  Itt  the  altercations  which  took  place  TariouB  opinions 
were  freely  thrown  oat,  emanating  in  copious  atieama  from 
the  clear  fountains  of  a  profound  wisdom ;  but  it  is  impos- 
sible for  me  to  report  in  detail  all  that  passed  in  the  council. 
Acute  reasonera  diacusaed  a  vast  nuniDer  of  questions  con- 
cemiag  ecclesiastical  aSairs  with  consummate  abilily,  and 
quoted  many  authorities  which  made  them  clear  to  attentive 
nearers.  There  Gerard  bishop  of  AngoulSme,'  Hatoa 
bishop  of  Viviers,  Geoffrey  bishop  of  Chartres,'  and  William 
bisbop  of  Chalons,'  took  the  lead  in  the  council  by  their 
powerful  laoguaee,  echoing  like  thunder,  and  poured  forth 
torrents  of  an  eloquence  which  was  the  envy  of  the  most 
accomplished  scholars  and  the  moat  ardent  votaries  of  learn- 
ing. Meanwhile,  the  decease  of  the  cardinal  bishop  of 
Frascati,'  who  had  died  on  his  journey,  was  announced  to 
the  council  by  a  special  messenger ;  and  a  letter  was  read 
from  Clemence,  the  pope's  sister,'  on  behalf  of  her  son 
Baldwin,  count  of  FRudera,  Eor  these,  and  for  all  the 
faithful  departed,  the  afflicted  chief  ahepberd,  with  the 
venerable  council,  made  intercession  to  God. 

On  the  last  day  on  which  the  council  sat,  the  bishop  of 
Barcelona,'  who,  though  abort  in  stature  and  reduced  to  a 
skeleton,  was  a  model  of  learning,  eloquence,  and  piet^, 
preached  an  able  and  profound  sermon  on  the  royal  and

ia  accused  of  haTing  been  bribed  by  Henry  L  to  oppose  hla  legantiue 
authority  to  the  marriage  of  Sobert,  Ihe  young  heir  of  the  duchy  ^  Nor- 
mandy.   Haton,  biahop  of  Vivien,  haa  been  mentioned  in  a  former  note.

listened  with  intense  eagemeBB.  After  this,  the  pope  pro- 
nounced with  grief  the  Bentence  of  eicommianicatioii  against 
Charles  Henry,  the  emperor,  and  the  Enemy  of  Qod,*  B  urdin, 
the  anti-po^e,  and  their  abettors,  associating  with  them  certain 
othei-  cimunals,  who  although  oiten  openly  ceoBured,  had 
continued  impenitent ;  against  these  he  launched  the  same 
anathema,  until  such  time  as  they  amended  their  lives. 
PinaUy,  he  commanded  the  decrees  of  the  council  of  Bheima 
to  be  published.  John  of  Crema  dictated  them  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bonum  cardinals ;  John  of  Souen,  a  monk 
of  8t.  Ouen,  wrote  them  on  parchment;  and  Ghrysogonns, 
deacon  of  the  holy  Soman  church,  read  them  publicly  with 
an  audible  voice.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  decrees  of 
the  council : — 

"  By  the  judgment  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  the  anthori^ 
of  the  apostolical  see,  we  confirm  the  decisions  of  the  holy 
fathers,  respecting  the  crime  of  simony.  Wherefore,  if  any 
one  sbaU,  either  by  himself  or  b^  another  person  employed 
by  him,  buy  or  sell  any  bishopnc,  abbey,  aeanery,  op  arch- 
deaconry, cure  of  souls,  provostship,  prebend,  ^tar,  or  any 
other  ecclesiastical  benefice,  or  promotions,  ordinations,  con- 
secratione,  dedication  of  churches,  clerical  tonsure,  astaU  in  the 
choir,  or  any  ecclesiastical  ofGce  or  function,  both  the  buyer 
and  seller  shall  forfeit  his  dignity,  office,  or  benefice :  and 
if  he  do  not  repent,  he  shall  be  excommunicated  and  cut  off 
in  all  respects  from  the  church  of  God  which  he  has  injured. 

"  We  utterly  prohibit  the  investiture  of  bishoprics  and 
abbeys  by  lay  hands.  Wherefore  every  layman  who  shall 
hereafter  presume  to  give  investiture  shall  be  subject  to  the 
penalty  of^eicommunication.  Moreover,  the  person  invested 
shall  he  deprived  of  the  dignity  with  which  he  was  invested, 
without  any  hope  of  recovering  it. 

"  We  decree  that  the  possessions  of  all  the  churches, 
nude  aicbbiehop  of  Tarragona  bj  Count  Rwmond,  January  S3,  1 1 17, 
received  the  paiUmn  and  lbs  apostolical  con6rmatioa  from  Gelaoiu  II.  at 
Gaicta,  Mareti  21,  lllB,  It  would,  therefore,  have  been  more  correct  to 
call  him  archhishop  of  Tarragona.  This  pioui  and  learned  prelate  died, 
March  fi,  1137,  at  tbe  age  of  aeventf-ni  jean.  He  hod  filled  the 
functions  of  legate  Hnce  the  month  of  April,  1123.  Wa  shall  bear  of 
him  again  in  our  author^a  thirteenth  book. 

'  Iviperatoran  Tkeonadam,  one  who  fighti  agaioit  God. 
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which  httre  been  given  to  them  by  the  munificence  of  kings, 
the  bounty  of  princea,  or  the  offerings  of  any  of  the  faitliM, 
shall  continue  for  ever  undisturbed  and  inviolate.  Whoever 
invades  or  usurpH  them  or  ret&ins  them  by  tyrannical  power 
shall  be  punished  with  perpetual  excommunication,  accord- 
in^  to  tne  decree  of  St.  Symmacbus:  'No  bishop,  or 
pnest,  or  any  other  of  the  clergy  shall  devise  his  eccle- 
siastical digiiitiea  or  benefices  to  any  one  as  heritable 
posBessiona.' 

"  We  command,  in  addition,  that  no  sort  of  fee  or  reward 
be  exacted  for  baptisms,  chrisma,  administering  the  holy  oil, 
or  the  rites  of  burial,  visiting  the  sick,  or  extreme  unction. 

"  We  utterly  interdict  all  priests,  deacons,  and  subdeacons 
from  cohabitation  vrith  concubines  or  wives.  If  any  are 
found  to  offend  in  thia  respect,  they  shall  be  deprived  of 
their  ecclesiastical  offices  and  Denefices ;  and  moreover,  if  they 
are  not  thus  corrected  of  their  impurity,  they  sh^  be  cut 
off  from  Christian  communion."' 

On  the  third  of  the  calends  of  Tfovember  [October  80] 
Pope  Calixtus  II.,  as  well  as  the  whole  council,  adopted  these 
decrees ;'  and  the  pope  having  given  hia  benediction  to  all 
who  were  there  assembled,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  <>host,  the  sacred  congregation  wus 
dissolved,  and  every  one  returned  home,  giving  praise  to  Ood. 
Ch.  XXII,  .EwMM  turrendert — Eustace  of  SreteuU  and 

Stephen,  count  d'Aumale,  tubmit  to  King  S.eivry. 
Keahwhilb,  King  Henry  pressed  vigorously  the  siege  of 
Evreux,  and  his  nephew  Theohald,  count  psiatine,*  endea- 

'  'nds  laat  canon  cained  gnat  fennentation  omoDgit  the  clergy  in  Ger- 
many and  England.  We  altall  pieMntly  find  what  tunkulu  it  caused  la 
Nomundf.  It  wna  on  ttaii  occnaion  that  the  LeooiDe  •enes  neie  conpoaed, 
wbicb  Gonunenced  Ihiu:

'  The  detxeea  of  the  eoancil  of  KheimB  an  aJao  preterted  by  fitter  de 
WendoTSf,  nearly  toftdgm  twMi  a>  they  are  fonnd  in  (he  teit  «f 
Oidericiui;  butthe  Engliah  chioniclet's  eccaunt  of  tha  proceedinga  is  Teiy 
meagie.  He  give*  a  diffaient  Tcnion  of  the  piqie'*  viait  to  the  ampeMr, 
and  Btatca  that  the  decrees  were  Butmitted  to  hiia,  and  that  ha  nmoumd 
in  all  of  them  except  that  leU^g  to  inieadtaies. 

'  The  counta  of  Champagne  look  the  title  of  counla-paJalins  in  eight  of 
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Tonred  to  restore  peace  between  the  hostile  parties,  and  by 
his  wise  counsels  and  the  confidence  placed  in  him,  brought 
Amalric  to  the  king,  and  he,  being  reconciled  with  that  prince, 
made  a  volnntary  BurreadsF  of  the  fortress,  and  received 
with  joy  the  whole  county  of  hia  uncle.  Besides  this, 
Eustace,'  with  hia  wife  Juliana,  having  been  reconciled  with 
their  friends,  hastened  by  their  advice  to  the  camp  of  the 
besiegers,  and  entering  the  king's  tent  barefooted,  fell 
at  hie  knees.  Upon  thS  the  ting  said  sharply :  "  How  have  ■ 
you  dared,  vrithout  my  safe-conduct,  to  introduce  yoiu'self 
mto  niy  presence,  when  yoa  have  exasperated  me  agtunst 
you  by  so  many  and  such  violent  outrages  P"  Eustaee 
replied:  "You  are  my  liege  lord;  I,  therefore,  present 
myself  to  yon  as  such  in  full  security,  being  resolved  to 
OMerve  for  the  future  the  fealty  I  owe  you,  and  to  do  right 
in  all  things  in  expiation  of  my  delinquencies,  according  as 
you  in  your  mercy  shall  determine."  Friends  interfered  to 
suppKcate  the  kii^  on  behalf  of  his  son-in-law ;  and  Siohard, 
the  king's  son,  joined  in  imploring  favour  for  his  sister.  In 
consequence,  the  king's  heart  was  softened  towards  bis  son- 
in-law  and  dan^hter,  and  kindly  feelings  returning,  the 
relenting  father-in-law  sud  to  his  aon-in-utw :  "  Let  Juliana 
return  to  Facy,  and  for  ^ou,  come  with  me  to  Bouen,  wber6 
you  shall  bear  my  decision."  The  king's  command  was 
immediately  fulfilled,  and  he  then  said  to  Eustace :  "  I  will 
give  you  in  England  "three  hundred  silver  marks  every  year 
as  a  recompense  for  the  loss  of  the  fief  of  Br^teuil,  wnich  I 
have  granted  to  your  cousin  Italpb  the  Breton,  whom  I  have 
always  found  loyal,  and  who  has  distinguished  himself  by 
his  valour  agadnat  the  enemy,  whenever  I  required  his 
service."  After  this  the  Lord  Eustace,  in  time  of  peace, 
fortified  Facy  with  walls  and  outworks,  and  lived  in  great 
wealth  more  than  twenty  years.  As  for  Juliana,  she  some- 
time ail^^ards  abandoned  her  loose  mode  of  life,  and 
changing  her  habit,  became  a  nun  in  the  new  monastery  of 
Fontevrault,  where  she  served  Otod.

Fiench  kings.     The  empenin  of  the  Wot  baling  orated  a  nmiUr  ol&ce 
ID  their  couit,  the  catmti  of  Champagne  diatiuguiilied  tbeoiMliM  b;  the 
title  of  eounle-polatiDe  of  France.

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Hugh  de  Gounuu,  Itobert;  de  Neubourg,  and  the  other 

rebels,  finding  themselvea  deserted  by  their  most  powerful 
accomplicee,  and  that  the  king's  course  and  prudence  raised 
him  above  aU  opposition,  &a  aoon  aa  they  learned  the  defec- 
tion of  their  allies,  eipreased  penitence  for  their  past  con- 
duct, and,  either  in  person  and  through  their  friends,'  implored 
the  royal  clemency.  Thereupon  the  kine,  who  feared  Glod 
and  loved  peace  and  justice,  pardoned  the  offences  of  his 
BuppliBnt  barons,  and  restored  them  to  his  favour  with  great 
kindness. 

Against  Stephen,  count  d'Aumale,'  who  still  persisted  in 
bis  rebellion,  the  king  assembled  an  anny,  and  began  to 
construct  a  fortified  camp  at  a  place  called  Old  Bouen ;  and 
he  named  it  Mite-Piitain,  which  signifies,  "  the  whore's 
matoh,"' meaning  it  as  a  slur  on  the  Countess  Havise;*  for 
it  was  at  her  instigation  that  the  earl  had  taken  arms  against 
his  kinsman  and  sovereign,  and  harbouring  William,  the 
late  duke's  heir,  and  Baldwin  of  Flaxiders  in  his  castles,  had 
long  espoused  their  cause.  But  when  he  learned  that  the 
king  was  mapchiug  against  him  at  the  head  of  an  army,  he 
tendered  him,  by  the  advice  of  his  friends,  a  humble  apology, 
and,  the  king  having  pardoned  him  as  well  as  all  the  rest, 
returned  in  peace  and  triumph. 

Ch.  XSIII.   Traditionary   accowiti  of   the  foundation    of 

Souen— Story  of  ike  freebooter,  Sulubug. 
HAvma  here  mentioned  Old  Eouen,'  I  will  shortly  quote 
what  is  said  about  it  in  the  old  Boman  histories.     Caius

Rouen,  contained  in  this  chapter,  fioni  aome  of  those  roounce*  which 
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Jnliua  Cfeaar  laid  siege  to  Calet,  from  wbeuca  tlie  district 
of  Caux  deriveB  tlie  uame  wHch  it  etill  preserves,  and 
attacked  it  for  a  long  time  with  his  wbole  force.  It  was 
tliere  tbat  his  most  implacable  enemies  bad  assembled  from 
erety  paii  of  Gaul,  and  as  they  bad  offended  Ctesar  and 
irritated  him  beyond  meaaure  hj  their  slaughters,  and  fires, 
and  frequent  outrages,  he  pressed  the  siege  of  the  place 
'with  the  utmost  vigour,  and  taking  it  and  all  who  were  in 
it,  razed  it  to  the  ground.  Still,  in  order  that  the  prorince 
might  not  remain  defenceless,  he  built  on  the  spot  a  lortrese, 
which  he  aJled  Julia  Bona,  after  his  daughter  JuJia,  a  name  ' 
which  was  corrupted  in  the  barbarian  tongue,  and  turued 

vera  current  in  his  timea  nnder  the  name  of  Oetfa  Romanorvm,  o£  wbidi 
he  made  lue  on  other  occaaione,  aa  be  ackaovledgea  wilh  hii  hsbitnal 
candour.     Some  of  tha  deCaila  are  full  of  abnirdit j. 

The  nine  riven  here  mentioned  are  the  Durdan  (under  its  Nottik  name 
of  the  White-River,  which  ii  preserved  in  that  of  tlve  commune  of 
Vittefleurs)  ;  the  Tale,  or  Dun,  which  hu  giten  it«  nams  to  the 
Talon  ;  the  Seine;  the  Vienne,  hero  called  Ihe  river  of  Beaunai  (which  is 
■laa  the  niuno  of  a  commune  on  ita  bankB)(  the  Sie  ;  the  Varenne,  ot  the 
rivei  of  Arquea ;  the  Dieppe,  which  gave  iti  name  to  the  town  at  ita 
mouth,  and  is  no«  caUed  the  Betbuoe  ;  iha  fiaulne  ;  the  Yhn ;  and  the 
Breale,  or  river  of  Eu.  He  haa  omitted  the  ilvei  of  Fecamp,  Flav»u 
Pucanvt. 

It  ii  difGcult  to  arriie  at  anything  utiafactoiy  reapectlng  this  name  of 
Old-Rouen.  There  is  another  place  of  the  same  name  in  the  department 
of  I'Eure,  and  M.  Le  Prevoat  conadera  that  it  b  not  improbable  that 
the  name  is  a  contraction  far  "the  Old  Rond  to  Rouen."  He  remarks 
that  the  word  vievx  might  oitea  be  interpreted  viuium  ,■  so  that  perhaps  the 
ford  on  thernad  to  RauenmightbeinCendi!d,tndbeinclineatothatopinian. 

With  respect  to  the  Btarf  of  the  tjrant  Rulubus,  and  hia  having  built  a 
fort  on  tha  Seme,  to  which  he  gave  hia  name,  it  appeared  to  U.Le  Frevoat 
BO  abturd  a  Bctiou  that  it  was  Dot  worth  while  to  inquire  whether  any  aucb 
place  eiiafed.  Bede,  howexer,  who  is  copied  by  Henry  of  Hujitingdon, 
telle  as  (b.  i.  c  1),  that  "as  you  paia"  along  the  nearest  coast  of  Belgie 
Ganl,  the  first  place  in  Britain  which  opena  to  the  eye  is  Rulaii  Port%a, 
by  the  En^ish  corrupted  into  Reptuaceater  (Richborough  in  Kent) ;  and 
M.  Delisle  conjectures  that  this  may  have  served  the  old  romancer  for  the 
foondatioQ  of  hii  atory  of  the  tyrant  Rutubua,  5^11  our  author  describea 
so  exactly  the  wooded  h^bta  above  Rouen  commanding  ttae  navigation  of 
tbe  Seine  at  aeveral  poioM,  and  so  auited  for  the  stroDghold  of  a  freebooter, 
tod  be  appeala  so  confidently  to  tbe  local  knowledge  of  the  inhabitfinta  of 
the  neighbourhood  as  to  mine  existing  in  bis  day,  that  it  is  difficult  to 
thiolt  there  was  not  some  foundntion  for  this  part  of  the  tale. 

As  to  the  story  of  the  foundation  fay  Julius  Cnsar  of  Illebonn^  nr 
Lillebone,  which  atands  on  the  banki  of  the  Seine,  above  Havre,  aea  the 
note  in  toL  iii.  p.  130. 
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into  Ulebone.  Thence  he  crossed  nino  rirere,  the  Guite- 
flude,  the  Tale,  now  called  the  Dun,  the  Seine,  the  Tienne, 
the  Sie,  the  Tarenne,  the  Dieppe,  and  the  Eaulne ;  he  then 
traverBed  the  shores  of  the  ocean  as  far  aa  tbe  river  Aue, 
commonly  called  the  Eu,  The  skilful  commander,  perceiv- 
ing the  advant^ea  which  the  country  offered,  reaolved  on 
turning  them  to  tbe  advantage  of  his  people,  and  founding 
a  city  for  the  protection  of  the  Somans,  which  he  named 
fiodomuB,  or  the  seat  of  the  Eomana.  Haying  assembled 
workmen  for  this  purpose,  and  marked  out  a  suincient  space 
of  ground,  and  employed  maaons  and  stonecutters  to  cany 
on  the  work,  he  continued  his  march.  Meanwhile,  Butubus, 
a  powerfnl  and  cruel  tyrant,  was  master  of  a  strong  castle, 
deemed  impregnable,  and  which,  standing  on  a  height  above 
the  Seine,  commanded  the  neighbouring  country  andthe  ships 
which  navigated  the  river  beneath.  Ctesar,  being  informed 
of  this,  aftei  a  rapid  march,  assaulted  and  took  the  castle, 
which  was  called  Autubi  Portus.  Those  who  live  in  the 
neighbourhood,  and  are  well  informed,  have  no  difficulty  in 
tracing  out  its  site  and  ruins.  Upon  this,  Ciesar  witb&«w 
the  masons  and  other  labourers  from  the  spot  first  men- 
tioned, and,  founding  the  noble  metropolis  Bouen,  on  tbe 
river  Seine,  left  nothing  but  the  name  to  the  former  place 
on  the  banks  of  the  Eu,  which  is  preserved  by  a  village  there 
to  tbe  present  day. 

I  have  collected  from  the  accounts  of  ancient  writers,  for 
the  benefit  of  posterity,  these  details  respecting  Old  Eouen, 
where  King  Henry  began  to  form  a  camp  against  bis 
enemies ;  but,  peace  being  soon  restored,  ne  soon  aban- 
doned the  undertaking.  I  now  return  to  recent  events  of 
which  I  had  commenced  the  narrative,  and  following  former 
writers,  as  far  as  lies  in  my  power,  I  offer  the  fruits  of  my 
labours  to  posterity. 

Ch.  XXIT.  CoTtf^ence    iefieeen    Pope    (Mialut  II.    and 

Henry  I.  at  Gigorg. 
All  the  Normans  who  had  revolted  .against  the  king,  as  we 
have  already  mentioned,  finding  him  more  powertui  in  all 
respects  than  they  had  supposed,  and  being  better  advised 
tbfui  they  were  on  a  former  occasion,  sued  for  pardon,  either 
in  person  or  thrbugh  tbeir  friends,  and  their  eubmiseion 
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being  accepted,  the  king  forgftre  their  offences.  It  was  with 
great  reluctwce,  indeoo,  that  they  left  William,  the  young 
prince,  and  hia  guardian,  Eliss,  fitUl  in  exile,  but  they  could 
obtain  peace  from  the  aU-ponerlul  king  on  no  other  terms. 

In  the  month  of  ^November,'  Pope  CaliituB  came  into 
Normandy,  and  had  a  conference  with  the  king  at  Giaora 
concerning  peace.  The  magnificent  king  received  him  with 
the  highest  nonouis,  threw  himself  at  hia  feet,  and  paid  the 
greatest  reference  to  one  who  was  not  only  the  chief  pastor 
of  the  universal  church,  but  united  to  him  by  the  ties  of 
coDBaDguinity.*  The  pope  raised  him  up  with  great  benig- 
nity, gave  him  the  btmeaiction  and  the  kiss  of  peace,  and 
they  mutoally,  embraced  with  great  satisfaction.  They 
aftOTwards  met  in  conference  at  a  fitting  opportunity,  and 
the  pope  thua  addrenBed  the  king :  . 

"in  the  .council  of  Bheims  L  have  been  occupied  in  pro- 
viding for  the  welfare  of  the  faithful  in  concert  with  holy 
biehope,  and  other  prelates  and  boub  of  the  church,  and  I 
have  engaged  to  uae  my  utmost  eflbtts  to  promote  a  general 
peace.  In  consequence,  I  have  made  all  haste,  my  glorioua 
son,  to  come  into  these  parts,  and  I  pray  Almighty  God, 
in  his  men^,  to  look  favourably  on  my  endeavours,  and 
to  direct  them  to  the  common  benefit  of  the  universal 
church.  And  first,  I  beseech  your  majesty  kindly  to  second 
onr  efforts,  and,  like  a  worthy  successor  of  Solomon,  show 
yonraelf  placable  to  your  enemies,  and  grant  them  the  peace 
for  which  they  sue  tnroiigh  my  mediation." 

The  king  having  promised  to  submit  willingly  to  the  apos- 
tolical injusctisns,  the  pope  resumed  his  discourse  to  the 
follovring  purport :  "  The  law  of  God,  which  makes  careful 
provision  for  the  wet&re  of  all,  commuids  that  every  one

SL  Anselm  letutned  the  veloome  which  he  had  received  from  Cslixlus  at 
Vienne  two  years  before  ;  but  King  Henry  ooiiged  tbe  legate  to  re-ccDsa 
the  aea  without  fulfilling  bis  errrind. 
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Bhall  poBsess  hia  lawful  uheritance,  and  not  coret  what 
belongs  to  another,  or  do  to  others  what  he  would  not  bare 
done  to  himself.  Wherefore  the  svnod  of  the  faithful  has 
unanimouely  decreed,  and  humbly  unploree  your  highness, 
that  your  brother  Robert,  whom  you  haTe  long  detained  in 
captivity,  be  set  &ee,  and  that  you  restore  to  htm  and  his 
son  the  duchy  of  Normandy,  of  which  you  have  deprived 
them." 

In  reply  to  this  the  king  said :  "  I  am  ready  to  obey  your 

{recepts,  reverend  father,  so  far  as  they  are  reasonable,  sa 
promised  in  the  begiiming.  But  now  X  beg  that  yon  will 
hear  with  attention  what  I  have  done,  and  with  what 
motives  I  have  acted.  I  have  not  deprived  my  brother  of 
the  duchy  of  Normandy,  but  I  recovered  by  arms  the  inhe- 
ritance of  our  common  father,  which  neither  my  brother  or 
nephew  possessed  themselves,  for  it  waa  deplorably  devas- 
tated by  desperate  robbers  and  sacrilegious  crimimus.  No 
reverence  was  paid  to  the  priests  and  other  servants  of  Ood, 
but  almost  heathenism  prevailed  in  all  parts  of  Normandy. 
The  monasteries,  which  my  predecessors  foimded  for  the 
good  of  their  souls,  were  laid  in  ruins,  and  the  monks  were 
scattered  for  want  of  the  means  of  subaistence.  The  churches 
were  pillaged,  many  of  them  were  burnt,  and  thtrae  who 
took  refuge  in  them  were  dragged  out.  The  parishioners 
slaughtered  each  other  in  the  most  cruel  manner  in  mutual 
conflicts,  and  those  who  survived,  having  no  protector,  abau~ 
doned  themselves  to  grief  amongat  so  much  desolation. 

"  Such  waa  the  afflicted  state  of  Normandy  during  nearly 
seven  years;'  nor  did  it  allow  any  one  to  enjoy  security 
either  within  or  without.  £epeated  snpplicationa  from  the 
ministers  of  religion  were  addressed  to  me  invoking  my  aid 
to  the  suffering  people,  for  the  love  of  God,  and  conjuring 
me  with  many  entreaties,  not  to  suffer  cruel  robbers  to  vent 
their  inry  any  longer  on  the  honest  inhabitants.  Thus  com- 
pelled, as  it  were,  I  crossed  over  to  Normandy,  and  being 
well  received  by  those  illustrious  nobles,  William,  count  of

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d'Erreux,  and  Bobert,  Count  de  Mellent,  and  other  loyal 
barona,  I  was  afflicted  at  witnessing  the  desolation  of  tho 
territory  of  my  anceatora,  bnt  it  was  imposBible  for  me  to 
Buccour  those  who  were  in  need,  except  by  having  recourse 

to  arms.'  My  brother  protected  the  authors  of  all  the  mis- 
chief, and  foUowed  the  counsels  of  those  who  made  him  rile 
and  contemptible.  Qunhier  d'Aunai,  Boger  de  Laci,  Bobert 
de  B^esme,  and  other  miacreantB  oppressed  the  Normans,  and 
ouder  an  imaginary  duke,  domineered  over  the  bishops,  the 
clei^,  and  the  whole  defenceless  people.  Even  those  whom 
I  had  banished  A-om  my  territories  beyond  the  sea  for 
their  ueiarious  plots,  he  chose  for  his  priry-counsellors, 
and  entrusted  with  the  government  of  honest  people. 
Murder  and  fire  were  rife  in  ail  quarters,  and  such  atrocious 
deeds  were  done  that  they  wonld  aeem  almost  incredible  to 
any  one  who  had  not  witnessed  them.  I  sent  frequent 
messages  to  my  brother,  beting  him  to  accept  my  advice, 
and  promising  to  assist  him  with  all  mj  power;  but  he 
treated  me  with  contempt,  and  availed  lumaelf  of  the  aer- 
TiceB  of  those  who  were  traitors  to  me. 

"  Seeing  then  that  such  enormous  crimes  were  perpe- 
trated, I  was  unwilling  to  refuse  my  services  to  holy  mother 
church  ;  but  tho  duty  which  was  imposed  upon  me  by  Divine 
Providence  I  endeavoured  to  fulfil  for  the  welfare  of  the 
people.  Engaging  resolutely  in  the  conflict  with  fire  and 
sword,  I  took  Bayeaux  from  Guuhier,  and  Caen  from 
Enguerand  Fitz-Ilbert,  and,  crushing  in  battle  the  tyrants 
who  hdd  them,  I  gained  possession  of  other  strong  places, 
part  of  my  father's  domains,  which  my  brother  had 
given  to  petjnred  flatterers,  while  he  himself  was  reduced 
to  such  poverty  that  he  could  not  pay  the  wages 
of  his  retainers.  At  length  I  laid  siege  to  Tinchebrai, 
that  real  cavern  of  demons,  where  William,  Count  de 
Mortain,  brought  my  brother  against  me  with  a  large  army } 
and  I  fought  against  it  on  the  Starred  Field,*  in  tlie  name

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of  tlie  Lord,  and  for  the  defence  of  my  country.  There,  by 
the  aid  of  God,  who  knew  the  pnri^  of  my  intention!,  I 
conquered  my  enemies,  making  priBoners  both  the  counts, 
my  brother  and  his  cousin,  with  many  traitors ;  and  I  haTO 
detained  them  in  close  custody  to  the  present  day,  for  fear 
of  their  causing  some  dieturbance  to  me  or  my  kingdom. 
Thus  I  recovered,  the  inheritance  of  my  father  and  al!  his 
domains,  and  I  have  steadfastly  endeavoured  to  maintain  his 
laws  according  to  the  will  of  God  for  the  security  of  his 
people.  As  for  my  brother,'  I  have  not  caused  him  tp  be 
twund  in  fetters  like  a  captive  enemy,  but  treating  him  like 
a  noble  pilgrim  worn  with  long  sufferings,  I  hare  placed  him 
in  a  roval  castle,  and  supplied  his  table  and  wardrobe'  with 
all  kinds  of  luxuries  and  delicacies  in  great  abundance.  His 
son,  ahoy  five  years. of  age,  I  entrusted  to  the  careof  Elias, 
the  duke'a  son-in-law,  desiring  that  he  should  be  so  brought  up 
that  in  wisdom,  worthiness,  and  power  he  should  be  in  all  re- 
spects eq^ual  to  my  own  son.  But  Elias,  instigated  by  his  ac- 
complices, surreptitiously  earned  off  my  nephew,  and  abui- 
doning  the  castle  and  fief  of  Saint-Saens,  which  he  possessed, 
sought  refuge  in  foreign  parts,  and  as  far  as  it  was  in  his 

Eower,  harassed  me  with  frequent  incursions ;  although,  not 
sving  the  help  of  God,  be  never  succeeded.  He  rmsed  in 
arms  against  me  the  French  and  Burgundions,  and'  other 
nations,  but,  if  I  mistake  not,  he  has  injured  himself  more 
than  me.  I  have  often  invited  my  nephew  to  meet  me,  and 
sent  many  envoys  with  friendly  messages,  assoring  him  that 
he  might  come  to  my  court  in  security,  and  should  be  par-

Martam. 
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taker  with  my  son  of  my  royal  wealth.  I  even  ofiered  him 
three  Snglish  earldoms,  that  he  might  have  them  under  hia 
govenuaent,  and  being  brought  up  among  my  own  privy 
councillora,  might  learn  the  value  of  wisdom  and  probity  in 
dealing  both  with  the  rich  and  the  poor,  and  how  strictly  he 
ought  to  msiutaia  sorereign  justice  and  military  discipline. 
Notwithstanding,  he  has  rejected  all  my  ofiera,  and  has  pre- 
ferred to  be  a  wandering  mendicant  amongst  foreign  thievea, 
rather  than  to  partake  of  the  enjoyments  of  my  court. 

"Fields  lying  uncultivated,  houses  burnt,  villages- devas- 
tated, churches  in  ruins,  and  people  mourning  the  massacre 
of  their  friends  and  the  pillage  of  their  substances — all  these 
are  witnesses  of  the  numerous  calamities  which  I  have  now 
recounted.  Let  your  holiness,  my  lord  pope,  wisely  ponder 
on  these  things,  and  lay  profitable  and  careftiUy-conaidered 
injunctions  both  on  thoee  who  rule  and  those  who  obey." 

After  having  heard  with  attention  the  king's  discourse, 
the  pope  was  struck  with  astonishment,  and  approved  hie 
conduet  according  to  what  he  had  related.  "  We  have  now 
heard  enough,"  he  said,  "  of  the  duke  and  his  son.  Let  us 
say  no  more  of  them,  but  turn  to  other  matters.  The  king 
of  Prance  complains  that  the  treaty  between  you  was  wrong- 
tuHj  violated,  and  that  your  soldiers  have  unjustly  done 
much  injury  to  him  gad  his  kingdom."  The  kmg  replied ; 
"  Lewis  was  the  first  to  break  the  alliance  between  us.  He 
supported  my  enemies  in  various  ways  in  their  hostilities 
against  me,  and  encouraged  my  vassals  by  promises  and 
persuasions  to  revolt  &om  me.  ^Notwithstanding,  if  he  will 
amend  his  ways,  and  henceforth  keep  inviolably  our  treaty 
of  alliance,  I  am  ready  to  obey  your  admonitioiiii  in  all 
things  relating  to  it." 

The  pope,  well  pleased  at  this,  added:  "  King  Lewis  also 
complams  of  the  mjury  he  received  from  Count  Theobald, 
your  nephew,  who  made  prisoner  the  Count  de  Nevera  as  be 
was  returning  from  the  siege  which  the  king  himself  and  the 
bishops  of  France  undertook  against  Thomas  de  Marie,  to 
restrain  him  firom  the  iniquities  which  he  practised  against 
innocent  men."  "  I  vrill  omit  no  opportunity,"  said  the 
king,  "  of  conforming  to  your  pa^rnal  admonitions  in  the 
cause  of  tranquillity  and  peace;  and  I  will  place  Theobald, 
my  nephew,  under  your  orders  in  all  that  is  good,  for  he  is 
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a  sincere  Iotct  of  justice.  I  also  admonish  tny  other  nephew, 
Villiam,  to  accept  the  peace,  and  I  renew  through  your 
highness  the  same  offers  which  I  have  already  often  made 
him  through  others ;  because  I  both  wish  to  give  you  satis- 
facttOQ  in  all  things,  and  desire  a  general  peace  for  mj 
people,  and  the  welme  of  my  nephew,  just  as  if  he  were  my 
own  son." 

In  the  end,'  the  pope  sent  bis  legates  to  the  Mng  of 
I'rance  and  bis  barons,  with  information  of  the  replies  given 
by  the  king  of  England  favourable  to  peace.  All  therefore 
were  full  of  joy.  It  appears  superfluous  for  me  to  enlarge 
on  the  rejoicings  of  the  people,  who  had  suffered  so  much 
from  frequent  hostilities,  upon  finding  that  the  storms  of 
■  war  were  succeeded  hy  the  serenity  of  peace,  the  object  of 
their  desires.  The  concord  of  the  princes  being  ratified,  the 
castles  "wbich  had  been  taken  by  force  or  fraud  were  restored 
to  their  owners,  and  all  the  soldiers  made  prisoners  during 
the  war  on  the  one  side  and  the  other  were  set  at  liberty, 
and,  released  from  their  dungeons,  were  suffered  to  return  to 
their  homes  rejoicing. 

'  Our  authoi  Iiae  here  omitted  Mveral  facta.  In  the  Rret  pliLce  he  does 
not  notice  the  ineffectual  attemptB,  msde  bj  Thuntan  and  seconded  hy 
the  pope,  for  his  reconciliation  with  the  king.  Although  Henry  was  by 
no  means  remar^ble  for  tidelitf  to  his  engegementa,  in  this  iniitance  he 
ejihibited  a  great  deal  more  honesty  than  the  soverci^  pontiff.  The  king 
having  alleged  the  oath  he  had  sworn  not  to  admit  Thurgtan  into  England, 
if  he  broke  the  pledge  he  ga<e  before  he  went  to  Rhnms,  Calixtui  o^oed 
to  give  him  a  dispensation  from  hia  oath  :  "  And  who,"  replied  the  king, 
"  will  afterwards  trust  lo  my  word,  if  I  forfeit  it  with  so  little  compunc- 
tion 1"  See  Eadmer's  Hiitoria  Novorvna,  on  this  diacQUion,  which  he  ' 
treats  much  more  (iillj  than  our  author.  Sufficient  to  aaj  that  the  conduct 
of  the  pope  in  the  transaction  was  not  only  diacourteuus  to  the  king  of 
England,  but  dTsbononrable.  It  was  the  object  of  the  court  of  Rome  to 
denationalUe,  at  any  coat,  the  church  of  England,  by  reducing  the  prepon- 
derance of  the  archhishopi  of  Canterbury,  and  lending  oTer  l^ate« 
exciusively  deioted  to  their  own  inlereat. 

Ordericns  forgets  to  tell  u*  the  time  when  the  interrieir  at  Gison  clcaed, 
and  the  rued  by  which  he  returned  from  it.  All  we  know  is,  that  on 
Not.  37,  he  waa  at  St.  Denis,  from  whence  he  went  to  Paris  apd  Melun, 
where  the  court  of  France  gave  him  a  magnificent  reception  notwilhitand- 
log  the  facility  with  which  he  had  abandoned  its  interests.  He  then  took  the 
road  by  Sens  and  Snulieu,  fronf  whence  he  wrote  letlen  dated  December 
22.  The  pope  could  hsie  staid  only  a  few  days  at  Gisors,  if  it  be  true 
that  archbishop  Qeoffrey  held  a  aynod  at  Rouen  on  the  third  week  in 
Norember,  a*  this  prelate  would  not  haia  left  Giaors  till  after  the  pope.

Meazhtbile  Satan,  that  malicioua  and  reatleae  spirit  who 
deceived  the  first  man  by  means  of  the  serpent,  was  filled 
with  grief  when  he  aaw  the  kings  and  great  warriora  restored 
to  peace  through  the  grace  of  God,  and  began  to  sow  the 
tares  of  fatal  discord  among  the  priests  in  the  Lord's  temple. 
Geoffrey,  the  archbishop,  having  returned  to  Eouen  from 
attending  the  council  at  Bbcims,  held  a  synod  in  the  third 
week  of  November,'  and,  stirred  up  by  the  late  papal  decrees, 
dealt  sharply  and  rigorously  with  the  priests  of  bia  diocese. 
Among  other  eanona  of  the  council'  which  he  promulgated, 
was  that  which  interdicted  them  from  commerce  with  fe- 
males of  any  description,  and  against  sucb  transgressors  he 
launched  the  terrible  sentence  of  excommunication.  As  the 
priests  ahrunk  from  submitting  to  this  grieTous  burden,'  and 
in  loud  muttering  among  themselves  vented  their  compWnts 

'  Between  Sunday  the  16th  and  Saturday  the  B2nd.  It  is  difficult  to 
reconcile  Ihia  date  with  that  of  the  meeting  at  Gisora,  where  the  areh- 
biahop'a  pre»ence  was  indispensable.

*  We  have  no  other  ai^count  of  the  pracee<lingB  at  this  synod  than 
what  ii  supplied  by  our  author,  and  incline  >o  think  that  the  canons  here 
toentioned  were  thoee  decreed  hy  the  council  of  Rheims,  the  synod  being 
convened  to  hear  them  promulgated,  and  record  their  acceptance  hy  the 
clergy  of  Normandy. 

*  There  is  a  street  at  Rouen,  near  the  cathedral,  called  La  Rue  da 
PrStrtua,  which  owes  its  name  to  the  habita  which  it  was  the  object  of 
these  canons  to  extirpate.  In  order  fullj  Id  understand  the  extent  of  the 
leiolution  in  the  domealic  life  of  the  secular  clergy  in  Normandy  vhich  it 
was  attempted  to  effect,  we  must  call  to  mind  the  state  of  afiairB  then 
existing,  a>  we  find  it  described  by  the  hlogiaphec  of  St.  Bernard,  abbot 
of  Turon, 

"  It  was  the  common  custom  at  that  lime  throughout  Normandy  for 
prienlB  to  be  openly  married,  and  begetting  sons  and  daughters  they  left 
them  their  churches  aflet  their  death,  like  an  inheritance.  When  they 
gave  their  daughters  in  marriage,  they  often  bestowed  on  them  a  church 
for  their  dowry,  if  tbey  possessed  no  other  property  ;  and  when  they  took 
wives,  they  swore  in  presence  of  their  parents,  before  cohabitation,  that 
they  would  never  desert  them, 

**  Hence  it  happened,  that  the  priests'  wires,  b^ng  under  apprehension 
that  they  should  be  separated  from  them,  sought  to  kill  St.  Bemaid,  and 
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of  tlie  struggle  between  the  flesU  and  the  spirit  to  which 
thej  were  subjected,  the  archbishop  ordered  one  Albert,  a 
maa  &ee  of  speech,  who  had  used  some  ofiensire  worda,  I 
know  not  what,  to  be  arrested  on  the  spot,  and  he  was  pre- 
sently thrust  into  the  common  prison.  This  prelate  was  a 
Breton  and  guilty  of  many  indiscretions,  warm  and  obstinate 
in  temper,  and  severe  in  his  aspect  and  manner,  harsh  in  his 
censures,  and,  withal,  indiscreet  tmd  a  great  talker.  The 
other  priests,  witnessing  this  eitraordinarr  proceeding,  were 
utterly  confounded ;  and  when  they  saw  that,  without  being 
charged  with  any  crime  or  undergoing  any  legal  ezamiua' 
tion,  a  prieat  was  dragged,  like  a  thief,  from  a  church  to  a  , 
dungeon,,  they  became  so  exceedingly  terrified  that  they 
knew  not  how  to  act,  doubting  whether  they  had  best 
defend  themaelves  or  take  to  flight.  Meanwhile,  the  arch- 
bishop rose  from  his  seat  in  a  violent  rage,  and  hastily  leav- 
ing the  synod,  summoned  his  guards,  whom  he  had  already 
posted  outside,  with  instructions  what  they  were  to  do. 
The  archbiahop'a  retainers  then  rushed  into  the  chiiTch  with, 
arms  and  staves,  and  began  to  lay  about  them,  without  respect 
of  persons,  on  the  assembled  clergy,  who  were  conversing 
together.  Some  of  these  ecclesiastics  ran  to  their  lodgings 
through  the  muddy  streets  of  the  city,  though  the^  were 
robed  in  their  albs ;  others  snatched  up  some  rads  and 
stones  which  they  chanced  to  find,  and  stood  on  their 
defence ;  whereupon  their  cowardly  assailants  betook  them- 
selves to  flight  and  sought  refuge  in  the  sacristy,  followed 
closely  by  the  indignant  clergy.  The '  arehbialiop'a  people, 
ashamed  of  having  been  discomfited  by  an  unarmed,  tonsured 
band,'  summoned  to  their  aid,  in  the  extremity  of  their  fiiry, 
all  the  cooks,  bakers,  and  scullions  they  could  muster  in  the 
neighbourhood,  and  had  the  effrontery  to  renew  the  conflict 
within  the  sam^d  precincts.    All  whom  they  found  in  the 

the  priests  themwliea  joined  in  the  plut,  m  ordec  to  detec  him  from 
piesching." 

At  Coutsncea,  en  archdeacon,  who  bad  a  wife  and  ^ildren,  a*lced  the 
preacher  how  that  could  concern  him,  who  an  a  montc  waa  dead  to  the 
woild.  The  uint  in  reply  modestl;  compared  himaetf  to  the  jaw-bnne  in 
the  hand  of  Samwn ;  a  speech'  which  was  much  applauded  bj  tho 
people.— Jcfa  SS.  mennt  Aprila,  t.  ii.,  p.  13*.

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church  or  cemetery,'  vhether  engaged  in  the  broil  or  inno* 
cently  looking  on,  tbej  beat  aiai  cuffed,  or  inflicted  on  them 
Bome  other  bodily  injury.  Then  Hugh  of  Longueville  and 
Amquetil  of  Cropus,'  and  some  other  ecclesiaatics  of 
advanced  age  and  great  pictj,  happened  to  be  in  the  church, 
convening  together  on  conieasion  and  other  profitable  sub- 
jecta,  or  recitiog,  as  was  their  duty,  the  service  of  the  hours 
to  the  praise  of  God.  The  archbishop's  domestics  were  mad 
enough  to  fall  on  these  priests,  treated  them  shamefully,  and 
so  outrageously,  that  they  hardly  restrained  themselves  from 
taking  their  lives,  though  they  asked  for  mercy  on  their 
bended  knees.  These  old  priests,  being  at  length  dismissed, 
made  their  escape  from  the  city  as  soon  as  they  could,,  to- 
gether with  their  frieuds  who  had  before  fled,  without 
stopping  to  receive  the  bishop's  licence  and  benediction. 
They  carried  the  sorrowful  tidings  to  their  parishioners  and 
concubines,  and,  to  prove  the  truth  of  their  reports, 
exhibited  the  wounds  and  livid  bruises  oa  their  persons. 
The  archdeacons,  and  canons,  and  all  quiet  citizens,  were 
afflicted  at  this  cruel  onslaught,  and  compassionated  with 
the  servants  of  God  who  had  suffered  sucb  unheard-of 
insults.  Thus  the  blood  of  her  priests  was  shed  in  the  very 
bosom  of  holy  mother  church,  and  the  holy  synod  was  con- 
verted into  a  scene  of  riot  and  mockery.  The  archbishop, 
overwhelmed  with  consternation,  retired  to  his  private 
apartments,  where  he  concealed  himself  during  the  uproar, 
but  shortly  afterwards,  when  the  ecclesiastics  Tiad  betaken 
themselves  to  flight,  as  we  have  already  related,  bis  wrath 
subsided,  and  gomg  to  the  church,  be  put  on  his  stole,  and 
sprinkling  holy  water,  reconciled  the  church  which  be  had 
polluted  and  his  sorrowing  canons.  A  report  of  this  exe- 
crable tumult  came  to  the  king's  ears,  but  he  was  so  much 
occupied  by  other  affairs,  that  he  defenred  giving  any  redress 
to  the  injured  pwrties,' 


'  The  king  did  not  trouble  himwlf  about  thae  canons  until  he  had 
ducoTned  meani  of  tinning  them  to  tbe  sdtBrtBge  of  hia  exchequer,  in 
which  be  felt  a  ranch  great«T  inteteit  thou  in  queationi  of  eccIeusMlcsj 
discipline.     X  ijaod  vaa  held  at  tiondon,  in  1129,  regardmg  Che  pn>- 
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King  Henry,'  haying  now  after  great  exertions  put  his 
affairs  in  Normandy  into  excellent  order,  resolved  on 
re-croBsing  the  sea  and  bestowing  large  rewards  on  hia 
young  esquires  and  most  distinguished  knights,  some  of 
whom  he  proposed  to  raise  to  lugh  hououra  and  ample 
wealth  in  England.  Accordingly,  he  commaDded  a  fieet  to 
be  immediately  fitted  out,  and  a  lai^e  body  of  troops  <rfall 
ranks  to  be  ready  to  accompany  him. 

Meanwhile,  Ealph  de  Guader,  being  apprehensive  of  the 
disloyalty  of  the  Normans,  who  submitted  to  him  with 
reluctance  on  account  of  their  attachment  to  Eustace  their 
former  lord,  and  refiecting  that  he  possessed  G-uader, 
Montfort,'  and  other  fortified  towns  and  large  domains,  his 
own    patrimonial    inheritance,  in    Brittany,     ~ 


hibition  of  prieits  having  ccqicubinei ;  and  Henr;  of  HuntiDgdoa  infetnit 
ua  that  the  king  deceived  the  prelates  through  the  nmplicity  of  William 
the  archUahap  ;  inasmuch  ai  thej  ioiprudently  gave  the  king  juriadiction 
in  the  matter  of  piieata'  concubines,  aa  it  aftervaida  apiieared,  when  tlie 
afiair  ended  disgracefull; ;  for  (he  king  receiTed  large  sums  of  money  ftom 
the  priests  for  licence  to  live  as  before.

Bouen  which  took  piace  in  the  month  of  November  of  that  year.  Accord- 
ing, however,  to  the  unanimous  testimony  of  all  the  other  cotemponry 
hiatoiiane,  it  wai  not  till  December,  1120,  that  the  cahunitoua  eterit 
occurred,  the  details  of  which,  preserved  by  our  author  alone,  give  s 
melancholy  Interest  to  the  remainder  of  the  present  chapter.  But  Orde- 
ricua  omits  all  tlio  intermediate  facts,  some  of  which  are  important;  among 
vhieh  may  be  mentioned  the  meeting  of  the  two  kings,  where  William, 
the  young  prince,  did  homage  for  Normandy  to  Lewia-le-Groa,  in  the 
presence  and  by  command  of  his  father.  A  document  is  preserved  which 
leaves  no  doubt  on  the  true  data  oF  the  disaster  here  described ;  it  is  a 
cbarter  of  King  Henry  to  the  abbey  of  Ceriai,  dated  at  Barfleur,  November 
21, 1120,  four  days,  therefore,  before  his  emharkalion.  It  is  probable  that 
our  author  was  led  into  this  aerioua  error  on  the  authonty  of  the  chrooicTe 
of  his  own  abbey  of  St.  £vroult,  which  appearn  to  have  had  the  entry 
made  in  it  beton  Ordericua  compiled  ttaia  part  of  hia  hiatoiy.  See  the 
extracts  from  the  chronicle  of  St.  Evrault  appended  to  thii  WMt.

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daughter  to  Siclraf  d,  the  son  of  ting  Henry ;"  who  consented 
to  and  apprOTed  of  the  alliance,  and  gave  as  her  dowry 
Breteuil,  Gloz,  and  Iiire,  and  the  whole  of  the  fief  he  held  in 
N'onnandy.  But  the  desien  was  frustrated  and  came  to  no- 
thing, Gkid,  who  rules  aH  things  well,  having  ordained  other- 
wise. For  the  kdy*  h«re  mentioned  afterwards  married 
Bobert  earl  of  Iieiceatler,  with  whom  she  lived  many  years. 

A  lai^  fleet  having  been  fitted  out  in  the  port  of  Bar* 
fleur,  and  the  gallant  company  who  were  to  accompany  the 
king,  having  assembled  there,  the  king  aad  his  attendants 
embarked  on  the  seventh  of  the  calends  of  December  [26th 
November],  in  the  first  watch  of  the  night,  with  a  south 
wind  blowing ;  and  the  Bails  being  hoisted  up  they  put  to 
sea,  and  in  the  morning  those  whom  God  pennii^d  em- 
braced the  shore  of  England. 

In  this  voyage  a  sad  disaster  happened  which  caused 
much  lamentation  and  innumerable  tears  to  flow.  Thomas, 
the  son  of  Stephen,  had  obtained  an  audience  of  the  hii^, 
and  ofiering  him  a  gold  mark,  said  to  him,  "  Stephen, 
the  son  of  Airard,'  was  my  father,  and  during  his  whole 
life  he  vras  in  your  father's  service  as  a  mariner.  He 
it  was  who  conveyed  your  father  to  England  in  his  own 
ship,  when'  he  crossed  the  sea  to  make  war  on  Harold. 
He  was  employed  b^  your  father  in  servicea  of  this  descrip- 
tion as  long  aa  he  lived,  and  gave  him  such  sart^faction  that 
he  honoured  him  with  liberal  rewards,  so  that  he  lived  in 
great  credit  and  prosperity  among  those  of  his  own  class. 
My  lord  king,  I  ask  you  to  employ  me  in  the  same  service, 
having  a  vessel,  called  the  BIsliche-Kef,*  which  is  fitted  out 
in  the  best  manner,  and  perfeetly  adapted  to  receive  a  royal 
retinue."     The  king  rephed:  "  I  grant  your  request ;  but  I

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have  obeftdy  selected  a  ebip  which  soite  me,  and  I  shall  nob 
change :  however,  I  entruat  to  you  my  smiB,  William  and 
Bichard,  whoia  I  love  as  myeelf,  with  many  of  the  nobility 
of  my  realm." 

The  mariners  were  in  ^reat  glee  at  hearing  this,  and 
greeting  the  king's  soo  with  fair  words  aakednim  to  give 
them  aomethiog  to  drink.  'The  priace  gave  ordera  that 
they  should  have  three  maids.  Ko  sooner  was  the  wine 
delivered  lo  them  than  they  had  a  great  drinking  bout,  and 
pledging  their  comrades  in  itill  cups,  indulged  too  much  and 
became  intoxicated.  By  the  king  a  command  many  barooa 
with  their  sons  embarked  in  the  Blanche-Nef,  and  there 
were  in  all,  aa  far  as  I  can  leant,  three  hundred  souls  on 
board  the  ill-fated  ship.  But  two  monks  of  Tyron,  Count 
Stephen,'  vrith  two  men-at-anns,  William  de  Eoumare,  "Rabei 
the  chamberlain,'  Edward  of  Salisbury,*  and  several  others 
came  on  shore,  having  left  the  vcKsel  upon  observing  that  it 
was  overcrowcUd  with  riotous  and  headstrong  youths.  The 
crew  consisted  of  fifty  experienced  rowers,  besides  an  armed 
marine  force,*  who  were  very  disorderly,  and  as  soon  as  they 
got  on  board  Insolently  took  posseseioa  of  the  benches  of 
tiie  rowers,  and  being  very  drunk  forgot  their  station,  and 
scarcely  paid  respect  to  any  one.  Alas !  How  many,  among 
the  company  emnarked,  were  without  the  slightest  feeling 
of  derotion  towwds  God,

They  even  drove  away  with  contempt,  amidst  shouts  of

laughter,  the  priests  vbo  came  to  bless  tbem,  with  the  othw 
miniBtWB  who  earned  the  holy  water;  but  they  were 
speedily  pimidied  for  their  modcery.  Besidea  the  ling's 
treasure  and  aome  cwka  of  wine,  there  was  no  cargo  in 
Thotnaa'fl  ship,  which  was  full  of  passeDgersi  and  tliey 
urged  him  to  use  his  utmost  endeavours  to  overtake  the 
royal  fleet  which  was  already  ploughing  the  waves.  In  bis 
drunken  follr,  Thomas,  confident  in  his  HeamanBbip  and 
the  skill  of  his  crew,  rashly  boasted  that  be  would  soon 
leave  behind  him  all  the  ships  that  bad  started  before  them. 
At  last,  he  gave  the  sign^  for  departure ;  the  sailors  seized 
the  oars  without  a  moment's  delay,  nnd,  unconscious  of  the 
fate  which  was  imminently  impending,  joyously  handled  the 
ropes  and  saila,  and  made  tbe  ship  rust)  through  the  water 
at  a  great  rate.  But  as  the  drunken  rowers  exerted  them- 
selves to  the  utmost  in  pulling  the  oars,  and  the  luckless  pilot 
steered  at  random  ana  got  the  ship  out  of  its  due  course, 
the  starboard  bow  of  the  Blancbe-Nef  struck  violently  on  a 
huge  rook,'  which  is  left  dry,  every  day,  when  the  tide  is 
out,  and  covered  by  the  waves  at  high  water.  Two  planks 
having  been  shattered  by  the  crash,  the  ship,  alas !  filled  and 
went  down.  At  this  fearful  moment,  the  passengers  and 
crew  raised  cries  of  distress,  but  their  mouths  were  soon 
stopped  by  the  swelling  waves,  and  all  perished  together, 
except  two  who  seized  hold  of  the  yard  fiom  which  tne  sail 
was  set.  They  hung  on  to  it  the  greater  part  of  the  night, 
in  earnest  hope  that  they  would  receive  aid  in  some  shape  or 
other.  One  of  these  men  was  a  butcher  of  Itouen,  of  the 
name  of  Berold;  the  other,  a  young  man  of  gentle  birth 
whose  name  was  6eofirey,  the  son  of  Gilbert  de  I'Aigle.* 

The  moon  was  at  this  time  in  her  nineteenth  day  in  the 
constellation  of  the  Bull,  and  gave  light  to  the  world  for

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nine  hours,  so  that  all  oWecta  on  the  aurface  of  the  sea  were 
clearly  visible  to  the  Hailora.'  Thomaa,  the  master  of  this' 
vessel,  after  his  firat  plunge  into  the  sea,  gained  fresh  energj, 
and,  recovering  his  senses,  raised  his  head  above  the  wate;, 
and  perceiving  the  two'  men  dinging  to-  the  yard-arm, 
cried  out;  "What  has  become  of  the  king's  son?"  The 
shipwrecked  men  replied  that  he  and  all  who  were  with  him. 
had  perished.  "  Then,"  aaid  he,  "  it  ia  misery  for  me  to 
live  any  longer."  Having  said  this,  he  ahandoned  hiniBalt' 
to  his  fate  in  utter  despair,  preferring  to  meet  it  at  once, 
rather  than  face  the  rage  of  the  king  in  his  indignatiim  for 
the  loss  of  his  children,  or  drag  out  his  existence  and  , 
expiate  bis  crime  in  s  dungeon.  Meanwhile,  Berold  and  ' 
QeoSrej,  hanging  by  the  yanS^rm  over  the  waters,  called 
upon  God  to  save  them,  and  encouraging  one  another, 
waited  in  fearful  anxiety  for  the  end  to'  which  it  should 
please  him  to  bring  their  misery. 

The  night  wae  bitterly  cold  and  froaby,  ao  that  the  young 
Geoffrey,  after  severe  aufferings  from  the  severity  of  the 
weather,  lost  hia  powers  of  endurance,  and  commending  his 
companion  to  God,  fell  into  the  aea  and  disappewed, 
Berold,  however,  who  was  the  poorest  man  of  all  the  com- 
pany, and  wore  a  sheep-akin  dreas,  was  the  only  one  among 
eo  many  who  survived  till  the  dawn  of  another  d^.  In  the 
morning,  three  fiahermen  took  him  into  their  skiff,  and  thus 
he  only  reached  the-  land.  Having  a  little  revived,  be 
related  all  the  particulars  of  the  aaa  event  to  the  crowd  of 
anxioua  inquirers,  and  lived  afterwards  for  twenty  years  in 
good  health. 

Eoger,  bishop  of  Coutances,'  had  conducted  on  board  the 
devoted  ship  his  aon  AVilliam,  who  had  been  just  appointed 
by  the  king  one  of  hia  four  principal  chaplaina,  with  hia 
brother  and  three  gallant  nephews,  and  had  given  them  his 
episcopal  benediction,  though  they  made  light  of  it.     The

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tnahop  and  rosay  others  who  still  lingered  with  him  on 
the  Bea-shore,  as  well  ae  the  king,  and  those  who  acconi- 
panied  him,  though  they  were  a  ItHig  waf  out  at  sea,  heard 
the  fearful  cries  of  distress  raised  br  the  shipwrecked  crew 
and  passengers,  but  ther  did  not  leam  wbat  caused  the 
shrieka  until  the  next  day,  and  marrelling  what  it  could 
be,  conversed  about  it,  some  saying  one  thing,  some 
another. 

The  melancholy  news  soon  got  abroad  among  the  common 
people,  and,  spreading  along  ^e  sea-coast,  came  to  the  ears 
of  count  Theobald'  and  other  lords  of  the  court ;  hut  for  that 
day  no  one  ventured  to  make  it  known  to  the  king,  who  was 
in  a  state  of  great  anxiety  and  made  many  inquiries.  The 
nobles  shed  many  tears  in  private,  and  wea^  inconsolable  for 
the  loss  of  their  friends  and  relations ;  but  in  the  king's 
presence,  severe  as  was  the  struggle,  they  concealed  their 
crief,  leat  its  cause  should  he  discovered.  On  the  day  fol- 
lowing, by  a  well-devised  plan  of  Count  Theobald's,  a  boy 
threw  himself  at  the  king's  feet,  weeping  bitterly,  and  upon 
his  being  questioned  as  to  the  cause  of  his  sorrow,  the  king 
learnt  from  him  the  shipwreck  of  the  Blanche-^ef.  So 
sodden  was  the  shot^  and  so  severe  his  anguish,  that  he 
instantly  f^  to  the  ground,  but  being  raised  up  by  his 
friends,  he  was  conducted  to  hia  chamber,  and  gave  free 
course  to  the  bitterness  of  his  grief.  Not  Jacob  was  more, 
woe-stricken  for  the  loss  of  Joseph,  nor  did  David  give  vent 
to  more  woeful  lamentationa  for  the  murder  of  A^unon  or 
Absalom. 

When  such  was  the  grief  of  their  sovereign,  all  the 
servanta  of  .the  crown  no  longer  strove  to  conceal  their 
sorrow,  and  their  lamentations  continued  for  many  days. 
The  people  also  mourned  for  William  the  etheling,*  whom

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ttier  considered  tbe  lawful  heir  to  the  throne  of  England, 
and  who  thus  auddenly  periahed  with  the  flower  of  her 
highest  nobility.  The  joung  prince  had  at  this  time  almost 
reached  his  seventeenth  year ;  he  had  joat  married  the  lad^ 
Matilda,  who  was  nearly  of  his  own  age ;  and  lately,  by  hia 
fother's  command,  he  had  exultingly  received  the  homase  of 
all  the  great  men  of  the  realm.  On  him  secure^  rested  hia 
father's  love,  the  people's  hop^;  but  short-aighted  and  Binful 
mortals  scan  in  vain  the  decrees  of  the  supreme  and  in- 
fallible Judge  reapecting  hia  creaturea,  and  the  wicked  go  im 
in  their  transgreBsions  until,  like  the  fish  caught  by  the 
hook,  or  the  bird  enanared  in  the  toils,  they  are  irretrievably 
involved  in  endless  misery.  WhUe  such  a  man  promisea 
himself  length  of  days,  prosperity,  and  honour,  he  quickly 
&lls  into  sudden  destruction,  misery,  and  rain,  as  it  has 
happened  in  daily  occurrences  from  the  beginning  of  the 
world  to  the  present  da^,  and  may  be  clearly  proved  by  the 
testimonies  both  of  ancient  and  modem  wiitera.* 

The  sorrowful  king  monmed  for  Ms  sons,  the  flower  of 
hia  nobililr,  and  his  principal  btH^^ns,  and  especially  he 
deplored  the  loas  of  ^>lph  the  Bed,  and  G^Ubert  d'lkmee, 
frequently  recounting,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  their  deeds  of 
prowess.  The  nobles  as  well  as  the  commons  lamented 
their  superior  lorda,  their  children  and  kingsfolk,  their 
acquaintance  and  friends  ;  affianced  damsela  those  to  whom 
they  were  betrothed ;  and  beloved  wives  ther  loving  husbands. 
I  desire  not  to  dwell  on  this  mournful  theme,  and  will  only 
qubte  one  short  poem  of  a  diatinguished  versifier :' —

"  The  fatal  hour  is  come,  and  Thomas's  ill-fated  ship,  badly 
eteered,  eianck  on  a  rock  and  was  wrecked !  Melancholy 
event,  when  that  youthful  nohility  vaa  engulfed  in  the  sea  in 
one  common  ruin !  The  illustrious  offapring  of  kings  suiter 
shipwreck,  and  sea-monsters  devour  those  whom  princes 
deplore.  0  boundless  erief!  neither  nobility  nor  fortuae 
can  recall  to  life  those  mko  are  drowned  in  the  sea.  Purple 
and  fine  Unen  rot  in  its  depths,  and  the  children  of  kings 
are  the  food  of  fishes.  Thus  fortune  mocks  those  who  trust 
to  its  smiles ;  it  gives,  it  takes  away,  it  raises  up  and  casts 
down.  What  availed  thee,  0  "WilliMn!  thy  numerous  retinue 
of  nobles,  Ihy  wealth,  thy  glory,  or  thy  grace  of  form  P — All 
the  royal  splendour  has  vanished,  and  ft»p  thee  the  waves 
have  obliterated  both  the  past  and  the  future.  Dtunnatiou 
pursues  them  in  those  dark  waters,  should  not  divine  mercy 
vouchsafe  to  spare  them.  K,  ab  the  cost  of  their  lives,  their 
Bouls  are  saved,  they  will  have  reason  to  rejoice.  Those 
may  well  exult  who  have  a  sure  hope  that  the  loved 
relatives  whom  they  remember  in  their  prarers  have  their 
salvation  secured.    But  it  is  a  grievous  amiction  to  have 
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no  certainty  that  those  who  are  engulfed  in  the  sea  enjoy 
everlaating  rest." 

What  mortal  tongue  can  {uHj  recoimt  the  nnmbere  of 
those  who  had  to  mourn  this  &tat  disaat^r,  or  the  numerous 
domains  which  were  d«^ved  of  their  lawfiil  heira,  to  the 
great  detriment  of  many  pereonfl  ?  Aa  we  hare  already  said, 
the  kingV  sons,  William  and  Bichard,  were  amongst  those 
who  perished,  with  their  sister  Matilda,  wife  of  Botrou,  count 
of  Mortain.'  There  were  also  Bichard,  the  young  earl  of 
Chester,  distinguished  for  his  brsrery  and  kini^ess  of  heart, 
with  hia  wife  Matilda,*  triater  of  Theobald,  connt  palatine. 
Othere,  his  brother^  son  of  Hugh,  eaii  of  Chester,  and 
governor  and  tutor  of  the  king  s  youngest  son,  at  the 
moment  when  the  Blanche-N'ef  went  down  and  the  nobles 
were  hopelessly  buried  in  the  waree,  took,  aa  it  is  reported, 
the  young  prince  in  his  arms,  and  sinking  with  him,  they 
were  never  again  seen.  Theodoric,  the  nephew  of  Homy, 
emperor  of  Germany,'  a  mere  boy ;  also  two  beautiful  sons 
of  Ives  de  Orantmesnil,  with  their  cousin,  William  de 
Ehuddlan,'  who  was  proceeding  to  England  by  the  king's 
command  to  take  possession  of  the  inheritance  of  his  ances-

brother'^  aaiiitance,  ahiicbing  out  that  he  ahould  not  abandon  ber  ao 
barbaroualf.  Touched  with  pit;,  he  ordered  the  boat  lo  return  to  the 
ahip,  that  he  might  reacue  hia  iJBter  ;  and  thua  the  unhappy  youth  met  hia 
dCTih  through  eicew  of  affection ;  for  the  ikiff,  oTercbsrgod  by  the  malti- 
tude  who  leaped  into  it,  aank,  and  buried  all  iadiacriiniiutel;  in  the  deep."

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tors  in  that  country ;  William,  sumftmed  Bigod,*  William 
de  Pirou,'  the  king's  steward ;  OreoSeij  Bidel,'  Hogb  de 
MoulinA,*  Sobert  Mauconduit,*  and  Gisulf,  the  king's  ini- 
quitona  aecretory;  all  these,  and  maa^  other  peraons  of 
diBtinction  were  swallowed  up  bj  the  sea.  Belatioos  and 
acquaintaoceB,  comrades  and  Iriends,  wailed  their  miserable 
fate,  when,  in  different  countries,  they  learnt  the  desolation 
and  bereavements  occaaioned  by  their  death.  It  is  said  of 
those  who  peiiahed  that  there  were  no  less  than  eighteen 
females  who  were  either  daughters,  sisters,  nieces,  or  wives 
of  kings  or  earls. 

Concern  for  others  has  been  my  only  motive  in  furnishing 
these  details,  which,  having  collected  £rom  authentic  informa- 
tion, I  am  induced  to  record  for  the  benefit  of  future 
ages.  Eor  myselt^  I  have  none  to  mourn,  except  from  com- 
mon feelings  of  pity,  as  no  one  of  my  kindred  was  swallowed 
up  in  that  norrible  gulf,  for  whom  I  had  to  shed  the  tears 
which  flow  for  the  loss  of  those  who  are  of  our  own  blood. 

The  dwellers  on  the  coast,  as  soon  as  they  ascertained 
that  the  reports  of  the  disaster  was  well  founded,  dragged 
to  the  shore  the  wreck  of  the  ship,  with  the  whole  of 
the  royal  treasure;  and  almost  all  that  wss  in  the  ves- 
sd,  the  crew  and  passengers  excepted,  was  recovered. 
Active  men  were  diligently  employed  on  the  seventh  of  the 
calends  of  December  [2dth  November],  while  the  faithful 
were  celebrating   the  feast  of  St.  Catherine,'  virgin  and

The  tenants  on  the  fief  of  Mortain  especitdly  exerted 
themselTes,  as  almost  all  the  lords  and  men  of  distmction  in 
that  county  had  perished  in  the  wreck  of  the  BIonche-Nef. 
The  count  only,  as  I  have  already  mentioned,  who  was 
suffering  irom  diarrhea,  with  two  men-at-arms,  Bobert  de 
Sauqueiille,  and  one  Walter,  escaped ;  having  providentiaUr 
quitted  the  vessel  in  which  those  who  remained  were  lost;  and, 
going  on  board  the  king's  own  ship,  th^  crossed  the  sea  in 
(lafety.'  However,  the  bodies  of  earl  Bicbard  and  several 
others  were  found  some  days  after  the  shipwreck  far  from  the 
spot  where  the  vessel  was  lost ;  having  been  carried  to  the 

S3ot  by  the  force  of  the  currents,  as  the  tide  daily  ebbed  and 
owed ;  and  their  persons  were  identified  by  those  who  were 
acquainted  with  them,  from  the  clothes  they  wore. 

Ch.  "yyvi  I.  Pope  GaUxtua  II.  retvmt  to  Rome — Siipcnti-

works,  and  was  the  brightest  light  and  the  best  model  of 
virtues  the  church  had  m  our  times.

It  stands  on  a  spot 
which  is  almoet  inaccessible,  ao  that  no  one  can  approach  it 
but  by  one  p^th,  whence  it  derives  its  significant  name  of 
La  Gara.  for  as  hona,  bears,  and  other  wild  beasts  are  con- 
fined in  caves,  in  order  that,  not  being  abla  to  roam  at  large, 
they  may  not  make  cruel  attacks  on  men  or  cattle,  bo,  savage 
and  unruly  men,  who  wuider  about  and  perform  their  mia- 
chievous  gambles  hke  the  wild  asses  of  the  desert,  are 
compelled  in  this  cave  of  discipline  to  live  under  regular  rule 
in  the  aervice  of  God. 

Ch.  XXTm.  Henry  I.  marries  Adelaide  of  Lowxmt— 
He  distrihiiet  the  eslatM  of  the  lordt  who  perished  at  esq. 
KnfG  HeniT,  having  lost  hia  wife  and  his  son,  resolved  after 
consulting  nis  council,  to  contract  another  marriage,  and 
having  selected  Adelaide,'  the  beautiful  daughter  of  the  duke 
of  Louvain,'  the  marriage  was  celebrated  with  the  Christian 
ritea,  the  king  wearing  the  ensigns  of  royalty;  and  the  - 
queen  was  crowned  by  the  miniatrationa  of  the  prieathood* 
She  adorned  the  court  and  kingdom  for  fiiteen  years,  but 
though  richly  endowed  in  other  respects,  to  this  day*  ahe 
has  borne  the  king  no  child.

them  a  yearly  tuitidy. 
FmiK,  count  of  Anjou,  having  concluded  a  peace  with  the 
kingofEngland.and  ratified  the  alliance  by  a  union  between 
their  children,  as  before  mentioned,  became  anxious  for  the 
safety  of  his  soul,  and  very  desirous  of  being  reconciled  to 
God.  In  consequence,  he  devoted  himself  to  doing  penance 
for  the  sins  he  had  committed,  and  leaving  the  government 
of  his  territories  to  hia  wife  and  his  sons  Geofirey  and  Elias, 
who  were  of  tender  age,  he  went  in  pilgrimage  to  Jeru- 
salem,' and  there,  joining  the  Xnights-Templars,  remained 
for  some  time.  Beturmng  home,  with  their  permission, 
he  voluntary  agreed  to  pay  them  a  tribute,  bestowing  upon 
them  annually  three  hundred  livrea*  of  Anjou.  Thus 
did  this  illustrious  count  pay  a  yearly  subsidy  to  the  f 
reverend  knights,  whose  whole  life  is  spent  in  combating  for

Gh.  x'x Y  Ahhot FontqwHt Cluni — Hiatwxettor* — Metwnt 
to  Cluni — Hia  dUorderhf  mtrution — The  abbey  pillaged — 
Mia  impritonment  at  Bome — Sxco-inmvnication  and  death. 
An«B  the  coonoil  of  Bheima,  concerning  which  I  have 
related  many  particulars,  the  archbiehop  of  hjoasi  the  biahop 
«f  Macon,  and  man^  other  bishops,  greatly  harassed  the 
monks  of  Cluni,  depriving  them  of  several  of  their  domains 
which  had  been  granted  them  by  othera,  and  inciting  the 
elergy,  who  are  alwavB  jealous  of  the  monks,  to  rebel  against 
tbem.  They  heaped  insults  upon  them  throughout  their 
dioceses,  and  grievously  oppressed  them  by  their  own  acts 
and  by  means  of  their  Bubordinates.  Thna  the  brethren, 
unable  to  bear  these  tosses  and  injuries,  were  in  graat 
tribulation,  and  took  refnge  in  the  shecpfold  of  the  monastery, 
like  sheep  deeiog  &om  the  jaws  of  wolves.  There  also  sprung 
up  a  bitter  controversy  between  the  monks  themselves  in 
the  interior  of  their  house.  Some  of  them  stirred  up  iea- 
louaiea  against  their  Abbot  Fons.and  accused  him  bdbre  Fope 
Caliztas  at  Borne  of  being  passionate,  as  well  as  lavish  in  his 
administration,  and  of  wasting  the  ^inds  of  the  monastery 
in  uaelees  litigation.  On  heanng  this  Poos,  was  veiy  indig- 
nant, and  without  reflection,  resigning  his  office  of  abbot  into 
the  pope's  hands,  went  on  a  pilgrimage,  and  spent  some  time 
at  Jerusalem,  Mount  Thabor,  and  other  sacred  places  in 
Ktlestine,  where  the  Lord  Jesus- conversed  in  the  flesh  with 
tthe  poor  Nazarenes.  The  pope,  incensed  at  the  departure  of 
Pons  without  his  licence  and  benediction,  commanded  the 
monks  of  Cluni  to  elect  a  proper  peison  to  preside  overthem, 
and  their  choice  fell  on  Hugh,  a  most  excellent  old  man ; 
6ut  this  abbot  died  three  months  afterwards,  and  the  monks 
buried  him  on  the  north  side  of  the  apsis  of  the  choir,  and 
caused  the  following  epitaph  to  be  inscribed  on  the  vaulted 
tomb  of  stone  erected  over  hia  grave  ; 

HIc  Clumaceniia  jof  ct  abbaa  Hugo  aecunduB, 
Pntre  BetontinUB,  Lugdunensu  genitiice  ; 
lUli^ne  oileiu,  giandosrui,  amoie,  .pio^ue 
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"Here  lia  Hugh  the  lecond,  tiibot'  of  Cluoi,  whow  falher  •■■  of 
BesanfOD,  his  mother  of  Ljona.  Eminent  for  pic^,  adinnced  in  yena, 
and  unceomngly  zedoiu  in  the  iave  and  the  aervico  of  God,  he  vu 
deioted  to  thee,  O  Sovereign  Cretitor.  Hhj  he  net  aad  lire  vith  thcs  in 
bliia  etam&l ! " 

Aiter  this,  the  monkB  of  Cluni  elected  for  their  abbot  a 
pioua,  noble,  and  learned  brother,  named  Peter,  under  whose 
goremment  they  have  now  lived  for  many  yeara. 

Meanwhile  Abbot  Fona  enjoyed  a  great  repatation  in 
Judtea,  and  the  fame  of  his  piety  and  elevation  of  soul 
was  spread  abroad  among  foreign  nationa.  Then,  with  the 
instability  naturd  to  human  imperfection,  he  left  the  land 
of  the  prophets  and  apostlea  ana  returned  to  France,  where 
he  caused  great  trouble  to  many  minds;  for,  on  hia 
return  from  the  east,  having  paid  a  visit  to  the  brethron 
who  were  his  £neada  at  Clum,  a  disgraceful  schism,  insti- 
gated by  Satan,  arose  between  the  moo^B.  Bemtffd-1» 
Groa,  who  was  then  prior,  is  said  to  have  been  the  author 
and  fomenter  of  this  diasension.  Some  of  the  monks  resolved 
to  receive  Pons  as  their  abbot  with  great  honours,  while 
others  made  a  determined  opposition.  The  men  of  arms  and 
other  provincial  peasants  and  burghera,  welcomed  him  back, 
being  attached  to  him  for  his  afiability  and  sumptuous  style 
of  living  ;  and  when  they  discovered  the  schism  among  the 
monka  they  broke  into  the  monastery,  and  by  force  of  arms 
intruded  Pons  and  his  irienda,  though  he  protested  against 
it.'  Shame  to  say,  these  ruffians  stormed  the  monastery 
walls,  and  as  if  it  had  been  a  city  taken  by  assault,  set  them- 
selvea  instantly  to  plunder,  and  sacrilogioualy  pillaged  tiie 
&miture  and  utensOs  of  the  servants  of  Ood.  The  dormi- 
tory and  infirmary,  and  other  private  apartments  of  the 
monks,  which  none  of  the  laity  had  been  allowed  to  enter, 
were  now  thrown  open,  not  only  to  men  and  women  of  good 
repute,  but  to  buffoons  and  prostitutes. 

On  the  same  day,  a  terrible  prodigy  happened  at  Cluni : 

'  The  forcible  intruuan  of  Pons  into  Mi  (brmer  abbej  tool  plnoe  in 
1I2S.  Our  author  hae  >tTangeI]r  miireprcsented  this  oatnge,  which  had 
no  other  object  than  pillate.  and  the  carrying  elf  all  the  predoui  object^ 
ttie  lacred  (cuele,  and  reliqaariee  of  thia  rich  abbe7,  coniretted  into  ingoU. 
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the  neat  nave  of  the  church  which  hsd  been  lately  erected, 
fell  down,  but  through  Ood's  protection  no  one  was  hurt. 
Thns  the  Lord  in  hia  goodness  etruck  terror  b;  this  sudden 
disaater  int«  those  who  were  guilty  of  this  Bctmdalous  out- 
rage, bttt  ia  his  boundless  mercy  saved  them  all.  The  nibble 
had,  indeed,  penetrated  into  every  part  of  the  monastery,  and 
were  guilty  of  the  most  shameless  outrages,'  but  by  divine 
mercy  they  were  preserved  in  a  wonderful  manner  from  being 
crushed  in  this  fearful  catastrophe,  in  order  that  they  might 
have  time  to  repent.  Peter  the  abbot  was  absent  at  the 
time,  having  gone  into  distant  countries  for  the  good  of  the 
numerous  brotherhood  who  were  under  his  charge.  The 
monks  who  adhered  to  hia  party  hastened  to  join  him,  and 
gave  him  an  account  of  the  injuriea  and  losses  to  which  the 
servants  of  Gkid  had  been  su^ected ;  but  instead  of  returning 
to  Cluui,  he  proceeded  to  Borne  without  loss  of  time,  and 
laid  before  the  pope"  what  had  occurred,  to  which  the  monks 
who  had  su&red  m  the  affair  bore  witness.  The  pope  was 
much  afflicted  on  hearing  this  statement,  both  on  accou^it  of 
the  in Bults  offered  to  themonka,and  the  sins  of  the  people  who 
had  infringed  the  divine  laws.  He  therefore  promptly  cited 
Pone  to  appear  before  him,  enjoining  him  to  abide  the  judg- 
ment of  the  apostolic  see,  and  answer  the  charges  which  were 
m:ade  gainst  nim.  Pons  came  to  Home,  but  was  in  no  huny 
to  present  himself  to  the  pope,  and  though  summoned  refused 
to  appear  and  plead  to  the  charge  on  the  appointed  day. 

In  cousequence,  tbcBoman  pontiff  dismissed  Peter  to  Cluni 
with  apostolical  letters  and  the  emblems  of  his  dignity,  and 
enjoined  the  monks  to  pay  full  obedience  to  him  according  to 
the  order  of  St.  Benedict.  The  commands  of  the  pope  were 
obeyed,  and  Abbot  Peter,  triumphant  in  the  issue  of  hia 
appeal,  was  well  received  by  the  monks ;  who  have  submitted 
to  nis  government  to  the  present  time,  laudably  combating  for 
the  divine  law.  Some  days  afterwards  the  pope  caused  Pons 
to  be  arrested  by  hie  officers  for  contempt  of  the  apostolical 
authority,  and  committed  him  to  prison ;  where  shortly 
afterwards,  he  fell  sick,  being  overwhelmed  with  the  most

[1119.]  Itr  the  thirteenth  indiction,  on  Sunday  the  fourth 
of  the  calends  of  October  [28th  September],  about 
tierce,  when  mass  was  singing,  there  was  a  great  earthquake 
in  !&igland,  and  the  walla  and  masonry  of  the  churches 
were  cracked  in  four  counties.  It  was  felt  in  the  shires  of 
Chester,  Shrewsbury,  Hereford,  and  Gloucester,  and  the 
neighbouring  districtB,  and  struck  the  inhabitants  with  such 
consternation  that  they  were  in  terror  of  their  lives,  Sul>. 
seqnently,  several  bier^rchs  of  churches  in  England  and 
Normandy  departed  this  life  ;  and,  under  the  dispensations 
of  divine  providence,  resigned  the  bm^n  of  the  prelacy, 
which  they  ambitiounly  bore,  to  others. 

Geoffrey  of  Orleans,'  abbot  of  Croyland,  a  pious  and

of  St.  Edmunds,'  Hug  and  martyr,  and  who  bad  been  a 
mock  of  Bee,  died  suddenly.  After  him  Anselm,  nephev 
of  the  archbishop  of  the  same  name,  governed  the  abbey  for 
A  utunber  of  years.  On  the  death  of  Kobert  de  Limesi,* 
liishop  of  the  Mercians  [Chester  and  Coventry] ;  Bobert, 
Bomamed  Fecceth  succeeded  him ;  at  whose  death,  Soger,  the 
nephew  of  Geoffirey  de  Clinton'  obtained  the  bishopric; 
after  the  death  of  Thorold,  abbot  of  Peterborough,  it  waa 
admiimtered  by  the  noble  Matthias,'  of  Mount  St.  Michael,

John  of  S^E  haling  died  of  dropsy  in  the  month  of  October,  1125,  the 
king  retained  the  aU»y  in  his  own  hands  for  two  year^  and  then  aold  it, 
according  to  hia  uaaal  custom,  in  the  month  of  May,  112B,  to  Henry  of 
Adjou  hia  kinsman,  who  waa  aJ»  related  to  the  connt  of  Anjou,  and 
already  abbot  of  St.  John  d'Angeli  Our  limits  will  not  alio*  of 
our  tracing  all  the  eccentridties  of  the  lib  of  this  turbulent  eccleaiaati^ 
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who  vu  succeeded  by  John,  a  monk  of  S^,  a  man  of  deep 
learning.  At  his  death,  the  kiiu;  gave  the  abbey  in  eommen- 
dam  to  his  cousin  Henry,  who  had  been  abbot  of  St.  John 
d'Angeli,  but  was  expelled  by  the  monks  aad  William,  duke 
of  Poitou.  After  Fulchered,  the  first  abbot  of  Shrewsbury, 
who  regulated  divine  worship  in  the  oonveut,  God&ey,  a 
monk  of  S^e  bad  the  pastoral  care  of  it  entrusted  to  bun.' 
Upon  his  dying  suddenly  soon  afterwards,  Herbert  took  the 
goreniment  of  this  rising  community.  Ountard!,  the 
strenuous  abbot  of  Thoraey,  hawg  departed  this  life, 
Bobert  de  Frunigres*  was  appointed  in  his  place.  He  was 
ch(»en  from  the  tnonlu  of  St.  Erroult  for  this  preferment  on 
account  of  his  great  endowments  in  learning  and  eloquence 
and  his  eicellent  character. 

In  the  time  of  Pope  Paschal,  Salph,  the  archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  sought  the  king  in  ]Cf  ormandy,  and  thence  set 
out  for  Some,  although  he  was  suffering  from  a  swelling  in 
his  feet ;  but  bearing  on  the  road  of  the  pope's  death,  he 
returned  to  Bouen,  and  stayed  nearly  fire  years  m  Normandy. 
WhUe  he  was  there,  on  the  feast  of  the  Translation  of  St. 
Benedict,  which  is  observed  by  the  monks  with  great  solem- 
nity, masB  being  ended,  at  the  moment  when  he  was  bein|^ 
disrobed  of  his  episcopal  Teetments,  be  was  suddenly  struck 
with  paralysiB,  and  lost  the  use  of  speech.  Some  days  after- 
wu^,  from  the  care  lariabed  upon  him  by  his  phyaicianB,  he 
could  speak  a  little,  but  never  nilly  recovered  the  powers  of 
speech.  He  survived  for  two  years  in  this  paratytic  state, 
having  been  couvOTed  to  his  own  see  in  a  catiiage  conveni- 
ently adapted  for  his  accommodation. 

who  wu  mccMaTelj  bvbop  of  Soiaum,  monk  nod  priof  of  ClunJ,  prior 
of  Savenaf ,  ardibiihop  of  Bessnfon  for  three  dayi,  biibop  of  Saiota*  for 
uien,  at  war  vith  the  monk*  oi  Peterborough,  and  then  drireu  out  oT 
England  ;  and  ntumed  at  lait  in  tha  moolb  ol  Imurj,  1131,  to  di«  at 
hi)  abbe7  of  St.  John  d'Angeli,  of  «bicli  be  bad.  been  nem  rtiifnimtiil 
once  hi«  fint  appoiatmait  in  lOOS. 

■  Fulchered,  who  had  been  a  monk  of  86ei,  died  in  March,  1113. 
Godfrej,  another  monk  of  S6ez,  and  abo' abbot  i^  Kirewibiu;,  died 
March  22,  liaS.  Herbot,  a  monk  lA  SbrewdnUf,  wa4  conaeciatad  the 
mme  jeai  oa  abbot  of  that  moauterj  by  Wilhsm,  aichbithop  of  Canter* 
bui7.  The  time  of  hia  death  ia  not  known.  Hetbcat  touulated  the  nliea 
of  St.  Wuiifred  from  Wales  to  Shiewibury.

Several  erron  tiare  crept  mto  thii  pamge,  an  unuiuat  occurrence  in 
our  accuiale  triend'a  annotationa.  The  date  aiaigned  for  Pope  Agatho'i 
pontificnte  ia  probably  a  misprint ;  it  ihould  hare  been  679 — 6B2,  a  period 
neeily  ecanciding  with  Lotbaiie'i  ruga  in  Kent  But  ire  find  no  aaumpo- 
nij  biahm  anawoiog  to  the  name  of  Frigeard  or  Fttilogild,  nor  onj 
Goneaponding  occunence  during  thii  time.  On  the  contrary,  Tbeodore,  a 
prelate  of  great  celebrity,  filled  the  >ee  of  Canterbury  from  668—690.  In 
thq  Anglo-Saxon  Chromde,  to  vhich  we  pieaume  the  note  refera,  an  aibal 
named  Feidogiid  (in  Nme  TetnoDi  Thsolc^d),  ia  rtated  to  haie  been 
tailed  to  the  atchbuhopric,  in  place  of  Wujfred,  in  S29  ;  and,  dying  about 
two  months  afterwards,  to  bare  been  nicceeded  by  Ceolnolb.  Florence  of 
Worcotra  talus  no  notice  of  Feologild  in  hii  Chronic!^  but  dulj  placea 
him  in  hii  catalogne  of  the  archbiihopi. 

It  ia  dear,  boveier,  &BU  the  datei  alone^  wne  there  no  other  reaioD, 
that  tbia  cBimot  be  the  person  referred  to  by  Ordericus,  nor  can  we  admit 
the  name  oF  Frigeard  to  be  identical  with  Feologild,  Our  author,  aa 
well  as  hie  commentator,  has  tallen  intif  aerioua  enon  ;  and  we  are 
intoned  to  think  that  AvEOf^  "  ■9''°''T°'<"«  *i''>  ITwAMrrf,  a  "prieet" 
who,  we  are  told  in  the  &ixon  Chronicle,  being  aenl  to  Some  in  667  that 
he  might  be  thare  oonaeoated  archbi^op  of  Canterbury,  died  soon  after- 
watdij  and  Theodonira)  appointed  in  hia  place.    Bet  thla  occumd  in 
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the  chaplain  of  K'ing  Lothaire,  and  being  elected  to  the 
archbiahopTic,  went  to  Some  to  receive  consecration  &om 
Pope  A^tho.  The  ^pe  having  deferred  it  for  ten  daya, 
while  Fngeard  was  waiting  for  the  benediction,  he  fell  ill  and 
took  to  his  bed,  and  so  died  without  receiving  the  apostolic 
unction.  Odo  was  chosen  from  among  the  secular  clergy 
for  his  noble  extraction  and  courtesy  of  mamtera,  but  after 
his  consecration,  finding  that  idl  his  predecessors  had  been 
monks,  he  voluntarily  assumed  the  monastic  habit  with 
much  devotion,  and  served  God  in  sincerity,  both  as  monk 
and  archbishop,  till  the  day  of  his  death.'  As  for  Stigand, 
he  was  a  chaplain  of  Queen  Emma,  a  very  ambitious  and 
worldlv-minded  man,  who  first  UBurped  the  see  of  London,and 
then  tnat  of  Canterbury.  But  he  never  received  the  palliimi 
from  the  pope  at  Eome ;  on  the  contrary,  he  was  interdicted 
by  Pope  Alexander  from  eretciaing  the  archiepiscopal 
functions,  and  only  profaned  Sarold  when  he  gave  nim  the 
benediction  and  crowned  him.  Being  puffed  up  at  having 
procured  his  elevation  by  his  own  means,  he  vas  humiliated 

the  KJgn  of  Oairj.  king  of  Northombrift,  and  Egbert  of  Kent,  and  in  the 

popedom  of  ViUliao,  inatesd  of  Lothaire  and  Agatho,  as  our  author  repre- 
■ents.  Florence  \ot  Worcester  repeats  the  stitemeiit  of  the  Chionid^ 
with  the  addition  that  Wigheard  was  one  of  the  "  olerkB  "  of  Deuidedi^ 
the  late  archbishop,  meaoing  one  of  the  cbdohs  or  leculBr  cleigj'.  William 
of  Malmesbury  confirms   this,  and  (b.  iii.  c.  S9,  and  ir.   c.  1)  pyt» 


le  further  details  respecting  the  archbishop-elect ;  amoag  others,  that 
~  He  vas  snatched  awnj,  vitb  almost  all  the  companions  of  his  joamey, 
•oon  after  he  reached  Rome,  hj  a  peKilence  vhich  tiappeDcd  at  thai  timCi' 


But  the  circumBtance  of  Wigheard 's  haling  been  one  of  the  secular  clergy 
and  not  a  monk,  appears  conclusiie  of  the  correctness  of  our  sappo- 
sition  ;  it  being  Che  eipiees  abject  of  our  author  in  this  passage  to  ptunt  out 
(he  teiy  few  peiwoi  among  that  class  of  ecclesiastics  who  were  advanced 
to  the  archbishopric  during  a  long  couiw  of  jeaa.  Feolo^d,  it  will  be 
obserred,  conid  not  have  been  the  perwjn  meant,  for  he  was  a  monk  and 
abbot. 

'  St.  Odo  was  archbishop  of  Canterbnrj  from  before  946—963.  Very 
little  is  said  of  him  in  English  history,  the  principal  &ct  being  hti  cmal 
separation  of  King  Edwy  &Dni  Elgiva.  Henry  of  Huntingdon  describe! 
this  archbishop  as  "  emtnent  lor  his  talent,  worth,  and  virtues,  and  gifted 
with  a  prophetic  spirit."  His  belonging  Ui  the  secular  clergy,  his  hi^ 
birth,  end  courteouineis  of  manners,  all  which  we  learn  from  Ordericos, 
render  the  accounts  of  hi*  iKtieme  soTerity  to  the  young  king  and  Elgin 
the  more  remarkable.  He  waa  succeeded  by  jEliaige,  who,  being  froien  to 
death  in  erossng  the  Alps  on  Ilia  way  to  Rome  to  receive  the  pallium,  wm 
succeeded  by  DonUan. 
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W  God,  and  left  to  moum  oyer  his  own  rain ;  for  when 
William  the  first  was  estabhshed  on  the  throne,  Stigand  was 
deposed  by  a  synod  for  flagrant  offences ;  and  therefore  he  ■ 
ought  not  to  be  reckoned  in  the  list  of  archbishops.' 

The  English  nation  were  attached  to  the  monks,  becanse 
they  owed  to  them  their  conTersion  to  Chriatianity,  and  in 
consequence  they  always  paid  them  great  reverence ;  and 
even  the  clergy  showed  their  respect  and  good  will  to  the 
order,  by  being  Terv  content  that  monks  should  be  preferred 
in  lieu  of  theinselvee.  But  now,  customs  and  laws  are 
changed,  and  the  clergy  advance  their  own  order,  for  the 
purpose  of  humbling  and  crushing  the  monka. 

Ch.  XSXn.  Sengnation  qf  Roger  du  8^  abbot  of  St. 
Sercndt — Sii  tetter  to  King  HWy — Warm  d'Euartt 
appointed  abbot — Death  of  Soger. 

About  this  time,  Eoger,  abbot  of  St.  Evroult,'  worn  out 
with  age  and  infirmities,  lost  his  former  rigour,  and  vae 
very  anxjoua  to  be  released  from  the  burden  of  his  pastoral 
care.  He,  therefore,  sent  to  England  Emand  de  Tilleul, 
and  Gilbert  dea  Essarta,'  two  honourable  monks,  with  a

Gilbert  dea  Essarts-en-Ouch^  a  small  commune  neai  St.  ETtoult. 
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letter  addresied  to  the  king,  and  written  oat  b^  Balph 
Lamenoe,  to  the  fbllowing  purport : — 

"  Ibhu  gloriout  lord,  Henry,  Ung  qf  Midland,  Soger,  ihe 
untoorthg  miniiUr  of  St.  .Evroull,  aenai  greeting  in  the 
name  of  Sim  who  gweth  health  and  tahation  to  hing*. 
"  Foraamnch  as  the  spoetle  Buth  there  ifi'  no  ^aw&c  which 
IB  not  of  God,  and  the  things  that  be  an  ordstned  of  God, 
it  behoves  that  eren-  one  to  whom  pcrwer  is  entrusted  shonld 
proride  far  the  wdfime  of  God's  bouse.  I,  therefore,  my 
lord,  who,  unworthy  aa  I  am,  hare,  under  God's  providence 
and  the  noble  gaTemmeiit  of  jonr  exoellenCT,  filled  the 
place  of  abbot  in  ministering  to  the  brethren  of  the  monas- 
tery of  St.  Bvroolt,  and,  sustained  by  your  protection, 
have,  more  \o  laj  burden  than  honour,  filled  the  office  for  a 
great  number  of  years ;  but  now,  worn  with  age  and  infirm 
In  body,  and  feanng  lest  I  ahould  harm  rather  than  proEt 
the  church,  when  tiie  manners  of  men  are  undergomg  a 
change  &om  the  vicissitudeB  of  the  times,  aiter  taking  coan- 
sel  with  my  spiritual  fathers,  the  archbishop  of  £ouen  and 
the  bishop  of  Iiisieui,  and  of  several  abbots  and  other  men 
of  the  ecoleaiastioal  order,  humbly  implore  your  clemency 
to  take  pity  on  one  to  whom  you  have  hitherto  shown  some 
H">*n  degrae  of  regard,  and  release  him  &om  a  burden  for 
which  he  is  now  useless  and  become  incapable,  and,  in  the 
wisdom  which  God  has  given  you,  provide  a  fit  and  proper 
pastor  for  this  house  of  God.  At  the  same  time,  uiat  it 
may  not  be  supposed  I  use  these  things  as  a  pretext  for 
obbiining  repose  for  myself  by  withdrawing  from  the  com. 
muni^  m  consequence  of  their  disorderly  or  turbulent  con- 
duct, I  bear  witness  before  God  to  their  charity,  obedience, 
and  simplicity ;  for,  nourished  with  the  milk  and  solid 
aliment  abnndantly  provided  by  the  maternal  care  of  the 
church,  I  have  found  them  always  docile  in  conforming  b) 
the  injunctions  of  their  spiritual  father,  whom  they  bive 
implicitly  obeyed.  Alleging,  most  ezc^ent  king,  as  my 
only  reason,  my  wretched  state  of  weaknesB,  arisng  from 
we  and  my  utter  incapability,  I  entreat  you  not  to  postpone 
the  grontmg  my  request.  Sinner  aa  I  am,  I  devoutly  pray 
the  Kino;  of  kings  that  He  may  vouchsafe  to  co-operate  wiw 
you  in  this  matter,     farewell. 
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b  consequence,  the  king,  foil  of  benerolence,  lamented 
the  infirmitiea  of  the  Bimple-minded  And  pious  old  man,  and 
isBoed  lettera-patent  to  the  conTent  of  monka,  directing 
them  to  elect  for  ttemselTefi  a  good  and  proper  abbot. 
Wherefore,  on  the  return  of  the  meBaengers,  sixty 'Siz  monka 
aBsembled  ia  chapter  at  St.  Evroult,  in  the  name  of  the 
liOrd,  and  attentirelr  heard  the  reading  of  the  chapter  of 
the  rule  of  St.  Benedict,  which  relates  to  the  election  of  an 
abbot.  Then  the  venerable  abbot,  Soger,  and  his  spiritual 
Bons,  haying  discoursed  on  the  cure  of  souls,  chose  one 
of  themselreB,  in  the  Lord's  name,  to  supplr  the  place  of 
Kbbot.  Warin  des  Easarts,  sumamed  the  Xittle,'  was  the 
monk  elected;  and  in  thte  they  followed  the  example  of  the 
apostles,  who  chose  by  lot  Matthias,  God's  little  servant,*  to 
complete  the  number  of  the  twelve ;  and  he  was  accordingly 
ordained.  The  two  old  monks  before-mentioned,  by  ord^ 
of  the  convent,  nresented  their  brother-elect  to  John,  bishop 
of  Iiisieui ;  ana  with  his  leave  crossed  the  sea  in  the  cold 
and  storms  of  the  winter  season,  and  journeying  in  search 
of  the  king,  who  was  then  taking  a  survey  of  NOTthumbria, 
they  trav^d  by  loiu;  roads,  deep  in  mud,  till  they  found 
hJT"  at  York,  on  the  least  of  St.  Ificholas,  bishop  of  Myra 
reth  Dec.].  The  illustrious  king,  having  leamt  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  monks,  confirmed  the  election,  and  by  the  advice 
of  Thurstan,  archbishop  of  Tork,'  conferred  the  abbey  on 
the  brother-elect;  Stephen,  abbot  of  Chartres,  who  was 
afterwards  patriarch,*  being  witness  to  tJie  instrument.  The 
king  then  granted  to  abbot  Warin  all  the  possessions  of 
the  monastery,  with  the  dignities  and  privileges  which  his 
predecessors  tucd  enjoyed  to  that  time ;  and  for  bis  security

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against  all  cavillers  gave  him  a  charter  to  the  foUowing 
purport: — 

"  Hetiry,  king  of  Enelaad,  to  John,  bishop  of  Iiisieux, 
Stephen,  count  of  Mortam,  Bohert  de  la  Hay e,'  and  all  his 
barons  and  liege-men  in  Normandy,  sends  greeting :  Enow 
je,  that  J  have  given  and  granted  the  abbey  of  St.  £vroult 
to  abbot  Warin;  and  my  will  is,  and  I  strictly  command, 
that  he  shdl  hold  the  same  in  peace  and  quietness,  and  in 
all  honour ;  with  the  churches  and  tithes,  luids,  woods,  and 
commons,  and  all  the  appurtenances,  in' such  maimer  as  any 
of  his  predecessors  held  the  same,  in  peace,  quietness,  and 
honour.  Witnesses,  Thurstan,  archbishop  of  York ;  William 
de  Tankemlle,  and  William  D'Aubigni,  at  York." 

Warin  returned  to  Normandy,  supported  by  the  sove- 
reign authority  of  the  puissant  monaroh,  and  naving  duly 
performed,  with  his  bretnreu,  the  services  of  Lent,  received 
the  benediction  from  John,  bishop  of  Lisieut,  on  Ascension 
day.;  and  thence  learnt  to  endme  the  labours  and  sorrows  of 
the^astoral  care.  He  is  mo^  especially  deserving  of  praise 
for  his  kind  offices  to  the  venerable  Soger,  to  whom,  (huing 
the  three  years  he  survived,  he  performed  the  duties  of  a 
son  to  a  father,  a  disci|}le  to  a  master.*  The  gentle  old  man 
occupied  himself  in  his  chamber,  as  he  was  before  accus- 
tomed, in  psalms,  and  prayers,  and  religious  conversation. 
He  was  attended  by  a  worthy  priest  as  his  chaplain,  with 
whom  he  could  talk ;  hearing  hun  say  mass  and  the  cano- 
nical office  in  the  oratory  of  St.  Martin's,*  and  conversing 
with  him  in  question  and  answer  on  mysterious  passages 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  the  flowers  of  ascetic  treatises. 
He  had  always  felt  the  weight  of  exterior  cares  to  be  in- 
jurious and  insupportable,  and  now  that  he  enjoyed  a  secure 
and  honourable  freedom,  he  gave  thanks  to  Ood,  and,  tran- 
quil as  well  as  free,  expected  with  joy  the  end  of  Ms  days.

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At  last,  in  the  year  of  our  Iiord,  1126,  the  fourth  irnJio- 
tion,  the  pious  old  mao  became  more  sick  than  he  had 
usually  be^  and  haying  been  auoiuted  with  the  holy  oil,  and 
comjpleted  aU  the  other  rites  which  are  fitting  for  a  aerraut 
of  God,  he  expired  on  the  idea  £the  13th]  of  January.  Hia 
disciple  aud  successor,  with  the  rest  of  the  fraternity,  com- 
mended Mb  soul  to  God,  and  on  the  day  following  his  bodv 
was  brought  into  the  chapter-house  and  buried  there  with 
great  lererence,  by  the  side  of  abbot  Osbem.  I  composed 
a  short  epUogoe  to  his  memory  in  hexameter  Terses,  in 
which  more  regard  is  had  to  truth  than  to  poetical  diction. 
■  Praying  for  him  to  the  beuiguant  Saviour,  and  recount- 
ing the  virtues  divinely  implanted  in  him,  I  wrote  thus : —

"  0  Chriet,  king  of  kings,  give  sidvation  to  Boger,  the  de- 
vout father  who  suffered  much  with  patience  for  thy  cause! 
He  gave  up  house  and  lauds,  and  his  own  will,  and  became 
poor ;  and  strove,  breathless,  to  follow  th^  atepa  on  the  road 
to  righteousness.  He  had  Gervase  for  his  father  and  Emma 
for  Ms  mother,  who  were  eminent  for  their  virtues  aud 
graces.  Boger  the  priest  being  well  taught  in  sacred  learn- 
ing,  took  on  him  with  joy  the  monastic  yoke  of  the  blessed 
Benedict.    During  his  long  career  he  distinguished  himself 
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bj  the  excellence  of  hia  life,  imd  deaerred  veil  to  be  cboseu 
by  hia  bretliren  their  ruler  and  abbot.  Tor  when  Serio 
waB  made  bishop  of  Sfez,  he  Bucceeded  to  the  goremment 
of  the  abbey  of  Evroult.  For  fifty-five  years  he  waa  a  monk 
there ;  during  thiri^-three  of  which  he  waa  the  ahepherd  of 
the  flock.  He  admitted  ninety  monks  into  the  commtinity, 
and  taught  them  the  rule  of  severe  monnatic  discipline. 
He  was  aimplo  and  kind,  zealous  in  the  cause  of  good,  and 
thoae  he  admonished  in  wordB  he  also  profited  hy  his  wor- 
thy example.  At  length,  worn  out  by  age,  he  gave  his  body 
to  the  earth  when  the  twelfth  day  of  January  was  ended, 
Merciful  King,  oleanae  him  of  hia  sins,  and  grant  him  the 
joya  of  light !  He  was  a  lover  of  peace :  I  pray  for  him  that 
he  may  rest  in  peace  !  Amen." 

Ch.  X  x'x  1 1 1  Freih  dUtwrhaneee  *»  Normandv — Waleran, 
count  de  MeUenl,  revolts — The  prvaceu  Matilda  takes  the 
veil  at  li^teoraud. 
Is  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1132,  the  tenth  indiction/the  spirit 
of  maligni^  again  raised  the  storms  of  war,  and  human 
■blood  waa  tomentably  shed  in  brutal  massacrea.  Erjnnia, 
having  established  herself  in  the  hearts  of  the  perverae, 
revels  in  evil,  and  again  stirs  up  mankind  to  arms  for  their 
own  destruction  and  that  of  their  brethren,  The  turbu- 
lent regret  peace,  and  the  rabble  tranquillity,  and  in  endea- 
vouring to  curb  the  arrogance  of  their  auperiora  they  often 
fall,  according  to  the  just  judgment  of  God,  by  each  other's 
swords.  They  moat  be  blind  and  infatnated  indeed  who 
would  exchange  peace  for  war ;  who,  when  they  enjoy  the 
blessings  of  prosperity,  covet  misery  as  a  thiraty  man  is 
eager  for  drink;  who,  not  knowing  how  to  value  the  good  they 
possess,  when  it  is  lost  search  keenly  for  it,  but  overwhelmed 
with  sorrow  seek  it  in  vain.  Then,  finding  their  loss  irre- 
parable, they  are  plunged  in  grief  and  inoonaolable. 

To  proceed  then,  many  persons,  reflecting  that  King 
Henry  s  lawful  heir  waa  dead,  and  that  the  kmg,  who  was 
now  growing  old,  had  no  legitimate  oflspring,'  attached 
thenuwlves  strongly  to  hia  nephew  William,  and  used  all 

'  LegiUmA  prott  eanitrU.  It  scarcely  need  be  temaiked  that  Uia 
king^  ohIt  I^iliiiutte  Kin,  William,  pmshed  in  the  nhipwreck  of  the 
Blanche-I(e£    The  words  "  legitioiate  ol&priDg,**  used  in  the  text,  muBt 
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their  efforts  to  raise  him  to  power.  The  king  had  kindly 
brought  up,  as  if  th^  were  hia  own  children,  Waleran  and 
Sobert,  the  two  eons  of  Bobert  count  of  Mellent,  &om  the 
time  of  their  father's  death ;  for  the  ItiTig  hod  Wed  him 
much,  becaose  in  the  begiuniiig  of  his  reign  he  had  greatly 
Mded  and  enoouraged  him.  The  two  young  men,  on  arriv-  . 
ing  at  the  age  of  puberty,  received  knighthood  at  the  king's 
h^ds,  and  Waleran  was  put  in  possessiou  of  all  his  father's 
domains  on  this  side  of  the  sea,  namely  the  county  of 
Mellent  in  France,  and  Beaumont  with  the  territory  be- 
longing to  it  in  Normandy.'  His  brother  Eobert  had  the 
earldom  of  Leicester  in  England ;  and  the  king  gave  him  in 
marriage  Amicia,the  daughter' of  Ralph  de  Suader,  who 
had  been  afSanced  to  his  own  son  Bichard ;  with  Breteuil 
and  the  lands  held  under  it  for  her  dowry. 

This  same  king  treated  his  daughtei-in-law  MatUda,'  with 
the  greatest  affection,  and  entertained  her  in  England  with 
the  highest  honours  aa  long  as  she  wished  to  remain  there. 
But  in  the  course  of  a  few  jeara,  becoming  desirous  to  see  her 
parents,  she  returned  to  injou,  and,  induced  by  the  love  of 
nernative  country,  staved  there  for  some  time.  Atlast,  by  the 
advice  of  Gl«ofeey,  bishop  of  Chartrea,  she  gave  up  the  world, 
ten  years  after  she  was  contracted  in  marriage,  imd  became 
a  nun  in  the  abbey  of  Bt.  Fontevrault,  where  she  has  now 
attached  herself  to  a  heavenly  spouse,  whom  she  serves  in 
fi*eedom.'  She  was,  I  think,  twelve  years  old  in  the  summer 
she  married  'the  young  prince,  and  six  months  had  not 
elapsed  when  her  beatdleas  husband  pBrished  in  the  ship- 
wreck. The  kind-hearted  king  brought  her  up  aa  his  own 
danghter,  and  detained  her  for  a  long  time  at  his  court  with 
the  mtention  of  marrying  her  to  some  person  of  high  rank, 
and  heaping  upon  her  wealth  and  honours  which  would 
have  raised  her  above  all  her  &mily.  But  she  chose  the 
better  part,  and  united  herself  to  a  celestial  spouse,  the  Son 

be  reatricted  to  inue  msle,  canudeied  as  heirs  to  Uie  throne;  the  king's 
daughter  Matilda,  maimed  to  the  emperor  Heniy  V.,  bom  in  lawful  ved- 
tock,  being  still  liiing.

de  Montfort  arretted  and  eecope* — His  castle  of  Montfort 

ieteiged  and  turrenders. 
Abottt  the  same  time  A  maim,  count  ot'Eyreui,  nourished 
great  hittemese  in  hia  mind  at  seeing  the  king's  pioToata 
and  ofGcers  grievously  harass  the  people  on  hia  domainB. 
Ther  esacted  eitraordinarr  imposts  and  perreri^d  justice 
at  tneir  pleasure,  laying  LeaTT  burdeoB  on  men  both  of 
high  rank  and  low  degree  i  and  thia  they  practised,  not  on 
their  own  authority,  hut  by  the  terror  they  inspired  of  the 
king's'  power.  MeanwhUe,  although  he,  ignorant  of  thia, 
tarried  in  England,  the  fear  of  hirn  restrained  any  hostile 
movement,  but  men  lamented  that  tax  gatherers  should  ao 
oppress  thepeople.  Corrupt  ofGcera  are  worse  than  thieves, 
for  the  peasants  can  escape  from  rohbera  by  taking  to  flight 
or  getting  out  of  their  way,  but  crafty  baiUfis  connot  be  got 
rid  of  without  serious  loases. 

The  incensed  Amauri  therefore  aought  out  Fulk,  count  of 
Anjou,  his  nephew,  and  uaed  all  Ha  addreas  to  persuade  him 
to  give  in  marriage  to  William,  duke  Robert's  son,  his 
daughter  Sibylla,  who,  for  her  worth,  beauty,  and  illuatrioua 
birth,  was  worthy  of  an  empire.  Pulk  readily  agreed  to  his 
uncle's  proposal,  and  inviting  the  yoimg  prince  with  hig 
governor  and  domestics,  betrothed  his  daughter  to  him,' 
and  gave  him  for  her  dowir  the  county  of  Maine  until  he 
shoiud  recover  big  hereditarr  dominions.  Thereupon 
Amauri  engaged  on  his  side  all  such  as  he  could  persuade 
to  join  his  enterprise,  and  with  the  natural  levity  of  24'or- 
mana,  he  found  many  who  were  easily  induced  to  support  him.

It  wu  not  till  lute  in  the  year  1123  that 
the  king  and  the  pope  succeeded,  by  threats  of  eicommunicatioD,  in 
breaking  off  the  match,  on  the  ground  of  connnguinity  between  the 
■Sanced  parties. 
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"Walerau,  count  of  Mellent,  William  de  Soumare,  Hugli 
de  Montfort,  Hugli  de  NeufcL&tel,  'William  Louyel,  Bau& 
de  Brai,  Faguiua  de  GiBora,'  and  several  othera,  were  the 
first  to  mutter  treason,  and  pmately  joined  the  league ; 
but  they  aoon  afterwards,  to  their  own  loss,  broke  iiit«  open 
revolt.  Count  "Walefan  ardently  desired  an  opportunity  of 
exhibiting  hie  youthful  Talour,  but  he  certainly  snowed  great 
weakness  in  embarking  in  this  enterprize ;  rebelling  against 
his  lord  and  guardian,  and  being  among  the  first  to  lift  his 
hand  in  cruel  arms  against  him.  He  had  three  Bisters,'  and  to 
afford  them  the  consolations  of  law^  matrimony,  and  at  the 
same  time  strengthen  himself  on  all  sides  among  hie  neigh- 
bours, he  gave  them  in  marriage  to  three  lords  of  castles, 
whose  Tassala,  wealth,  and  strong  places  made  them  very 

SwerM.  One  he  gave  to  Hugo  de  Montfort,  another  to 
igh  du  Neufch&tel,  the  son  of  G^ervase,  and  the  other  to 
Wifliam  Xiouvel,  the  son  of  Ascelin,  who,  after  the  death  of 
his  brother  Hobert  Goel,  acquired  the  oaatle  of  Tra  with  all 
his  patrimony. 

WiUiam  de  Boumare'  claimed  the  laud  of  his  mother,  which 
ICannlf  of  Bayeux,  bis  father-in-law,  had  exchanged  with  the 
Idng  for  the  earldom  of  Chester,  together  with  another 
domain  in  England  called  Corby.*  But  the  king  would  not 
grant  bis  suit ;  on  the  contraiy,  he  gave  him  a  contemptuous 
reply.  The  incensed  youth  therefore  forthwith  crossed  over 
to  Normandy,  and  talong  bis  opportunity  revolted  from  the 
fcing;  and  finding  many  allies  made  a  fierce  inroad  from 
NeufchStel  against  the  Normans,  Por  two  years  he  vented 
his  wrath  by  plundering  and  firing  the  country,  and  taking 
tnany  captives,  nor  did  he  relinquisb  bis  attacks  until  the 
king  made  him  satisfaction,  and  restored  to  him  the  greater 
part  of  the  domains  which  be  had  claimed.

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In  the  month  of  September,  Amauri,  Waleran,  and  the 
other  lords  I  have  before  named,  met  at  La-Croix-Saint- 
Leiiffix)^,'  and  there  entered  into  a  general  conspiracy. 

These  clandestine  treasons  did  not  excape  the  king's  , 
observation  ;  and  be,  therefore,  assembled  a  itage  force  at 
Eouen  in  the  month  of  October,  and  marching  out  of  the 
city  on  a  Sunday,  after  dinner,  without  teUing  any  one  where 
he  was  going  or  what  he  intended  to  do,  summoned  Hugh 
de  Montfort  to  his  prCBenoe,  and  on  his  immediately  present- 
ing himself,  conmmnded  Jiim  to  put  into'hia  hands  tne  Ibrtresa 
of  Montfort*  Hugh,  who  was  one  of  the  conspirators,  now 
perceiving  that  his  treason  was  detected,  was  suddenly 
thrown  into  a  state  of  great  anxiety,  and  not  knowing  whi^ 
to  do  on  such  short  nonce,  yielded  to  the  king's  commands, 
fearing  that  if  be  refused  he  should  be  immediately  loaded 
with  fetters.  Thereupon,  the  king  sent  some  of  his  laithful 
adherents  with  bim  to  receive  the  keys  of  the  fortress  ;  but 
as  soon  as  be  fbund  himself  &x  enough  &om  the  king's 
presence,  be  put  spurs  to  his  fleet  charger  and  gave  hia 

«  companions  the  slip  at  the  entrance  of  the  forest.'  Hien, 
following  a  short  track  with  which  he  was  well  acquainted, 

'  he  got  to  his  castle  before  them,  and  without  dismounting, 
^ve  orders  that  hia  brother  and  wife,  with  his  retainers, 

.  should  keep  watch  and  ward  for  the  defence  of  the  place. 
"  The  king,"  said  he,  "  is  marching  here  at  the  beaaof  a 
strong  force ;  and  you  must  hold  the  fortress  stoutly  gainst 
him."  He  then  gatloped  forward  toBrionne,andtellingCount 
Waleran  what  had  occurred,  the  count  instantly  armed  bis 
vasBals  and  pre|)ared  for  open  war.  The  king,  on  the  return 
of  his  trusty  friends  complaining  that  they  bad  been  outwit- 
ted by  Hugh  de  Montfort,  immediately  put  his  troops  under 
arms  and  attacked  the  garrison  before  they  had  time  to  place 
the  castte  in  a  state  of  defence.  During  the  two  first  days, 
the  whole  town  was  reduced  to  ashes,  and  nil  the  fortifica- 
tions, except  the  castle,  were  taken.  Bobert,  the  king's  son,*

and  Kigel  d'Aubigni,  brought  up  a  etroDe  reiDforcement 
&om  Coutancee  and  other  dutricte,  and  Bolph  de  Goad'  and 
the  rest  of  the  besieged  were  annoyed  hj  S*eqiient  aasaulta 
on  the  place.  At  lost,  deBpairing  of  any  relief  from  the 
conspiraton,  after  a  month  a  siege,  they  took  the  wieeBt 
reaoiution,  and  haring  propoaed  terms  of  peace  were  received 
into  alliance  with  the  King,  to  whom  the  tower  waa  surren- 
dered. Thence  King  Hemr  marched  to  Fontaudemer,  the 
siege  of  which  he  preaHed  closely  for  aii  weeka. 

The  Ving  offerea  to  Adeline  and  her  son  Waleran  the  open 
part  of  the  domaina,*  ahe  being  the  daughter  of  Bobert  count 
of  Melleut,  on  condition  tbiit  [her  huaband]  Hugh  de 
Montfort  diould  return  to  hia  allegiance,  and  thenceforth 
conduct  bimaelf  as  bis  loyal  aubiect  and  faithful  friend.  But 
Hugh  foolishly  disdained  the  offer,  and  preferred  being  en- 
tirely disinherited  to  a  reconciliation  with  the  king,  and 
attaching  himself^  so  much  for  his  own  advantage,  to  the 
fiiend  by  whcon  he  hod  been  brought  up  and  raised  to  honour.

Is  the  same  month  the  renerable  Serlo,  who  had  governed 
the  bishopric  of  S4ez  for  thirty-two  years;*  after  cdebratinff 
maaB  in  the  church  of  St.  Glervaae  the  Martyr,*  on  the  seventh 
of  the  calends  of  November  [26th  Oct.],  when  it  was  finl^ied, 
called  abont  him  the  clergy  and  ministers  of  the  church,  and 
thus  addressed  them:    ''T  am  worn  out  with  age  and  in-

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firmity,  and  perceive  that  vay  end  ia  approaching.  I  commend 
jou  to  my  Lord  God,  who  made  me  hia  vicar  over  you,  and 
I  beseech  70U  to  implore  worthily  hia  mercy  on  me.  Let  a 
grave  be  immediately  prepared  for  me,  for  the  time  of  my 
dwelling  among  you  will  now  be  shortly  ended."  He  then 
went,  accompanied  by  the  clergy,  to  the  altar  of  St.  Maiy, 
the  holy  mother  of  God,  and  markM  oat  before  it  with  bis 
pastoral  staff  a  small  space,  which  he  consecrated  for  his 
tomb,  sprinkling  holy  water  upon  it,  "Workmen  were 
immediately  employed  in  digging  a  grave  with  their  mattocka 
and  throwing  out  the  earth  with  shovels ;  and  masons  and 
stone-cutters  chipped  out  the  hollow  of  a  coffin  with  their 
pointed  hammers,  and  fitted  and  completed  everything  for 

■  the  interment  of  the  bishop,  aa  if  he  were  lying  dead  on  a 
bier,  instead  of  being  walking  and  speaking. 

The  nest  day  being  Friday,'  he  went  into  the  church,  and 
attempted  to  celebrate  mass,  according  to  his  usual  custom, 
and  with  more  mental  vigour  than  bodily  strength,  drew 
his  hood'  over  his  head,  but  his  limbs  tumbled,  and  he 
shrank  &om  commencing  so  solemn  an  office,  and  ordered 
his  chaplain  William  to  perform  it.  The  mass  being  ended, 
he  called  to  him  all  the  canons,  and  said  to  them  :  "  Come 
to  mo  afler  dinner,  for  I  wiah  to  bequeath  in  a  legal  manner 
the  wealth  which  I  have  acquired  for  temporal  purposea  £rom 
the  revenues  of  the  church  to  her  tiae.  It  la  my  earnest 
desire,  by  Gkid'a  grace,  to  prevent  the  enemy's  finding  in  me 
anything  wherewith  justly  to  accuse  me  in  the  aight  of  God. 

'  Aa  I  came  naked  into  this  world,  it  is  fitting  that  I  shonld 
depart  out  of  it  naked,  in  order  that  I  may  follow  unencum- 
bered the  footsteps  of  the  Lamb,  for  love  of  whom  I  long 
ago  renounced  all  worldly  things." 

The  bishop  took  his  seat  at  table  at  the  ninth  hour,'  but 
all  hia  thoughts  being  now  raised  to  heaven,  he  partook  of

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nothing  that  was  set  before  him ;  and  as  the  rest  of  the 
cor.ipany  ate  little,  being  full  of  Borrow,  he  fed  them  abund- 
antly with  the  food  of  holy  doctrine,  and  ahed  among  them 
in  rich  abundance  the  seed  of  the  word  of  Qod,  wMch  he 
had  always  scattered  with  a  liberai  hand.  Normandy,  I  think, 
neyep  had  a  eon  whose  style  was  more  eleeant,  or  gifted  with 
greater  elegance,  than  Serb.  In  person  oe  was  of  moderate 
height,  and  had  all  the  outward  graces  of  the  human  form, 
-which  can  be  expected  in  one  who  dwella  in  a  world  bo  fuU 
of  miseries.  Wnen  young  he  had  red  hair;  as  he  grew  up  it 
BOon  turned  grey,  and  for  the  last  fifty  years  was  as  white  as 
snow.  He  waa  a  profound  scholar  both  in  secular  and  diyinc 
learning,  and  always  prepu^d  to  meet  any  questions  which 
were  addreBsed  to  him.  Severe  on  those  who  persisted  in  their 
evil  courses,  his  clemency  to  penitent  sinners  was  unbounded, 
and  he  was  mild  aa  an  affectionate  father  to  a  son  suffering 
from  disease.  Many  are  the  good  traits  I  could  relate  of 
him,  but  my  words  cannot  recall  him  to  life,  and  weary  as  I 
am  of  my  labour,  I  hasten  on  to  bring  to  a  close  the  sequel 
of  the  book  which  I  have  commenced. 

When  they  were  about  to  rise  from  table,  after  the  refeo-  - 
tion,  a  messenger  entered  and  announced  the  arrival  of  two 
cardinals  of  the  church  of  Home,  Peter  and  G-regory.'  It 
was  then  the  eye  of  the  feast  of  the  apostles  8S.  Simon  and 
Jude.'  The  bishop  immediately  said  to  his  cler^,  and  the 
steward  and  seryants  of  his  household:  "Qo  quickly,  and 
pay  due  attention  to  these  Bomans,  serving  them  abun- 
d^tly  with  all  things  necessary,  because  they  are  legates  of 
our  lord  the  pope,  who,  under  God,  is  the  father  of  all  the 
faith&l ;  and  as  to  them,  whatever  they  are,  they  are  our 
masters."  Thus  the  thoughtful  old  bishop  sent  all  his 
attendants  to  meet  his  visitors,  while  lie  himself,  according 
to  his  wont,  remained  seated  in  his  chair,  beii^  in  bo  pain,

rest  went  to  meet  the  cardinaL  as  they  were  directed,  and 
offering  hospitality,  paid  them  the  honours  becoming  their 
station,  according  to  the  bishop'a  orders.  Meanwhile, 
during  the  time  they  were  engaged  in  paying  their  reapectB 
to  the  legates,  the  hishop  died,  while  sitting  in  hia  chair,^ 
just  aa  if  he  had  fallen  asleep.  Hia  servantB  returning  to 
their  master  after  fulfilling  niB  commandB,  and  finding  him 
thue  dead  as  he  was  fitting,  wept  over  him  in  deep  affliction. 
On  the  morrow  his  body  was  deposited  iu  the  tomb  which, 
aa  I  have  already  said,  was  prepared  for  him  on  the  third 
day  previously,  John,  bishop  of  Lisieux,  performing  the 
ceremonies ;  for  which  purpose  he  was  sent  by  the  king 
from  the  siege  of  Pontaudemer. 

On  the  death  of  Serlo,  John,  the  younger,  who  was  son 
of  Harduin,  and  nephew  of  John,  bishop  of  Lisieux,  was 
advanced  to  the  bishopric;  a  person  who  was  not  only 
younger  in  age,  but  must  be  considered  far  inferior  in  learn- 
ing, to  his  predecessor.  He  was  consecrated  after  Easter,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  1124,*  and  by  order  of  his  uncle  began 
to  exercise  his  episcopal  functions  in  the  diocese  of  Lisieux. 
On  the  fourth  of  the  nones  [4th]  of  May,  he  dedi 
cated  the  church  of  St.  Alban,  at  Cisai,'  and  came  the 
same  day  to  St.  Evroult,  where  on  the  fourth  of  the  nonee 
of  May  he  blessed  the  new  crucifix,  and  consecrated  the 
chapel  and  altar  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  which  Arnold,  an 
old  and  noble  monk,*  had  erected  out  of  his  own  funds  and 
the  offerings  of  the  faithful. 

The  king's  officers,  having  heard  of  the  sudden  death  of 
the  late  bishop,  flew  to  the  spot  from  the  fortress  they 
guarded,  like  ravens  pouncing  on  a  carcass  ;  and  transferred 
to  the  king's  exchequer  all  the  money  and  other  valuables

Ch.  XXXVI.  The  liege  and  surrender  of  Pontaudem^r. 
Mbanwhilb,  the  king  was  beaiegmg  aa  enemy's  castle  ;• 
but  htid  auspicious  of  joanj  of  those  who,  admitted  to 
famUiar  intercourse  with  hitn,  loaded  him  with  flatteries ; 
and  discoreriog  their  perfidy,  he  considered  them  as  disloyal 
men.  Lewis  en  Senlis,'  Harcher,  grand  cttitinier  of  Prance 
and  a  distinguished  blight,  with  Simon  Tresnel,  of  Poissi,*  . 
Luc  de  la  Barre,'  and  other  iatrepid  soldiers  were  in  the 
place  and  defended  it  against  the  enemy  by  many  con- 
trivances. However,  the  king  reduced  to  ashes  tlie  town, 
which  was  of  great  size  and  very  rich,  and  sharply  assaulted 
the  caatle.  He  himself  carefully  looked  to  eveirthing,  run- 
ning about  like  a  young  soldier  ;  and  animated  aU  with  great 
spirit  to  perform  their  duties.  He  taught  the  carpenters 
how  to  construct  a  berfrey,'  jocularly  chid  the  workmen  who 
made  mistakes,  and  encoui^ed  by  his  praise  those  who 
did  well  to  mater  exertions.  At  last  he  completed  hie 
machines,  and  by  frequent  assaults  on  the  besiegers,  which 
occasioned  them  serious  losses,  compeiled  them  to  surrender

Simon  de  Peronne,'  Simon  de  Neufle,  Guy,  sumamed 
MaJroisin,*  and  his  nephew  Peter  de  Maule,'  William 
Aiguillon,'  and  nearly  two  hundred  other  French  men-at- 
arma,  served  under  the  count's  bauner  in  this  fortress,  and 
at  his  command  made  inroads  through  the  neighbouring 
districts,  inflicting  great  losses  on  the  king's  adherents  hj 
plunderiiig  and  setting  fire  to  their  property.

The  same  day  on  which  the  castle  of  Fontaudemer 
surrendered,  news  was  brought  to  the  king  of  a  lamentable 
outrage  committed  in  another  quarter.  For  while  he  was 
engaged  in  militatr  operations  on  the  banks  of  the  Bisle,  a 
traitorous  plot  which  I  will  describe  was  acted  on  the  Epte. 
On  Monday,  when  the  market  was  held,'  a  parley  was

burghers,  were  hospitably  offered  accommodation  in  their 
houses,  so  that  the  place  was  nearly  filled  with  them,  for 
they  came  in  great  numbers.  At  length  when  the  hour 
fixed  for  the  trescheiy  arrived,  messenger  after  messenger 
was  sent  to  desire  Bobert  de  Chandos  to  make  haste ;  but 
his  wife  Isabel,  a  pious  woman,  detained  him  a  long  time, 
having  domestic  afiairs  to  settle  with  him.  This  delay  was 
doubdess  ordered  by  God's  providence.  Bobert  being  thus 
delayed  at  home,  Bandri  came  last  to  the  parley,  and  find- 
ing the  rest  laying  wait  already  armed,  he  threw  ofi'  hia 
mantle  and  putting  on  a  breas^late,  cried  aloud :  "  Now 
soldiers,  do  your  duty,  aud  act  firmly."  Immediately  upon 
this,  the  people  of  the  town  discovered  the  intended  treach- 
ery, and  tumultuous  shouts  being  raised,  the  nearest  gate 
was  forcibly  taken  possession  of  by  the  men  of  Faganus. 
Bobert  de  Chandos  having  mounted  his  horse  unconscious 
of  what  was  intended,  upon  ndiug  into  the  market  place

Dugdale  statea  in  hiii  baronage  that  tbu  waa  the 
aame  Robert  de  Chandos  who  came  in  with  the  Conqueror,  and  had  a 
gnuit  of  lands  at  Caetleon  and  GoldclyTS  (Goldcliff)  in  the  marches  of 
Wales.  ThU  line  became  extinct  in  England  in  the  lime  nf  Edwurd  III. 
Of  the  same  family,  hut  not  in  the  same  branch,  was  the  famous  Sir  John 
Chandos,  who  distinguished  himself  at  the  battle  of  Poitiers  in  Ihe  same 
reign,  and  afterwards  with  Prince  Edward  in  Spain  at  the  battle  of  Bazan, 
and  was  slain  in  Gascony  in  the  14th  Edw.  III.,  leaving  no  male  issue. 
Another  Sir  John  Chandos  floutished  in  the  reign  of  Henry  IV.,  and  left 
only  two  aiiterB,  Alice  Brydges  and.Mu^aret  Mattesdon.  The  andent 
barony  of  Chandos  is  in  abeyance.  The  dukedcHn  was  revised  in  Ihe 
person  of  the  late  duke  of  Buckingham  and  Chandoa. 
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found  the  ahned  ruffiane  plimdering  the  town,  and  hearing 
fearful  cries  in  all  quarters,  took  tke  alarm,  and  hastened 
back  to  take  refuge  m  the  fortress,  {rem  which  he  had  not 
yet  proceeded  far.  Thereupon,  Count  Amouri  and  his 
nephew  William  Crespin,^  with  their  troops,  ascended  the 
hill  which  stands  over  against  the  castle,  and  tried  to 
frighten  the  garrison,  much  more  by  their  threats  than  their 
deeds.  Certainly  all  those  who  took  a  leading  part  in  this 
afiair  are  to  he  judged  traitors,  and  guilty  of  perjury  in 
breaking  their  oaths  of  fealty  to  the  king.  Bobert,  however, 
cosaidering  that  he  could  not,  with  the  fon:e  he  had,  drive 
them  out  of  the  town,  which  was  strongly  fortified,  set  fire 
to  the  nearest  houses,  and  the  devouring  flames  being  spread 
by  the  wind,  the  whole  bourg  was  burnt  to  the  ground. 
This  drove  the  enemy  out  of  the  city  walla,  and  saved  the 
caatle  from  being  assaulted.  In  this  dire  confusion,  the  free 
and  worthy  burgeases  of  Gisora  auatained  great  losses,  and, 
their  houses  and  substance  having  been  a  prey  to  the  ^imes, 
were  reduced  to  great  indigence.  Tke  church  of  St.  Gervase,' 
which  had  been  consecrated  a  few  years  before  by  arch- 
bishop Geofirey,  was  also  burnt. 

The  king  having  heard  reports  of  the  affair,  moved  hia 
army  with  the  utmost  expedition  from  Pontaudemer  to 
Gisora,  resolved  to  give  battle  to  the  traitors  if  he  could 
find  them.  They,  however,  fled  with  great  terror,  fatigue, 
and  shame,  as  soon  as  they  heard  that  the  victorious  kii^ 
was  hastening  to  attack  them,  instead  of  being  still  engaged, 
aa  they  thought,  in  the  siege  of  Pontaudemer.  Thereupon 
the  king's  justices  sequestered  the  county  of  Evreui  and  all 
the  domains  of  the  traitors,  and  declared  them  to  be  for- 
feited to  the  king.  Hugh,  the  son  of  Paganus,'  was  then 
with  Stephen  coimt  of  Mortain,  and  in  the  king's  service, 
not  being  privy  to  his  father's  malpractices.  The  king, 
therefore,  granted  him  the  patrimonial  domains,  and  entire^

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diaittberited  the  old  traitor  aad  his  son  Herrej.  Thus  the 
treaW  of  peace  which  the  pope  had  lately  concluded  between 
the  kmgB  was  broketi,  and  &eeh  hostilitiee  of  the  fiercest 
character  commenced  on  both  Bides. 

Gh.  XXXVIII.  A  eeuatioH  of  arm*  dwiny  the  mnler — 
Eiaff  Henry  garritoiu  the  fortreueg. 

Telb  winter  waa  rainy,  and  the  king  taking  into  consi- 
deration the  toils  and  sufTerings  of  the  people,  apared  them, 
lest  from  over  fatiguing  them,  like  beasts  of  burden,  they 
should  utterly  fall  and  periah.  "Wherefore,  having  gained 
posaeqaion  of  two  very  strongly  fortified  places,  Pont- 
audemer  and  Montfort,  with  the  territories  belonging  to 
them,  when  Advent  came,  he  allowed  the  people  a  season  of 
rest ;  but  he  quartered  his  own  troops  under  the  command 
of  his  best  officers  in  the  different  castles,  entrusting  them 
with  the  defence  of  the  country  against  freebooters.  Banulf 
of  Bayeui  was  stationed  in  tne  tower  of  Evreui ;  Henry, 
son  ot  JoBcelin  de  Pomer^'  at  Pont-Antou,'  Odo,  aumamed 
Borleng,  in  the  fortress  of  Bemai,  and  other  brave  eoldiera 
in  various  strong  places,  to  defend  the  country  against  the 
enemy's  inroads.  Also  William,  son  of  BobertdeHarcourt,* 
adhered  to  the  king  and  gave  his  services. 

Ch.  XXXrS.  Siege  of  VattroilU  on  the  Seine—BattU  of 
Sougemontier — The  king's  cruelty  io  hia  prisoner*,  and 
particularly  to  Luke  de  la  Barre,  the  rnvnttrel — Beaumont

Lr  tiie  Ijent  following,  Count  Waleran  assembled  hia  alliea,

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and  on  the  night  of  the  Annunciation'  went  to  Tattevtlle,' 
where  they  fortified  the  tower.  He  had  with  him  hia  thtee 
broth era-in-law,  Hugh  de  Neufchatel,  son  of  Gterrase,  Hugh 
de  Montfort,  and  William  Louvel,  the  son  of  Aseelin  Goel ; 
but  Count  Amauri  took  the  lead  of  them  all.  Under  these 
leaders  the  expedition  introduced  a  convoy  of  provisionB 
into  the  besieged  place,  and  SBsaulted,  very  early  in  the 
morning,  when  they  were  not  expected,  the  entrenchments 
which  the  king  hod  thrown  up  to  straiten  the  fortreaa.  In 
this  attack,  while  Walter,  the  son  of  William  de  Valiquer- 
ville,  who  had  by  the  king's  appointment  the  chief  command 
of  the  troops  on  guard,  was  standing  on  the  rampart  of  the 
fortification  in  his  coat  of  mail,  bravely  defending  the 
trenches,  he  was  ingenioualy  caiight  by  some  one  with  an 
iron  hook,  and  not  being  able  to  extricate  himself,  was 
dragged  down  and  carried  away  prisoner.  Connt  Waleran 
had  given  the  custody  of  the  tower  to  two  brothers,  in 
whom  he  placed  great  confidence,  Herbert  of  Liaienx  and 
Eoger,  with  eight  men-at-arms.  He  then  pillaged  all  the 
farms  round  the  neighbourhood,  and  canying  off  all  the 
com  and  food  frorn  the  houses  and  churches,  conveyed  it 
into  the  tower  for  provisioning  the  garrison.  On  the 
same  day  the  count,  savage  and  foaming  like  a  wild  boar, 
went  to  the  forebt  of  Brotonne,  and  finding  peasants  there 
cutting  wood,  seized  several  of  them  and  lamed  them  by 
chopping  off  their  feet.*  Such  was  the  wa^in  which  he  dese- 
crated tne  bleased  feast  of  the  AnnOnciation ;  but  he  did 
not  escape  with  impunity. 

MeanwhUe,  Balph  de  Bayeux,  the  castellan  of  Evreux, 
having  received  intelligence  from  his  spies  that  large  bodies 
of  the  enemy  had  entered  Vatteville  in  the  night,  went  with 
all  haste  to  his  friends  Henry,  Odo,  and  William,'  and  inform- 
ing them  of  the  passage  of  the  enemy,  earnestly  entreated  him 
to  oppose  their  return  by  defending  the  king  s  highway,  weU

The 
royal  troops  coming  in  eight  of  them,  and  obserriug  their 
Buperiority  in  force  and  numbers,  began  to  waver  in  the 

firesence  of  such  formidable  hands ;  upon  which  some  of  the 
eaders  endeavoured  to  encour^e  their  troops.  Odo  Bor- 
leng  said ;  "  The  king's  enemies  ravage  his  laads  in  security, 
and  have  captured  and  are  carrying  olT  one  of  his  lords,  to 
whom  he  had  entrusted  the  defence  of  the  country.  "What 
N*e  we  to  do  P  Are  we  to  suffer  tliem  to  lay  waste  the 
whole  neighbourfaood  with  impunity?  It  will  be  best  for 
part'of  us  to  dismount  and  engage  on  foot,  while  the  other 
part  remain  in  the  saddle,  and  fight  on  horseback.  The 
bowmen  should  form  the  first  line  to  aunoy  the  enemy,  and 
check  their  advance  by  flights  of  arrows  which  may  wound 
their  horses.  On  the  plwn  which  is  the  field  of  battle  this 
day,  each  man's  valour  and  prowess  will  be  distinctly  seen ; 
and  if  we,  through  our  cowardice,  aufier  the  king's  baron 
to  be  carried  off  in  fetters  before  our  eyes,  without  strikinK 
a  blow,  how  shall  we  ever  venture  to  appear  in  the  roy(2 
presence  ?  We  shall  justly  forfeit  both  pay  and  honour, 
and  in  my  opinion   ought  no  longer  to   eat   the  king's 

All  Odo's  comrades,  encouraged  by  this  exhortation, 
consented  to  dismount,  provided  he  did  the  same ;  agreeing 
to  which  he  took  his  station  on  foot  at  the  head  of  the 
troops  by  whom  he  was  much  beloved,  and  stood  in  arma 
cheerfully  waiting  for  the  conflict  to  begin.  The  young 
Waleran,  eager  to  win  the  honour  of  knighthood;  exulted 
with  boyish  delight  as  soon  as  the  enemy  appeared,  but 
Amauri,  more  mature  ta  ago  and  wisdom,  dissuaded  his  less 
prudent  comrades  from  engaging  rashly.  "  By  all  the 
world,"  such  was  Amauri's  oath,  "I  am  for  declining  a 
battle ;  for  if  with  our  small  force  we  venture  to  engage  our 
numerous  enemy,  I  much  fear  we  shall  suffer  loss  and  dis-

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grace.  See,  Odo  Borleng  has  diBmoiinted ;  be  sure  that  he 
will  obBtinately  contend  for  victory.  This  brave  knight,  now 
that  he  and  his  comrades  have  become  foot  soldiers,  will  not 
retreat,  but  must  either  cotiquer  or  die." '  The  others  replied ; 
"  Have  we  not  long  wished  to  meet  the  English  on  leyel 
ground  f  Here  they  are ;  let  ub  fight,  for  a  Bhameful  flight 
wijl  bring  dishonour  on  ns  and  our  poaterity.  We  have  here 
the  flower  of  the  chivalry  of  France  and  Normandy ;  who 
can  resist  it  P  Far  be  it  from  us  to  be  so  frightened  by  a 
band  of  peasants  and  common  Boldiere,  that  we  should  turn 
out  of  our  road  to  avoid  them,  or  hare  any  hesitation  in 
giving  them  battle." 

They,  therefore,  ranged  themselves  in  order  of  battle.  At 
first  Count  "Waleran  wished  to  charge  the  enemy  with  forty 
men-at-arms,  but  his  horse  was  shot  by  the  archers  and  fell 
under  him.  No  leas  than  forty  horses  were  thus  killed  in 
the  onset,  and  brought  to  the  ground  before  their  riders  could 
strike  a  stroke.  In  consequence,  the  party  of  the  count 
was  quickly  overpowered  and  routed,  each  man  abandoning 
his  arms  and  every  incumbrance,  and  seeking  bis  safety 
in  flight  in  the  best  manner  he  could.  Count  Waleran  and 
the  two  Hughs,  his  brothers-in-law,  and  nearly  eightv  other 
men-at-arms,  vrere  taken  prisoners  on  the  spot,  and  being 
closely  confined  in  the  king's  dungeons,  paid  the  penalty  of 


a  gaUant  soldier  in  the  royal  army,  was  present  in  this  battle 
and  took  Amauri  prisoner  as  he  was  making  his  escape ; 
but,  touched  for  a  man  of  such  bravery,  and  knowing  to  a 
certainty  that  if  he  made  him  his  captive,  he  would  never,  or 
with  great  difficulty,  get  out  of  the  kiag'a  hands,  he  resolved 
to  abandon  his  sovereign  and  his  own  possessions  and  go 
into  exile,  rather  than  entangle  a  count  of  such  distinguished 
worth  in  the  meshes  of  a  net  from  which  he  could  never 
extricate  himself.     He  therefore  conducted  him  as  far  aa

Williain  Louvel  being  taken  prisoner  by  a  peaaant,  from 
■whom  he  ransomed  himself  by  giTing  him  hia  armour, 
had  hia  hair  cropped  by  him  bo  that  he  might  pass  for  a 
giXKtm,  and  taking  a  staff  in  his  hand  he  got  away  to  the 
riTer  Seine.'  Amving  in  this  disguke  at  the  ferry,  he  gave 
his  boots  to  the  boatioan  for  carrying  him  over,  and  reached 
home  on  hie  bare  feet,  only  too  happy  to  have  escaped  any 
how  from  the  enemy's  hands. 

After  Easter,'  the  king  pronounced  judgment  at  Souen 
on  the  captive  »mlprits,  causing  the  eyes  of  Geoflrey  de 
Tourville'  and  Odard  du  Pin*  to  be  put  out  for  the  trcMon 
of  which  they  had  been  guilty.  He  also  deprived  of  sight* 
Luke  de  la  Barre,  for  having  ridicoled  him  in  his  aongs,  and 
engaged  in  rash  enterprises  against  him.  At  that  time, 
Charles,  marquis  of  Flanders,"  who  had  succeeded  the  young 
Baldwin  in  the  duchy,  was  at  the  king's  court  with  many 
nobles,  and  commiserating  the  case  of  the  condemned 
prisoners,  said  to  the  king  with  more  boldness  than  the 
other  courtiers,  "  My  lord  king,  you  are  doing  what  is  quite 
abhorrent  to  our  usages  when  you  mutilate  captives  taken 
in  the  service  of  their  lords."  To  which  the  kmg  replied: 
"  Sir  count,  I  do  what  is  right,  and  I  will  prove  it  by  good 
reasons.  Geofeey  and  Odard  became  my  hege-men  with 
the  consent  of  their  lords,  and  breaking  their  oaths  of  fealty

death  or  mutilation.  To  preserve '  the  fealty  which  they 
swore  to  me,  they  ought  to  have  given  up  all  they  had  in 
the  world  rather  than  attach  themselves  to  any  one  contrary 
to  right,  and  break  their  ties  to  their  liege-lord.  Luke, 
indeed,  never  did  me  homage,  but  he  was  in  arms  against 
me  at  Pontaudemer ;  after  which,  when  peace  was  eon- 
eluded,  I  excused  all  their  forfeitures,  and  suffered  them  to 
go  free,  with  their  horses,  arms,  and  baggage.  But  Lul^e' 
immediately  rejoined  mv  enemies,  and,  in  conjunction  with 
them,  stirred  up  &esh  hostilities  against  me,  adding  to  his 
former  offences  such  as  were  still  worse.  Besides,  the  merry 
glee-man  made  scurrilous  sonnets  on  me,'  and  sang  them 
aloud  to  brinz  me  into  contempt,  thus  often  making  me  the 
laughing-stocR  of  my  malicious  enemies.  14'ow  Qod  haa 
delivered  him  into  my  hands  for  chastisement,  in  order  that 
he  may  be  forced  to  renounce  his  evil  ways,  and  that  others 
who  hear  of  the  punishment  of  his  audacious  conduct  may 
be  profitably  corrected." 

On  hearing  this,  the  count  of  Flanders  held  his  peace, 
because  he  had  no  reasonable  objections  to  make.  The 
butchers'  did  their  office.  The  unhappy  Luke,  when  he 
found  himself  sentenced  to  lose  his  eyes,  preferred  death  to 
a  life  of  perpetual  darkness,  and  mode  all  the  resistance 
be  could  to  tTie  executioners  when  thej  attempted  to  muti- 
late hira.  At  last,  after  struggling  with  them,  he  dashed 
his  head  against  the  stone  walls,  and,  like  one  demented, 
fracturing  his  skull,  thus  miserably  eipired,  lamented  by 
many  who  admired  his  worth  and  playful  wit.

Mellent,  put  hia  oaatles  in  a  state  of  defence,  and,  full  of 
spirit,  animated  all,  over  wbom  be  bad  an^  influence,  to  make 
a  atout  resistance  against  tbe  king.  Tbia  brave  prince, 
however,  having  assembled  a  powenul  army,  laid  siege  to 
Brionne  in  tbe  month  of  April,  and  immediatel^r  constructed 
two  forta,  which  compelled  tbe  enemy  to  surrender  in  a  very 
short  time.'  But,  through  the  Tiolence  of  misguided  men, 
peace  was  not  obtained  without  great  injury  to  innocent 
people  J  for  the  whole  village  with  tbe  churches  was  first 
burnt  down.  Meanwhile  those  who  had  shut  themselves  up 
in  tbe  tower  at  Vatteville,  made  terms  with  the  king,  and 
gave  up  the  strong  bold,  which  he  soon  afterwards,  with 
politic  rigour,  ordered  to  he  razed  to  the  ground. 

The  kmg  having  now  reduced  all  the  count's  fortresses 
except  Beaumont,  sent  tidings  to  the  count  m  prison  of  bis 
successful  operations,  and  by  the  same  messengers  enjoined 
him  to  give  orders  that  Beaumont  should  be  surrendered 
without  striking  a  blow.  The  count,  perceiving  that  all  the 
Bcbemesbe  had  formed  with  youthful  folly  were  now  des- 
perate, and  that  be  had  deservedly  fitlten  fi^im  his  high  estate 
through  his  own  perverseness,  fearing  also  to  eipoae  himself 
to  still  greater  peril,  if  by  hia  obstinacy  be  still  furtber 
offended  his  powerful  judge,  sent  trusty  messengers  with 
positive  orders  to  Morin,  who  had  the  charge  of  his  affairs, 
to  give  up  the  castle  of  Beaumont,  without  delay,  to  the 
victonous  king.  Then  Morin,  though  reluctantly,  fulfilled 
his  lord's  orders,  but  be  waa  iinable,  by  any  means  be  need, 
to  obtain  tbe  king's  favour  for  himself;  for  having  been 
appointed  by  tbe  king  tbe  count's  governor  and  tutor,  he 
had  been  the  means,  through  pernicious  counsels,  of  bis 
engaging  in  the  revolt.  Morin  now  lost  the  wealth  which 
bad  mflated  bis  pride  and  lilted  him  up  above  bis  proper 
position  in  Kormandy,  where  bis  ambition  carried  him  to  ' 
lengths  wbicb  brought  trouble  and  ruin  on  many  innocent 
persona.  He  was  banished  by  the  king's  sentence  &om  hi§ 
native  soil,  and  continued  in  exile  in  foreign  lands  till  the 
day  of  bis  death. 

Thus  the  king  obtained  possesaion  of  all  the  domains 
which  tbia  rich  count  held  in  Normandy,  and  be  kept  him  and

Blessed  be  Ood,  who  dispoaea  all  things  well,  directing 
the  career  of  mortals  more  for  their  welfare  than  they  desire 
themselves,  and  has  manifested  his  righteous  judgments 
to  those  who  contemplate  tbem  with  a  religious  mind  in 
the  territory  of  Kougemontier.  In  the  year  of  otir  Lord 
1124,  the  Lord  gave  victory  to  the  lovers  of  peace,  con- 
founded the  hold  enterprises  of  the  disturbers  of  the  quiet 
of  the  whole  country,  and  dispersed  the  confederates  ia  their 
wicked  attempts  by  a  audden  downfall.  In  the  same  week 
the  lords  of  seven  cities  in  the  districts  of  Lisieux  and  St. 
Erroult,  and  consequently  on  the  bordera  of  the  rebel  chiefs, 
resolved  to  join  them,  to  the  detriment  of  many.  Hugh 
de  Plessia*  had  already  got  possession  of  Pont-Echaufi^ 
by  stratagem,  and  firmly  expected  succour  from  the  con- 
federated rebels.  "Wherefore  the  castellans  of  Sap,  Bien- 
faite,  Orbec,  and  several  other  places,  out  of  fear,  made  an 
alliance  with  them,  not  having  the  force  or  courage  to 
defend  themselves  against  their  great  power.  But  when  the 
heads  of  the  revolt  were  crushed,  as  I  have  already  related, 
their  fellow  conspirators  kept  quiet,  their  only  fear  being 
lest  they  should  be  indicted  before  the  justices  and  lawyers 
for  joining  in  the  plot.  It  was  the  bisaeitile  year,  and,  as 
we  have  heard  it  commonly  said,  the  Uttej^  iell  indeed  on 
the  traitors.*

In  consequence  of  this  turn  of  affairs,  the  treaty  of  Prince 
Wilham  with  the  Angevins  was  broken,  and  he  became  a 
iiranderer  from  cottage  to  cottage  in  foreign  landa,  accom- 
jjanied  by  his  governor  Elias  and  Tirel  de  Manieres,'  iu 
great  fear  and  want.  He  had  to  dread  the  grasp  of  his 
uncle's  long  and  powerful  arms,  whose  might  and  wealth,  or 
the  fame  of  them,  were  spread  cTCrywhere,  from  the  west 
to  the  east.  This  young  prince  was  bom  to  misfortune, 
from  which  be  was  never  altogether  free  as  long  as  he  lived. 
He  was  brave,  handsome,  and  higb-spirited ;  desperately' 
fond  of  warlike  adventures,  and  recommended  himself  more 
to  the  various  nations  who  supported  his  pretensions,  by 
hopes  which  were  illusory  than  by  his  merit.  In  the  con- 
vents of  monks  and  canons,  amongst  whom  he  was  accus- 
tomed to  seek  hospitality,  he  was  so  sumptuous  in  his  way 
of  living,  though  an  exile,  that  his  visits  brought  more 
charge  Uian  honour  on  his  hosts,  and  he  was  the  cause  of 
more  misery  than  profit  to  the  multitude  who  adhered  to 
'  him.  A  great  number  of  persons  were  mistaken  in  him,  as 
Heaven  afterwards  made  very  clear,  and  I  shall  faithfully 
relate  towards  the  close  of  the  present  book.

About  tliis  time  thM«  were  many  changes  among  persons 
of  the  highest  rank,  who  were  replaced  by  the  men  of  the 
present  akj.  E^ph,  sumamed  le  Vert,'  archbiahop  of 
£heima,  who  was  oiatiDguiahed  among  the  fathers  of  the 
church  in  our  times  by  his  learning  and  eloquence,  and  lauda- 
bly devoted  to  such  good  pursuits,  the  father  and  patron  of 
bis  monks  and  clergy,  and  the  guardian  and  protector  of  the 
poor,  and  all  who  were  subject  to  hira  ;  after  a  life,  memo- 
rable for  many  excellent  deeds,  died  in  a  good  old  age, 
and  was  succeeded  by  Ii«ynold,  bishop  of  Angers,  a  prelate, 
in  many  respects,  unequal  to  his  predecessor.  TTlger,'  took 
the  government  of  the  church  of  Angers ;  his  life  was  iUus- 
trioua  for  religion  and  science,  and  he  furnished  his  people 
with  the  light  of  truth. 

In  the  year  of  our  Lord  1125,  the  third  indiction.  Pope 
Caliitua  died,*  and  Lambert,  bishop  of  Ostia,  became  pope, 
under  the  name  of  Honorius.  He  was  an  old  and  very 
learned  man,  zealous  in  his  observance  of  the  divine  law, 
and  governed  the  church  of  Eome  for  six  years.  In  the 
very  same  week  in  which  Pope  Calixtua  was  taken  from  the 
world,  Gilbert,  archbishop  of  Tours,  wbo  had  gone  to  Eome 
on  ecclesiastical  affairs,  also  died  there.*  The  people  of 
Tours,  on  hearing  of  his  death,  invited  amongst  them  Hilda- 
bert,  the  worthy  bishop  of  Mans,'  and,  by  permission  of 
Pope  Honorius,  he  was  translated  to  the  metropolitan  see

Ik  the  same  year,  durine  Whitaun  week,  died  the  ^Emperor 
Charles  Henry  V.,'  and  he  was  buried  at  Spires,  the  metro- 
polia  of  Oermuiy.  The  eppra^r,  on  hia  death-bed,  be- 
queathed the  emblems  of  imperial  power  to  the  Empreas 
Matilda,  but  afterwards,  as  he  left  no  surviving  children, 
Iiothaire,  duke  of  Saionr,  was  raised  to  the  throne  by 
decree  of  a  general  aasembly  of  the  states,  and  the  crown' 
and  imperial  omamenta  doTolved  on  him.  The  airchbiahop 
of  Mayence,'  who  filled  the  highest  rank  through  hia  power 
and  talenta,  cauaed  every  precaution  to  be  taken  against 
either  a  achism,  or  usuipation  of  the  empire.  He  therefore 
convoked  a  meeting  oi^all  the  biahopa  and  great  men  of 
Germany,  with  their  troops,  and  when  they  were  aeaembled 
treated  with  them  on  electing  an  emperor.  He  had  ob- 
tained the  imperial  ornaments  &om  the  empress  before  he 
ventured  to  speak  on  so  important  a  business:  "Most 
excellent  barone,"  he  said,  "  who  are  now  met  together  on 
this  plain,  listen  to  me,  I  pray  you,  with  attention,  and

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are  absent,  and  da^  and  night  I  am  filled  with  aimetteB. 
There  is  no  need  of  many  words  on  this  occasion.  Ton  are 
well  aware  that  our  late  emperor  died  without  leaving  any 
child,  and  we  have  therefore  wisely  to  seek  a  Buccessor, 
who  will  be  faithful  and  devout  to  God,  and  render  the 
greatest  services  to  the  sons  of  the  church.  Let  then  forty 
prudent  and  loyal  knighta  he  choaen  among  you,  and  let 
them  retire,  and,  according  to  their  faith  and  conscience, 
elect  as  emperor  him  whom  they  judge  moat  worthy  of  the 
imperial  throne,'  and  who  will  protect  all  the  people  under 
hia  government  to  the  utmost  of  his  power.  All  agreed  to 
this  proposal,  though  more  than  sixty  thousand  men  were 
there  present  under  arras;  who,  with  different  objects, 
watched  the  course  affairs  would  take. 

At  last  these  politic  chiefs,  chosen  from  among  so  maay 
thousand  men  in  arms,  returned,  after  a  long  conference, 
and  thus  spoke; — "We  approve  highly  of  Frederick  duke 
of  Almaine,  Henry  duke  of  Lorraine,  and  Lothaire  duke 
of  Saxony,  and  pronounce  them  to  be  persons  of  honour 
and  worthy  of  the  empire.  This  we  affirm  moat  certainly, 
not  from  any  private  favour,  but  from  a  consideration  of 
what,  in  our  judgment,  is  best  for  the  general  good.  Take, 
in  the  name  of  God,  whichever  of  these  three  you  choose, 
for  all  are  persons  of  distinguished  merit,  as  they  have  long 
since  proved,  and,  in  our  opinion,  may  justly  be  preferred 
to  all  the  world  for  their  pre-eminent  qualities." 

After  hearing  this  the  archbishop  said:  "Te  glorioos 
princes  who  have  been  thus  named,  withdraw  at  once,  and 
elect  one  of  you  three  ;  him  that  you  shall  choose  we  will 
obey,  in  the  name  of  Almighty  God.  But  if  any  one  of  yon 
BhaU  refrise  to  submit  to  the  decision  of  the  rest,  let  him  be 
beheaded  on  the  spot,'  that  this  sacred  congregation  of 
Christian  men  be  not  disturbed  by  the  frowardness  of  one 
person.  This  rigorous  proposal  of  the  spirited  bishop  struck 
terror  into '  the  whole  assembly,  and  no  one  in  that  vast 
multitude  dared  to  whisper  a  word  in  opposition  to  the 
prelate.

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In  consequence,  the  three  Aakea  before-mentioned  drew 
aaide  and  took  their  etationa  in  the  middle  of  the  armed 
legions,  who  formed  a  circle  round  them ;  then  looking  at 
each  other  they  were  all  silent  for  some  time.  At  length 
Henry  first  broke  the  silence,  sajing ;  "  What  are  we  dome 
here,  my  lords  f  Are  we  sent  here  to  do  nothing  hut  hold 
our  peace  P  We  are  charged  with  an  affair  of  the  highest 
importance ;  we  are  met  here  not  to  keep  silence,  but  to 
apeak  of  what  concema  the  general  good.  I  have  been  long 
waiting  to  hear  what  you  hare  to  propose ;  shall  we  stand 
mute  the  whole  of  the  day  ?  Eeflect  upon  the  duty  we  are 
enjoined  to  fulfil,  and  let  us  know  what  is  your  pleasure." 
Bjb  colleagues  agreeing  that,  aa  he  was  the  eldest,  he 
should  be  tne  first  to  make  some  proposition,  he  said :  "  It 
behorea  ua  that  our  counsels  be  governed  by  wisdom,  for 
all  Christendom  is  anxiously  wainng  the  result.  Let  us 
therefore  pray  the  Lord  God,  who  set  Moeea  over  the 
Hebrews,  ana  revealed  to  him  that  Joshua  should  be  his 
victorious  aucceasor,  that  of  his  mercy  he  would  vouchsafe 
to  co-operate  with  us,  as  he  waa  present  with  Samuel  when 
he  anointed  David  as  king."  "With  these  words  he  declared 
his  chojoe  in  &Tour  of  hia  son-in-law,  Lothaire.'  The  third 
elector  feared  to  make  any  oppoaition,  dreading  the  sen- 
tence which  the  archbishop  had  pronounced. 

They  then  returned  to  the  assembly  of  the  states,  and 
Henry,  casting  his  eyes  on  the  whole  multitude,  made  thia 
proclamation  : — "  We  elect  Lothaire,  duke  of  Saiony,  who 
is  adorned  with  many  virtues,  and  long  proved  both  in  turos 
and  justice  as  filling  a  princely  station,  to  be  king  of  the 
Qennana,  the  Lorramers,  the  Teutons,  the  Bavarians,  the 
Lombards  and  all  the  people  of  Italy,  and  emperor  of  the 
Bomana."  The  whole  assembly  hea^l  this  decision,  and 
great  numbers  of  them  heartily  approved  of  it. 

The  primate  who  had  convok^  this  diet  whs,  as  I  have 
said  before,  the  archbisbop  of  Mayence.  He  then  ordered 
that  all  tbe  princes  should  immediately,  before  they  left  the 
field,  do  homage  to  Lothaire  in  the  presence  of  the  assembly. 
Whereupon  Henry  with  joy  and  Frederick  with  sorrow,  and

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after  them  nH  the  great  lords,  bent  the  knee  before  Lothaire, 
did  homage  to  him,  and  ackaowledged  him  as  their  Tring  and 
emperor.' 

No  Hooner  was  the  meeting  diBBOlved,  than  the  troops  of 
Frederick'  fell  on  Lothaire,  and  wounding  him  and  aeveral 
of  his  party  put  them  to  flight.  Por  Frederick  had  brought 
with  hun  neariy  thirty  thouaand  men,  hoping  to  aecure  the 
crown  either  by  intimidation  or  favour.  But  his  designa 
being  baffled  by  the  policy  of  the  sagacious  prelate  as  we 
have  already  aeon,  he  empleyed  his  brother  Conrad'  to  wage 
a  fierce  war  against  the  new  emperor.  However,  by  God's 
help,  Lothaire  prevailed,  and  has  now  reigned  ten  years,* 
deserving  praise  for  his  talents  and  piety.

Ib  the  year  of  our  Lord  1126,  the  fourth  indiction,  the 
cathedral  church  of  S^ez,'  dedicated  to  9t.  GJflrvaae  of  Milan, 
the  martyr,  was  eonaecrated  on  the  twelfth  of  the  calenda  of 
April  [21st  March],  by  the  lord  Geoffrey,  archbishop  of 
Eouen  and  five  other  bishopa,  Henrv,  king  of  England,  waa 
present  on  the  occasion  with  his  nobles,  and  granted  to  the

But 
the  most  Mnking  feature  ia  the  deeplj-receited  portal  at  the  west  end 
(fortj-serea  &et  deep),  flanked  by  two  spires. 

The  choir  and  transepts  are  m  uie  decorated  style  of  a  later  age. 
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chtiTch  an  eiidawin«iii  of  ten  pounds  jearly  rent.'  Gerard, 
bishop  of  An^ulSme  and  legate  of  the  Bomui  chnrch,  John, 
bishop  of  Lisieuz,  John,  btuiop  of  S^ez,  QeoSery,  bishop  of 
Charb«a,  and  TJlger,  bishop  of  Angers,  asBut«d  at  the 
ceremony. 

In  the  month  of  Ootob^,  the  church  of  St.  Fet»  the 
Apostle,  in  a  auburb  of  Sonen,  was  dedicated.  In  this  church 
the  body  of  St.  Ouen,  afchbishop  and  confessor,  is  honour- 
ably entombed.' 

The  same  yeu  WHli&m  de  Poitiers  died.'  Also  William, 
duke  of  Apiuia,  son  of  Boger  la  Sowse,  died  without  issue, 
and  Pope  Honorius  attempted  to  subject  the  duchy  to  the 
dominion  of  the  apostolic  see.  But  Bc^er,  the  young  count 
of  Sicily,  made  head  against  this  pretension,  and,  fighting 
several  battlee  agtunat  the  pope's  armT,  recovered  bis  cousin's 

Srincipabty  by  force  of  arms,  and  holds  it  to  the  present 
ay  under  homage  to  the  pope.  He  was  the  son  of  Soger, 
the  elder  son  of  Tancred  de  Hanteville,  and  the  illustrious 
Adelaide,  daughter  of  Soniface,  the  powerittl  marquis  of 
Italv,'  who,  aner  the  death  of  her  first  husband,  who  was 
the  orother  of  Guiscord,  married  Baldwin,  king  of  Jerusalem.

Is  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1127,  the  fifth  indiction,  Lewis, 

king  of  France,  held  a  parliament  of  the  great  lords  of  bis 

kingdom  during  Christmas,'  and  earnestly  entreated  them  to 

'  A  charts  of  Hmry  I,  is  ^tant,  dated  at  Dieppe  in  IISI,  bom  iriiich 
it  appesn  that  the  endowment  made  bj  the  kiiig  on  tliii  occanoD  waa

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take  compaasiciii  on  'William  the  Iformao,^  and  give  him 
their  Buccour.  Tor  he  waa  a  young  man  of  illuatiious  birth, 
hfrndaome,  brave,  and  spirited,  but  &om  his  in&ncy  be  bad 
been  a  prey  to  misfortuae.  While  he  wtta  jet  a  babe,  his 
mother,  SibyUa,  a  minceaa  of  Apulia,  was  taken  off  by 
poison.  TTJH  father,  Sobert,  duke  of  Normandy,  was  made 
iniBoner  at  the  battle  of  Tinchebrai,  by  Henry,  king  of 
England,  hia  brother,  who  usurped  the  duchy  of  Kormandy. 
When  a  mere  boy  be  was  entrusted  by  the  king's  order  to 
the  care  of  his  brother-iu-law,  Silas  do  Saint  Saens,  as  his 
guardian  ;  by  whom  he  was  carried  off  to  Fraoce  for  fear  of 
the  king  and  his  partisans,  aud  there  brought  up  amoogst 
foreignere  in  great  indigence,  and  not  without  much  appre- 
hension. The  young  prince  was  sought  for  by  many  enemies, 
and  in  various  ways,  who  threatened  hie  me ;  and  ou  the 
other  hand  there  were  many  who  sought  to  restore  hitn  to 
the  inheritance  of  his  father.  Human  means  fail  of  success 
when  Divine  Frovidence  otherwise  disposes.  Lewie,  the 
king,  with  the  chief  lords  of  the  kingdom  of  France,  Bald- 
win, full  of  youthful  ardour,  and  Cbaries  also,  botb  counts  of 
Flanders,  with  their  great  men,  Amauri  de  Montfort,  count 
of  Evreuz,  Stephen,  count  d'Aumale,  and  Henry,  count 
d'Eu,  Waleran,  count  de  Mellent,  with  Hugh  du  NeufchStel, 
Hugh  de  Montfort,  and  Hugh  de  Goumay,  "William  de 
Boumare,  and  Baudn  du  Bois,'  Eicher  de  I'AJgle,  Eustace  de 
Breteuil,  and  many  others,  both  IJ^ormans  ana  Bretons,  also 
Bobert  de  BeUame,  with  the  forces  of  A^ou  and  Maine, 
endcavoiu^d  to  aid  the  eiile  "William,  but  God  was  against 
them,  and  having  given  King  Henry  the  pre-eminence  in 
profound  wisdom,  valour,  wealth,  and  friends,  they  could  do 

'  OtUidmo  Nomumm).  Oat  author  geoeiallf  calls  tbu  jounf  prince 
GuIieliDUi  CliU>,  a  designation,  as  »e  hsTe  more  than  once  obaerred, 
equivalMit  to  the  title  of  aUieling  or  etheling  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  times, 
and  denoting  in  inch  eatta  the  h^  to  the  throne  or  duchy.  In  the  trans- 
lation we  have  nniall;  adopted  the  style  here  used,  and  c^ed  him  Williun 
the  NormsD. 

>  It  has  been  remarked  before,  in  connection  oith  the  battle  of  Brf  mule, 
that  this  is  the  same  peraon  ai  Baudii  de  Brai.  We  maj  add  that  he  vas 
the  son  and  heii  of  Qoel,  lord  of  Baudemont,  a  castle  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Epte,  of  which  Bny,  standing  on  a  neighbouring  islet,  is  a  sort  of  (ite 
du  pont.  Baudii  made  his  peace  with  Henr;  I.,  and  obtained  from  him 
the  manor  of  Mutfbrd  and  two  other*  in  the  county  of  SufioU,  before  1131. 
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Sit  to  death.  Many  rebeUioiis  were  raised  agamet  TCing 
enry  in  this  cause,  and  caetles  and  fenne  were  given  to  the 
flames.  This  is  attested  W  the  dtv  and  cathedral  church  ot 
EfTeux,  with  the  abbey  of  nuns  there  ;  by  Brionne,  Mcmt- 
fort,  tuid  L'Aigle,  by  Fontaudemer,  and  Bel^sme,  oa  well 
as  many  other  pUceB  which  were  reduced  to  aahea  by  the 
dsTonring  flames. 

A.t  length,  when  William  the  exile  had  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-sii  years,  no  one  having  been  able  to  render  him 
effectual  aid  against  his  uncle  for  the  recovery  of  his  paternal 
inheritance,  Queen  Adelaide  gave  him  in  mairi^e  ner  half 
sister,  whom  she  had  by  the  Marquis  Sainier.'  King  Lewis 
granted  him  Pontoise,  Chaumont,  Mantes,  and  all  the  VeiiiL 
This  took  place  in  the  mouth  of  January,  and  soon  after- 
wards, before  Lent,  William  proceeded  to  Giaors  at  the 
head  of  some  troops  to  lay  claim  to  Normandy;  and  the 
Kormane  paid  him  the  respect  due  to  their  natural  lord.    . 

On  the  calends  [1st  of  March],*  Charles,  duke  of 
Flanders,  son  of  Canute,  king  of  Denmark,  attended  by

*  Tbis  fearful  aiiBBuination  took  place  on  the  2nd,  not  on  the  lat  of  March. 
The  count  and  Thcsnard,  chlllelain  of  Bourbom;,  without  taj  altendanta, 
veie  in  the  church  of  St.  Doaaden  at  Bruges,  kneeling  before  the  altar  of 
our  Lady  or  St.  Ba«l,  and  the  count  vas  reciting  the  fourth  of  tha 
peniteutial  pnlma,  when  the  assassin^  to  the  number  a[  seien  or  eight  only, 
fell  upon  them.  It  was  Burchard,  who  having  touched  the  count  on  the 
Aoiilder  to  make  him  turn  his  bead,  dealt  bun  >o  liolent  a  blow  that  hii 
braiiiB  were  scattered  on  the  pavement  The  BnaBsns  then  hastaied  to 
Themard'a  house  to  butcher  his  two  aans.  Waller  and  Ciilbert;  and  after- 
wards learning  that  Themaid  still  ahowed  lugns  of  life,  and  had  even  been 
able  to  receive  the  last  aacismente,  thej  returned  with  &eah  tlixj,  and 
dragging  him  by  the  feet,  fractured  his  skull  as  they  hauled  him  down 
the  (tepg  before  the  churdi  porch.  Count  Charles  had  the  honour  of  a 
public  service  to  his  memory  on  the  Very  day  of  hia  death. 

One  of  Thesnard's  sons,  named  Henry,  escaped  the  matiacre  of  hia 
femily,  and  afterwanlB  married  Sibylla,  commonly  called  the  Rose,  daughter 
of  Mansiaea,  count  de  Goignea. 

Bouibourg  was  at  tlul  timt  a  piaae  of  importance,  and  Robst  the 
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Teenard,  caatellan  of  Bourboui^,  sod  twenty  men-at-armB, 
went  to  the  church  at  Bruges  to  hear  maaa.  There,  while 
praying  to  God  proBtrate  on  the  floor,  he  was  slain  by 
Burchard  de  Lille,  aud  thirty-two  other  men-at-arms,  and 
^moat  all  his  attendants  were  cruelly  maaaacred  on  the 
Bpot.  William  dTpres,'  haTing  heard  of  thia  monstrous 
outrage,  immediately  blockaded  the  castle  of  Bruges,  and 
beaet  the  oruel  murderers  on  all  sides,  until  the  king  of 
France  arriTed  with  William  the  Norman,  and  after  cl<Mely 
besieging  the  bloody  butchers  for  the  period  of  a  month, 
took  them,  and  cast  them  headlong  from  the  highest  tower. 
The  king  then  gave  the  duchy  of  Elandera  to  William  the 
Norman,  and  received  back  the  Veiin,  and  the  fortressea 
which  he  had  granted  to  him.'     But  William,  having  obtained 

Jeninlemite  bore  the  title  of  Count  de  Boiubouig  doiiiig  tbe  lattec  jtan 
of  ha  father,  Robert  the  Fiimaa. 

Atmoit  all  Burchaid'i  accomplices,  like  hnnself,  were  «f  the  &milr  of 
Bertulf  his  uncle,  proToet  of  St.  Domilien  of  Brnge9,  Hich-cbaplam  and 
chancellor  of  Flandera,  and  the  iuatigslor  of  thu  bloody  outrage.  Thnr 
BBmei  were  Quelric,  bertulfs  brother,  Bobert  hia  nephew,  Waller  another 
nephav,  William  de  Vervten,  Ingrun  Simentu,  Isaac,  hu  Gouiio,  Httket 
chitelain  of  Brugee,  nith  lome  othem. 

'  William  d'Yprea  vas  a  natural  aon  of  Philip,  the  second  ion  of 
Bobett  tbe  Frisian,  and  burgraie  of  Ypiea,  who  lost  hii  life  bj  falling  out 
of  a  window  in  1104.  William  took  bii  name  from  Ypree,  of  which  bs 
wai  Tiicount.  His  moth^  was  a  low  woman,  who  gained  her  liielihood  by 
•pinning  all  h«  daja.  It  is  not  at  all  certain  that  ha  waa  not  priij  to  the 
marder  of  Count  Charles:  demanding  of  Bertulf,  when  brought  to  hit  end 
on  the  gallows,  who  were  hia  accomplice!,  tbe  d^ing  man  replied,  '^  Yoa 
Icnow  aa  well  aa  I  do." 

Lewis  le  Qros  waa  compelled  to  beaiege  William  at  Ypree,  and  it  wai 
theie  that  he  waa  taken  prisoner  on  the  26th  of  Ap'iil,  and  not  at  Ttie,  a* 
QUI  Buthoi  atales  a  little  further  ou.  Being  thrown  into  priaon  at  Liit^ 
afterwards  at  Bruges,  and  then  conTCjed  back  to  Lisle,  he  was  set  at 
liberty  in  the  month  of  March,  1128,  on  promises  of  Gdelltf,  which  be  did 
not  keep.  On  the  premature  death  of  Count  William  he  made  himself 
master  of  LJcluse,  and  opposed  fhierre  d'Alsace,  who  dioTe  him  out  ol 
the  counCij,  and  farced  hun  to  take  lefbge  in  England,  where  he  entered 
the  seirice  of  King  Stephen,  and  became  notorious  in  the  lawlen  tima 
which  succeeded.  We  shall  hear  more  of  him.  This  William  d'Yprci 
was  one  of  the  miscreants  employed  bj  Hemj  I.,  as  principai  agent  in  hia 
intrigues  against  William  tbe  Morman  in  Flanders.  It  is  for  this  reason 
that  be  is  so  faTOurabl;  treated  bf  our  author, 

*  Tbe  caatle  had  been  invested  by  Gerrase  tbe  chamberlain  eight  day* 
after  the  bloody  deed,  and  he  was  soon  Sifierwardi  joined  by  Erain  and 
Daniel,  and  also  by  the  inhabitanta  of  Oand  (Ghent)  and  Bruges.    The 
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the  daclty  by  the  king's  gift  and  hereditsry  right,  lived  to 
gavera  it  only  eighteen  monthB,  and  tiiat  with  mnch  toil 
aad  anxiety. 

!Firat,  he  took  arms  against  the  traitors  who  had  com- 
paaaed  the  mnrder  of  Duke  Charles,  and  using  all  bis  efforts 
to  trace  them  out,  spared  no  one,  without  re^ird  to  nobility 
power,  rank,  or  penitence.  He  condemned  about  one  hun- 
dred and  eleven  of  them,  sentencing  them  to  perish  by 
being  cast  down  headlong,  or  by  other  cruel  deaths;  in 
consequence  of  which  the  relations  of  the  condemned 
crimiuBls  were  overwhelmed  with  grief,  and  conspired  for 
the  ruin  and  destruction  of  the  prince.  Elias  de  Son  Saens, 
,  his  guardian,  who  had  so  long  shared  bis  exile,  along  with 
Tird  de  Manieres,  both  of  whom  were  disinh»ited,  he 
rewarded  with  a  grant  of  the  castle  of  Montreuil.'  In  the 
month  of  Aug;ust  he  marched  an  army  against  Stephen, 
count  of  Boulogne,'  and  in  order  to  reduce  him  to  sub- 
mission, laid  waste  his  territories  with  fire  and  sword  in  the 
most  cruel  manner.  At  length  trusty  negotiators  were 
employed,  and  the  two  counts,  who  were  cousins,  joined 
hands,  and  concluded  a  truce  for  three  years. 

Meanwhile,  Duke  William  being  engaged  in  this  expe- 
dition, during  whiph  the  vicissitudes  of  fortune  were  some- 
times in  hia  lavour,  but  more  ofben  the  reverse,  Evain  de 
Gand,'  and  Daniel  de  Tenremonde,*  the  nephew  of  Baldwin 

king  and  William  Clito  anired  at  Brngea  oa  Eaata  Tncadaj;  and  on 

Tuesday  the  1 9lb  of  April,  the  besoged  nurendeied  at  diacietion.  Ibej 
wen  ttnownheodltM&oni  the  top  of  the  tower  of  Brug«eoD  Wednodar 
the  Srd  of  Kay.  rha  electjoo  of  Caaat  William  wsi  h«ld  at  Anaa, 
in  pnmntce  of  the  kiiw,  on  the  SSIli  oi  26th  of  Much,  and  leoewed  at 
Brngea  the  %id  of  April.

>  Stephen  de  Bloia,  count  de  BooiOgnF,  in  right  of  fail  wife  Matilda  de 
Boulogne,  and  oftarwHidi  king  of  England,  He  waa  oouaiD-germao  to 
WiUiam,  the  young  heir  of  Nonnandj. 

'  Eyain  de  Gand,  who  was  aftenrarda  lord,  and  tfeward,  of  St.  PnTon, 
Alott,  and  Waei.  He  wai  a  grandaoa  of  Baldwin  L  of  Gand,  and  the 
aecond  ion  of  Baldwin  11.,  nirnBmed  Le  Griw.  Evain  and  Doniul  nctcd 
by  the  initiation  not  onlj  of  Hem;  1.,  but  of  the  Counleta  Gertrudo, 
named  Fettonilla,  the  wife  of  Florence  II,  count  of  HQllBud,  and  akcr  of 
Tfaierre  of  Alsace.  It  wu  about  the  middle  of  February,  113S,  Chat 
Daniel,  who  undl  that  time  had  been  the  Mend  of  William  the  Nonntui, 
quarrelled  with  him  through  hi>  taking  the  port  of  the  Gantoig,  and  drew 
Eiain  into  the  affiur. 

*  Daniel  de  Tenremonde  appeal*  to  haie  been  a  cousD-german  of  Eraii^ 
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de  Gand,*  set  themHelvea  with  great  addreaB  to  obtain 
revenge  for  the  loss  of  their  Menda,  and  uaed  all  their 
efforts  to  accomplish  their  object,  to  the  loas  of  many. 
With  this  Tiew  they  applied  to  Thierri,  count  of  Alaace, 
and  reproached  bim  for  Buffering  his  hereditaiy  rights  to 
be  sacrificed  by  his  neelect  and  ulence,  and  promised  that 
if  he  aaaerted  his  <UMins  they  and  others  irould  sup- 
port them.  lu  consequence  Thierri,  count  of  Alaace,' 
and  Lambert,  count  of  Ardennes,'  marched  troops  into 
Flandere,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Fleminffs,  took 
possesion  of  a  rery  strong  caatle  called  Lisle,  together  with 
Fumes,  Gand,  and  several  others.  Duke  William,  on 
receiving  intelligence  of  this  movement,  concluded  a  truce 
with  Stephen,  count  of  Boulogne,  and  entered  on  a  mortal 
■trugg^  with  his  inteatine  foes.     He  had  to  deal  with  men 

II  well  at  hu  miMt  intiinate  ally.  The  firat  lotd  of  Tememonde,  of  whom 
we  am  find  anj  account,  ia  Rongat  de  Gand,  who  ii  Eoentioned  in  doco- 
mentaof  104G,  1052,  aod  1066.  His  aon,  Kangot  II.,  etevard  (i>ou6)  of 
St  Bavon  at  Gand,  left  an  only  daughtar,  who  conveyed  the  lordship  of 
T«iiremonde  to  Waller  de  Gaud,  supposed  to  have  been  one  of  the 
■ons  of  Baldwin  de  Gond,  lord  of  Alost,  who  died  in  IBOl,  and  was  Erain's 

rnd&ther.    These  two  dislinguitiied  Flemings  were  in  the  pay  of  Heoiy 
whose  mortal  hatred  pursued  his  nephew  William  even  into  Flandem 
Tenremonde,  now  Termonde  or  Dendermont,  standing  at  the  confluence 
of  the  Scheldt  and  the  Dendre,  trom  which  latter  riier  it  derives  its  name, 
is  B  large  town  above  ax  leagues  and  a  half  east  &om  Gand. 

*  Baldwin  de  Gand,  lord  of  Alost,  was  &ther  of  Baldwin  le  Gios,  wbo 
<Ued  at  Nice  in  1 1 1 0.  His  sons  were  this  Erain  and  his  elderi  brother, 
Baldwin  III.,  surnamed  Le  Louche.  Ue  also  bore  the  formidable  aumamB 
of  Oernofiodalfu,  on  account  of  the  length  of  his  beacd.  It  is  supposed 
that  be  was  privy  U>  the  anasainatiDn  of  Count  Charles.  It  appean  that 
he  had  either  died  or  taken  the  monastic  habit  before  the  24tb  of  Octobec, 
1127.  This  Baldwin  was  a  person  of  great  eminence,  and  ia  desdibed  bf 
the  chroniclers  aa  a  peer  of  the  peers  of  Flanders,  and  the  principal  of  the 

Ccipol  men  of  Brabant.  He  left  only  one  daughter,  whose  name  was 
trii.  Her  uncle'  Evain,  having  robbed  her  of  the  greatest  part  of  hei 
property  with  the  consent  of  Count  Thierri,  his  great  friend,  forced  her  to 
many  Henry,  the  son  of  Themard  of  Bourbouig,  who  afterwards  married, 
as  we  have  already  seen,  Sibylla,  also  called  the  Rose,  daughter  of  the 
Count  de  Guif^ei. 

Aloat  is  a  town  in  Bait  Flanden,  standing  on  the  Dendra,  wven  leajiuea 
S.E.  of  Gand. 

*  Thierri  d'AIsace,  the  eldest  son  of  Thierri,  doke  and  marqma  of  Lor- 
nine,  by  Gertrude  n  Flanden,  daoghtei  of  Sobctt  the  Fiisian.  We  find 
no  account  of  his  having  been  ever  count  of  Altace,  but  only  lord  of  Bitcbe. 

*  Lambert,  comit  of  Clermont,  near  Liege,  WH  Son  of  Conon,  count  de 
Uontaigo,  nephew  of  Qodti«f  de  BoniUoii. 
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who  were  noble  and  powerful,  diatinguislied  for  tlieir 
courage  and  intrepidity,  and  fonnidablo  for  their  wealth, 
their  alliancea  andfortreaaeH,  and  their  popularity  with  their 
countrymen. 

In  the  month  of  July,  the  duke,  having  aasembled  an  army, 
laid  Biege  to  the  castle  of  Alost,  and  in  concert  with  Gkidfrey, 
duke  01 'Louvaine,'  pressed  it  cioeelylbr  several  days.  Kmd- 
bera  flocked  to  hia  standard  out  of  Normandy,  for  there 
were  many  whose  attachment  to  him  was  bo  great,  and  who, 
deceired  by  fabe  hopes,  plaoed  bo  much  coundence  in  him, 
that  they  abandoned  their  native  country  with  their  natural 
lords  and  their  kindred,  to  serve  under  huu.  Some,  however, 
of  his  adherents  were  culprits  banished  for  treasona  and 


"William  d'Tpres,  a  son  of  Bobert,  count  of  Flanders,' 
was  the  first  to  oppose  him,  but  betrayed  by  fortune  he  fell 
into  the  duke'a  hands  at  Trie,  a  castle  in  the  Texin,'  and 
was  forthwith  committed  to  the  custody  of  Amauri  de 
Montfort.  Soon  afterwards  the  duke,  through  the  media- 
tion of  his  friends,  restored  him  to  his  favour  and  released 
him  from  txinfinement. 

There  were  three  fortresses  at  Ypres,  one  of  which 
belonged  to  the  duke,  another  to  this  Wdliam,  and  the  third 
to  Daniel  and  Evain.  It  was  in  this  last  that  the  duke's 
enemies  plotted  bis  death,  and  their  plan  was  to  force  an 
entrance  into  his  fortress  in  the  night  time ;  having  first 
stationed  fom^  troops  of  soldiers  outside,  to  prevent  his 
having  any  opportunity  of  avoiding  his  fate  by  flight. 
Meanwhile,  the  duke,  in  entire  ignorance  of  the  fatal  trap 
contrived  for  him,  paid  a  visit  to  a  young  girl  to  whom  he 
was  attached.  The  girl  knew  of  the  enemy's  plot,  and,  as 
according  to  her  custom  she  was  bathing  his  head,  abed 
tears.  The  young  prince  inquired  of  his  mistress  what 
caused  her  to  weep,  and  between  entreaties  and  threats, 
drew  from  her  with  great  addresB  all  the  particulars  which 
she  had' learnt  from  his  enemies  relating  to  their  plot  against

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his  liie.  Thereapon  he  Inntantly  seized  hia  arms,  without 
vailahg  to  have  hts  hair  combed,'  and  took  the  girl  with  him, 
lest  Bne  should  incur  aaj  risk ;  and  sent  her  under  the  care 
of  a  certain  abbot  to  William,  duke  of  Poitiers,  a  compani(Hi 
of  his  in  the  wara,  of  hiB  own  age,  requestiitg  him  to  pro- 
cure for  her  his  liberator  aa  honourable  marriage,  as  if  she 
Vere  hia  own  sister.    And  this  was  done. 

Then  Duke  William  passed  in  safety  through  all  the 
parties  who  were  placed  in  ambush  for  him,  and  incensed  at 
the  plot  condemned  his  enemies  as  traitors.  The  warlike 
young  prince  afterwards  collected  troops  &om  all  quarterB 
and  sat  down  before  the  castle  of  Alost,  assaulting  it 
vigorously,  and  using  every  effort  to  compel  the  gajrison  to 
surrender  the  place.  Often,  he  performed  in  hia  own  p^son 
the  duties  both  of  a  commander  and  private  soldier,  for 
which  his  loving  guardians,  who  feared  for  his  life,  frequently 
blamed  him.  He  often  marshalled  his  troops  and  com- 
manded them  like  an  able  gener^  but  still  cAener  he  fought 
like  a  gallant  novice  in  arms. 

One  day,  a  body  of  the  enemy  approached  a  certain  ford, 
with  the  intention  of  throwing  relief  into  the  besieged 
eiffrison ;  on  perceiving  which  the  dnke  instantly  sent  three 
hundred  men-at-arms  to  defend  the  ford.'  The  conflict 
being  much  prolonged,  and  the  enemy  receiving  reinforce- 
ments, the  duke's  troops  b^an  to  waver  and  gave  way  a 
little.  Seeii^  this,  bia  spirit  was  roused,  and  he  flew  to 
their  aid,  and  fighting  valiantly  so  encouraged  his  men  that 
they  routed  the  enemy.  On  his  return  he  made  a  sadden 
attack  on  the  outworks  before  the  castle  j^tes,  and  taking 
by  surprise  a  body  of  troops  who  had  salhed  out,  dispersed 
them  and  put  them  to  flight,  while  part  leaped  over  toe  en- 
trenchment. The  duke,  observing  this  movement,  and 
attempting  to  seize  the  lance  of  a  foot-soldier  who  still 
made  resistanoe,  was  unfortunately  wounded  by  the  steel

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blade  -wbicb  he  was  endeavoiirmg  to  catch  iu  hia  right  hand, 
the  point  entering  the  fleshy  p&rt  between  the  thumb  and 
tite  palm,  and  dangeroual;  piercing  an  arte^  in  his  arm. 
finding  himaelf  severely  wounded,  he  retired  from  the  spot, 
tmd  showing  the  wound  to  his  friends  cemplained  that  he 
HoSered  anguiah  which  struck  him  to  the  heart.  Soon  after- 
wards he  was  compelled  to  retire  to  his  bed ;  for  what  ii 
cdled  the  "  eacred  Ere  "*  mingled  with  the  inflammation  ot 
the  wound,  and  his  whole  arm  up  to  the  shoulder  turned  u 
black  as  a  coaL  He  lay  sick  for  five  days,  and  being  ^lenitent 
for  his  sins,  called  for  a  monk's  dress,  and,  fortified  by 
receiring  the  IJord'a  body  and  by  confession,  then  expired. 

Bliaa  and  Tirrel,  and  the  rest  of  the  duke's  household, 
who  had  always  served  him  faithfully,  concealed  the  fatal 
consequences  of  their  young  lord's  wound  &om  the  Flemings 
and  aU  straogerB ;  and  so  pressed  the  garrison  tliat  they  com* 
pelled  them  to  surrender  the  place.  Evain  who  cosmianded 
m  the  castle,  having  made  propositions  and  delivered  hostages, 
peace  was  signed,  aad  he  hecame  on  fiiendly  terms  with  the 
besiegers.  Then  they  led  him  to  the  tent  of  the  Korman 
duke,  and  showed  mm,  sorrowing,  the  body  of  their  lord 
lying  dead  on  a  bier.  "  Ton  may  see  here,"  they  said,  "what 
you  have  done ;  yon  have  fcJam  your  lord,  and  brought 
sorrow  on  thousands  withont  number."  Evain,  seeing  this 
began  to  tremble,  and  so  deep  was  -  hia  sorrow  that  he 
bnnt  into  teai^  Upon  which  Elias  said  to  him,  "  Cease,  I 
pray  you,  to  mourn,  for  now  your  tears  are  useless,  and  can* 
not  help  the  duke ;  go  and  take  your  arms,  cause  your  troops 
to  arm  themselves,  and  have  the  corpse  of  our  deceased  duke 
conveyed  with  all  honour  to  St.  Sertin." 

This  was  shortly  afterwards  done ;  the  convent  of  monks 
came  forth  in  procession  to  meet  the  corpse  and  received 
it  into  the  church.  There  it  was  buried  by  the  side  of  Duke

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Bobert,  and  b.  itone  laid  over  it,  on  vhicli  the  following 
epitaph  waa  inscribed :'

RodbsrtuB  palai  huic,  mSilerque  Sibjlk  fiuie  ;

"  Here  lies  William,  count  of  !FluiderB,  a  Boldier  of  renown, 
a  man  of  illuatriouB  birth,  who  became  a  monk  of  Sithieu. 
Bobert  was  his  &ther,  and  Sibylla  his  mother;  they 
governed  the  people  of  Normandy.  The  fifth  day  of  tiie 
calends  of  August  had  returned,  when  this  warrior  died  of  ft 
wound  received  at  Aloat." 

John  the  eon  of  Odo,  biBfaop  of  Bayeux,'  was  the  first  who 
brought  to  King  Henry  the  intelligence  of  his  nephew's  death, 
and  humblv  placed  in  hia  hand's  letters  under  his  seal,  in 
which  the  ayiug  pri»ce  entreated  his  uncle  to  forgive  turn 
for  all  the  ill  he  had  done  him,  and  conjured  him  to  receive 
iato  his  favour  those  who  had  attended  or  flocked  to  him  in 
his  eiile,  if  they  would  return  to  his  uncle's  court.  After 
reading  this  request  the  king  granted  it,  and  received  wiUt 
kindness  several  who  came  to  him ;  more,  however,  over- 
whelmed with  grief  for  the  loss  of  their  master,  took  the 
cross,  and  becoming  ezUes  for  Christ  went  on  pilgrimage 
to  his  tomb  at  Jerusalem.  Thierri  of  Alaace  became 
duke  of  Mandera,  and  made  an  alliance  with  Lewis,  king 
of  Prance,'  and  a  secret  treaty  with  Henry,  king  of 
England.  Stephen,  count  of  Boulogne,  and  the  other 
Normans  who  held  lands  in  Flanders,  did  homage  to  King 
Henry  in  right  of  his  crown.'    After  some  years,  Thierri

Sttppobted  by  the  aid  of  the  Supremo  Suler  of  events,  King 
Henry  stood  firm  at  the  summit  of  power  ia  the  midBt  of  so 
many  adverse  circumstancea,  and  pardoning  the  rebels  who 
abandoned  their  rash  enterprises  and  approached  him  as 
BuppUcanta,  he  wisely,  aa  well  as  kindly,  received  them  with 
favour.  I'lrst,  as  I  have  already  mentioned,  "William  de 
Boamare  made  an  honourable  peace  with  the  king,  and 
afterwards  was  admitted  among  hia  courtiers  and  intimate 
friends ;  the  king  also  gave  him  for  wife  the  noble  lady 
Matilda,  daughter  oF  Bichard  de  Beviers,*  who  bore  him  a 
fine  boy  named  William  Eliaa.'  William  de  Boumare  had 
been  ia  his  youth  a  libertine,  and  gave  the  rein  to  hia 
passions,  but  scourged  by  the  divine  rod,  he  fell  into  a 
grievous  sickness  ;  tnia  led  him  to  consult  with  Archbiahop 
Oeoffi^y,  under  whose  monitions  he  made  a  vow  to  Qod  for 
the  amendment  of  hia  life.  When  his  health  waa  reatored, 
returning  to  !Neuf-Marche,  where  four  aecular  canons  then 
served  the  church,  he  eatablished  seven  monks,  and  added 
liberally  to  the  endowment  which  Hugh  de  Qrantmeanil 

land  could  bare  an;  nueraintf  in  Flanden.  It  must  hate  been  fbr  their  lands 
in  Natmandj,  we  ahould  conclude,  that  thn«  lords  did  hoouige  to  Henij .

Williain,  the  joung  count  of  Manders,  having  died  in  the 
twenty-eighth  year  of  King  Henry's  reign,  with  him  departed 
the  strength  ttaA  daring  of  all  who  abetted  l^ini  againat  his 
nncle.  Their  daring  arrogance  had  no  one  to  whom  it  could 
be  attached,  after  tue  young  chief,  in  whose  cause  they  had 
devastated  the  fields  of  Normandy  with  fire  and  sword,  had 
perished.  Duke  Bobect,  who  was  then  confined  at  Devizes, 
felt  in  a  dieam  just  at  that  time  his  right  arm  struck  by  a 
laiice,and  he  seemed  thento  lose  the  use  of  it.  When  the  duke 
awoke  in  the  morning  he  said  to  those  about  him  :  "  Alas ! 
my  son  is  dead."  The  inteUigence  had  not  been  orally  con- 
veyed by  messsengers  to  that  place,  when  the  duke,  instructed 
by  his  dream,  intimated  to  hia  attendants  his  son's  death. 
He  himself  died  six  years  afterwu^  at  Cardiff,'  and  then, 
carried  forth  &om  his  prison,  was  buried  at  Gloncester. 

Ch.  XLVll.  ExtracUfi-omihe prophecies  of  Merlin  relating 

to  English  history,  with  comments  upon  them. 
See  how  the  prophecv  of  Ambrosius  Merlin,  delivered  in 
the  time  of  Vortigem,king  of  Britain*  was  clearly  fulfilled 
in  many  instances  during  a  period  of  six  hundred  years.  I 
may  therefore  be  allowed  to  introduce  in  this  work  some  of  his 
predictions  which  appear  to  relate  to  the  present  era.  Merlin 
was  contemporary  with  St.  Qerroanus,  bishop  of  Auxerre.  He 
twice  crosed  over  to  England  in  the  time  of  the  Emperor 
TaLentinian,'  and,  disputing  against  Felagius  and  his  disci- 
ples who  cavilled  at  the  docMne  of  divine  grace,  confuted 
the  heretics  by  many  miracles  wrought  in  the  name  of  the 
Ii<:ffd.   Then,  after  (levoutly  celebratmg  the  feost  of  Baater,

nippoeed  to  hare  flouriifaed  ibout  the  jtm  447.

Should  any- 
one desire  to  learn  more  of  these  events  and  the  fortunes 
of  the  Britons,  he  should  peruse  the  books  of  6ildas  the 
British  historian,  and  Bede  the  English  writer,'  in  which  the 
reader  will  find  a  lucid  narrative  of  the  acts  of  Vortimer  and

The  pretended  propheciej  of  Arabroiius  Merlin,  long  cherished  among 
the  native  population  of  Britaiti,  and  consoling  them  for  their  humiliii'Joa 
by  the  protfiiae  of  bloody  and  glorious  reprieals  on  the  AngEo-Saxon  race, 
do  not  appear  to  have  become  known  to  the  NormaLS  until  a  late  period 
in  the  leign  nf  Henry  1.  It  wai  probsbl;  about  the  tame  time  that 
the  Btorj  of  flmluB,  published  bj  Geofliej  of  Monmouth  soon  after- 
wards,  preeented  to  the  Normans,  in  a  series  of  absurd  fables,  a  magnificent 
account  of  the  origin  of  tlie  people  whom  the;  had  lately  reduced  to 
nibjiK^tion.  If  we  may  apply  the  term  to  >uch  romancea,  we  may  aay  thai 
these  "  Acts  of  the  Bretons"  were  of  t)ie  same  character  aa  the  "Acts  of 
the  Romans"  (Srafa  Eonanonan)  which  were  then  generally  current, 
and  from  which  our  author  frequently  horrowed  his  mWerials.  They 
formed  a  sort  of  Biitish  epic,  well  calculated  to  sein  the  atlention  of  the 
various  races  with  which  the  country  was  now  peopled  much  mote  vividly 
than  the  disjointed  stories  which  found  O^eir  way  over  the  channel;  and 
had  little  interest  but  for  (he  locahtiea  in  which  they  originated. 

The  prophecies  of  Merlin,  when  now  carefully  adapted  to  circumstances, 
and  thus  given  to  the  world,  were  admirably  suited  to  complete  a  reaction 
which  assumed  an  historical  character.  In  this  way,  the  pus],  the  present, 
and  the  future  of  the  English  nation,  and  its  mixed  populations,  were 
represented  as  ordered  and  linked  together  in  a  regular  series;  and  so  wt  Hod 
them  soon  afterwards,  as  a  natural  consequence,  in  the  work  of  Geoffrey  of 
Honmonth.  The  success  of  this  combination  was  immense,  both  in  Eng- 
land and  even  on  the  continent.  Not  only  the  people  of  Normandy,  but 
those  also  who  filled  its  castles,  its  schools,  and  its  cloisters,  and  even  gmve 
politicians,  such  as  Suget,  became  the  dupes  of  the  imposture.  The 
predictions  of  Merlin,  implicitly  accepted  as  soon  as  they  made  their 
appearance,  were,  like  the  Sibylline  books,  placed  on  nearly  the  same 
footing  as  the  holy  scriptures,  became  the  subjects  of  elaborate  com- 
mentaries as  early  as  the  twelfth  century,  and  were  frequently  quoted  with 
respect  during  the  whole  of  the  middle  ages.  Among  other  works  in 
which  these  prophecies  were  treated  as  authentic,  the  commentary  of 
Alain  de  Lisle,  printed  at  FranUbrt  in  1601  and  1649,  and  the  paiaphraM 
in  Teiae  of  John  of  Cornwall  nuy  be  especially  mentioned. 
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bis  brotbers,  witb  tbose  of  the  valiant  Arthur,  vho  fought 
twelve  battles  affainat  the  Engliab. 

We  are  told  that  Merlin  showed  Vortigem  a  pond  in  the 
middle  of  the  floor,  and  in  the  pond  two  veaBels,  and  in  the 
TesB6la  a  tent  folded  up,  and  in.  the  tent  two  wonna,  one  of 
which  waa  white  and  the  other  red.  The  worme  grew  verv 
fast,  and  becoming  dragons,  fought  desperately  with  eaea 
other.  At  last,  the  red  dragon  conquered  and  drove  the 
white  dragon  to  the  margin  of  the  pond.'  The  king  be- 
holding these  things,  with  the  Britone,  was  aorely  distressed 
and  wept.  Merlin,  being  then  interrogated  hy  the  astonished 
spectators,  explained  in  the  spirit  of  prophecy  that  the  pond 
in  the  middle  of  the  floor  signified  the  world;  the  two  vessels, 
the  British  isles ;  the  tent,  the  towna  and  villages  of  Britain, 
the  seats  of  human  habitation ;  by  the  two  worms  were 
meant  the  British  and  English  people,  who  should  harass 
each  other  hy  turns  in  fierce  conflicts,  until  the  bloody  Saions, 
who  are  designated  by  the  red  dragon,  had  driven  into  Corn- 
wall, and  to  the  shores  of  the  ocean,  the  Britons,  who  are 
Su-ed  by  the  white  dragon,  because  they  were  arrayed  in 
ite  at  the  baptismal  font  from  the  times  of  King  Lucius, 
and  pope  Eleutnerius. 

The  prophet  alao  predicted  tbe  course  of  events  which 
would  occur  iu  future  ages  in  the  islands  of  tbe  north,  and 
reduced  his  prophecy  to  writing  in  allegorical  language. 
Having  spoken  of  the  Germanic  worm  uid  the  decimation 
of  Neustria,  which  was  fulfilled  in  Alfred,  brother  of  Edward, 
[he  son  of  King  Ethelred,  and  his  companions  at  Guilford,' 
he  made    predictions  concerning  the  revolutions  of   the

It  sbnll  restore 
the  ancient  inhabitanta  to  their  homei,  and  the  ruin  of  the 
atrangere  shall  be  made  manifest.  Their  genna  ahaU  be 
eradicated  out  of  our  eardena,  and  the  remains  of  that  race 
ahall  be  decimated ;  they  shidl  bear  the  yoke  of  perpetual 
servitude,  and  shall  tear  their  mother  with  ploughs  and 
harrows.  Two  dragons  shall  succeed,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
slain  br  the  darta  of  malice,'  and  the  other  shall  perish 
under  tne  shadow  of  a  name  *  A  lion  of  justice*  ahall  suc- 
ceed, whose  joar  shall  cause  the  towns  of  France,  and  the 
dragons  of  the  island  to  tremble.  In  his  days  gold  shall  be 
extorted  Irom  the  lily  and  the  nettle,  and  silrer  shall  he 
scattered  abroad  by  the  hoofs  of  lowing  kine.  The  men 
with  crisped  locks  sWl  wear  clothes  of  various  textures  and 
colours,  and  their  exterior  shall  betoken  their  interior. 
The  feet  of  lurchera  shall  be  struck  off.  The  beaats  of  chase 
ahaU  he  undisturbed.  Humanity  ahall  mourn  over  the 
punishment.  The  tokens  of  commerce  shall  be  cut  in  sun- 
der, and  the  lialres  shall  be  round.'    The  rapacious  kites

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Bliall  perisb,  and  the  teeth  of  wolves  be  blunted.  The  lion'a 
whclpa  shall  be  tranaformed  into  aea-fishes,'  and  hie  eagle 
shall  huild  her  neat  on  the  Araunian  mountaina.'  Venedocia 
ahall  be  red  with  a  mother's  blood,  and  the  house  of  CorineiB 
B>iall  slay  uii  hretheren.'  The  island  shall  be  bathed  in  the 
tears  of  nightj  and  thence  the  people  shall  be  incited  to  all 
sorts  of  villainiea.*  The  men  of  after  times  shall  aspire  to 
Boar  alofb,  and  new  men  shall  rise  to  favour  and  eminence. 
Piety  shall  be  turned  by  the  impious  to  the  injury  of  tiiose 
who  possess  it.' 

"Armed  therefore  with  the  teeth  of  the  bear,  it  ahall  tran- 
acend  tlie  summits  of  the  mountaina  and  the  shade  of  the 
helmed  warrior.  Albany  ahall  be  roused  to  fu^,  and  calling 
in  those  who  dwell  by  her  side  shall  give  herself  up  to  the 
shedding  of  blood.'  A  bit  forged  on  the  Armoncan  sea 
shall  be  put  into  its  jaws ;  but  the  eagle  that  seyers  the  bond 
shall  devour  it,  and  shall  ezidt  in  making  her  nest  for  the 
third  time.     The  whelps  of  the  roaring  lion  shall  awake,and

He  Boall  invest  two  cities  with  palls,  and  confervirgiu 
gifts  on  virgins.  He  shall  therefore  obtain  by  his  merits  the 
uvour  of  the  Thunderer,  and  shall  be  crowned  among  the 
blest.  There  shall  arise  from  him  a  peat,*  which  shall  pene- 
trate every  where,  and  threaten  ruin  to  his  own  nation. 
Through  it  Neustria  shall  lose  both  islands,  and  he  shorn  of 
her  former  diginity.  Then  the  citizens  shall  return  to  the 
island." 

I  have  made  these  short  extracts  from  Merlin's  bock  and 
'  offer  them  to  the  studious  who  are  not  acquainted  with  it. 
Some  of  hir  prophecies  I  have  traced  to  events  now  past, 
and,  if  I  mistake  not,  more  of  them  will  be  verified  in  the 
experience  of  posterity  either  with  joy  or  sorrow.  Persons 
acquainted  with  history  will  easily  understand  the  words  of 

'  The  prophecira  of  Merlin  haTing  relation  to  Ireland,  are  intioduced 
and  commented  on  by  Giialdua  Cambreniia  in  bil  Hiilorj  of  Ihe!  Conquest  . 
of  that  island,  insomuch  that  from  this  circnmatance,  and  the  referenoe  la 
other  ancient  predictioni,  he  gate  it  (he  title  of  "  The  Vaticinal  History." 
The  redudng  the  UTeral  portiona  into  one  la  taken  to  refer  to  the  union  of 
the  four  protincn,into  vhich  Ireland  wu  dirided,  under  one  supreme  lord 
and  goiemor.  The  applicalinn  of  the  other  paaaegea  of  this  supj>(iaed 
prophecy  to  Irish  history  will  be  diacuned  in  a  forthcoming  edition  of  tbie 
works  of  Giraldus  Cambrensis  in  tha  ifMqiiarian  LBirary.  We  may, 
howeier,  here  remark,  ai  a  curious  addition  to  the  eiidenee  ire  have  pro- 
duced of  the  high  catimabon  in  which  thcae  prophecies  were  held,  that 
John  de  CouiGj,  one  of  the  prncipal  leader*  in  the  enterprise  for  the 
conquest  of  Ireland,  wai  so  caorinced  of  their  truth  that  he  alnaji 
carried  n  copy  of  them  about  his  peiaon,  and  applied  poitiona  of  them  to 

'  Lusi.  There  is  an  important  TarintioD  in  GeaSmj't  and  all  the  other 
Tenions  of  the  propheciea,  which  read  hmai,'  and  thii  panage  waa  in  a 
later  age  applied  to  Henrj  II.,  although  uatory  does  not  lead  ua  lo  think 
that  the  kiog  ira>  gifted  with  the  qoick  aenie  aUiibuted  to  Chat  animal. 
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Itferlin,  whon  they  recollect  what  happened  under  Hengiet 
and  Catigim,  Paacent  and  Arthur,  Ethelbert  and  Edwin, 
Otiwald  and  Oswy,  Cedwal  and  Alfred,  and  other  princes 
both  English  and  British,  until  the  times  of  Henry  and 
Griffyth,'  who  in  the  uncertainty  of  their  lot  are  etill  eipec- 
ting  what  may  befall  them  in  the  ineffable  dtapenaations  of 
Divine  Providence.  For  instance,  it  is  as  clear  aa  light  to 
the  intelligent  reader,  that  Merlin  is  speaking  of  the  two 
sons  of  William,  when  he  saya :  "  Two  Dragons  shall 
succeed,"  meaning  libertine  and  fierce  princes,  "  one  of 
whom,"  that  is  William  Enfus,  "  shall  be  slain  by  the  darts 
of  mijice,"  namely  by  an  arrow  in  hunting,  "the  other," 
that  is  duke  BoMrt,  "shall  perish  in  the  shadowa  of  a 
dungeon,  retaining  only  hia  former  title,"  that  of  duke. 
"  The  lion  of  justice  shall  succeed,  which  refers  to  Henry," 
at  whose  roar  the  towers  of  France  and  the  Island  dragons 
shall  tremble ;  because  in  wealth  and  power  he  transcenda 
all  who  reigned  in  England  before  nim.  In  the  same 
manner,  the  wise  can  clearly  decypher  the  rest.'    I  might

'  The  result  of  oui  eiaminalion  of  the  teif  of  these  prophecies  is  that 
OrdericuB  and  Geofirey  ueed  one  and  the  same  Latin  banslation  of  them, 
which  was  then  in  eiistence,  but  waa  not  of  earlier  date  than  the  reign  of 
Henry  I. ;  but  Geoffi^y  omitted  lonie  paaeageB  and  introduced  others  which 
have  been  pointed  out  ui  preceding  notes. 

We  may  also  obgene  that  the  Latin  translation  of  the  hiilory  of  Brite 
was  no  more  Geoffrey's,  than  that  of  the  prophecies  of  Merlin.  Henry  of 
Huntingdon  infoms  us,  in  his  epistle  to  Warin,  that  when  he  was  at  the 
abbey  of  Bee  in  Normondv,  on  his  way  to  Rome  (in  1139),  Robert  Del. 
mont  (called  also  De  Torigni},  a  monk  of  that  society,  showed  him,  to  hia 
great  surprise,  a  manuscript  of  GeotTrey's  work  recently  written.  This 
could  hardly  have  escaped  the  research  of  Henry  .of  Huntingdon  in 
England,  if  it  had  already  been  in  the  library  of  Alexander,  bishop  Oi 
lancoln,  the  historian's  pateon,  "  I  have  never  been  able  to  discover  any 
traditions  or  writings  containing  records  of  the  earlier  periods  of  Engli^ 
hblorf " — he  tells  his  friend  Waiin,  who  being  a  Breton  was  acquainted 
with  these  marvelloua  compositions,  and  blamed  him  fbr  having  omitted 
any  notice  of  them  in  his  chronicle.  It  may  therefore  be  infetrei!  that 
Oeoflrey  of  Monmouth  met  with  a  Iranslatioo  of  these  British  annats,  and 
was  content  to  make  a  mere  transcript  of  it,  as  it  is  quite  clear  that  be  did 
of  the  piopbeciea  in  the  passage  quoted  by  Ordericus, 
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sar  more  in  explanatioii,  if  I  undertook  to  write  a  commen- 
tary on  Merlin.  But  leaving  tluB,  I  reaume  the  course  of 
my  narrative,  and  shall  faithfully  relate  the  eventa  which 
have  occured  in  my  own  time. 

Ch.  XLVIIL  Succetiion  of  the  Patriarch*  of  Jerusalem — 
Stckneit  and  death  of  Oenfrey,  archbuhop  of  Souen—A 
synod  there — Heary't  daughter  Matilda  marries  Qeoffrof 
Plantagenet — Mtdk,  count  of  Anjou,  marriet  SalduHn  t 
daughter,  and  tueceedt  kim  ae  king  of  Jerusalem. 
Ik  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1128,  the  sixth  indiction,  died 
Gormoad,'  patriarch  of  Jerusalem.  After  him  Stephen  of 
Chartrea'  governed  the  holy  Sion  for  two  years.  On  his 
death  te  waa  micceeded  by  "William  of  rianders.'  In  the 
seventh  indiction,  Geoffrey,  archbishop  of  Eouen,  fell  _sick, 
and  after  a  long  illness  departed  this  life  on  the  aiith  of  the 
calends  of  December  [Uovember  26th].*  "Wliile  the  arch- 
bishop lay  sick,  and  in  concern  for  the  salvation  of  his  soul, 
eave  away  all  he  possessed,  Matthew,  a  monk  of  Cluni, 
who  was  bishop  of  Albano  and  legate  of  the  Soman  church, 
came  to  Bouen  to  meet  King  Henir,  and  treat  with  him  on 
matters  concerning  the  welf^e  of  the  church.  "Whereupon, 
by  the  king's  command,  the  hishops  and  abbots  of  Normandy 
were  convoked  at  Eouen,  the  capital,  and  in  the  king's  pre- 
sence heard  the  decrees  pronounced  by  the  legate  of  Pope 
Honorius  to  the  following  effect-.* — 

"  That  no  priest  shall  have  any  wife.  Any  priest  who 
will  not  give  up  cohabiting  with  a  concubine  snail  not  hold 
a  church,  or  obtain  any  share  in  ecclesiastical  preferments, 
and  none  of  the  faithful  shall  hear  mass  celebrated  by  him.'

The  Boman  legate  then  absolved  all  persons  fiwn  their 
past  traiiagresaiona  ;  and  in  the  month  following,  aa  I  have 

land  two  years  before,  principBlly  on  account  of  the  scandal  occasioned  by 
the  cardinal  legate,  John  de  Crema,  who  was  tiu6  to  have  been  detected  in 
the  act  of  fomication  the  veij  ni^ht  after  he  hod  dechimed  in  the  synod 
on  the  immomlities  of  the  cierfij.  Henry  of  Huntingijon  giies  the  best 
account  of  this  RiTair  (Hist  p.  iBi);  and  it  is  hIsd  mentioned  by  mist  at 
the  other  historians.  The  consequence  was,  that  the  cardinal  turned  hia 
steps  homewards  in  confusion  and  dishonour.  He  mifl  not,  as  he  ia  called 
in  some  lereinni  of  the  chronicles,  bishop  of  Cremona  or  Crema,  but  a 
native  of  the  latter  place,  a  city  in  the  Bolngnen,  and  son  of  Ulric  mi 
Ratilila.  Created  a  cardinal -priest,  under  the  title  of  St.  Chrysogonus,  ty 
Pascal  II.,  he  was  employed  to  liesiege  the  antipnpe,  Greeory  VIII, 
(Mwirice  Bnurdin),  in  SuUi,  and  found  means  to  carry  him  off  bound  in 
fetters  to  Rome,  as  ne  have  before  seen  (p.  13).  Ciacomiui  is  compelled 
lo  admit  llie  chan^  of  omony,  and  especialiy  of  his  being  surprised  in 
the  act  of  fomication  alleged  against  bim  by  Henry  of  Huntingdon,  Roger 
de  Hoveden,  and  Matthew  of  WcJilininster.  The  historian  of  the  popeB 
makes  the  most  of  the  lileniK  of  William  of  Malmeshury,  a  purely 
negative  argument,  whith  does  not  appear  by  any  means  conclusive. 

From  England  this  legate  went  to  Scotland,  engaged  in  lils  usual  misnian 
against  ecclesiastics  who  were  married,  or  ^cu^inarrled.  ile  had,  ther^ 
fore,  to  pass  through  Durham,  where  he  w.is  enteitained  by  bishop  Ranulf 
Flamban).  This  gave  rise  to  another  story  of  the  same  kind,  in  which 
Uie  old  bishop  boro  a  part.  But,  crafty  as  Flambard  always  vaajjit  is 
difficult  to  conceive  thxt  after  the  scandal  of  his  adventure  at  London,  the 
caidinol  should  have  bllen  into  the  snare  laid  for  him,  and  so  soon  eiposed 
himself  10  the  same  danger. 

We  hare  remarked  before  that  Ring  Hairy  mmuged  to  toni  tMi  dispute 
to  hia  own  ad>antaj;e,  filling  his  Irenury  with  ttie  mooey  paid  him  by  the 
clergy  foi  licence  to  retain  tb^  eoiyugal  priiilegea. 
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aaid  before,  the  arclibisbop  died.  There  were  atthia  synod, 
with  the  legate,  Geoffrey  bishop  of  Chartres,  GosseUn  the 
Ked,  bishop  of  Soisaona,  and  all  the  bishops  of  Normandy, 
namely,  Bicbard  of  Bayeus,  Ouen  of  Evreux,  Turgia  of 
ATTanches,  John  of  Liaieui,  Eichard  of  Coutanues,  and 
Jobs  of  SeeK.  Several  abbots  were  also  present,  namely, 
Roger  of  Fecamp,  William  of  Jumiegea,  Hagenfred  of  St. 
Ouen,  "Warin  of  St,  Eyroult,  Philip  of  St.  Taurin,  witb 
Alann,  abbot-elect  of  St.  "Wandrille,  and  some  others.  They 
were  protected  by  K!iiig  Henry,  who  would  not  permit  the 
biebopa  to  subject  them  to  any  grievance.' 

In  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1129,  the  serentb  indio- 
tion,  the  boy  Philip  was  chosen  by  hia  father  Philip, 
and  crowned  aa  king  at  Sheima  hy  Eeynold  II.,'  arch- 
bishop of  that  SCO  on  Easter  day ;  but  two  years  after- 
irsrds  he  was  ao  severely  fractured  by  hia  horse  falling  under 
him,  that  he  died  at  Paris.* 

The  same  year  King  Henry  gave  hia  daughter  Matilda  to 
Geoi&ey  count  of  Anjouj  Turgis,  the  aged  bishop  of 
Ayranchea,  giving  them  the  nuptid  benediction.'   After  the

Henrj  of  Huntingdon  thus  speak*  of  it ;  "  The  BBgaciout  king  Heniy 
spent  the  whole  of  the  next  jear  (llSfl)  in  Nonuandy,  and  made  a  hoetije 
iuCTinion  Into  France,  because  the  French  king  tupporled  hi>  nephew  and 
enemy.  He  encamped  for  eight  iajs  at  Epernon,  as  securely  as  if  he  had 
been  in  hia  own  dominiona,  and  compelled  King  Lewis  to  nithdraw  his 
nccour  from  the  earl  of  Flandere."  SitL  p.  251.  Koger  of  Wendom 
a^ea  Huntingdon,  but  pUcea  the  Ikct  under  the  jear  1129,  when  lliia 
dirersion  mold  no  longer  hate  had  any  object.

Xc  serans  clesi  (hat  they  were  betrothed  at  Rouen  al  Whitsontide,  May 
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due  celebtstiou  of  this  nuirriage,  Count  !Fulk  went  ^ain  oa 
a  pilgrimaga  to  Jerusalem,'  aad  there  married  the  daughter 
of  Baldwin  II.,  obtaimng  easily  by  thia  union  the  kingdom 
of  Jerusalem  and  the  principality  of  Antioch,  which  the 
moBt  famous  warriors  had  acpuired  with  bo  much  difficulty.* 
Indeed,  his  aged  father-in-law  offered  him  the  crown  at  once, 
but,  as  the  junior,  he  refused  to  accept  it  during  Baldwin's 
life.  Still,  B8  his  son-in-law  and  heir,  Fulk  held  the  reina 
of  power  during  the  year  afterwards  that  the  old  king  aup- 

A-t  firet  he  provided  for  the  future  with  less  caution  than 
was  politic;  too  hastily  appointing  governors  and  changing 
other  authorities  without  aufBcient  reason.  The  chiefs  who 
had  obstinately  fought  against  the  Turks  from  the  beeinning, 
and  with  great  labour  reduced  cities  qnd  strong  places  to 
subjection  under  Godfrey  and  the  two  Baldwins,  the  new 
prince  treated  with  coolness,  and  lending  a  too  willing  ear 
to  strangers  from  Anjou  and  other  new  comers  who  had  no 
experience,  repaid  tneii  flatteries  by  calling  them  to  the 
counsels  of  the  kingdom,  and  entrusting  to  them  the  custody 

25,  1 127,  in  the  presBnce  of  King  Henry,  who  then  conferred  the  order  of 
kaiglithDO<l  nith  great  MlBDUiity  on  his  iDl«nded  Ka-in-kw  and  Gre 
young  gentlemen  of  Anjou.  But  as  the  cuuet,  who  waa  bom.  on 
August  21,  1163,  wiu  not  jet  fifteen  yean  old,  we  imagine  with  am 
author  and  the  chronicle  of  Toura,  thai  the  marriage  nai  not  celebrated 
until  the  octave  of  Whitsunday  in  1129,  which  fell  that  year  on  June  2, 
and  that  it  was  golemniied  at  Mana  by  the  bishop  of  the  diocene,  Guj 
d'Etampes,  aniated  by  the  bishop  of  S^ez,  and  probably  by  the  prelatea  of 
Touraina  and  Anjou.  It  ia  very  liliely  that  on  account  of  the 
infirmitieB  of  the  archbiehop  of  Rouen  it  was  Turgis,  the  bishop  oT 
Avranches,  who  officiated  at  the  mpoueola,  a>  our  author  relates,  either  in 
the  capacity  of  dean  of  the  suffiugiuu,  or,  in  the  ahaence  of  the  biihop  of 
Bayeui,  the  firat  aufiiagan. ' 

The  marriage  did  not  turn  out  happily :  "  a  few  days  only  pasaed,"  aaja 
Simeon  of  Durham,  "  when  it  whb  told  the  king  that  his  daughter  mis 
repudiated  and  cast  off  by  her  husband,  and  had  relumed  to  Ruuen  utitli 
a  small  relinue,  which  troubled  him  much.  It  appears  that  both  husband 
and  vifb  had  moat  disagreeable  tempers.  However,  we  find  that  in  1130, 
after  deliherstion  in  solemn  coundl,  it  naa  resolved  that  the  king't 
daughter  should  be  restored  te  her  husband,  the  count  of  Anjou,  «  be

of  fortresses,  the  former  goTeroors  being  set  aside.  This 
occasioaed  deep  resentmeat,  and  the  pnde  of  the  nobles 
deeperately  revolted  againat  the  inexperienced  prince  who 
made  these  changes  in  office.'  Inspired  witK  the  spirit  of 
evil,  they  long  directed  agdnst  their  fellow  Christiaris  that 
warlike  enterprise  which  they  should  have  unaoimouBlj 
employed  against,  the  Gentiles,  unitiog  with  them  in  all 
parts  against  each  other.  Hence  ensued  the  loes  of  many 
thoiisand  men  and  of  some  strong  plaees. 

In  the  year  of  onr  Lord,  1130,  the  eighth  indiction,  Bald- 
win II.,  king  of  Jerusalem,  died'  on  the  eighteenth  of  the 
calends  of  September  [August  15th],  and  Eulk  of  A^jou  has 
now  been  king  six  years.' 

In  the  same  year  Hugh  of  Amiens,  a  monk  of  Cluni,  and 
abbot  af  Reading,  was  made  archbishop  of  Rouen.* 

In  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1131,  Pope  Honoriua  died  at 
Borne,  and  there  presently  arose  a  scandalous  schism  in  the 
church  of  God ;  for  Gregory,  the  deacon,  was  elected  pope 
by  some  persons,  and  named  Innocent,  while  others  con- 
secrated Peter,  Anaclete.*

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Whuk  the  pilgrimB  from  tte  "West  nfere  engaged  in  con- 
stant wars  against  the  Pagans  in  Palestiiie,  aod  by  frequent 
conflicts  and  long  eieges  reduced  Jerusalem  and  other  cltiea 
to  the  dominions  of  Christ,  G«ofirey  count  of  Mortain,' 
the  sou  of  count  £otroa,  a  man  eminent  for  many  good 
qualitiea,  fell  sick  unto  death,  and  having  called  ahout  liini 
the  lords  of  le  Perche  and  le  Corbonnais,  who  were  Tassals 
to  bim  as  count  of  Mortain,  he  put  his  aSairB  in  order 
with  ^at  wisdom.  Givinff  prudent  directions  to  his  wife 
Beatrix,  who  was  the  daughter  of  the  count  do  Bouci,'  and 
the  lords  of  his  own  county,  he  prayed  them  faithfully  to 
maintain  peace  and  security,  and  keep  his  lands  and  strong 
places  for  his  only  son  Botrou  who  had  gone  in  pilgrimage 
to  Jerusalem.'  Then  the  hrave  lord,  having  duly  re- 
ceived all  the  rites  of  the  church,  was  maJde  a  Cluniac  monk 
and  died  in  the  middle  of  Octoher,  at  his  castle  of  Nogent,* 
where  he  was  huried;  his  father  having  commenced  buudlng 
a  mouaetery  there  in  honour  of  St.  Dionysius  the  Areopa- 
gite,  which  he  had  richly  endowed  with  lands  and  other 
possessions.'  i 

In  the  coarse  of  the  same  month  also  died  William  de 
Moulins  a  moat  intrepid  lord-marcher,  who  was  buried  in 
the  chapter-house  at  St.  Evroult.* 

In  the  year  of  our  Lord  1100,  the'  great  nobles  having 
accomplished  the  purposes  for  which  they  went  to  Jemsa- 
lem,  returned  home,  and,  as  was  just,  reinstated  themselvea 
in  their  own  possessions.     Then  Eobert  duke  of  Normandy,

and  many  others  came  back  in  safety  and  took  posseHsion  of 
their  territories ;  amidst  the  congratulations  of  their  friends 
and  neighbours.' 

Ch.  II.  Alfonto  J.,  king  of  Navarre,  receiteg  ike  aamtfance  of 

hU  eouam  Sotrou,  eornit  qf  Mortain,  agaitiit  the  Ijtfideh. 
A  BHOBT  time  afterwards  Alfonso,  king  of  Arragon,"  was 
severely  pressed  by  the  Pagans,  and  suffered  greatly  from 
frequent  encounters  and  heavy  loaees.  He  therefore  sent 
envoys  to  his  cousin  Sotrou,  and  humbly  entreated  him  to 
come  to  his  aid  in  the  war  he  vas  waging  against  the  hea- 
thens, and  bring  French  auxiliaries  whose  valour  bad  been 
tried  in  many  difficult  circumstances.  He  also  proinised  to 
give  the  French  who  rendered  him  service  liberal  pay,  and 
fertile  lands  to  such  as  chose  to  remain  with  him.  The 
most  valiant  count,  without  loss  of  time,  summoned  together 
his  companions  in  arms,  and  marching  to  the  aid  of  the  king 
lis  cousin,  gave  him  lus  support  without  fraud  or  covin ; 
but  he  did  not  find  the  same  good  faith  among  the  Spaniards. 
■  For  although,  with  his  comrades  and  compatriots,  he  per- 
formed many  noble  exploits,  and  the  Saracens  were  much  ter- 
rified by  their  prowess,  the  SpsniardB  contrived  plots  aguuat 
them,  and  laid  plans  for  cuttmg  ofi^  their  own  auxiliaries ;  as 
it  is  supposed,  with  the  consent  of  the  king.  This  infamous 
design  having  been  discovered  to  the  French  by  some  of  the 
accomplices,  Botrou  and  his  companions  bid  urewell  to  the 
ting  and  his  treacherous  Spaniards,  and  returned  to  France 
without  any  adequate  reward  for  their  great  exertions. 

Ch.  III.  Soitilitiet  between  Sotrou  count  de  Mortain,  and 

Robert  de  Beletme  about  their  bordering   territories — 

Their  relationihi^. 

AeottT  this  time  serious  disputes  arose  between  Botrou 

and  Bobert  de  Bel^sme  respecting  certain  claims  which

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those  mareheT  lords  had  on  each  othSr  in  relation  to  the 
border  of  their  respective  territories.  In  consequence, 
fierce  hostilities  broke  out  between  them,  the  farms  on  both 
Bides  were  pillaged  and  given  to  the  flames,  the  defenceless 
people  plundered,  Buffering  great  losses,  and  being  iept  in 
continual  alarms ;  so  that  both  the  military  and  rural  tenants 
who  held  under  these  lords,  were  grievously  harassed.  How- 
ever, Hotrou  gained  the  advantage,  having  defeated  and  put 
to  flight  Eobert  in  battle,  .and  tshen  several  of  his  men ; 
whom  he  kept  in  close  imprisonment.  These  lords  were 
cousins,'  and  in  consequence  had  quarrels  respecting  the 
possessions  of  their  ancestors.  Warin  de  Domfrout  who 
■was  strangled  by  demons,'  was  Botrou'a  great-grandfather; 
Mid  Eobert  (I.)  dc  Belesme,  whom  the  sons  of  Walter  le 
Sore  butchered  like  a  pig,  with  strokes  of  their  aies,  in  the 
the  dungeon  of  Balon,'  was  the  uncle  of  Mabel,  Hobert's 
mother.  "Wherefore,  Bobert  (11.)  obtained  sole  possession  of 
Domfrout,  Belesrae,  and  all  the  domains  of  his  parents,  and 
80  far  from  allowing  any  one  to  ahare  a  portion  of  his  wealth 
and  power,  he  was  never  satisfied  unless  he  was  further 
aggrandizing  them  by  force  or  fraud. 

The  counts  Geoffrey  and  Botrou  having  adjoining  territo- 
ries, had  made  frequent  and  urgent  demands  [on  Eobert  de 
Belfesme]  for  the  restitution  of  thoir  portion  of  the  inherit- 
ance of  their  ancestors  ;  but  that  tyrant,  being  in  possession 
of  thirty-four  strong  places,  defied  all  their  efforts  to  recover 
their  rights,  although  they  were  able  to  inflict  severe  losses 
upon  him.  Meanwhile,  Henry  king  of  England,  becoming 
sensible  of  Hotrou's  worth,  bestowed  upon  him  his  daughter

Ch.  IV.  Second  expedition  of  Count  Motrou  and  the  French 
againtt  the  Moora  in  Spain — The  Moors  defeated  in  a 
general  engagement  hg  the  allied  foreet  (fthe  French  and 
Arragoneae. 
The  Saracens,  having  learned  the  departure  of  the  French, 
ndlied  their  course,  and  renewing  their  inroads  on  the 
territories  of  the  ChristianB,  manifested  their  strength  by 
CTuel  maBsacres,  in.  which  numbers  perished.  The  Arragon* 
ese,  oppressed  by  their  enemy,  and  ashamed  of  their  conduct 
[to  Count  Sotrou],  again  called  in  the  aid  of  the  French, 
and  making  them  amends  for  their  former  ingratitude,  pro- 
mised, on  oath,  to  bestow  on  them  lands  and  honours.  The 
connt,  therefore,  dismissing  from  his  mind  their  previous 
quarrels  and  the  base  treatment  he  had  undergone,  accepted 
tne  proposals  of  his  friend  and  cousin,  and  gathering  a  large 
force  from  all  quarters,  led  them  boldly  into  the  enemy's 
country,  prepared  to  make  war  on  the  Pagans.  Exulting  in 
8Uch  powernd  succour,  the  Spaniards  received  the  French 
vrith  great  demonstrations  of  joy,  and  to  make  amende  for 
their  former  wronga,  quartered  them  in  their  cities  of 
Toledo,'  Tudela,  and  Fampeluna,  and  other  towns,  heaping 
on  them  honours  and  possessions.  But,  impatient  for 
action,  the  French  assembled  from  their  several  stations  in 
the  beginsing  of  summer,  and,  having  driven  the  infidels  out 
of  the  countiy  of  their  allies  by  several  bloody  engt^ements, 
crossed  the  frontiers  to  make  reprisals  in  the  enemy's  terri- 
tory. By  God's  help  they  took  ample  vengeance  for  the 
losses  and  insults  which  they  had  suffered,  and  finding 
abundance  of  provisions  and  all  othei^  supplies  in  these  dis- 
tricts, spent  the  winter  there. 

Then  Botrou,  coimt  of  Mortain,  with  the  French,  the

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bishop  of  Sor^oBBit,'  with  the  EJughts-PaliueTs,'  &nd  Oaeton 
de  Bearn,'  with  the  Gtwcons,  fortified  Fencadel,*  where 
there  ore  two  impregnable  towers,  aad  held  it  for  six  weeka. 

At  length  engaging  with  Amoi^au,'  king  of  YaleQcia,  they 
marched  on  Xativa,  but  the  Pagans  retreated  before  they 
were  attacked.  The  allied  forces  then  retired,  leaving  a 
garrison  of  sixty  soldiers  in  the  fortress  of  Pencader,  They 
were  encountered  on  their  march  by  a  body  of  Almoravid^ 
and  Andalnsians,*  sent  fiNim  Africa  by  their  king  Ali,  son  of 
Justed,'  who  blockaded  them  in  tbe  castle  of  Serral  during 
three  days.  The  Christians  having  devoted  these  three  days 
to  penance  for  their  sins,  featiag  and  prayer,  and  iuToking 
the  name  of  God,  gave  battle  to  tbe  enemy  on  the  eighteenth 
of  the  calends  of  September  [August  14th].  The  engage- 
ment lasted  all  day ;  but  their  valour  being  atrenetben^  by 
heavenly  aid,   after    sunset   victory  crowned    their  arma,

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although  darkneas  coining  on,  they  could  not  venture  to  risk 
the  pursuit  of  the  flying  enemy  for  any  great  diatance  on 
roads  with  which  they  were  unacquainted. 

The  day  before  the  general  engagement,  Warin  Sancho,  a 
person  of  great  merit,  ascended  the  heights  with  the  knights- 
palmers  ;  and  the  Christians,  comhatmg  in  Qod's  might, 
defeated  King  Albamon,'  who  held  the  mountains  at  the  head 
of  cue  hundred  and  fifty-four  thousand  foot  soldiers.  Of 
this  vast  host  countless  numbers  perished,  either  by  the  arms 
of  their  pureuers,  or  bemg  driven  over  the  precipices,  by 
excessive  fatigue  and  thirst,  or  other  kinds  .  of  death. 
Thus  fell  the  Africans  who  came  to  the  support  of  the 
idolaters'  in  Spain;  and  sent  to  the  shades  below  by  the 
weapons  of  the  Christians,  suffer  with  their  kings  the  tor- 
ments of  Hell.  After  this,  some  of  the  Kormans  and  French 
made  choice  of  suitable  spots,  and  there  settled  and  fixed 
their  habitations.  But  Silrester  de  Saint-Calais,'  and  Begi- 
nald  de  BaUol,*  with  some  others,  retunied  to  their  native 
land,  preferring  their  patrimonial  estates  to  possessions 
in  a  foreign  lana. 

I  Aliarmaum  rex.  M.  Reinsud  coDJectona  tbat  tbii  pereon'i  name  vw 
Tamien,  a  brother  of  the  prince  of  Morocco,  to  whom  he  had  giTsa  the 
gOTenunent  of  the  proTincea  of  the  eut  of  Spain  under  the  yoke  of  the 
AlmorBTidee.  But  it  would  rather  appear  that  the  name  in  the  text  a  Al- 
Hamon  Laliniied.  A  race  of  princee  of  tliis  name  long  flourished  as 
caliphs  of  Cordova. 

*  We  have  had  ftequenl  reasoD  to  remark  how  ill  acquunted  the  writere 
of  the  middle  ages  generally  were  with  even  the  fint  principles  of  the 
Mahometan  religion  ;  anjhow,  idolatry  was  the  last  thing  one  ahould  have 
expected  to  lind  imputed  to  them.  Ordericus,  in  common  with  the  other 
Rhroniclera,  generally  calls  them  pagan^  or  gentiles  (heathens).  Once  or 
twice  only  he  uses  the  more  proper  term,  infidels. 

'  Not  the  Calais  with  which  we  are  b^  acquainted,  but  a  little  town  on 
the  Sarthe,  N.W.  of  Orleans.

At  thifl  time,  Bobert  de  Culie,'  Bumamed  Burdet,'  a  Normui 
knight,  reeolved  on  eettling  in  Spain,  and  retired  to  a  city 
called,  in  old  records,  Tarragona.  It  was  there  that,  as  we  read, 
the  holy  martTrs^of  Christ,  Fructuosus,  bishop,  and  Augu- 
Ins  and  Eulogiua,  deacons,'  suffered  in  the  time  of  the  empe- 
ror Oalienua.  HaTiag  been  first  thrust  into  prison,  on  being 
exposed  to  the  flames,  when  their  bonds  were  consume^ 
extending  their  hands  in  the  form  of  a  cross,  they  prayed  to 
be  burnt,  to  death,  and  their  prayer  was  granted.  Theae 
martyrs  were  celebrated  in  a  poem  composed  by  Aurelius 
Clemens  Prudentius,'  inserted  in  his  Book  of  Martyr*, 
wherein  he  describes  their  triumphant  struggle  in  beauti&l 
rerses.      Tarragona  was  the  seat  of  a  metrooolitsn,  and

Lowesby,  in  that 
county,  wni  the  chief  seat  of  the  family  in  England,  of  which  Hn^ 
de  Buniet,  who  accranpsnied  the  Conqueror,  i*  supposed  to  haTe  been  ^ta 
fbunder )  bat  the  conneotinE  link  between  him  and  Sir  Bobert  of  CdIib  is 
lost. 

'  St  IVuctuOSOS,  the  fint  bishop  of  Tarragona  on  lecord,  wrtb  SS. 
Augulus  and  Euli^us,  deacons,  were  given  to  the  flamee  in  that  d!tj, 
January  21,  259. 

*  Aurelius  Pnidentliu  (Rantia,  tat  thai  is  the  proper  oirangemenl 
(although  the  second  i>  ganerally  known  as  his  proper  name,  ai  our  author 
considen  it),  was  a  Christian  poet  of  the  fourth  century.  He  la  supposed 
to  hare  been  bom  at  Saragoaia  ;  and,  among  the  martjis  whoee  praises  be 
celebratea  with  mDch  enthuoesm,  those  of  the  province  of  Tananona  an 
particularly  distinguished.  The  sixth  hymn  in  the  collection,  in  his  book 
IIipiirr(#av5»i,  "  on  the  crowns"  (of  maityrB)  here  mentioned,  ia  deroled 
to  St.  FnietuoBU*,  and  his  fellow  martyrs.' 
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Odelric,'  sa  aged  and  Terr  leajTied  prelate,  Med  the  arch- 
bbhoptic,  and  exercised  the  functions  of  his  office  in  the 
Tillages  and  bourga  belonging  to  his  diocese.  For,  as  to  the 
cathedral  church,  it  was  overgrown  with  oaka,  beeches,  and 
other  tall  trees  which  had  sprung  up  in  it,  and  also  over- 
spread the  whole  site  of  the  city  within  the  walls,  from 
ancient  times ;  the  people  by  whom  it  was  formerly  inhabited 
having  been  either  butchered  or  driven  away  by  the  cruel- 
ties 01  the  Saracens.  Now  Eohert  Burdet,  at  the  suggeBtion 
of  the  archbishop,  undertook  a  journey  to  Pope  Honoriua,* 
and,  laying  his  proposals  before  him,  received  from  the 

'  Oldegure,  biiihap  of  Barcelona  in  1116,  by  a  grant  of  the  count  of  that 
dtj,  dated  Jonn&ry  33, 1117,  joinod  to  it  tiie  an&bithopric  of  Tairaguna, 
Bi  well  tu  llie  bishopric  of  Tortoaa;  which  were  conGrm^  to  him  by  a  bull 
of  Fope  Gelamns,  hearing  date  March  21,  1118,  founded  on  the  count  of 
Boicelona  having  already  reeoTered  at  least  the  Gnt  of  theae  two  cities, 
where,  the  creocent  having  long  triumphed  over  the  cros,  the  aichbiahop 
ibund  things  in  that  state  bo  graphically  deicrihed  by  Ordeiicus  m  the  text. 
Oldegaice,  being  a  MroDg  partiiui  of  Innocent  II.,  accompanied  him,  in 
113D,  to  the  coundi  of  ClennonI,  and  ta  £tanipe>,  Rouen,  Besuvata,  and 
Rheima,  where  another  council  waa  held.  He  rebuilt  the  cathedml  of 
Tarragona,  and  introduced  the  Knights-Templara  into  Catalonia;  and  diedj 
in  the  odour  of  sanctity,  March  6,  1137.  Our  author  has  deecribed  hii 
poaon  and  ehaiactei  in  his  account  of  the  council  of  Rh^nu,  See  befoie, 
pp.  16, 17,  and  the  note. 

<  Pope  Honoriui,DecembeT31, 1124 — February  U,  1130.  It  appean, 
from  a  charter  preaerved  by  the  Botlandista,  that  Robert  Burdet  received 
the  prindpality  of  Tarragona  directly  fiom  Uie  archbiahop  himeelf,  and  not 
&am  the  pope  ;  though  it  ie  very  probable  that  ha  vent  to  Rome,  aa  out 
author  relates,  and  obtained  the  pope's  confirmation  of  it,  ai  waa  uanal  in 
Ihoae  times.  The  fragment  of  tustoiy  and  docoineDts  connected  with  the 
ttanaactioD  between  St.  Oldegaire  and  Robert  Burdet,  whom  both  No> 
mandy  and  England  may  claim  as  one  of  her  enterprising  sons,  are  so 
curious,  that  we  have  thought  it  right  to  translate  them.  We  Gnd  them

"  Moreover,  it  was  now  the  tenth  year  since  the  liolj  bishop  Oldegaire, 
(arelitnihop  of  Tarragona)  had  cherished  the  design  of  rebuilding  Tarra- 
gona, end  he  pushed  forward  the  works  as  far  as  hia  means,  and  the  itate  of 
public  afiain,  of  which  we  have  spoken,  admitted.  But  this  great  under-. 
taking  proceeded  more  slowly  than  accorded  with  the  general  dedre,  and 
his  own  in  particulai,  because  the  baiharians  held  posseinon  of  the 
ncdghbonrhood,  and  left  nothing  secure  in  the  country  of  the  Tairagoneac 
The  archbishop,  therefore,  looked  about  bun  for  seme  man  of  deep 
experience,  in  whose  person  he  might  protide  a  protector  for  the  church, 
and  a  lord  for  the  dty,  who  would  defend  the  one  and  the  other  by  hia 
power  and  arms,  and  care  for  thai  temporal  interest*  as  if  they  were  hia

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po|ie's  gift  the  counhr  of  Torr^ona,  to  hold  &ee  from  all 

secular  exactionaj  and  on  hia  return,  gathering  about  him  a 
band  of  hia  own  countrymen,  he  has  held  it  and  resisted  the 

Robert  of  (he  North,  allaa  Bordet,  with  whom  he  mode  a  conTentioD  in 
the  fotlonins  terms:— 

"'Oldtgaire,  by  the  grace  of  Qod.ittvard  of  lU  nKiropolit  of  Taira- 
gona,  to  <M  thtfmthfvl  tn  Ckria.  Be  it  known  unto  all  men,  that  the 
illuitrioua  count  and  nuuquig  of  Bnrcelona  and  ProTeace,  hath,  fi»  ^m 
love  of  God,  giTen  and  granted,  by  hit  letters  patent,  to  God  and  tbs 
churcli  of  Tarrsgona.  which  is  Uie  chief  of  the  churchei  of  M  Hither- 
Spain,  the  cilj  of  TajTHgona  to  be  rebuilt  by  u>,  and  trul;  held,  ponoeeed, 
and  administOTed,  HccordiDg  to  our  will  and  pleasure,  la  in  the  Baid  instin- 
ment  in  writing  granted  to  at  more  fully  appean.  So  aba,  the  Roman 
popca,  Geliuiui  and  Caliitua,  of  bleeaeil  memot;,  in  conferring  upon  lu,  in 
their  goodnen.  the  metropolitan  dignity,  haye  further,  in  their  bulli,  con- 
firmed the  said  graat  of  the  count.  We,  therefore,  trusting  In  the  diiine 
mercy,  in  order  to  further  the  restorsUon  of  the  laid  dtj,  to  the  honour 
of  God  and  hi>  church,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  aforesaid 
Count  Raymond,  and  our  Bu9ragaQ  bishops  and  temporal  lords,  and  more 
especially  at  the  instance  of  the  lord  Eaymond,  biabop  of  Ausana, 
hare  appointed  you,  Robert,  a  reterend  man,  a  brave  knight,  and  a  awom 
Tassal  of  the  said  church,  to  be  prince  of  the  before-named  city.  AU  this 
ia  set  before  jou,  that  you  may  there  always  lene  God  and  his  church, 
and  bear  arms  in  defence  of  Christianity.  Wherefore  we,  haring  regard 
to  the  honour  of  God  and  the  church  of  Tarragona,  and  reserving  tha 
fealty  due  to  us  and  our  luccenoifl,  do  give  and  grant  to  you  the  aforeaaid 
city,  with  the  territory  thereof,  aa  described  m  the  charter  of  the  aaid 
count,  to  be  rebuilt,  held,  and  poesened  by  you  and  your  heira,  and  that  yon 
may  order,  govern,  and  administer  justice  to  the  Uege-men  who  shall  settls 
there,  in  equity  and  the  fear  of  God,  according  to  the  laws  and  good 
customs  which  we  ahsll  (here,  by  common  consent,  establish.  We  kIbh 
grant  you  all  the  rents,  tolls,  and  customary  payments  (fai  oalcwaf, 
feaga,  y  ifitagei)  belonging  to  the  prince,  both  ftom  the  ses  and  the  land. 

*' '  But  you  and  your  successor^  to  whom  we  ohall  hate  granted  thii 
honour,  to  hoid  after  your  decease,  ahall  have  no  Uberty  to  give  or  alienate 
these  things  to  any  foreign  power,  nor  to  any  person  who  shall  not  be  • 
true  and  devoted  vassal  of  our  church,  like  yourself.  We  reserve,  how- 
ever,  as  our  portion,  and  under  our  own  dominion,  all  churchea  and 
ecclesiaiUcal  poeseamona,  and  ecelesiaatical  peraons ;  as  well  ai  our  own 
households,  with  ^loae  of  the  clerks  and  monks,  and  all  who  farm  tba 
church  lands,  or  lire  in  houses  and  places  belonging  to  the  church.  So 
that  with  reaped  to  all  these,  no  prince  or  other  inferior  person,  being  a 
li^inan,  shall  presume  to  adjudge,  exact,  distrain,  or  order  anything,  at  any 
time,  without  our  command.  We  reserve  also,  out  of  all  which  we  gnuit 
la  you  as  such  prince,  all  tithes  arising  &om  either  the  land  or  the  aea, 
namely,  of  housn,  iktm^  castles  and  forts,  and  other  pomraninnrr  which 
now  are,  ol  shall  be  hereafter,  within  tha  said  principality ;  oi  also  the 
tithei  of  the  ftuits  of  the  earth,  of  animals  and  flahea,  meadows  and 
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Pagans  to  the  present  day.  Meanwhile,  diiring  his  jonmey 
to  Borne  and  return  through  Nonnandy,  where  he  went  to 
mueter  his  adherents,  Tturagona  was  left  to  the  costody  of 
his  wife  Sibylla,  daughter  of  William  la  ChcTre,'  who  was 

putuns,  and  of  all  the  rents  uwnuog  to  jou  bi  piincs  under  our  grant  of 
tile  said  principality. 

" '  I  Robert,  Tour  li^;e-man,  in  conmderation  of  all  thcue  rights  and 
privilege,  granted  to  me  by  your  liberality,  do  fur  my  port  covenant  and 
promise  Co  God  and  the  church  of  Tarragona,  and  to  you.  my  lord  Otde- 
gaire,  the  archbiahop,  that  henceforth  and  for  erer  I  vill  do  fealty,  without 
fiaud  or  corin,  in  jour  own  pemon,  and  for  all  the  righta  whicii  the  uid 
church  or  you  hate,  or  ought  to  have,  and  which  eepecially  you  reaerre  in 
the  grant  made  to  me ;  and  all  ecdeainitical  juiiidiction  and  pririleg«8 
which  appertain  to  you.  or  ought  to  appertain,  I  also  promise  and  agree 
that,  according  to  the  beet  of  joj  power  and  ability,  I  will  striTC  to  restore 
the  aforeaud  dty  and  all  your  leirilory,  and  put  down  by  force  of  arms  alt 
men-who  ahatl  attempt  to  take  away  or  duniniih  the  ju>t  right)  and 
priiilegee  of  the  church,  or  youn,  or  those  of  the  dty,  and  that  I  will 
maintam  justice  aa  you  have  before  appointed  in  these  presents,  Whero- 
fore,  if  any  pemn,  ecclesiaBtical  or  temporal,  ehall  hereafter  contraTena 
this  record  c^  youc  Bulecsinty  and  my  covenanl,  let  him  make  a  compodtion 
to  tbe  party  injury  of  thirty  gold  livrea  ;  and  thenceforth  this  instrument 
■hall  remain  in  force  against  Mm.  Done  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1128, 
the  day  before  the  ides  of  May  (1  jth  of  May),

all  the  covenants  1  have  made  with  you,  aa  they  are  w^tten  between  you 
and  me,  without  fraud  or  coiin.  And  if,  which  God  forbid,  1  shall  make 
default  in  any  of  these,  through  negligence,  I  will  give  you  due  satisfaction 
within  thirty  days  after  I  shall  receive  warning.

"  Clothed  with  this  authority,"  says  Dominlck,  "  Robert  lost  no  time  in 
repairing  the  walls,  encoura^g  the  dtiiens,  allotting  the  fields  among 
them,  repdling  the  enemy,  and  protecting  the  borders  of  the  territory. 
The  succenon  to  the  prindpahty,  alter  Robert's  death,  did  not  continue 
further  than  bis  son  William  d^Aguillon ;  for  he,  having  sacrilegiouely 
laid  hands  on  the  moat  holy  Hugh  de  Cerrellon,  archbishop  of  Tarragona, 
and  put  him  to  death,  [Domlnick,  in  his  life  of  this  ,Hiigh,  saya  that  he 
was  assisted  by  hie  brothers,  and  that  the  murder  was  couimitted  on  April 
22,  1171.]  was  excommonicated  by  Pope  Alexander  Til.,  sod,  being 
deposed  ftom  his  principality  of  Tanagona,  ended  bis  days  in  great 

I  Ttiia  William  b  Chene  (fitdidmu*  Oapnt)  was  one  of  the  commis- 
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not  less  diatingtUHhed  for  cottmge  tban  for  beauty.  For 
while  her  hnaband  wan  away,  her  watchfiilneaB  wae  uaceaa- 
ing ;  every  night  she  put  on  the  coat  of  mail  of  a  man-at- 
anns,  and  taking  a  stan  in  her  hand,  mounted  to  the  battle- 
ments, and  going  the  rounds  of  the  city  walls,  kept  the 
Bentries  on  the  alert,  giving  them  strict  charge,  and  cantion- 
ing  them  to  be  on  the  look  out  against  any  stratagems  of  the 
enemy.  Praiseworthy  conduct  m  so  young  a  lady,  thus  to 
do  her  husband's  behesta  with  true  faith  and  constant  love, 
while  ehe  piously  governed  the  people  of  God  with  ever- 
watchful  care  I 

Ch.  VI,  Eaiff  Alfonto't  expedition  io  CorSma — "Se  UJoined 
by  the  MoioriAian  Ckrittiang — Persecution  of  the  Saraceng. 
ts  the  year  of  onr  Lord  1125,  when  Coant  Eotrou  re- 
turned m>m  France  with  his  own  retainers  and  auxiliary 
troops,  the  king  of  Arragon  taking  umbrage  at  the  brilliant 
achievements  of  the  French  against  the  Pagans  in  Spun, 
wherein  he  bore  no  share,  and  seeking  renown  for  himself, 
assembled  proudly  a  large  amy  of  his  own  people.  March- 
ing through  distant  parts  of  the  country  as  far  aa  Cordova, 
he  halted  there  with  nia  forces  during  six  weeks,  and  struck 
the  inhabitants  with  great  terror ;  for  they  supposed  that 
the  French  were  acting  with  the  Spaniards.  Meanwhile, 
the  Saracens  lurked  in  their  strongholds,  suffering  their 
herds  and  cattle  of  all  kinds  to  wander  at  large  over  the 
country.  None  of  them  ventured  to  sallr  fortii  &om  the 
castles  against  the  Christians,  while  their  oands  pillaged  at 
will  all  they  found  outside  the  fortified  places,  and  cruelly 
devastated  the  whole  province. 

Then  the  Mosarabiaus'  assembled  to  the  number  of  nearly 

nanen  Bent  bf  King  William  RuJiu,  in  1096,  to  hold  pleas  of  the  crown 
in  Deronahiie  and  Corawall.  We  alao  find  his  name,  with  that  of  anolhei 
of  his  &mil;,  to  the  charter  of  foundation  of  the  priory  of  Montacute,  bj 
William,  count  of  Mortain  (eail  of  Morton). 

'  Muoerami.  Tbe  French  editors  of  Ordcricng  consider,  against  (he 
aathoritr  of  Ducanse,  that  this  word  htie  signiGoi  Che  Moaaiabian  Chria- 
tioni,  who  had  preserrad  the  fititb  of  their  fethen  under  the  joke  of  th« 
Anba^and  fbllowvd  the  Gothic  ritual.  The  Arabian  histoiiaiu  applf  the 
term  mttahid  to  the  Christians  who,  on  the  preaent  oconoo,  jcdned 
Alfonso.  The  word  which  ngnifleB  allied,  is  explained  bf  M.  Renaud  in 
Ilia  /nvonon*  da  Sanuiii*  nt  FraiKt. 
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two  thousand,  and  came  as  supplianta  to  Hang  Alfonso. 
"  We,"  they  Bsid,  "and  ovu:  forefathere  have  Htnerto  been 
brought  up  among  the  Gentiles  to  this  present  day,  and 
being  baptized,  we  gladlj  follow  the  Christian  laws ;  but  we 
have  never  been  able  to  acquire  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the 
doctrines  of  our  holy  reli^on.  Our  subjection  to  the  Infi- 
dels, under  whose  oppresBive,  goveminent  '^e  Itaig  groaned, 
iffevented  our  venturing  to  call  in  teacben  &om  Some  or 
France,'  nor  would  such  mstmctora  have  oome  to  uB,byreasoii 
of  the  barbarity  of  the  FagaoB,  our  former  masters.  But 
now,  r^oicing  greatly  that  you  are  come  among  na,  we  wish 
to  quit  our  native  soil,  and  migrate  with  you,  carrying  vrith 
us  our  wives  and  all  our  eff^s."  The  king  granted  the 
petition  of  the  Mosatabians,  and  in  ooneguence  vast  multi- 
tudes of  them  left  their  country,  exiling  themselves  in  toil 
and  indigence  for  their  lore  of  tJie  divine  law. 

The  Arragonese,  on  their  march  homeward,  found  the 
whole  country  rav^ed  and  laid  waste,  so  that  they  suffered 
grievously  from  want  and  hunger  before  they  reached  their 
own  homes.  Moreover,  the  people  of  Cordova  and  the 
other  Saracens  were  much  enraged  at  seeing  the  Mosara- 
biana  depart  with  their  fiunilies  and  goods.  They  therefore 
rose,  by  common  agreement,  against  those  who  were  left 
behiud,  brutallT  stripped  them  of  all  their  property,  and 
loaded  them  with  fetters  and  all  sorts  of  injuries.  Many 
they  put  to  death  with  horrid  tortures,  and  banished  all  the 
rest  over  the  sea  to  AlHca,  condemning  them  to  a  cruel 
exile,  inspired  by  hatred  of  the  ChristianB,  in  whose  company 
great  part  of  the  MosarabJans  had  quitted  the  country. 

Ch.  TII.  QMorrel  between  Alfonso,  Jnng  of  Arragon,  and 
hU  %infe  JJraea,  gueen  of  Lion  and  Omtiie — SvceeMum  of 
her  son  Alfongo  Saymond. 

Kaa  Alfokso,'  on  his  return  to  his  dominions,  found 
hfmseE  involved  in  many  severe  difBctdties,  both  public  and 
private.    His  wife  Uraca,  the  daughter  of  Alfonso  the  elder,

the  Latin  language.  It  ia>  Iherafote,  n 
preacben  were  no  longei  in  vogue  amoi 
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king  of  Oallicia,*  liatemng  to  tha  eoimaels  and  instigations 
of  the  Gl^Jlicians,  rebelled  agaiuat  her  husband,  and  attempt- 
ing hiB  life,  both  by  poison  and  the  sword,  brought  calamity 
DD  numbers  of  people.  At  length,  the  Glalhcians,  seeing 
the  riolent  diasensiona  betwen  t£e  husband  and  wife,  and 
failing  by  any  persuoBions  to  restore  a  becoming  amity 
between  them,  chose  for  their  king  Peter  Alfonso,  the  son  of 
Baymond,aFrenchcount,bya  daughter  of  Alfonso  the  Oreat; 
and  te  this  day  have  manfully  defended  the  liberties  of  the 
state  under  this  prince,  whom  they  call  their  lAtile  King.* 
Sharp  hostilities  long  prevailed  between  the  two  kings, 
much  to  the  loss  of  their  subjects,  the  queen  Uraca  harraas- 
ing  her  husband  by  all  the  means  in  her  power,  and  favoured 
her  nephew,  who  ruled  the  patrimonial  states.  At  last,  by 
Ood's  judgment,  after  causing  much  bloodshed,  she  died,  like 
Egla,  David's  wife,  of  a  diffiralt  childbirth,'  On  her  death, 
the  belligerent  kings  united  together  in  peace  and  amity, 
tniming  their  warlike  zeal  with  one  accord  against  the 
gentiles. 

Cb.  Vin,    Alfonso  of  Jrragon  heaiegea  Mequijienza  and 
■  Fraga — A  general  engagement  vrith  the  Saracens — Sei>t- 
forced  by  Soberi  Bwrdet,  he  defeats  them. 
Iir  the   year  of  oUr  Lord  1133,  the  eleventh  indiction, 
Alfonso,  king  of  Arragon,  assembled  an  army  agunst  the 

'  Uraca,  or  Uiraque,  wu  not  tbe  daughter  of  a  king  of  GalKdo,  but  of 
Alfbnao  VI.,  king  of  Uon  and  Castile,  and  (he  widair  of  Bafmood,  wn  of 
William  the  Great,  count  of  Borgond;.  Her  fint  husband  died  in  1090, 
and  AJfonio  msiried  her  id  1109,  bat  sooD  repudiated  her  on  account  of 
her  haughty  and  dinolate  conduct.  Her  partisans  were  defteteil  in  balde 
bj  AlfaOKi  on  the  26th  of  October,  IIU;  but  sha  maintained  herself  in 
tbe  staiea  of  her  father,  lbs  kingdoma  of  L^on  aud  Castile,  through  good 
and  eril,  until  her  death,  in  March,  1126. 

■  Alfonso-Rajmond,  the  eighth  of  the  name  of  Alfbnsi^  reckoning  hig 
&ther-in-1a«,  was  bom  IIO61  proclaimed  king  of  L^n  as  soon  aa  hia 
mother  died;  married  in  1136  Donna  Berengoria,  daughter  of  Raymond 
B«renger  III.,  count  of  Borcelonai  made  many  cODqneals  from  the  Moon; 
was  praclaimed  emperor  of  Spain  in  1135;  and  surrived  until  the  2Ist  of 
Aiieuit,  1157.     Our  author  represents  him  as  the  nephe»  of  bia  mother, 

'This  princeai,  whose  fint  marriage  took  place  in  1090,  could  scarcely 

-  haTe  died  in  child-birth  ttirty-sii  years  afterwardo.     We  know  not  where 

our  author  learnt  that  Eglsih,  Daiid's  wi(e,  died  in  child-birth,  for  neither 

the  Meoad  Book  of  Kingi^  nor  tbe  fint  of  Cbronklet,  contain  any  nidi 
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P^iana  and  laid  aiege  to  MDeBchinaE,'  a  place  of  tbe  greatest 
Btretigth  and  very  rich.  The  poBsesBorB  glorying  in  their 
wealth,  their  abundant  stores  of  proTisions,  and,  as  they 
supposed,  in  the  impregnable  position  of  their  fortress,  he 
sent  them  a  mewage  that  if  they  would  surrender  the  place 
they  should  depart  nnmolested,  and  take  with  them  all  their 
effects ;  but  they  made  a  stout   resistance,  treating  his 

EromisCB  and  threats  alike  with  contempt.  The  Talorous 
ing  therefore  pressed  the  siege  closelj  for  three  weeks, 
and  'carried  by  assault  the  exterior  delences  of  the  place. 
Thereupon,  those  who  held  the  castle,  becoming  teirified; 
ofiered  to  give  up  the  interior  fortificationti,  on  condition  of 
being  allowed  ^  depart  fi^e  with  all  their  effects.  But  the 
enr^ed  king  gare  them  this  reply :  "  What  ;e  now  ask  I 
voluntarily  ofiered  yon  at  first,  but  ye  rejected  it,  making 
light  of  the  Ppwer  of  Christ  and  the  valour  and  faith  of 
Christians.  Therefore  now  1  swear  by  my  head  that  ye 
shall  not  go  forth  hence  but  with  the  loss  of  your  livee." 
He  then  commanded  his  troops  to  erect  the  engines  which 
had  been  constructed,  and  make  strong  assaults  on  the  place. 
By  this  means  they  took  the  castle,  and  cutting  off  the 
heads  of  all  the  Gentiles,  struck  great  terror  among  the 
neighbours. 

^e  victorious  king  then  marched  his  army  on  the  city  oi ' 
Fraga,'  and  besieged  it  for  a  whole  year.  The  citisens  sent 
envoys  to  Africa,  and  entreated  King  All  to  send  them 
relief;  whereupon  he  ijansed  ten  thousand  Almoravidea  to 
cross  the  straits,  and,  on  their  arrival  in  Spain,  four  of  their 
chiefs  were  deputed  to  require  the  ^'"■g  oi  Airagon  to  raise 
the  siege  of  the  ciW  without  delay.  The  king  immediately 
commanded  the  holy  relics  to  be  brought  to  hiin  from  his 
chapel ;  on  which  he  swore,  in  the  presence  of  all,  that  he 
would  not  abandon  the  siege  nntil  either  the  city  sur- 
rendered, or  he  himself  perished,  or  was  defeated  and  forced 
to  fly.  He  also  caused  twenty  of  his  nobles  to  take  the 
same  oath. 

The  envoys  returning,  communicated  this  intelligence  to 
the  Almoravides,  who  immediately  assembled  all  their 
countrymen  and  prepared  Soe  war.    Then  the  whole  Gentile

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t<ace  wu  TSnged  in  order  of  battle  agamat  the  king's  army, 
and  began  the  engagement  with  much  impetuoeity.  The 
king  having  foreseen  that  a  great  battle  was  imminent,  had 
eent  round  his  couriera  in  great  haste  with  earnest  entreaties 
to  all  his  allies  and  neighbonra  to  come  to  his  aid.  Mean* 
while,  he  skilfully  withclj«w  his  own  troops  and  posted  them 
on  a  neighbouring  hill ;  where  he  hela  his  position,  and 
during  three  d^rs  and  nights  repelled  the  attacks  of  the 
AlmoravidM.  But  Bobert,  sumamed  Bordet,  count  of 
Tarragona,  and  other  Christians,  having  received  reports  of 
the  attack  on  the  king,  got  to  arms  with  the  utmost  expe- 
dition, and  urging'  their  horses  to  full  epee^  fell  upon  ttie 
Gentiles,  shouting  the  name  of  "  Jesus  for  their  war-cry  j 
and,  by  this  unexpected  charge,  oveirwhelmed,  routed  them, 
and  put  them  to  flight,  M!any  prisoners  were  taken,  more 
of  the  enemy  were  slain,  and,  loaded  with  spoil  the  con- 
querors offered  thanksgivings  to  the  Glod  of  victory. 

But  in  this  changeable  world  no  mortal  power  has  long 
endurance,  and  in  the  righteous  judgment  of^Gtod  adversity 
soon  treads  on  the  heels  of  success.  So  it  happened  that  the 
townemen  of  Fraga,  which  the  Vjpg  had  besieged,  a  place 
famous  for  being  the  refiige  of  aU  miscreants,  whether  gentiles 
or  pseudo-christiana,  began  .to  dread  the  wrath  and  invincible 
enterprises  of  so  magnauiinious  a  king  and  of  the  christian 
army  whose  warriors  were  signed  with  the  cross  and  endued 
with  indomitable  valour ;  they  therefore  made  proposals  for 
peace  to  the  king  and  offered  him  their  submission  on 
certain  conditions.  The  king  however  obstinately  rejected  all 
their  offers,  treating  with  disdain  their  proposal  of  a  yearly 
tribute,  and  threatened  with  an  ot^h  that  he  would 
renew  the  siege  and  carry  the  place  by  assault.  On 
bearing  this,  the  Saracens  were  dnven  by  dire  despair  to 
energetic  counsels,  and  they  a^in  sent  envoys  to  Ali  king  of 
Africa,  and  urgently  implored  succour  from  other  gentile 
kings  and  princes  in  this  Beaaon  of  extreme  peril.

the  Myro — Ayhmo  it  defeated,  and  diet  loon  afierviardi. 

TwRTT  Buchar  Ali, ,  taa  of  the  king  of  Morocco  aBsembled 

.  a  large  force  of  warriors  firom  all  parts,  and  crossed  over  to 

haTiDg  been  bcm  about  1051.  Accoiding  to  the  Chranicle  of  Touts,  hk 
parents  were  mamccl  in  1053;  and  ire  find,  in  the  Tahiable  chaitnlii;  of 
Li  Trinit'i  du  U  ont,  a  cbarter  of  William  Venmn,  with  the  enbwription  of 
Ibe  DuchMB  Matilda,  beuing  the  date  of  1053.

We  hare  alreadj  seen,  that  Henrj  L,  the  acbolai  of  the  ftmilj, 
notwithatanding  hii  tumame  of  Beauclerc,  could  not  read  aloud,  that 
ii  Suentlj,  for  any  length  of  time.  William  de  Poitien  thought  he  Mu 
Baying  a  good  deal  when  he  remnrks  tbftt  Archbishop  Maagei  leriplurantm 
arcana  initlUgentia  lileralu  ocuio  aHigert  nan  indoctui  fait, 

in  a  chiiter  of  Williuc  the  Conqueror,  in  biour  of  St.  Ouen,  dated  in 
1063,  relating  to  Ctiquebiruf-aur.Seine,  we  find  the  aubscriplion  of  Bobeit 
after  hia  parents  Afler  atating  their  consent,  the  inatrument  prooeeda; 
etSaUr*i,  awvaifiiA,^iiait£itgtTijmtQdg»btrMiRdtttArtgwam'^ 
oitdtm.  It  ahoold  be  obaeived  (hat  he  had  already  tno  birolhen^  BJchard 
and  WlUiim.

The  MS.  ia 
preserved  in  the  Imperial  library  at  Paiia,  No.  740,  under  the  yesr  £29 
of  the  Eegira,  ld.  1 136.  M.  Reinaud  has  supplied  a  lianalation  of  the 
passage,  eitmcted  from  the  Arabian  aulbor: — 

"The  ion  of  Raminu  (Alphonso)  hayms  laid  n^e  to  the  city  of 
Fraga,  the  emir  Taschefin,  son  of  AU,  who  happened  to  be  at  that  time 
at  Cordova,  dispatched  the  governor  ccT  the  city,  Aliobeyr,  son  oi  Omar 
Allamthouny,  with  two  thounnd  cavalij.     The  emir  of  Hurcia  and 
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Spala  to  fight  agaiost  the  ChristiaDa.  Albamon  of  Gordoyo, 
^charias  of  Dalmaria,  aaJ  other  emirs  of.Ljbia  and  Spain, 
joined  him  with  many  thousand  troops,  and  they  bad  recourse 
to  stratagem  ia  dieposiag  their  troops  for  battle.  The 
allied  forces  marched  to  the  relief  of  Fraga,  divided  into 
five  bodies.  The  first  division  led  a  convoy  of  two  hundred 
camels,  laden  with  provisions  and  a  variety  of  of  necessaries, 
intended  to  throw  relief  into  the  besieged  city,  and  tempt 
the  indigent  and  greedy  Christians  to  attack  the  van  for  the 
sake  of  plunder.  Meanwhile,  the  other  divisions  were  placed 
in  ambush  at  a  considerable  distance,  cautiously  watching  for 
an  opportunity  of  falling  on  the  enemy  when  in  pursnit  of 
the  fu^tives. 

Fraga  stands  at  the  confluence  of  two  rivers,  the  S^gre 
which  flows 'from  Lerida,  and  the  !Ebro  &om  Saragossa.' 
It  was  on  the  fleld  called  the  Field  of  Mourning,  between  the 
two  rivers,  that  a  sanguinary  battle  was  fought  in  the  month 
of  July.  King  Alfonso  perceiving  the  vast  host  of  Gentiles 
who  were  drawn  up  against  him,  assembled  the  chiefs  of  the 
Christian  army  and  roused  them  by  noble  words  to  do  battio 
gloriously ;  for  Bertrand  de  Leon,  count  of  Carrion;  Boderick 
of  Astuna ;  Aimeri  de  Karbonne ;  Centole  son  of  Gaston  de 
Beame,  Garsio  Adramis,  and  many  other  valiaat  lords  were 
in  the  battle  on  the  Field  of  Mourning'. 

Talencia,  Yahya,  Min  of  Gaaja,  bIbo  put  himself  in  motion,  with  Eve 
Imndred  honemen,  in  concert  with  Abdallah,  ion  of  Eyadb,  prince  of 
IieridH,  vho  was  followed  b;  two  hundred  hone.  The  son  of  Bsrninu  wsi 
at  the  head  of  a  force  of  (welve  thousand  eayahy,  and  cou6dent  of  bucccm. 
But  in  the  encounter  which  followed,  the  Chriatiaus  were  put  to  the  rout, 
and  the  garrison  of  Fraga  took  advantage  of  it  to  sate  thetr  camp.  The 
■on  of  Ramirtu  fled  to  Saragossa,  where  he  died  a  few  dajs  (fterwarda." 
Such  !■  the  Arabian  account  of  the  action,  which,  though  tnie  in  the  main, 
il  &r  from  doing  the  justice  to  the  Christians  rendered  b;  the  verj  drcum- 
(tantial  narrative  of  Ordericus.

The  probabilit;  is,  that  the  engagemrat  took  place  on  the  banks  of  the 
one  or  the  other.

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As  soon  aa  ting  Alfonso  perceiYed  the  foremoBt  troops 
which  conducted  the  camela  laden  with  proviaionB,  he  gave 
orders  to  Count  Bertrand  to  hegin  the  battle  by  attacking 
them  ;  hut  Bertrand  replied  :  "  Lord  king,  let  us  suSer  this 
division  to  march  by,  that  on  their  gaining  the  city,  we  may 
bebetterprepared  tofall  on  them  as  they  return  encumhered 
with  booty,  and  hold  our  troops  in  reaerre  against  any  strata- 
■  gem  of  the  enemy ;  meanwhile,  let  us  wait  for  the  rest  of  the 
enemy's  force,  which  is  coming  up,  and  be  ready  to  engage 
them."  The  king  was  irritated  by  this  suggestion,  and  cried 
aloud :  "  Where  is  your  courage,  noble  count?  Till  thismoment 
I  never  found  any  cowardice  in  you."  This  word  brought 
the  blopd  into  the  face  of  the  dauntless  count,  and  he  ledhis 
men  in  a  fierce  charge  on  the  G-entilea,  who  gave  way  at  the 
first  onset,  and  manteuvred  a  retreat  on  the  immense 
mass  of  the  army  in  their  rear.  These  powerful  columns  then 
advanced  on  the  Christian  troops,  and  in  their  fierce  attacks, 
Bertruid,  Aimeri,  Boderick,  and  Centule*  were  slaughtered, 
with  many  thousands  of  their  followers.  The  king  proloM;ed 
the  battle  for  sometime,  with  the  relics  of  his  army  posted  on 
a  hill,  where,  surrounded  by  the  overwhelming  force  of  the 
enemy,  ha  lost  nearly  all  hla  men,  and  was  resolved  himself 
to  fight  for  Christ  even  to  the  death.  Seeing  this,  the 
bishop  of  TJrgel'  insisted  on  his  quitting  the  field ;  but  the 
king,  in  utter  despair  at  the  destruction  of  his  army,  refused. 
Then  the  bishop  said  :  "  By  the  authority  of  Almighty  God, 
I  command  you  instantly  to  retire  &om  this  field,  lest  if  you 
should  fall,  the  whole  territory  belonging  to  the  Christiana 
Bhould  be  subjugated  by  the  pagans,  and  a  general  massacre 
of  aii  the  Christian  inhabitants  ensue."  At  laat,  compelled 
by  the  bishop's  injunction,  king  Alfonso  consented  to  obey 
his  command,  but  surrounded  as  he  was  by  eountleas  thou- 
sands of  the  pagan  host,  it  was  difficult  to  find  a  way  of 
escape.  At  last,  sword  in  hand,  and  followed  by  siity  men-at- 
arms,  all  who  were  left  to  struggle  along  with  him,  he  cut  his 
way  through  the  enemy's  ranks  where  they  were  thinnest,

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and  ^t  sway  with  ten  of  bis  foUowera,  learing  the  rest  of 
hia  sixty  comr&deH,  aad  the  bishop,  dead  on  the  field.  Such 
an  issue  of  the  war  was  a  great  tnumph  to  the  Ocntiles  aod 
a  severe  afflictioTi  to  the  ChriBtiBDB. 

"While  tiie  king  was  retiring  in  deep  Borrow  to  join  his 
Mends,  he  met  the  men  of  Saragoasa  and  the  Frencli,  with 
others  of  the  faithful,  hastening  to  take  part  in  the  battle. 
Having  learnt  the  sad  disaster,  they  were  overwhehued  with 
distress ;  bat  on  seeing  the  king,  they  tried  to  take  comfort, 
and  voliintarily  placed  themselves  undra  hia  command.  On 
his  part,  foaming  with  indignation  aod  full  of  grie^  he 
had  only  one  wish,  which  he  prayed  fervently  to  the  Iiord  to 
grant,  tnat  he  might  take  vengeance  on  the  Pagans  before  he 
died.  In  pursuance  of  this,  ha  led  the  Christian  tixmpa  to 
the  aeacoaet  through  byeways,  and  finding  there  a  lai^ 
body  of  the  Saracens  loaded  with  booty  and  driving  a  crowd 
of  Christian  captives,  with  which  spoils  of  victory  diey  were 
freighting  their  ships,  he  made  a  sudden  onslaugat  on  tbem, 
when  they  little  expected  it,  and  putting  a  great  number 
to  the  sword,  somewhat  assuaged  his  furious  wrath.  Th&s 
was  found  there  a  ahip  laden  with  the  heads  of  Christiana, 
which  King  Bachar  waa  sending  to  hia  father  the  Ung  of 
Africa  aa  a  trophy  of  his  victo^.  In  the  emptr  prideof  hia 
vain-gloriooa  apirit,  he  was  also  embarking,  for  the  same 
purpose,  seven  uundred  captives  and  brilliant  tokens  of  the 
apoile  he  had  gained. 

But,  as  we  have  already  aaid.  King  Alfonso,  by  Qod'apep- 
mission,  suddenly  fell  on  the  Saracens  with  tremendoiu 
slaughter,  and  recovering  the  heads  of  his  slain  comradee, 
committed  them  to  the  church  of  Ood  to  be  hononrabty 
interred.  Meanwhile,  the  captives  who  already  lay  bound  in 
the  ships,  hearing  the  cry  of  battle  lifted  their  eyes,  and 
beholding  what  they  had  not  ventured  even  to  hope,  their 
hearts  overflowed  with  joy.  Besunung  their  courage,  their 
spirits  were  roused  to  theTiighest  pitch,  and  while  the  Chris- 
tians on  shore  were  fighting  with  the  Saracens,  they  struck 
off  each  other's  fetters,  and  leaping  from  the  prows  flew  to 
the  assistance  of  their  Mends,  seimng  the  arms  oi  the  Gtentilea 
who  had  feUen,  and  turning  them  sMinst  those  who  yet 
survived.  Thus  the  triumph  of  the  Pagans  was  succeeded 
by  grief^  and  the  Chriatian  army  bleaaed  &ed  in  all  his  wcnrka. 
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The  yiliaiit  King  Alfonso,  worn  out  with  toil  and  trouble, 
soon  aflerw&rda  feU  sick,  and  taking  to  bis  bed  breathed  bia 
last  at.  the  expiration  of  eight  days.*  As  he  left  no  sea 
at  bis  decease,  bia  subjectB  were  troubled  for  awhile,  in 
the  midat  of  the  atonns  of  war,  about  a  eucceaaor.  Id  the 
end  they  chose  Eemi,'  a  prieat  and  monk,  because  he  was 
the  brothw  of  Alfonso,  and  appointed  him  king.  But  the 
Navairese  elected  for  tbeir  King,  Garaio,'  who  had  beea 
their  governor.* 

Ch.  XI.  The  pepe  and  anti-pope — Feler  Anaclete  in  Itaig, 
Qregorj/  Innocent  in.  France  and  the  Wett — Gregory  ii 
received  by  Senry  I.  at  Charlres. 
ITbe  Boman  church  having  been  distracted  since  the 
death  of  Pope  Honorius  bj  the  disputes  of  two  princes  con- 
tending for  the  papacy,  great  toiublea  and  diasentioua 
spmiig  lip  throughout  the  world.  In  most  of  the  convents 
uiere  were  two  abbots,  and  in  several  dioceses  two 
bishops  claimed  the  episcopal  rights,  one  of  whom  adhered 
to  Peter  Anaclete,  the  o^er  was  a  partisan  of  Gregory 
Inoocent.  In  auch  a  achiam  evei^  one  was  in  appreheuaioa 
of  the  aentence  of  eKCOmmtmication,  and  it  was  difScult  to 
eeespe  it,  while  one  fiilminated  against  the  other,  fiercely 
denounciBg  his  opponent  and  those  who  supported  him. 
Thus,  each  of  them  was  at  a  losa  what  to  do,  but  found  it 
impoasible  to  take  any  effective  course;  and  there  was 
nothing  left  for  him  but  to  imprecate  the  curse  of  Ood  on 
his  rival.  Peter,  indeed,  through  the  power  of  his  brother 
and  relations,  obtained  posaeaaion  of  the  city,  and  having

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crowned  Boger,  duke  of  Apulia,  as  king  of  SiciJj,'  by  his  aid. 
gained  near^  the  whole  of  Italy  to  his  aide.  On  the  other 
baud,  Gregory,  haring  with  him  the  Boman  clergy,  betook 
himgelf  to  Trance,  where  he  was  firet  received  by  the  people 
of  Aries ;  and  &om  thence  he  sent  his  legates  among  the 
French.  The  monks  of  Cluni,  as  soon  as  they  were 
informed  of  his  arrival,  sent  sixty  horse  or  mule  loa(&  of  all 
articles  neceaeary  for  the  service  of  the  pope  and  the  cardi- 
nals, and  conducted  bim  with  great  respect  to  their  abbey. 
They  enterttuued  the  pope  imd  his  attendants  there  for 
eleven  days,  and  caused  him  to  dedicate  their  new  church  in 
honour  of  St.  Peter,  prince  of  the  aposttea,  with  great 
rejoicings  and  a  large  concourse  of  people.' 

Thus,  Gregory  obtained  great  authonty  among  the  nations 
of  the  west,  because  he  was  preferred  to  Peter  Anaclete  by 
the  monks  of  Cluni ;  for  Peter  had  been  brought  up  among 
them  in  bis  younger  days,  and  had  become  a  monk  of  their 
own  habit  and  rule.'  But  Gregory,  being  now  favourably 
received  as  the  fiither  of  fathers  by  the  Cluniacs,  and  they 
ranking  h^hest  amongst  the  monks  of  our  countiy,  his  pon- 
tifical dignity  shone  forth  in  France ;  and  being  thence 
acknowledged  by  the  western  princes  and  bishops,  in  a 
short  space  of  time  his  power  was  greatly  established ;  even 
Henry,  ting  of  England,  humbly  knelt  at  his  feet  in  the 
city  of  Chartres,  and  voluntarily  paid  him  the  reverence  due 
to  the  papal  dignity  on  the  ides  [13th]  of  January ;  and  witJi 
royal  munificence  made  large  presents  to  the  Boman  clergy.*

the  history  of  the  pope  and  anti-pope.  Anaclete  did  Dot  crown  Boger  II.  j 
but,  by  a  bull  dated  September  27,  1 1 30,  he  gave  bini  the  title  of  king  of 
Sicily,  with  the  suieninty  of  the  principality  of  Capua  and  the  duchy  of 
Naples.  This  prince  caused  himself  to  be  cromied  at  FalemiD  the  Chriit- 
tnaa  day  foUowing,  and  not  content  with  these  titles,  auumed,  during  a 
long  period,  that  of  Icing  of  Italy.

During  the  whole  of  that  year  the  pope  travelled  from 
place  to  place  in  France,  causing  moet  burdensome  expenses 
to  the  churches  in  that  country,  for  he  was  attended  by  the 
Soman  officials  as  well  as  a  numerous  suite,  and  could  draw 
nothing  from  the  rerenues  of  the  apostolical  see  in  Italy. 
He,  also,  bad  an  interriew  with  the  emperor  Lothaire,  by 
whom  be,  with  his  attendants,  were  treated  as  a  venerable 
master.'  He  appointed  a  council  to  be  held  at  Bheims,  in 
the  month  of  October,  to  which  he  convoked  all  the  bishops 
and  abbots  of  the  west. 

Ch.  XII.  Death,  Jrom  an  ac/ndent,  of  Philip  of  France— 
Pope  Innocent  holdi  a  council  at  Mheim* — Crowns  ike 
king's  son,  Lewie-le-JettTie — Selurns,  iy  Cluni,  to  Italy. 
Meajtwhiu,  PhiKp  the  boy-king,  who  had  been  crowned 
two  yeafs  before,  tiy  order  of  his  &ther  Lewis,  king  of 
France,  a  prince  whose  simplicity  and  suavity  of  mannera 
made  him  esteemed  by  all  who  knew  him,  was  thrown  from 
his  horae,  as  he  was  amusing  himself  by  riding  after  an  . 
esquire  in  the  streets  of  Paris,  and  so  dreadfully  &actured 
his  limba  that  he  died  on  the  day  following.*    l%us,  the 

pope  at  Rouen  u  well  BS  at  ChartTes;  liut  (he  i 
bjr  any  of  the  local  hiatoriong  except  William 
Malmobiuj  mentions  it.

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prince  expired  ia  the  preaence  of  his  father  and  mother, 
without  confession  aiid  without  the  riaticum,  on  the  idea 
[13tb]  of  October ;  and  he  waa  interred  amongst  the  kings 
of  France. 

On  the  Sondaj  folloving,  the  pope  dedicated  the  church 
of  St.  MMard,  the  bishop,  at  Soisaona,'  from  whence  be 
journeyed  to  Bheims  to  attend  the  council,  rem^niDg  there 
nearly  fifteen  days  engaged  in  diBonaaing  the  causei  of  many 
peraoue  of  the  lugheet  rank.*  There  were  present  thirteen 
■rchbiahops,  and  two  hundred  and  siity-three  biahops,  with 
a  great  number  of  abbots  and  moake.  The  king  and  queen 
ot  Prance  and  all  the  French  nobility  attended  him  there; 
and,  through  Sejnold  archbishop  of  Bheime,  preferred  a 
petition  to  the  assembled  council  that  the  young  prince 
Lewis  should  be  crowned  as  king  in  place  of  hia  brother 
Philip.  Tlie  king'a  aon  waa,  therefore,  crowned  by  Pope 
Innocent  on  the  eighth  of  the  calends  of  N^ovember  [Octo- 
ber 25th]  ;*  but  this  coronalaon  displeased  many  of  the 
French  belonging  to  both  orders  in  the  aibite.  There  were 
those  among  the  laiU'  who  had  hoped  for  advancement  after 
the  death  of  the  pnnce ;  and  some  of  the  clergy  claimed  a 
light  of  electing  and  raising  to  the  throne  the  chief  of  the 
realm.  For  theae  reasons,  certain  persona  muttered  about 
the  boy's  being  consecrated,  and  would,  there  is  no  doubt, 
have  used  their  utmost  efibrts  to  prevent  it,  if  they  had 
possessed  the  power. 

K"i"g  Lewis,  perceiving  that  this  novel  ceremony  bad 
given  nae  to  unusual  pretensions  in  his  states,  waa  incensed 
gainst  those  who  attempted  to  raise  obstacles  to  his  eon's 
ekvation  to  the  royal  dignity,  and  desired  to  visit  them  with 
mortal  vengeance.  Hence,  occasion  was  taken  by  malevo- 
lent persons  to  commit  horrible  Crimea  with  impnni^,  to 
the  cruel  destruction,  alaa !  of  some,  and  the  sorrow  of  others, 
who  were  fervent  in  the  love  of  (Jod  and  their  neighbours. 
Thus,  when  the  aged  John,  biahop  of  Orleans,  had  given  up 
hie  bishopric,  Hugh,  the  dean,  who  had  been  elected  in  his

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place,  was  murdered  on  the  road  by  daring  assasaina ;  and 
the  Bee  being  left  without  a  bisbop^  was  long  in  a  perturbed 
state,  like  a  sbip  at  eea  without  a  pilot.' 

At  the  Hame  time,  also,  Thomas,  a  canon  of  St.  Victor,  a 
man  of  great  weight,  was  asaasainated  in  the  presence  of 
Stephen,'  bishop  of  Paris,  a  spectacle  ivhich  he  beheld  with 
unspeakable  gnef.*  Suoh  was  the  mad  rage  of  hia  murder- 
era;  that  thej  neither  paid  any  rererence  to  the  Creator  of 
mankind,  nor,  for  hia  sake,  tothe  biahop,hisfaithful  servant. 

In  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1132,  the  tenth  indiction.  Pope 
Innocent,  after  receiving  great  submission  and  kindness 
from  the  French,  returned  to  Italy,-'  but,  being  repudiated 
by  the  Bomana,  he  retired  to  Pisa,*  a  wealthy  metropolis, 
where,  for  several  years,  he  exercised  the  pap^  functions, 
issuing  his  decrees  to  all  parts  of  the  world. 

Gs.  XIII.  Stricttr  digeipline  introduced  at  the  abb0y'  <ff 
dwii — Great giUhering  ofmonkt  ik«re — The  author  pre- 
tent — Oppontion  to  tlie  new  rulet. 

At  this  time,  the  mlea  of  monastic  discipline  began  to  be 
observed  witb  increased  vigour  by  the  ecclesiastics,  and 
canonical  order  gained  a  large  measure  of  favoiur  and 
strength,  both  in  France  and  England.  The  «eai  of  the 
abbote  led  them  to  pass  the  bounds  of  moderation  observed' 
by  their  predecessors,  adding  severer  rules  to  the  ancient

Peter,  abbot  of  Cluni,  now  sent  apparitors,   carrying^ 

letters,  to  all  the  cells  of  that  abbey,  addressed  to  the  priore 
of  those  cells,  in  England,  Italy,  and  other  countries,  com- 
manding them  to  be  present  at  Cluni  on  the  third  Sonday 
in  Lent,'  in  order  to  hear  sererer  statutes  of  monastic  disci- 
pline than  they  had  hitherto  observed.  The  priors  obeyed 
the  mandate  of  their  arch-abbot,  and,  at  the  appointed  time, 
two  hundred  of  them  were  collected  at  Cluni.  On  that  day 
one  thousand  two  hundred  and  twelve  brethren  assembled 
there,  and  formed  a  procession,  chanting  psalms  according 
to  ecclesiastical  rite ;  and  with  gladness  of  neort  lifting  their 
eyes  to  G-od,  offered  bim  their  praises  with  devout  hearts. 
This  I  well  faiow,  for  I  myself  had  the  gratification  of  being 
present,  and  saw  this  glorious  company  congregated  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ,  being  one  oi  the  procession  on  the 
Sunday  when  they  went  from  the  abbey  church  of  St.  Peter, 
prince  of  the  apostles,  through  the  cloister  into  the  cbapel 
of  St.  Mary,  the  virgin  mother,  where  I  prayed.' 

Aiterwards,  Ealph,  bishop  of  Auierre,  Alberic,  abbot  of 
Vezelai,  and  Adelard,  abbot  of  Melun,  who  were  Clnniac 
monks,  joined  the  meeting,  and  strengthened  the  hands  of 
Abbot  Peter  by  their  presence  and  einortationa.  Hia  pro- 
posals were  to  increase  the  severity  of  the  fasts  observed  by 
the  members  of  his  order,  to  tafee  away  their  liberty  of  con- 
versing together,  and  to  deprive  them  of  some  comforts  of 
the  feeble  body,  which  the  mercy  and  moderation  of  the 
reverend  fathers  had  hitherto  allowed.  The  brethren,  accus- 
tomed to  implicit  obedience  to  their  superiors,  and  unwilUng 
to  offer  any  resistance  which  should  be  contrary  to  the 
monastic  rule,  accepted  his  rigorous  statutes.   But  still  they

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'  set  forth 'in  a  reasonable  manner  how  that  venerable  Hugh 
and  his  predeceBaors,  Maioliu  and  Odilo,  maintained  a  eevere 
course  ol'  discipline,  and  made  it  effectual  to  bring  disciples 
to  Chriafc.  They  also  submitted  with  reverence  and  humi- 
lity' that  it  ought  to  be  considered  sufficient,  if,  treading  in 
their  steps,  add  running  the  way  of  the  Lord's  command- 
ments with  fulness  of  heart,  they  followed  the  precepts  of 
those  whose  sanctity  had  been  clearly  demonstrated  by  the 
miracles  wrought  by  them.  But  the  rigid  reformer,  forget- 
ting the  precept  of  Solomon,  "  Eemove  not  the  ancient 
landmarks  whicn  thy  lathers  bare  set,"'  and  aiming  to  rival 
the  CiBterciaaa  and  others,  who  were  fond  of  noveltiea,  per- 
sisted in  his  rigorous  course,  and  felt  ashamed,  at  present, 
of  relinquishing  his  design.  In  the  end,  however,  he  soft- 
ened down,  yielding  to  the  opinions  of  hia  subjects,  and 
remembering  that  discretioa  is  the  mother  of  virtues,  had 
some  compassion  on  human  &ailW,  and  relaxed  several  of 
the  rigorous  statutes  which  he  had  proposed. 

Ch.  XIV.  The  emperor  Lotkaire  interferes  hetween  the 
pope  and  anlipope — Stchttrd,  son  of  Sohert  earl  of 
Otouaester,  made  bUhop  ofSayeux. 
In  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1133,  the  emperor  Lothaire 
being  implored,  for  the  love  of  Qod,  by  the  bishops  and  the 
rest  of  the  faithful,  laid  sioge  to  Borne,  and  tried  to  restore 
peace  to  the  people  of  &od,  who,  in  the  present  achiam  wsH' 
dered  from  unity  either  after  Gregory  or  Peter.  Lothaire, 
therefore,  sent  a  message  to  Peter,  requiring  him  either  to 
give  place  to  the  other,  or  aubmit  to  a  judicial  inquiry  into 
his  ordination.  Peter  willingly  accepted  this  proposd,  and 
professed  himself  ready  to  abide  the  judgment  of  impartial 
persons  in  the  presence  of  the  emperor  himself.  '  Lothaire 
sent  a  sinular  message  to  Innocent,  but  be  refused  to  come 
and  support  hia  cause  unless  he  was  received  with  all  the 
honours  due  to  the  papacy.  On  learning  this,  the  emperor 
was  so  indignant  against  Gregory  that  he  gave  up  to  Peter 
ail  that  he  Bad  taken  possession  of,  and  at  the  end  of  seven 
weeks,  retired  from  £ome,  without  having  accomplished  hia 
purpose.'

Ch.  XV.      Sttceeuion  to  the  ducij/  of  Bwrgwidt/ — Affair* 

in  AjmHa  and  ihewiith  of  Italy,  and  in  Sialt/. 
Ajbout  this  time  there  were  great  troubles  in  Apulia,  to 
explain  the  origin  of  which  it  ia  necessary  to  recnr  to  family 
history  and  past  events.  After  the  death  of  fioger  the  elder, 
count  of  Sicily,  the  sou  of  Tancred  de  Hautivelle,  his  wife 
Addaia  peirceived  that  with  her  young  son  shecould  not  gorem 
his  vast  possessione,  and  in  her  anxiety  about  the  state  of 
afiaira,  she  took  serious  counsel  with  herself  and  her  friends 
what  was  to  be  done.  Count  Soger  and  hia  eleven  Inrethien 
had  conquered  by  their  valour  extensive  provinces,  and 
reduced  the  barbarians  in  Apulia  and  Sicily  under  the 
power  of  the  Most  High  Qod.  At  last,  the  countess  made  a 
fiiendly  alliauce  with  Bobert,  the  son  ot  Bobert,  Duke  of 

the  Empeioi  Lothsire  brongbt  back  Pope  Innoceat  to  Rooie,  and  wta 
there  cRiirned  bf  him  on  the  4th  of  June.  Oai  author  mat,  therefote, 
hare  beoi  miunformcd  u  to  the  bicU  he  bete  statea.

Enentiona  a  Eticbatd,  bod  of  Bobwt,  but  ha  deacritxa  him  aa  a  monk  of  Bob 
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Bui^undj,  giving  bim  her  daughter  in  msiriage  with  the 
whole  pnncipalily  of  Sicily,' 

Hia  iather  Bobert  was  a  son  of  Hobert  king  of  France  hj 
hie  queen  Constance,  bo  that  he  derived  hia  nobility  from 
the  blood  of  kinga  and  emperors ;  aud  be  much  distioguiahed 
himaelf  in  different  countries,  by  hia  noble  deeds  and  great 
merits.  He  it  was  who  was  sought  by  hia  powerful  mother 
to  be  raised  to  the  throne  of  France,  in  preference  to  his 
etder  brother  Henry ;  an  object  which  ahe  used  all  possible 
means  to  effect.  In  the  end,  justice  having  placed  the  sceptre 
in  the  hand  of  Henry,  the  right  heir,  Eobert  held  for  a  long 

Eiod  the  duchy  of  Burgundy,  and  had  three  sons,  Henry, 
bert,  and  Simon.  Henrv  the  eldest,  by  the  duke's  com- 
mand married  a  wife  who  bore  him  three  sons,  Hugh,  Odo, 
and  Bobert,  biahop  of  Laogres.*  Henry  died  in  the  life- 
time of  his  father,  who  lived  many  years  afterwards,  and  in 
his  old  age,  aet  aside  his  grandsons,  in  favour  of  his  [own 
younger!  aons,  to  whom  he  made  over  the  duchy,  enjoining 
all  his  lords  to  be  faithful  subjects  of  hia  sons.  The  young 
Hugh,  heanng  this,  kept  silence,  patiently  waiting  for  a 
fovourable  opportunity  of  asserting  his  rights.  He,  however, 
placed  his  sure  trust  in  the  Lord,  and  said  privately  to  those 
who  lived  with  him;  ''The  just  God  who  bos  removed  my  fa- 
ther from  the  world  will  not  deprive  his  offspring  of  their  in- 
heritance." On  the  duke's  decease,  he  summoned  about  him  all 
tke  officials  and  barons,  and  gave  orders,  with  the  air  of  a  mas- 
ter, to  the  grooms  of  the  p^ace  to  deck  the  hall  in  prificely 
style  for  himself  and  the  nobles.  The  servants  were  suprised 
at  an  order  issued  with  such  authority  by  a  mere  youth  ;  but 
they  were  too  much  awed  to  venture  on  diaobedience  to  his 
commands,  and  hastened  to  put  the  palace  at  Dijon  in  splen. 
did  order  fur  the  reception  of  the  new  duke.     Thus  the  reso.

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late  youth  obtained  possession  of  "ihe  states  of  his  ancestors 
without  drawing  the  sword,  or  the  eSusion  of  blood ;  and  his 
uncles  Eobert  and  Simon  going  into  exile,  he  governed  with 
honour  the  inheritance  of  his  fathers  during  three  years. 
His  administration  was  exemplary  for  its  justice,  and  ha  was 
beloved  by  the  gentle  and  good  ;  but  his  wrath  ■was  terrible 
as  the  thunderbdt  to  the  lawless  and  irreligious.'  At  tbo  end 
of  the  three  years,  be  made  a  voluntary  cession  of  the  duchy 
to  his  brother  Eudes,  and  inspired  bythe  love  of  heaven  quitted 
the  world ;  and  becoming  a  monk  at  Cluni,  served  G-od  there 
gloriously  for  fifteen  years.  His  brother  Odo  held  the  duchy 
of  Burgundy  for  a  long  period,  and  marrying  a  daughter  of 
William  Tete-Hardie,'  had  a  son  named  Hugn,  afterwards 
duke,  and  a  daughter  named  Hela,  who  by  her  first  marriage 
with  Bertrand,  count  of  TholoUBc,  had  Pons,  count  of  Tripoli ; 
and  afterwards  married  "William  Talvac,  to  whom  she  bore 
Gmj,  count  of  Fonthieu,  and  a  numerous  offspring  of 
both  seiea,' 

Bobert  of  Burgundy,  having  married,  as  already  mentioned, 
the  daughter  of  Soger  the  N'orman,  defended  his  principality 
for  ten  years,  with  great  resolution  against  all  opponent.  In 
the  meantime,  his  mofcher-in-law  brought  up  the  young  Boger, 
and  when  she  found  that  he  was  of  age  to  bear  arms,  and 
assume  the  government  of  hia  father's  states,  she  took  off  by 
poison,  sad  to  say,  the  iUustrions  Frenchman,  a  noble  knight 
and  her  own  son'm-law.  This  noble  lord  being  thus  destroyed 
by  female  treachery,  Eoger  succeeded  to  the  principality,  and 
enjoyed  great  prosperity  for  many  years ;  but  he  was  soiled

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by  many  Crimea,  and,  aa  I  think,  must  expiate  them  by  aerero 
tormenta. 

His  crafty  mother,  who  was  daughter  of  Boniface  of 
Liguria,  having  collected  moaey  from  all  aourcea  after  her 
husbaad's  death,  amasaed  a  great  treasure.  Baldwin  the 
younger,  kin"  of  Jerusalem,  hearing  chia,  coveted  her  wealth 
and  sent  noble  proiieB  to  demand  her  hand  in  marriage. 
Adelaia,  inaatiably  greedy  of  pride,  of  rank,  and  honour, 
accepted  the  propoaala  of  the  illuatrious  suitora,  and  went 
to  Jcruaalem  with  a  large  retinue  and  a  vast  treasure.' 
King  Baldwin  was  pleased  enough  to  receive  her  money, 
which  he  lavished  on  the  stipendiaries  who  fought  in  the 
name  of  Christ  against  the  Pagans ;  but  he  repudiated  the 
woman  who  was  wnnkled  with  age,  and  had  rendered  herself 
infamoioB  by  many  crimes.  In  consequence,  the  old  woman 
returned  to  Sicily  in  confusion  at  her  failure,  and  spent  her 
declining  years  in  general  contempt.' 

ICoger,  prince  of  Sicily,  aecurely  eatabliahed  his  power, 
and  prospered  in  wealth  andhonour,  above  all  his  predecessors 
of  the  same  family.  After  the  death  of  duke  William,  aa 
already  mentionerf,  he  succeeded  him  in  the  duchy  of  Apulfa 
against  the  will  of 'the  people:  and  he  then  persecuted  all 
wiio  had  opposed  him,  cruely  oppressing  them  Dy  his  power- 
ful hand,  and  sparing  no  one,  either  kindred  or  strangers,  but 
crushing  them  all,  and  stripping  them  of  their  property,  he 
trod  them  under  foot.' 

Tancred  de  Converaana'  was  closely  besieged  by  Boger  of 
Sicily  in  Matera;'  and  making  his  escape  thence,  was  taken  by 
his  cruel  persecutors  in  a  place  called  Monte  Petroso,'  GJeot- 
fry  of  Andria,'  was  also  taken  prisoner  with  his  wife,  on  a 
rock  on  which  the  castle,  near  the  city  of  Potenza,  stands.' 
However  Eohert  reduced  the  city,  and  pillaged  there  a 
treasury  containing  fifteen  pounds'  weight  ot  gold  and  silver.

Potenza,  capital  of  the  Baiilicata. 
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He  also  took  the  Lombard  Grimoald  de  Ban,'  a  generous  and 
bigh-Bpirited  man,  and  atripping  him  of  all  his  effects  and 
strong  places,  reduced  him  to  great  humihation.  Even  his 
cousin  Bichanl,  priace  of  Capua,'  he  disinherited,  and  com- 
pelled him  bj  unjust  violence  to  go  into  exile.  ThuB  ruining 
DT  his  tyranny  both  his  kinsmen  and  strangers,  he  waded 
through  a  sea  of  blood  and  tears  to  such  power  that,  first  of 
the  deBcendants  of  Taacred,  he  ascended  a  kingly  throne,  and 
obtained  thesceptreand  diadems,  and  other  ensigns  of  royalty. 
He  married  the  daughter  of  Peter  Leo,  the  aiater  of  Pope 
Anaclete,  and  having  been  crowned  by  this  pope,  still  reigns 
as  king  of  Sicily.* 

Ch.  Xyi.  A  lieiwy  fall  of -mow,  and  inwtdatiom — Violent 

summer  heatt  mid  tivnderttormt — Mant  and  Ohartres  burnt 

— Floodt  in  Flanders — Imurreeiion  of  the  Welsh. 

Is  the  year  of  our  Lord  1134,  many  calamities  afflicted  the 

world,  by  which  some  were  punished  as  their  eins  deserved, 

while  others,  witnessing  such  terrible  and  unusual  events, 

become  pale  with  terror.    On  Innocenta'  day,  there  was  such 

a  heavy  fall  of  sUow  that  it  covered  the  whole  face  of  the 

country,  and  so  blocked  up  the  entrances  of  the  houses,  that 

on  the  fdUowing  day  it  was  hardly  possible  for  either  man  or 

beast  to  come  :&rth  from  their  abodes,  or  any  how  procure

Capua  having  been  retaken  by  the  Emperor  Lothaire,  on  behalf  of 
Robert,  wai  again  token,  and  utterly  sacked,  in  October,  1137. 

The  indetitigable  Robert  made  hii  re-entrj  into  Capua  in  1 1JI5,  on  the 
death  of  Roger,  but  being  forced  to  ]eave  it  the  year  following,  he  was 
giien  up  to  the  Sicilians,  who  put  out  his  ejts,  and  brought  him  to  a 
atiaerabla  end, 

*  The  date  of  the  bull  conferring  the  title  of  king  on  Count  Rogw  has 
been  already  given.  In  lltO  he  married  Alberie,  the  daughter  of  Pot«i 
de  Lion,  aeeond  oE  that  name,  and  conseqaently  sister  of  Pope  Anaclete. 
She  bore  him  Gve  children,  and,  dying  on  the  eighth  of  February,  1149, 
was  buried  at  Palermo. 
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what  they  required.     Many  of  the  faithful  could  not  enter 

the  chuTchea  to  celebrate  the  feast,  and  in  several  places  the 
priests  could  not  even  make  their  way  to  them  through  the 
deep  snowdrifts.  In  the  course  of  six  days  the  wind  changing 
to  the  westward,  the  enow  melted  and  a  deep  flood  immediately 
followed. '  The  rivers  were  swelled  with  tne  waters  and  over- 
flowed their  banks,  causing  great  losses  and  inconveniences  to 
tlie  people.  The  houses  in  the  towns  and  villages  were  flooded 
80  that  they  were  compelled  to  quit  their  habitations.  Great 
ricks  of  hay  Vere  swept  off  from  the  meadows,  and  tuns  of 
wine  and  other  veesela,  with  many  valuable  and  ornamental 
articlea,  were  carried  away.  Many  had  to  lament  their 
losses,  while  others  rejoiced  in  uneipected  acquisitions.' 

In  the  month  of  June,  the  earth  was  burnt  up  during  fif- 
teen days  by  a  parching  heat,  and  men  were  forced  to  hum- 
ble themselves  before  God  with  &sting  and  supplications, 
in  terror  of  perishing  by  fire,  like  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Fentapolis.  The  biasing  sun,  which  was  then  in  the  Twins, 
dried  up  the  springs  and  pools  of  water,  and  the  thirsty 
animals  were  reduced  to  the  greatest  distress.  -  One  Satur- 
day such  a  number  of  persons,  exhausted  by  the  raging  heat, 
sought  refreshment  by  bathing,  that  many  were  drowned  in 
a  single  hour.  In  our  own  neighbourhood,  where  the  news 
easOy  reached  us,  thirty-seven  men  perished  in  the  pools 
and  streams.  It  is  not  for  me  to  raise  questions  on  the 
judgmentB  of  God,  by  whom  all  things  are  wrought,  nor  can 
I  unfold  the  mysterious  cftuses  of  events ;  I  Bimply  write 
their  annals,  as  I  am  requested  by  friends.  Who  can 
search  out  that  which  is  inscrutable  P     Such  occurrences  as

stored  in  barns  fcr  winter  fodder,  as  so  rigorous  k  climate  as  that  of  Nor- 
maDdy  requires ;  and  we  maj  suppEiie  t£at  what  was  carried  off  by  the 
inundations  had  been  cut  at  loo  great  a  dittance  from  the  bims  to  i>e 
carted  home,  or  that  the  buildings  were  insufficient.  It  wu  therefore 
stocked  upon  some  litlng  ground,  which,  hoverer,  foiled  of  giiing  security 
when  the  floods  of  the  Rule  and  other  streams,  swelled  hj  the  melting  of 
aa  eztraotdinaiy  tail  of  snow,  tow  above  tb^  titual  Jeiel. 
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I  have  either  seen  or  heard  I  record  with  the  best  inten- 
tioEB  for  the  benefit  of  posterity,  and  glorify  God  in.  all  hia 
works,  which  are  truly  righteous.  Let  every  one  consider 
them  according  to  the  light  he  may  receive  from  heaven, 
and  if  he  finds  an^hing  he  thinks  profitable  to  himself,  let 
him  select  it  for  his  soid's  good,  as  he  feels  disposed. 

In  the  month  of  August,  on  the  eve  of  St,  Lawrence  the 
Martvr,  after  nones,  there  was  a  sudden  storm  of  wind,  fol- 
lowed, about  the  hour  of  vespers,'  by  awful  thunder  and  a 
deluge  of  rain,  Li  different  places  thunderbolts  fell  with  a 
great  crash,  and  killed  several  women.  As  far  as  I  have 
heard,  no  male  perished  in  this  visitation ;  females  only,  both 
of  the  human  species  and  brute  animals,  sunk  under  the  in- 
fliction of  the  passing  scourge.  In  the  village  of  Planches,' 
on  the  confines  of  the  dioceses  of  Lisieux  and  Seez,  a  young 
man  named  William  Blanchard  was  driving  homewards  from 
a  neighbourii^  Mend,  a  cart  in  which  his  sister  was  sitting 
with  some  sheaves  of  oats.  The  youth  being  alanxied  at  the 
violent  storm  df  rain,  made  all  possible  haste  to  gain  the 
shelter  of  his  mother's  cottage  which  stood  close  by,  but  a 
thunderbolt  fell  on  the  haunches  of  the  mare  which  was  draw- 
'  ing  the  cart,  and  killed  the  animal,  as  well  as  the  girl  in  the 
cart  and  a  stray  pullet  of  here  which  was  foUowi^g  after. 
Her  young  brother,  who  was  riding  the  mare  with  the  bridle 
in  his  hand,  fell  to  the  ground,  excessively  terrified,  but 
through  God'a  mercy,  his  life  was  spared.  The  rain  soon 
afterwards  poured  down  in  torrents,  but  the  cart  and  .the 
sheaves  it  contained  were  burnt  to  aahes,  which  I  saw  the

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next  day,  as  veil  as  the  corpse  of  the  young  girl  laid  out  on 
a  bier ;  for  being  then  at  Merferaut  I  paid  a  visit  to  the 
spot  in  order  to  be  able  to  ascertain  the  facts  and  record 
them  with  certainty.' 

At  the  Tillage  of  Glaprfie,'  some  reapers,  observing  a  very 
black  doud  irtiich  darkened  the  sky,  called  out  to  a  little 
girl  who  happened  to  be  gleaning  in  the  field ;  "  Itun  quickly, 
child,  and  fetch  us  our  cloaks  and  coats  to  defend  us  from 
the  rain."  The  girl  began  running  in  all  haste  to  falill  the 
errand  ;  but  she  bad  scarcely,  I  think,  made  a  single  step, 
before  she  was  stmck  with  lightning  and  instantly  expired. 
The  same  hour  many  such  things  happened,  as  I  afterwards 
heard  from  trustworthyperaona.butl  cannot  relate  them  all. 

In  the  first  week  of  Septembw,  the  Lord  our  God  pun- 
ished many  offences  by  fire,  and  burnt  the  houses  of  sinners, 
with  the  wealth  thCT'  hod  been  for  a  long  whUo  unjustly 
accumnlating.  Le  Muna  and  Chartrea,  neb  and  ancient 
cities,  were  reduced  to  ashes.  Alen^on,  Nogent-au-Perche, 
Temeuil,  and  other  towns  and  viJlageB  perished  in  the 
flames,  the  wrath  of  Ood  visiting  the  earth.  At  this  time 
.  the  cathedral  of  Mans,  a  most  beautiful  edifice,  was  burnt  to 
the  ground,  and  it  was  with  ^at  difficulty  that  the  chest 
containing  the  relics  of  St.  Julian,  bishop  and  confessor, 
was  transferred  to  the  monastery  of  St.  Vincent  the  martyr.' 
The  bones  of  St.  Scholastics,  the  Virgin,  were  also  burnt, 
with  many  other  relies ;  but  after  the  fire  theJi  ashes  were 
discovered  in  the  shrines  by  those  who  piously  searched  for 
them.     At  Chartrea  the  monastery  of  St.  Peter  the  apostle*

*  The  detaila  given  by  our  author  of  the  Gre  at  Mana,  irtiich  occurred  on 
the  3rd  of  September,  1134,  are  correcL  Tho  relics  of  St.  Julian  were 
carried  to  the  abbey  de  la  Cloture. 

•  St,  Stephen'i,  at  Chartrea,  wia  dertroyed  by  Ere  two  daya  afterward^ 
on  the  6tb  of  September. 
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was  reduced  to  aahea,  and  the  renenible  convent  of  monka 
waa  diepersed,  their  cloister  and  the  other  huitdingi  and 
offices  being  deiitrojed.  At  the  same  season,  the  inhabitants 
of  a  Tariety  of  places  eiperienced  many  eitroordinaiy  oocur- 
rencea,  and  numbeTB  of  them  suffered  Irom  fires  originating  in 
different  ways.  In  their  astoniabment  or  Borrow,  they  can 
tell  long  stories  of  these  events  to  the  people  of  their  neigh- 
borhood ;  but  aa  I  did  not;  witness  them,  I  have  resolved 
not  to  lengthen  my  work  by  relating  anything  on  doubtful 
authority. 

In  the  same  month,  the  righteous  Judge  took  fearful  ven- 
geance,  by  the  contrary  element  in  another  country,  punish- 
ing the  pirates  for  inii^uities  aimilar  to  those  with  which 
the  earth  was  polluted  in  the  time  of  Noah.  In  Handera 
the  sea  overflowed  its  banks  during  the  night,  and  suddenly 
deluging  the  country  for  an  extent  of  seven  miles,  covered 
alike  churches,  towers,  and  cottages,  and  deBtiwed  in  one 
common  cataatrophe  thousands  of  human  beings,  of  bothsexes, 
and  all  ranks  and  orders.  In  such  an  emergency  it  is  plain, 
that  neither  speed  could  save  the  swift  messenger,  nor  cou- 
rage the  Tnnn  of  arms,  nor  riches  the  wealthy ;  but  alt  alike, 
men  and  women,  handsome  or  deformed,  were  engulphed  in 
the  flood  of  waters,  which  soon  stopped  their  mouths  and 
terminated  their  existence.  Thus  did  the  sea  accomplish 
the  punishment  of  these  wretched  people,  all  in  a  moment, 
and  then  straightway  at  the  command  of  Ood  retired  within 
its  hounds.  A  poor  woman  recovering  from  recent  child- 
birth was  alarmed  at  hearing  the  rush  of  waters,  but  not 
losing  her  presence  of  mind  jumped  out  of  bed,  and  seizing 
her  infant,  with  a  hen  and  chickens,  lost  no  time  in  getting 
on  a  little  mow  of  hay,'  which  stood  at  her  cottage  door. 
The  hay  floated  in  the  flood,  which  swept  everything  away 
in  its  rapid  current,  and  eddying  to  and  fro,  carried  the  hay 
to  a  great  distance  from  the  spot  where  it  stood.  By  God's 
mercy,  the  woman  was  saved  with  the  few  httle  things  she 
had  with  her,  being  wonderfully  snatched  from  the  death 
which  was  so  near.  A  boy  twelve  years  old  told  me  that  he 
escaped  destruction  by  climbing  instantly  to  the  roof  of  a 
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houBe,  while  hia  father  and  mother  perished  in  the  lower 
apartment. 

In  the  course  of  the  BBme  year,  several  itlustriouB  princeB 
departed  this  life.  Hobeirt  II.  duie  of  Normandy,  died  in 
February  at  Cardiff,  as  already  mentioned ;  Alfonso,  king  of 
Arragon  at  the  beginning  of  autumn,  after  the  battle  of 
Fraga,  in  which  fell  the  noble  barons  Bertrand  and 
Soderick,  with  many  other  lords. 

At  this  time  the  "Welsh- Britons'  were  grieTOusly  op- 
pressed by  the  varioua  races  who  Jive  under  the  rule  of 
King  Henry ;  and  Beveral  of  their  provinces  were  granted  to 
the  Flemings,  by  whom  they  were  butchered  like  dogs,  with 
out  any  regard  for  humanity,  whenever  they  could  track  them 
out,  in  the  woods  and  caves  in  which  they  lurked.  The 
braver  epirits  among  the  Welsh  finding  this,  became  eo  in- 
dignant, that  their  courage  was  again  roused,  and  flying  to 
arms,  they  broke  into  fierce  rebellion  against  King  Henry, 
and  made  ample  reprisals  in  revenge  for  their  losses.  They 
burnt  a  castle  of  Faganus  PitE-John,  called  Cans,*  and  mer- 

'  Qvioli  Britonet.  Henrj  I.,  in  person,  led  eipeditioiu  into  Walo  in 
1114  and  1116;  and  during  hia  rapi,  whenev«  opportunity  could  be 
found,  iiTupiionB  were  made  an  the  Welsh  by  the  lotil*  on  the  frontier, 
frequently  followed  by  repriaala.  Heniy  alio  planted  a  colony  of  Flemings 
in  the  disttiol  of  Roo«  in  Pembrokeshire,  tmceB  of  which  atiJl  remain,  to 
curb  the  power  of  Grifi^lh-apRhys,  piinee  of  South  Wales  in  Ihoio 
parts.  This  ftict  is  eurBorily  recorded  by  most  of  the  chroniclem,  and 
more  particularly  b;  GimlduB  Cambrensis,  in  b.  i.  c.  11,  of  his  Itinerary. 

*  M.  Le  PrevDnt  slates  in  a  note,  that  he  is  unable  to  point  out  the  site 
of  this  caslle,  or  ascertain  its  modern  name ;  but  he  very  Judiciously 
observes,  that  it  must  have  stood  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  intermediate 

land,  rather  than  that  of  a  regnlar  Irantier.  This  conjecture  is  not  fax 
wrong  :  Cause  or  Caurse  castle,  the  mini  of  which  still  prexerTe  its  ancient 
name,  standi  indeed  within  the  English  border,  hut  on  die  very  conlinei  of 
Shropifaire,  where  a  ridge,  called  the  Lon;;  Mountain,  divides  it  from  the 
valley  of  the  Severn  and  the  adjoining  county  of  Montgomery,  It  waa 
one  of  the  most  important  of  the  line  of  tiorder  castlei  built  to  restrain 
the  incandons  of  the  Welib,  more  of  which  are  mentioned  subsequently 
in  eh.  ixivii.  Cause  was  at  one  lime  the  loidihip  of  Peter  Corbett,  and 
afterwards  came  into  the  peneision  of  the  barons  Stafford. 

PaganuB  (or  Payn)  FitiJohn,  hero  named,  and  Milo  Fiti-ffaller,  were 
entrusted  by  Henry  I.  with  important  government!  on  the  border*  of 
Walo^  the  Eist  having  the  coun^  of  Heretiird  and  Sdop,  the  other  that 
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cilesaly  cut  off  the  heads  of  all  the  persons  of  both  eexea 
whom  they  found  within  it.  Having  committed  this  outrage, 
the  whole  band,  inhabitants  of  tte  neighbourhood  aa  well  as 
strangers,  betook  themaelTeB  to  the  woods,  like  so  many 
wolviis,  and  carried  on  public  hostihtiea,  by  indiacriminating 
slaughter,  pillage,  and  firings. 


In  the  year  of  our  Lord  1135,  Pope  Innocent  assembled  a 
veiy  numerous  council  at  Fisa,'  and  brought  before  it  many 
things  concerning  the  welfare  of  the  church ;  but  was  pre- 
vented by  adverse  circumstances  from  accomplishing  all  he 
desired.     Hugh,  archbishop  of  Bouen,  powerfully  seconded 

of  Glouceiter,  under  his  jurisdiction.  Theae  "  lord-marchera  "  being,  like 
othen,  in  continual  hoatilitiea  with  the  Welsh,  pushed  their  conquetts 
acron  the  bordar.  Milo  waa  lord  of  Over-Gwent  and  Brecknock.  Fili- 
John  vaa  lord  of  Ewyas,  a  mountainom  district,  dow  called  the  Haltereli 
hills,  a  conltnuation  of  the  Black  Mouatains,  neai  Talgaith,  and  extending 
'into  ^le  countT  of  Hereford.  The  celebrated  abbey  of  Lluitonf,  still 
beautiful  in  il»  niini,  stood  in  the  yale  of  Ewyas, 

In  Che  earlj  part  of  the  reign  of  Stephen,  Paganns  Fitz-John,  vho  had 
been  a  favourite  and  counseUor  of  Henry  I.,  (ell  into  suspicion,  and  irsa 
summoned  to  court,  with  others,  to  answer  charges  for  their  cruel  oud 
rapacious  border  warfare  ;  but  he  was  too  prudent  to  obey  the  Bummonl^ 
and,  while  chaadsing  the  Welshmen,  was  pierced  through  the  brain  by  an 
arrow,  being  the  only  one  of  bis  party  who  fell.  See  OetUi  SfepAon^ 
pp.  .133,  834,  appended  to  Henry  nf  Huntingdon's  Hial.  in  Hie  Antiq. 
Lib.  1  and  the  Itinerary  of  Giraldus  Cambreneis,  b.  i.  c.  S. 

M.  Lo  Prerost  remarks  of  this  Paganus  Fiti-John,  that  "  there  ia  no 
doubt  but  he  was  a  brother  of  Eustace  Fiti-John,  who  married  Beatrice, 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Ivo  de  Vesci,  who  married  Ada,  daughter  and 
heiress  of  William  Tyson,  lord  of  Alnwick,  in  the  county  of  Narthumber- 
land.  William,  the  son  of  Eustace  and  Beatrice,  took  his  mother's  name, 
which  was  preseried  in  the  family  until  it  became  eitinet  in  1237."  He 
obaerrea,  that  there  was,  in  the  ISlh  century,  another  family  of  FilzJohn, 
with  which  the  per»ona  here  spoken  of  had  no  relation.  Eustace  Fiti- 
John,  in  1117,  founded  at  Alnwick  the  first  priory  of  the  order  of  the 
Premonattauta  which  eiiated  in  England.  The  charter  of  foundation,  and 
a  genealogy  of  the  bmily,  repealed  aeienj  times,  are  prese^Ted  in  the 
second  lolume  of  the  MmiaiL  AKgliavn. 

'  Our  author  continues  to  confound  Pisa  wilh  "Picenum."  The 
cooiidl  WH  opened  May  30,  1135,  and  cloaed  Junefi.     . 
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hia  designB,  and  was  bo  much  honoured  by  the  pope,  that 
he  gave  him  the  primacy  over  many  hiahopa.  Occupied  in 
the  afiaira  of  the  apostohcal  aee,  he  neglected  for  aome  time 
the  administration  of  his  own  diocese,  and  remaimng  too 
long  in  Italy,  diligently  employed  in  the  concema  of  others, 
the  king  was  much  displea8ed*with  him. 

Besidea,  when  after  the  death  of  Bichard,  bishop  of 
Bayeux,  the  king  gave  the  aee  to  his  own  grandson  Kichard, 
the  archbishop  greatly  hesitated  to  consecrate  him,  because  he 
woa  a  bastard,  and  deferred  it  for  a  long  period,  until  the 
terror  of  the  king's  name  should  induce  the  court  of  Borne 
to  grant  authority  for  it.  At  last,  when  the  envoys  returned 
with  the  papal  decree,  the  church  of  Bayeux  was  given  to 
Bichard,  the  aon  of  Bobert  earl  of  Gloucester ;  and  on  the 
same  day  the  bishopric  of  Coutances  was  entrusted  to 
Bichard  de  Beaufai. 

Ch.  XVin.  Henry  I.  is  detained  in  XbrmanA/  hy  qvarreh 
with  the  count  of  Anjou,fQmeatedhy  the  eowtteat — Marches 
against  William  Talvas  and  Soger  de  Toeni,  two  of  the 
lords  in  their  interest. 
'DiTB.Tsa  the  same  year,  King  Henry  having  heara  the 
sorrowful  tidings  of  the  insurrection  of  the  Welsh,  his  anger 
was  BO  much  roused  that,  having  ordered  hia  afiaira  in  Ifor- 
mandy  with  great  prudence,  he  made  three  attempts  to  cross 
the  eea,  with  a  chosen  troop  of  archers  and  a  body  of  men- 
at-arma.     But  his  expedition  was  prevented  by  the  occur- 
rence of  opposing  circamstances  ;  nor  was  he  permitted  by 
God,  who  diaposea  all  things  in  a  wonderful  manner,  to 
return  alive  to  England.    (>eo&ey  of  Anjou,  hia  son-in-law,' 

'  The  miiundeMtanding  between  HeaTf  and  hia  aon-in-lftw  Oeoffl'aj^ 
irai  of  long  standing,  and  embittered  the  last  dayi  of  tlie  Engluh  kitig. 
Ai  long  betore  as  1 132,  be  had  taken  back  his  daughter  to  England,  and 
did  not  restore  her  to  her  husband  till  in  some  measure  compelled  bj  the 
■olemn  decision  of  his  counsellors  st  Northampton,  at  the  feast  of  the 
Nativitj,in  1133.  But  the  joumej  did  not  take  pbice  till  the  Lent  follow- 
ing. The  princess  was  then  for  adTHjiced  in  her  pregnancy,  as  she  waa 
delivered  of  Uenrj  II.  at  Mans,  oa  Hoi;  Saturdaj,  March  25.  The  king 
followed  her  to  the  continent  on  Wedneada;,  August  2,  notwitlutanding 
an  annular  eclipte  at  noon,  od  account  of  which  it  was  sought  in  vain  to 
iodoee  him  to  relinquish  the  voyage. 

The  quarrels  between  the  king  and  hia  son-in-law  continued  to  the  end 
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coveted  the  vast  vealtb  of  his  powerfVil  father-m-Iaw,  and 
demanded  pOBsession  of  the  casUea  in  Normandy,  allegmg 
that  they  were  promised  him  by  the  king  when  he  gave  nim 
his  daughter  in  marriage.  But  the  high-apirited  monarch 
had  no  mclination  to  allow  any  one,  while  he  lived,  to  have 
any  pre-eminence  over  himsdi,  or  even  to  be  his  equal  in 
his  family  or  dominions,  well  remembering  the  maxim  of 
divine  wisdom,  that  "  So  man  can  serve  two  masters."  In 
consequence,  the  arrogant  young  prince  was  so  incensed, 
that  he  gave  offence  to  the  long,  both  by  threats  and  acts  of 
insolence,  and  treated  bis  counsels  and  admonitions  with 
such  contempt,  that  Henry  became  much  irritated,  and 
would  have  taken  hie  daughter  from  him  and  carried  her 
over  to  England,  if  Providence  had  so  determined.     The 


Beaumont,  and  without  any  respect  to  his  royal  lather- 
in-lan,  pushed  his  advantages  against  Boscehn,  to  the 
last  extremity.  In  this  state  of  amurs  between  King  Heniy 
and  the  count  of  Anjou,  discord  grew  up  among  the  lords  of 
Normandy,  some  of  whom  were  partisans  of  the  count  but 
dared  not  break  into  open  revolt,  being  kept  in  awe  by  a 
king  of  such  experience.  Were  he  to  take  arms  agmnst 
them,  they  well  knew  that  perpetual  imprisonment  would 
be  the  punishment  of  the  culprits. 

WiUiam  Talvaa'  and  Eoger  de  Toeni    lay  under  the 


them.  "  Thekingoften  proponed  to  return  to 
cmpreM,  detuned  him  on  acconnt  of  Tiuious  disputes  irhich  wece  betveen 
the  king  and  tlie  count  of  Anjou,  through  the  inciiguea  of  his  daughter, 
by  which  he  vos  eiosperaled  against  the  count."  It  was  thought  that 
these  domestic  qnaireli  shortened  the  king's  dajs. 

'  Roscetin  de  Beaumont,  lord  of  Beaumont-le-yiconte  and  Montra- 
nult  (Msine-et-Lnire),  son  of  Ralph  de  Beaumont,  second  of  chat  name, 
married  Constance,  the  fifth  natural  daughter  of  Hemy  I.  Bj^bert  du 
Mont  calls  her  Jkfatilda  ;  perhaps  flhe  bore  two  names,  as  we  haTO  seen  in 
the  case  of  l^ueen  Matilda,  of  Beotland. 

'  William  Talvas,  third  of  that  name,  of  whom  we  hare  alreadj  had 
occauun  to  speak.  The  king  had  restored  to  him,  in  1119,  the  counlj  of 
AlenjoD,  but  not  Belisme,  which  continued  to  be  united  to  the  doming 
of  the  count  du  Perche. 

William  was  one  of  the  causes  of  the  misunderstanding  between  Henrj' 
■Dd  Om  count  and  countesa  of  Anjou,  who  were  much  displeased  that  tiie 
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greatest  suspicion,  and  therefore  did  not  venture  to  come  to 
court.'  For  this  reason  the  king  deferred  his  voyage  to 
England,  and  quartered  his  own  troops  in  the  fortrees 
of  Conches.  This  garrison  saved  the  town,  which  was  sur- 
rounded with  good  walla,  and  kept  in  check  the  young 
Koger,  who  was  disposed  to  revolt.  As  for  Talvas,  the  king 
often  summoned  him  to  his  presence,  and  long  waited  in 
vain  for  him,  tormented  as  he  was  by  the  stings  of  an  evil 
conscience ;  and  at  last,  after  being  frequently  caUed  to  appear, 
he  was  disseized  of  all  his  fiels.  In  the  month  of  September, 
Talvas,  deprived  of  his  entire  lordsHp,  took  refuge  with  the 
count  of  Anjou,  making  his  residence  in  the  castles  of 
Perai  and  Mamem,  which  he  held  in  fealty  to  that  count. 
Meanwhile,  the  king  was  engaged  from  the  eleventh  of 
August  to  the  feast  of  All-aainta  [1st  November],  in  scouring 
the  country  about  Sees,  and  t^ing  possession  of  Alen^on, 
Almanesces,  and  other  castles  belonging  to  Talvas.  Assem- 
bling a  great  number  of  labourers,  he  enlarged  the  trenches 
of  Argentan,  and,  unconscious  of  future  events,  strongty 
fortified  a  place  which  soon  afterwards  was  a  great  trouble 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood. 

On  the  fifth  of  the  calends  of  November  [28tli  October], 
while  they  were  celebrating  the  feast  of  SS.  Simon  and 
Jude,  and  the  service  of  matins  was  being  offered  by  the 
devout  to  the  divine  Majesty,  a  violent  wind  suddenly  rose 
about  the  fourth  watch  of  the  night,  and  lasting  all  day  until 
nones,  in  strong  gusts  accompanied  with  a  terrible  roar, 
stripped  the  roofs  of  innumerable  houses,  and  churches,  and 
lofty  towers ;  and,  levelling  to  the  eari^h  numberless  trees, 

king  lisd  not,  at  their  requeat,  reitored  thia  loid  to  hia  &Taui.  It  also 
appeon,  that  both  the  count  and  counlen  were  nf  airogaat  and  TJolent 
tempen,  and  Chej  nere,  therefor^  much  dialiked,  aa  we  shall  find  in  the 

*  Roger  de  Toeni,  second  of  that  name  and  aon  of  Ralph  III.  Thia 
family,  by  an  exception  eitremely  rare  amongat  the  Norman  loida,  appears 
not  to  have  been  of  Scaiidinaiian  origin,  but  to  have  aprung  from  a  Frank 
named  Hugh  de  Calvacnmp,  one  of  whoae  son*.  Ralph,  ia  d«crtbed  aa  a 
person  of  great  power ;  and  another  vis  arcLbiihop  of  Bouen  jn  the 
middle  of  the  tenth  centuir.  The  archbitliop,  whose  general  character 
waa  &r  from  exemplary,  is  accused  of  having  alienated  the  domain  of 
Tocni  from  the  church  to  endow  hia  own  lamily.  It  baa  been  already  re- 
marked, that  the  baronial  homo  of  Stafford  ia  England  waa  deriied  from 
that  of  Tosnl 
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l&id  open  the  woods.  Men's  hearts  trembled  at  these 
spectacles,  and  various  opinions  were  offered  coneeming  the 
naitation.  Some  wise  obserrers,  who  inquired  keenly  into 
the  causes  of  events  and  conjectured  the  iutnre  from  the 
past,  said  that  the  wrath  of  Qod  threatened  the  world  on 
account  of  its  sins,  and  that  the  princes  of  the  earth  with  their 
subjects  would  Boon  be  laid  low  like  the  trees  of  the  forests. 
At  this  time  Lewis,  king  of  France,  who  was  in  the 
twenty-eighth  year  of  his  reign,  lay,  sick  from  diarrhcea, 
which  wasted  his  strength.'  Jji  the  immediate  apprehen- 
sion of  death,  he  set  his  house  and  all  that  he  posBessed  in 
order,  and  aununoning  to  his  presence  two  of  the  most 
powerful  lords  of  France,  Theobald  de  Blois'  and  £slph  de 
Peronne,'  who  had  been  at  variance,  he  restored  peace 
between  them.  The  kingdom  of  !EVance  he  committed  to 
his  son  Lewis  Florus,*  having  three  years  before  ap- 
pointed him  king,  and  caused  him  to  be  crowned  at  Bheims,  . 
on  the  tenth*  of  the  calenda  of  November  [20th  October],  by 
Pope  Innocent,  aasisted  by  the  whole  council  of  thirteen 
archbishops  and  two  hundred  and  sixty-three  bishops, 
amidst  the  acclamations  of  the  multitudes  who  were  present. 
Although  the  physicianB  despaired  of  the  king's  recovery, 
the  omnipotent  Adonai,  who  added  fifteen  years  to  the  life 
of  Hezekiah,  prolonged  also  that  of  the  suffering  Lewis, 
unexpectedly  affording  him  thereby  on  opportunity  of 
amending  hjs  conduct.

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the  castle  of  Lions'  on  the  Beventh  of  the  calends  of  Decem- 
ber, gave  orders  to  his  buntsmea  to  be  ready  to  attead  htin 
ibr  toe  chace  in  the  woods  on  the  next  daj.  But  diiriiu 
the  night  he  suddenly  fell  eick,  and  lay  at  the  point  of  deat£ 
team  Tuesday  till  the  following  Sunday.  In  the  course  of 
that  time  be  confessed  his  sins  to  his  chaplains ;'  and  then, 
sending  for  Hugh,  archbishop  of  Eouen,  he  requested  bia 
spiritual  counsels.  By  his  admonitions,  the  hing  released 
criminals  from  al!  forfeitures,  permitted  all  exiles  to  return 
to  their  homes,  and  restored  those  whom  be  had  dis- 
inherited to  their  paternal  estates.  He  gave  orders  to  his 
Bon  Bobert  to  take  out  of  his  treasury,  which  was  under  his 
charge  at  Falaise,  sixty  thousand  livres,  and  distribute  it  in 
pay  and  donatiTes  to  his  household  servants  and  hired 
troops.*  He  commanded  that  his  body  should  be  carried  to 
Beading,  where  he  had  founded  a  monastery  for  two  hun- 
dred monks,  in  honour  of  the  Holy  and  Undirided  Trinity.*

*  It  was  the  abbot  of  Ileading,  who,  happening  to  be  in  the  neighbour- 
king.  He  aftervatda  aent  to  the  aichbiihop  of  Rouen,  who  giTea  the 
following  account  of  his  last  hours  in  a  letter  to  Pope  Innocent,  presened 
bj  William  of  Malmeaburj :  "  I  went  to  him  and  stayed  there,  fiill  of 
grief,  three  days.  At  my  instance,  he  confeiaed  bis  rios,  and  beat  hia 
breast  with  his  own  hand,  dismissing  aJl  ill-will.  By  the  diiine  counsels 
given  hhn  by  me  and  the  biahopi,  he  often  promiied  that  he  would  lead  a 
better  life.

He  adored  the  cruciGi,  receiied  with 
devotion  the  body  and  blood  of  onr  Lord,  and  ordered  alms  to  bo  distri- 
boted,  thus  saying ;  '  Let  my  debts  ba  paid,  all  wages  and  appends  be 
diacharged,  and  the  rest  be  given  amongst  the  poor,'" 

At  the  ting's  death,  there  was  found  in  his  treoaory  at  Winchester,  say 
the  historiaci,  more  than  a  hundred  thouaand  livn^  of  exquisite  coinage. 
There  weie  alao  vessels  of  gold  and  nlver,  of  masiive  weight  and  inea^- 
mable  value,  collected  by  the  andent  kings,  with  magniBcent  additions  by 
Henry  bimselt

On  Monday  they  bore  the  royal  corpse  from  the  castle  of 
Lions  to  Bouen,'  twenty  thousand  men  attending  it,  that 
no  honour  should  be  wanting  in  the  obsequies.  It  was 
received  with  great  pomp  in  the  cathedral  ■  church  of  St. 
Mary,  mother  of  God,  all  ranks  of  men  and  persons  of  both 
aeiea  shedding  floods  of  tears  during  the  solemnity.  During 
the  night  the  body,  which  was  very  fat,  was  opened  by  a 
skilful  surgeon,  and  embalmed  with  sweet  apices.'  The 
entrails  were  carried  in  an  um  to  Emendrenlle,  and  de- 

Eosited  in  the  church  of  St.  Mary-du-Pr^,  which  his  mother 
egan  and  he  finished.

'  So  far  from  tbii,  the  embulment  irai  performed  in  the  moat  clumsy 
and  nffenaive  manner.  "  The  body,  bang  alaihed  by  kniies,  and  copioualy 
iprinkled  intb  salt,  was  sewn  up  in  oi-hidea  to  preTent  the  ill  (^mia, 
which  so  filled  the  air  as  to  be  pestilential  to  the  hystandera,"  says  Henry 
of  Huntingdon.  A  better  process  iraj  introduced  from  the  east  in  the 
fellowiiig  eontuiy,  precious  oromatica  being  subatitoted  for  salt.  Ttius  the 
heart  of  St.  Lenis  was  preeerred.  The  embalment  of  King  Baldwin,  m 
1118,  though  perfbnned  in  the  east,  was  dune  according  to  the 
primitive  rode  pioceas,  salt  being  the  principal  ingredieal.  But  Baldwin 
died  in  the  detut 
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Thereupon,  the  govemment  of  Bonen  and  the  district  of 
Caux  was  oommitted,  by  order  of  the  council,  to  William 
de  Warrenne,'  wiio  protected  the  people  for  some  time, 
much  to  their  advant^;e.  William  de  Boumare,  and  Hugh 
de  Gournay,'  and  other  lords-marchera,  were  directed  to 
defend  the  borders  of  the  duchy ;  Eobert  de  Sigillo,  and 
some  other  clerks',  with  Eobert  de  Tere*,  John  Aigasou*, 
and  other  English  knights,  and  the  guards  and  officers  of 
the  royal  household,  assembled  together,  and  conducted  the 
king's  bier  to  Caen,  by  way  of  Pontaudemer  aad  Bonneville.* 
They  were  detained  there  for  nearly  four  weeks,  waiting  a 
favourable  wind  to  put  to  eea.  Curing  this  time  the  corpse 
of  the  Hrig  was  kept  in  the  choir  of  the  church  of  St. 
Stephen,  the  protomartyr;  until,  after  Christmas,  it  was 
embarked  on  board  ship  by  monks,  employed  in  that  duty, 
and  carried  over  to  England :  it  was  then  buried  with  great 
honours  by  the  successor  to  the  throne,  and  the  bishops 
and  great  men  of  the  realm,  in  the  abbey-church  at  Beading. 

Having  now  given  a  &ithful  atxsount  of  the  circumstances 
attending  the  death  of  this  glorious  father  of  hia  country,  I 
shall  proceed  to  describe  briefly,  in  hexameter  verses,  the 
BulTerrngB  which  turbulent  !Normandy,  our  wretched  mother, 
underwent  in  the  fangs  of  the  viper  brood,  her  own.  off- 
spring :  for,  bs  soon  as  the  death  of  her  pious  prince  was 
luiown,  in  the  first  week  of  Advent,  on  one  anu  the  same

"The  mriDcible  monarcli,  the  wise  duke,  the  illustrioiis 
hero,  who  govemed  bo  many  natioiiB  tmder  a  just  admiiuB- 
tnttion,  alaa !  b  dead ;  and  the  sorrow  for  him  is  uniTersal. 
The  Normans  and  iWlish  alike  are  threatened  with  general 
slaughter.  His  wealth  and  justice,  prudence  and  worth, 
extended  his  power  far  and  wide.  There  was  no  better 
prince  than  hmi  iu  all  the  world,  in  times  when  it  was 
overrun  with  excessive  wickedness.  He  was,  as  I  think, 
the  best  of  kings.  TTia  brilliant  acts  prove  this.  May  this 
defender  of  the  church,  and  lover  c^  peace,  lire  for  ever  with 
Christ,  the  king  of  the  uiuverse  I     Amen. 

"  Kmg  Henrj  died  on  the  1st  of  December.  His  Borrow* 
ing  country  feels  his  loss  in  all  her  membera.'  Already,  ' 
every  one  covetB  the  pillage  of  his  neighbour's  property, 
and  abandons  himself  to  unbridled  injustice.  The  inicmal 
fiiries  pursue  mankind ;  tbe^  prepare  arms,  summon  to  the 
fight,  and  distribute  darts.  'The  Normans  abandon  them- 
selves to  robbeiy  and  pillage ;  they  butcher  one  another, 
make  prisoners,  and  bind  them  in  fetters ;  bum  houses  and 
all  that  is  in  them,  not  even  sparing  monks,  or  respecting 
women,  The  lady  of  rank  groans,  stripped  by  the  hands  of 
furions  robbers ;  public  law  is  without  force  to  save  her 
wardrobe.     The  beardless  youth  is  murdered;   the  ruffian

than  the  rery  tall  ;  he  had  black  hair,  which  dusteied  thick  about  hia 
forehead  ;  his  eyes  Here  mild  and  serene ;  hia  chest  branny  ;  his  body 
fleshy.    He  vas  facetious  in  piopet  seiisan,  nor  did  mallipliraty  of  business 

preTent  hie  indulgence  in  pleosantiy  when  he  received  company 

He  was  plain  in  his  diet,  rather  satisfying  the  calls  of  hanger  ibaa  surfeit- 
ing himself  by  a  TSjiety  of  delicacies.  He  neier  dnnk  but  to  allay  thirst, 
execrating  the  slightest  excess  both  in  bis  court  and  all  otheia.  His  sleep 
WBB  heavy  and  interrupted  by  frequent  snoring.  His  eloquence  iras 
rather  unpremeditated  than  laboured,  not  rapid  but  deliberate."    Hist.  c.  t. 

The  length  of  his  aim  probably  still  constitutes  the  standard  for 
iseaBures  of  length  in  England.  "  He  corrected  the  &lse  ell  of  tha 
traders,  and  appointed  the  measure  of  bis  own  arm  to  he  the  standard, 
vbich  he  eatablished  throughout  England."    lb. 
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has  no  pit^  even  for  a  boy.  Heatbena  as  they  were,  the 
Bonmn  legiona  committed  do  such  Crimea,  It  Is  as  clear  aa 
light  that  peace  is  insupportable  to  these  people,  aud  they 
broke  it  us  soon  as  thej  beard  of  the  king's  death.  Qreedy 
for  plunder,  they  rejoiced  in  the  loas  of  their  prince,  and 
suppose  that  there  is  now  no  master  to  restrain  them.  I 
I  thmk  they  are'  mistaken  in  this.  The  eternal  laws  of  the 
Almighty  King  still  subsist,  and  He  will  quickly  give  his 
church  a  generous  protector.  Having  lost  their  prince,  the 
monks  supplicate  the  Supreme  Wisdom,  with  tears,  to  avert 
and  pardon  offences.  Most  high  Qoi,  suffer  not  these  fierce 
workers  of  iniquity  to  perpetrate  the  cruelties  they  wish. 
Lo !  their  i^rious  rage  calls  and  summons  the  people  to 
crime.  Beetrain  them  &om  carrying  into  execution  what 
they  design,  _0  Christ,  give  us  a  prince  who  shall  observe 
and  chensb  peace  and  justice,  and  be  the  guide  of  thy 
people !  Smite  Ijhe  backs  of  the  rebellions  with  the  scourge 
of  justice,  that  thy  faithful  people  may  ever  serve  thee  m 
security!    Amen." 

Ch.  XX. — Accetgion  of  Sin^  Stephen — Me  it  crowned  in 

England — The  Sbrmant,  after  some  demur,  acknowledge 

kirn  a*  JDuke. 

As  soon  as  Stephen,  count  of  Boulogne,  heard  of  hia  uncle's 
death,'  he  immediately  crossed  over  to  England,  and  being 
well  received  by  William,  archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  thn 
other  bishops  and  temporal  lords,  ascended  the  throne,  and 
was  crowned  on  the  eighteenth  of  the  calends  of  January 
[ISth  December],  being  the  fourth  king  of  the  Norman  race 

'  Stephen  vu  pnbabl;  at  Boulogne  irhen  lie  heaid  of  bti  Dncl^i 
death,  and  he  Int  not  a  moment  in  taking  a  ivift  voiel  and  cnuong  oier 
to  England.  The  BUguries  were  untaiounible,  for,  on  the  menkiag  of  his 
embarkation,  althouf^  it  waa  in  tiie  depth  of  winter,  there  was  a  violent 
thmider-stonn,  and  tbe  peals  were  w  loud,  that  people  thought,  we  ate 
told,  that  the  end  of  the  world  waa  come. 

■  The  coronation  took  place  not  on  the  161h,  but,  according  to  moit  of 
the  chroniclen,  on  the  S6lh  of  December,  the  fesit  of  bii  patron  nint. 
The  ceremony  was  performed  by  William  de  Corboil,  apchbiihop  of 
CantCTbuij,  with  such  careleeiineBa,  that  he  let  the  coQieciated  boat  &11  an 
the  ground.  Perhaps  bii  conicience  was  troubled  by  his  perjury;  of  which 
■tl  prewot  were  guilty,  BOnuneneing  with  tbe  archbishop  hiuue^  of  whom 
it  was  predicted,  that  he  would  not  onttiTo  the  year,  in  puiushmeot  of  his 
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vho  reigned  in  England.  Meanwhile,  the  Kormtms,  holding 
a  counsel  at  Keuboui^,  inclined  to  place  themselTCB  under 
the  goveniinent  of  Theobald,  his  brother ;  but  hearing,  while 
they  were  assembled,  from  a  monk  who  was  Stephen's 
envoy,  that  all  the  English  had  submitted  to  him  and 
intended  to  make  him  their  king,  the  meeting  unanimouBlj 
resolved,  with  Theobald's  consent,  to  serre  imder  one  lon^ 
on  account  of  the  fieia  which  the  barons  held  in  both  conn- 
tries.'  In  consequence,  Theobald,  indignant  at  not  being 
called  to  the  thione,  although  he  was  the  elder  brother, 
departed  in  haste  to  t/'ansact  important  affairs  which  urged 
his  attention  in  France,  and  by  hia  negligence  allowed 
Normandy  to  be  oppressed  for  a  long  time.  The  duchy 
was  therefore  left  without  a  ruler,  while  Stephen  was  other- 
wise occupied  in  England.' 

tnoBon  ;  and  this  acluall;  bappened.  It  must  lie  recollected,  that  Henry 
hod  csiued  all  the  great  men  of  Uie  realm  to  take  the  oath  of  fealty  to  Im 
daughter,  as  his  Buccenor,  twice  at  leaal ;  once  at  the  coundl  of  Ifotth- 
ampEon,  before  she  left  England  to  be  confined  at  Uani,  the  other  ceremony 
doted  back  to  a  pehod  anterior  to  Matilda's  Mcond  marriage,  probably  in 
the  vintei  or  early  spring-time  of  II27.  On  this  occasion,  it  waa  veiy 
solemn.  The  archbishop  waa  the  Erst  of  the  ecclesiastics  who  took  tbo 
oath,  and  ajtec  him  fbllowed  all  the  biihapi  and  abbots.  Then  came  the 
kiDg  of  Scots,  Stephen  count  de  Moitain,  and  the  eail  of  Gloucester  ; 
and  there  was  a  great  discussion  among  them  aa  to  which  of  them  should 
ureal  first.  It  appean  that  there  was  a  third  oath  of  fealty  after  the  birth 
of  Prince  Henry  ;  but  several  of  the  great  men  who  had  taken  the  firat, 
and  among  others  Roger,  bishop  of  Saliibury,  pretended  to  be  released 
fe>m  their  obligation,  the  king  baih^  manied  his  dau^ter  to  a  fbrugner 
without  coneultiug  them. 

'  It  has  been  obserTed  alreodj-,  that  Geoffrey  and  Matilda  were  iin- 
popolar  in  England.  We  find  here,  that  they  were  not  less  So  in 
Normandy,  where  Count  Theobald,  Stephen's  eldeet  brother,  presented 
himself  as  auciessor  to  Henry  in  the  duchy,  on  no  other  ground  (hint 
^hat  he  wss  a  nephew  of  the  tate  king.  He  was  rejected  in  conseqaeoco 
of  the  intolligence  of  Stephen's  haiiog  mounted  the  throne  in  England, 
and  for  a  very  politic  reason,  arising  out  of  that  circumstance,  which  must 
hare  had  great  weight  with  the  Aiiglo-MormaD  nobles.  But,  meanwhile, 
the  duchy  was  left  without  a  goremment  j  and  it  is  extraordinary  that 
Ma^da  and  her  husband  could  find  no  one  to  assert  their  rights.  It 
appears  that  the  whole  country  was  plunged  into  a  sort  of  stupor. 

*  In  imitation  of  his  lato  nncle'a  policy,  the  first  thing  Stephen  did  wai 
to  hurry  to  Wiuchester  and  seise  tlte  royat  treuure.  He  easily  lecured  thn 
concurrence  of  the  two  treasurera,  Roger,  bishop  of  Galisbury,  and  William 
du  Pont  d'Aiche.  The  citizens  of  London  and  Wincheatei  at  ooce 
declared  for  him ;  hot  his  principal  support  was  fbond  in  his '  brathn 
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Gh.  ZXI.  The  covnt  and  eounfetg  ofAnjou  enter  Normandy, 
but  their  pretemiont  ore  defeated^Dutnrhed  rtate  qf  that 
eountry. 
Is  the  first  week  of  December,  Geoflrey  of  Adjou  receivmg 
intelligence  of  king  Henry's  death,  sent  forward  to 
Normandy  his  wife  Matilda  without  losa  of  time ;  and 
Quigan  Algason,  a  man  of  low  extraction  but  of  ^reat  power, 
ackaowled^d  her  as  bis  lawful  sovereign,  and  yielded  to  her 
Ai^ntan,  Erm  es,  Damfrout,  and  some  other  places,  which 
be  governed  under  the  king  as  viscount.'-  Soon  afterwards. 
Count  Theobald  himself  followed,  with  William  Talvae, 
count  of  Ponthieu,  and  the  forces  of  Anjou  and  Maine,  and 
received  the  submission  of  the  garrisons  of  Seez  and  some 
other  cafltles  which  were  dependencies  on  the  fief  of  Talvas. 
His  troops,  however,  spread  througbont  the  neighbouring 
country,  committed  many  cruelties,  violated  the  churcheB 
and  cemeteries,  outraged  their  hospitable  entertainers,  and 
caused  much  injuij  and  loss  to  thoee  who  had  treated  them 
with  kindness.  But  the  Normans,  who  are  naturally  fierce 
and  daring,  feeling  the  evils  inflicted  on  them  by  their 
gneats,  flew  to  arms,  and  m airing  fiirioua  attacks  ox  the 
foreign  troops,  pursued  the  fugitives  through  the  villages 
and  woods,  and,  as  it  is  commonly  reported,  destroyed  more 
than  seven  hundred  of  them  by  Are  and  sword.  The  reet, 
terrified  at  the  bloody  dealings  of  the  Normans,  made  an 
ignominious  retreat,  and,  gtuning  their  own  countiT  after 
being  sharply  punished  at  the  point  of  the  sword,  had  no 
desire  to  repeat  the  experiment.  Besides,  Bobert  de  Sabl4, 
son  of  Liaiard,'  and  some  other  lords,  revolted  against  Count 
QeoSrej,  and,  keeping  him  in  his  own  territories  by  intestine 
hostilities,  he  could  not  return  to  Normandy. 

This  province,  however,  thoi^h  not  i£sturbed  by  foj 
reigners,  by  no  means  enjoyed  security  and  peace,  inasmncE 
as  it  was  cruelly  harassed  by  its  awn  sous,  and  like  a  woman

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in  childbirth,  wm  always  Buffering  the  pimga  of  labour.  If 
the  Korman  race  liTsd  according  to  Qod'e  law,  and  were 
united  under  a  good  prince,  they  would  be  as  invincible  bb 
the  Chaldeans  under  Nebuchadnezzar,  the  Medes  and 
Persians  under  Cyrua  and  Darius,  and  the  Macedonians 
under  Alexander;  as  tbeir  repeated  conquests  in  England, 
Apulia,  and  Syria  show.  But  as  discoid  makes  divisions 
among  them,  and  &tally  arms  them  agunst  each  other, 
while  they  are  Tictorious  iu  foireign  lands  they  are  con- 
quered by  themselves,  and  cut  each  other's  throats  without 
mercy,  while,  their  enemies  in  the  neighbourhood  look  on 
and  laugh,  and  their  mother's  eyes  are  often  full  of  tears. 

Ch.  XXII.  JEijy  Stephen  being  detained  in  England,  private 

iostilitiea  are  carried  on  in  Normandy. 
Ik  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1136,  the  fourteenth  indiction, 
while  Stephen,  king  of  England,  delayed  his  coming  orer  to 
Normandy,  and  the  province  was  left  without  a  protector 
and  prince,  altercations  took  place  between  the  turbulent 
cbie&  of  that  country,  imd  the  sons  of  iniquity  multiplied 
their  outrages. 

In  the  beginning  of  Lent,  Eustace  de  Breteuil  died  at 
Pacey ;  and  uter  I^ter,  his  son  William  overran  the  lord- 
ship of  Breteuil  with  fire  and  sword,  to  assert  his  claims. 

At  this  time  king  Stephen  betrothed  his  daughter,'  who 
was  only  two  years  old,  to  Waleran,  count  de  Mellent. 
After  Easter,  tue  count  hastened  to  return  to  Normandy, 
where  sharp  hostilities  were  carried  on  between  Eoger  de 
Toeni'  and  Bobert,  earl  of  Leicester,'  to  the  miserable  deso- 
lation of  the  whole  neighbourhood.  Between  the  Eogation 
days  and  WbitsTintido,  lioger  seized,  by  stratagem,  the  royal 
fbrtreas  of  Vaudreil ;  but  three  days  afterwards,  count  Wale- 
ran hastened  thither  with  the  commonalty  of  Bouen,  and 
recovered  the  place  for  the  king.     Then,  two   days  after

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"WliitBimtide,  be  attEicked  Acquigni  with  a  strong  force,  and 
reduced  it  to  asheB.  But  notwithatanding,  on  the  next  day 
Boger  marched  against  him  and  burnt  tnree  of  his  villa.' 
Such  were  the  sort  of  outrages  committed  by  the  Normans, 
gnawing  themBelveB  with  then*  own  teeth,  like  the  beast 
all^rically  represented  in  the  ApocaJypse. 

!l^om  ChriBtmas  to  the  oetaTe  of  Whitsuntide,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  absence  of  the  king,  who  was  detained  beyond 
sea  by  the  multitudinous  affairs  of  bis  kingdom,  Count 
Theobald  concluded  a  truce  with  the  count  of  Anjou;  and, 
in  the  mean  time,  the  Norman  army  waited  with  impatience 
for  the  king's  coming  over.  The  tmce  being  ended,  the 
people  were  lefb  in  great  aatonishment,  baring  no  ruler,  and 
not  snowing  what  to  do.  The  villainous  freeboot-ers  desired 
to  see  the  day  when  they  could,  in  full  liberty,  plunder  and 
ravage  the  property  of  others ;  while  the  unarmed  popu- 
lation, and  good  and  honest  men,  were  in  the  greatest  al^Tn 
at  the  designs  of  the  sons  of  Belial,  who  had  no  fear  of  Gtod. 

Ce.  XXm.  A  hand  of  marauders  make  an  incurtion  on  the 

lands  qf  St.  Evroult — The  inkahitanU  resist  and  hang  tie 

robheri — The  garnton  of  L'Aigle,  in  retenge,  redttee  the 

hoitrg  to  ashes  and  ill-treat  the  monki — The  aUbey  esewpet 

ike  oot^lagration. 

BOBEBT,  Bumamed  Boet,  a  &mouB  archer,  attached  to  the 

Berrice  of  Hicher  de  L'Aigle,  drew  around  him  a  band  of 

hardy  ruffians  and  cut-throats,  who  committed  daily  murders 

and  robberies,  his  skill  in  archery  being  only  surpassed  by 

his  detestable  villainy.     This  man,  even  desecrated  by  hia 

nefarious  enteiririseB,  the  week  of  Pentecost,  which  the  Holy 

Spirit  rendered  illustrious  by  the  sevenfold  graces  bestowed 

on  Christ's  disciples ;  and,  without  troubling  hiniBelf  about 

ftiturity,  was  bent  upon  still  more  iofamouB  projects ;  like 

as  the  good  are  inflamed  by  the  fires  of  the  Paraclete  with 

the  love  of  &od  and  their  neighbour,  to  their  soul's  health, 

'  The  expedition  of  lUtga  againit  TandreuH,  wbi  evidently  mHrcbed 
trtxa  that  caitle  of  Acqiufcni,  on  which  Count  Waleran  tsok  such  ieufiil 
leprinla  on  May  13.  Tlui  ii  Hie  first  occauon  on  vhich  our  autbor 
DOtieM  an  expedition  of  the  bmgeiaM  of  Rouen  beyond  th«T  own 
territOT'.  Tbe  three  domaira  Isid  waste  by  them  were  probably  1a  Croix- 
Slint-Leufihii,  CuU^  and  EcardanTilte-aor-Euie. 
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BO  the  wicked,  wildly  raviDg  in  the  spirit  of  the  deyil,  are 
driyen  into  every  aort  of  evil.  Thus,  on  the  fifteenth  of  the 
calendB  of  June  [ISth  May],'  this  banditti  rushed  like 
wolves  on  their  prey,  and  avoiding  the  lands  of  warlike 
chiefs,  and  falling  on  those  of  the  monks,  they  sought  to 
drive  off  the  cattle  from  the  fields  where  they  were  quietly 
feeding.  But  as  they  were  swift  to  shed  blood,  so,  by  just 
retribution  of  Ood,  they  soon  found  destruction  and  sorrow 
in  their  ways.  Thirty  robhera  were  plundering  the  honest 
people  near  Ouche,  but  on  the  cries  <n  the  shepherds  being 
heard,  the  burghers  rushed  forth,  and,  taking  twelve  of  the 
thieves,  hung  seven  of  them  on  the  same  oak.  There  Bohert 
Boot  was,  by  mi  impulse  of  popular  fury,  raised  to  a  great 
elevation,  with  six  of  his  gang ;  such  was  the  triumph  he 
obtained  for  his  crimes.  See  how  those,  who  had  not  feared 
to  violate  the  respect  due  to  the  seven  consecrated  days  of 
"Whitsuntide,  in  their  eager  haste  to  ruin  their  neighboura 
with  robbeiy  and  murder,  perished  by  hanging,  to  the  like 
number  of  seven,  on  the  Monday  of  the  week  following. 

The  garrison  of  L'Aigle  hearmg  of  this  on  the  same  day, 
mustered,  in  great  finy,  to  take  revenge  for  the  fate  of  their 
comrades ;  and  making  a  sudden  onset  on  Ouche,  and  taking 
the  place  by  surprise,  set  fire  to  the  bourg  of  St.  Evroult, 
where,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  eighty-four  houses  were 
reduced  to  ashes.'  The  monks,  thrown  into  the  utmost  dis- 
tress, tolled  the  bella,  and  chauuted  psalms  and  litanies  in 
the  church,  fearing  that  instant  ruin  threatened  the  monas- 
tery.    Some  of  the  brethren  went  forth  among  the  soldiery,

'  It  is  Karcfljr  ueceamTj  to  remark,  in  connection  with  the  fivqueot 
buraingi  of  which  we  read  throughout  oui  author's  narrati?e,  and  of  whole 
towna  and  villages  being  quicklj  reduced  to  mhee  during  the  wani  and 
private  hoitilitiea  with  which  Nomjandj  wae  afflicted,  that  almost  all  Che

a  »a«t  forest.  A  large  bourg  must  have  ariiien  in  dependence  on  the  abbey 
«Dce  bthe  Baiut  first  planted  his  staff  in  the  wilderuesfl,  for  it  to  ha*a 
contained  the  number  of  houses  here  mentioned.  We  question  whether 
there  ace  ao  many  at  the  present  day  ;  but  H  probably  presents  a  more 
desolate  appeaisnce  tbaii  it  did  in  Ihe  flourishing  days  tif  the  abbey. 

Out  author,  who  eicels  in  descriptions  of  this  kind,  was  probably  on 
eye-vitnen  of  the  Kenes  which  he  I>ring8  >o  Tiiidly  under  our  view. 
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humbly  intreatin^  them  to  desist ;  and,  excusing  their  people, 
with  tears  in  their  eyes,  for  the  punishment  inflicted  on  the 
guil^,  they  offered  justice  and  lawful  Batiafaction  for  that 
toansaction.  But  the  soldiers,  nuddened  with  fury  and 
blind  with  rage,  abused  and  insulted  the  monks;  they 
would  listen  to  no  reason,  and  some  of  them  even  dragged 
the  religions  serrants  of  Gkid  from  their  palfries,  and  were 
for  beating  them.  At  last,  without  any  reverence  for  heaven, 
they  made  a  violent  assault  on  the  village,  and,  forcing  their 
way  in,  pillaged  the  houses,  and  then  setting  them  on  fire, 
as  I  have  before  said,  burnt  the  whole  place  to  the  ground. 
Such  an  expedition,  to  avenge  a  set  of  roobers,  justly  brought 
disgrace  on  the  soldiers  whq  took  arms  a^zainst  innocent 
monks  and  their  vassals,  on  behalf  of  mfflans  banded  to 

Erpetrate  every  sort  of  crime.  Such  was  the  duty  that 
Cher  de  L'Aigle,  the  godson  of  the  monks,  paid  to  his 
sponsors  I  In  the  same  spirit,  he  offered  prayers  for  the 
souls  of  Boet,  the  &mous  robber,  and  the  rest  of  the  gang ; 
and  such  were  the  offerings  he  niade  to  the  church  in  whidi 
he  was  baptised!  Baudri  also,  the  priest  of  L'Aigle, 
marched  at  the  head  of  bis  parishioners  to  the  commission 
of  this  execrable  outrage,  and.  was  the  first  to  set  fire  to  the 
lodgings  of  a  brother  priest ;  and  thus  led  the  way  for  hi8> 
flocK  into  the  pit  of  peraition,  which  yawned  for  him  and  all 
his  faUowere.  The  fury  of  the  flames  almost  reached  the 
chtirch,  but  through  Gwd'  s  mercy  the  wind  changed,  and 
drove  the  conflagration  in  another  direction,  to  the  great 
joy  of  the  crowd  who  watched  its  progress.  The  abbey- 
church,  therefore,  and  the  monks'  lodgings,  with  the  books 
and  ecclesiastical  ornaments,  were  saved.  The  inhabitants 
of  the  bourg,  with  their  poor  households,  in  their  present 
desolation,  sought  shelter  in  the  abbey,  waiting  till  Qod's 
providence  should  send  them  better  tim^s. 

The  garrison  of  L'Aigle  vaunted  themselves  on  the  spoilB 
they  took  at  Ouche,  but  their  rejoicings  were  soon  cut  short. 
In  the  same  month  they  sallied  forth  against  S^eu  and  Gac4, 
and  had  frequent  skinuiahes  with  Boger  de  Toeni.  But 
after  th^  sacked  the  vill  of  St.  SvroiBt,  no  enterprise  of 
theirs  prospered ;  on  the  contrary,  by  Ood's  judgment,  they 
suffered  ireijuent  losses,  some  of  their  band  being  slain  mid 
others  being  taken  prisoners.   It  was  but  just  that  men  who 
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bad  Attacked  umu-oied  and  quiet  people,  whom  no  fear  of 
God  induced  them  to  epare,  should  afterwarde  encounter, 
without  intending  it,  brave  and  well-trained  troops ;  on 
which  occasion  they  were  frequently  accosted  in  words  of 
shame  and  derision  such  as  these:  "Gome  hither,  soldiers: 
we  are  not  such  as  wear  the  tonsure  and  the  cowl,  but 
men-at-wms  like  yourselTes.  We,  your  comrades,  chal- 
lenge you  to  fight,  and  you  ought  to  learn  by  experience  - 
what  we  are  made  of."  They  had  often  to  blush  at  such 
taunts,  and  many  of  them  fell,  after  an  obstinate  resistance; 
others,  seeing  the  ruin  of  their  comrades,  were  brought  to 
repentance. 

Ch.  AJLEV.  Stephen' s  erpeditvm  to  ^ormandf/ again  deferred 
— The  country  torn  hy  tntettins  ware — Death  qf  Boao, 
aM>ot  of  Bee. 

AfTEB  Whitsuntide,  King  Stephen  equipped  his  fleet  for 
sailing  over  to  Normandy ;  but  while  he  was  waiting  near 
the  port  for  a  fflvourable  wind,  a  messen^  brought  intelli- 
gence of  the  death  of  Soger,  bishop  of  SaliBbury,  who  had 
Been  entrusted  with  the  goremmeut  of  the  whole  of  Eng- 
land, under  his  uncle  and  afterwards  by  himself.  In  conse- 
quence, Stephen  deferred  bis  voyage  and  returned  to 
Salisbury,  where  finding  the  bishop  in  good  health,  his 
expedition  was  thus  fruitlessly  retarded  till  Lent. 

Meanwhile,  Gilbert  de  Clare'  engaged  in  an  expedition 
against  Exmes,  and  burnt  the  new  bourg  which  King  Henry 
had  lately  added  to  the  place,  with  the  church  of  flie  holy 
Mother  of  God.  He  also  made  desperate  attempts  to  set  fii^ 
to  the  old  bour^  ;*  but  they  were  defeated  by  Count  Talvas, 
who  fell  upon  ffim  suddenly,  with  other  knights  and  men-at^ 
arms,  and  Gilbert  escaped  with  some  difQcuIty.    Henry  de 

<  Gilbert  de  Clare,  the  brother-in-law  of  Count  Waleran,  vai  created, 
twa  jeatt  Hfterwarda,  earl  of  Pembiolie.  We  liiBll  presently  hear  of  hii 
faiotber  Walter  at  Sap.  Gilbert's  origin  was  probabl;  derired 'from 
Beiofkite,  the  principal  fief  of  that  branch  of  the  lamil;  in  this  quarter. 

*  The  Bourg-neuf  was  a  snail  suburb  of  Exmea,  situate  to  the  eatt, 
and  enlarged  bj  Uenrj  I.  The  church  of  Notre  Dame  stood  on  the  spot 
vhoe  a  priory  of  Benedictines  vai  afterwaids  built.  The  old  bourg 
means  here  the  boirt  of  the  place. 
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Perrera'  waa  taken  prisoner  in  thia  affair,  and  great  numberB 
of  the  king'8  partiaana  were  either  captured  or  slain. 

At  tluB  time,  the  couuts  Waleran  and  Robert  demanded 
aid  from  Theobald,  count  de  Bloia,  and  engaged  him  for  a 
hundred  eilver  marks  to  march  with  them  against  Boger  de 
Toeni.'  Making  an  irruption  on  his  territoriea  with  an 
immenee  force,  on  the  feast  of  St.  Barnabas  the  apostle,* 
they  burnt  the  eottagea  of  many  poor  people  ia  three  vil- 
lages. Afterwards  they  fell  on  a  large  bourg  called  Bougi, 
and  at  the  auggeation  of  the  earl  of  leiceater,  aet  fire  to  the 
neighbouring  nouses,  and  burnt  the  fine  church  of  St.  Mary 
Magdelene,*^vrith  a  number  of  men  and  women. 

On  the  same  day,  Eicher  de  L'Aigle  and  Alverede  de 
Terneuil  passing  with  their  troops  near  New  Ferriferes, 
were  boldly  aet  upon  and  routed  by  Eobert  de  Belesme,  the 
Malvoisins,  and  other  French  knights  who  were  partisans  of 
Eoger  de  Toeni.  They  escaped  with  great  difficulty,  having 
lost  many  of  their  party,  either  slain  or  made  prisonerB.' 

In  the  third  week  of  June,  Count  Theobald  laid  siege  to 
Pont-Saint-Pierre,  and  during  a  whole  month  used  every 
effort  to  take  it.     But  "William  de  Fontaines,'  with  other

Was  it 
Fi^rribres-Bur-Ri^le,  at  two  leagues  trom  Bougi  t  If  it  waa  recently 
founded,  it  is  possible  that  out  author,  not  knowing  its  exact  name,  called

'  We  have  found  before  that  the  lord  of  Breteuil  ceded  his  important 
domains  in  the  valley  of  Andelle  to  the  lord  of  Conches.  The  name  of 
GvHdTnut  dt  Foniibui  is  too  vague  for  us  to  apply  it  to  a  person  or  locality 
that  is  known.  It  may,  however,  be  remaiked,  that  there  via  a  (iuilily  of 
that  name  in  the  diocese  of  5^. 
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brave  Boldiers  and  retoinerB  in  the  serrice  of  Boger,  made 
such  an  obstinate  resiatamce  to  the  enemy,  that  they  saved 
the  pla^e. 

Meanwhile,  the  venerable  Boao,  abbot  of  Bee,  having 
worthily  governed  the  ahhey  for  nearly  ten  years,  died  on 
the  feast  of  St,  John  the  Baptist,  after  a  long  illness,  which 
that  most  learned  man  bore  with  the  greatest  patience.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Theobald  the  prior,  who  was  elected  by  a 
.chapter  of  the  monks,  according  to  ecclesiastical  rule.' 

On  the  morrow  of  the  feast  of  St.  John,  Ealph,  arch- 
deacon of  the  church  of  Erreux,  was  set  on  by  the  sons  of 
Simon  Hareng,  while  returning  from  Pacey,  and  escaped 
with  great  difficulty.  He  himself  fled  to  a  church  which 
happened  to  he  near,  and  was  saved,  but  his  servant  and 
companion  on  the  journey  was  slain  while  defending  his 


This  tumultuous  year  was  truly  bissextile,  and,  as  the 
common  s^ng  is,  the  bissext  fell  on  the  king  and  his 
people  in  Normandy  and  England. 

In  the  third  week  of  September,  the  dty  of  Bouen  waa 
burnt  down  by  a  fiie  which  suddenly  broke  out,  and  by 
flod's  judgment  the  faithful  suffered  great  losses.  The 
noble  monastery  of  St,  Ouen  was,  alaa!  consumed  by  the

The  Simon  of  1245  was  eicommumcated  by  the  chapter  of 
St.  Evroult  for  some  outrage  of  himself  and  his  Tarsals  on  their  property. 
Some  part  of  the  family  of  Hareng  lived  at  Ponlaudemer,  and  are  otlen 
mentioned  in  the  cbartulary  of  PrSam.  The  chapel  in  which  the  arch- 
deacon took  refuge  muat  be  that  of  St.  Genevieve  to  the  north  of  the  toad.

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flames,  an  edifice  vhicli  had  been  scarcely  completed,  after 
mucli  labour  bestowed  on  it  duritig  eighty  years.  The  same 
disaster  happened  to  the  convent  of  nuns  built  in  honour 
of  St.  Amand,  bishop  and  confessor. 

Ch.  XSVI.  Im^tion  of  the  Anjeving  into  IfortnrmA/ — 
Mepulted  before  Montreuil,  Moviieri,  LUietix,  and  Sap — 
They  make  an  ignominious  retreat. 

On  the  Sunday  following,  the  eleventh  of  the  caleude 
of  October,'  Geo&CT,  count  of  Anjou,  passed  the  river 
Sarthe,  and  entered  Normandy  with  a  large  army.  He  had 
■with  him  "William,  duke  of  Poitiers,*  Geofirev  de  Vend&me,' 
ng  William,  son  of  "William  count  a&  Nevera,*  and 
I,  count  deFonthieu,sumamedTalvas.  These  lords, 
and  many  other  commanders  and  officers  joined  their  forces 
with  the  Anjevins,  and,  eitherto  support  their  prince,  or  from 
the  love  of  plunder,  fell  on  the  Normans,  practising  every 
kind  of  villainy.  Hence  they  were  called  Hilibecg,  in  hatred 
and  contempt,  by  those  wKom  they  harassed  with  so  much 
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Pirst,  the  count  of  Anjou  besieged  Garrouges,*  and,  in 
three  di^s,.  took  the  citadel,  which  was  defended  by  the 
inight  W  alter,  the  castellan,  but  he  recovered  it  soon  after- 
wards, on  the  enemy's  evacuating  it.     EcoucbS^  was  burnt

and  assaulted  it  three  timea ;  but,  being  stoutly  resisted  by 
the  garrison,  they  gained  nothing  but  wounds,  and  retired, 
leaving  many  of  their  men  dead.  Bichard,  sumamed  Basset, 
who,  miring  the  life  of  King  Henry,  attained  great  power  in 
England,  where  he  was  chief  justiciary,  had  a  small  fief,  hia 
paternal  inheritance,  in  Normandy ;  on  wMch,  in  the  pride 
of  bis  English  wealth,  he  sought  to  magnify  himself  above 
his  countrymen  and  equals  by  the  grandeur  of  his  works. 
He,  therefore,  built  a  very  strong  tower  of  squared  stones  at 
Montreuil;  hut  on  the  king^a  death,  "William  de  Mont- 
Pin^on'  presently  took  possession  of  it,  fortified  it  with  men 
and  arms,  and,  as  I  have  already  noticed,  manfully  repulsed 
the  assaults  of  the  Guiribecs.  f^^4^U^•*•^ 

The  Anjevins  then  invested  the  castle  called  Moutiers- 
Hubert,  and,  having  defeated  FaganeV  the  commandant, 
who  hod  committed  many  outrages  that  same  year,  obttuned 
possession  of  the  place,  and  exacted  a  heavy  ransom  from 
the  castellan  and  thirty  men-at-arms.

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Afterwards,  while  the  feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel 
was  celebrated,  the  enemy's  army  undertook  to  lay  siege  to 
Lisieuz.  But,  while  they  were  proceeding  there  by  hasty 
malrchea,  Waleran,  Count  de  Mellcnt,  and  other  Norman 
lords  who  were  in  the  place,  appointed  Alan  de  Dinan'  to 
defend  the  city  with  a  stout  garrison,  whDe  they  went  forth 
to  be  more  at  liberty  to  obtain  succour  for  1;he  besieged ; 
but  they  watched  from  a  distance,  not  without  apprehension, 
the  issue  of  the  affair.  Meanwhile,  the  Bretons,  and  other 
defenders  of  the  place,  observing  the  great  numbers  of  the 
enemy  long  before  they  approached  the  walls,  their  courage 
fiiiied,  and  they  shmnk  fi*oai  either  advancing  to  meet  theni 
or  waiting  for  them  in  close  combat.  They,  therefore,  set 
fire  to  the  city,  and  reduced  it  to  ashes,  thus  warning 
the  enemy,  by  their  loss,  against  greater  calamities.  The 
enemy's  army  drawing  near,  and  seeing  the  city,  with  all  its 
wealth,  in  flames,  were  excessively  enraged  and  grieved  at 
their  hopes  of  plunder  being  altogether  frustrated  by 
the  booty  they  expected  being  consumed  in  the  fire. 
Thus,  they  sorrowing  learned  the  resolute  character  of  the 
Normans,  and  admired  the  bittemeBs  of  their  implacable 
hatred,  which  led  them  to  prefer  losing  all  their  wealth  ia 
the  conflagration,  than  to  save  it  while  they  bent  their 
necks  to  a  foreign  power. 

However,  the  violence  of  the  flames  was  such  that  they 
were  unable  to  get  near  the  fortress,  or  find  any  means  of 
giving  the  assault.  They,  therefore,  wheeled  the  bors^ 
round,  and,  turning  towards  Sap,'  used  every  eflbrt  to 
obtain  possession  of  the  place.  There  had  stood  near  the 
church  of  St.  Peter  the  Apostle,  from  very  ancient  times,  a

From  (he  details  given  in  the  text,  it  ought  be 
Buppoaed  that  Sap  Kasa  place  of  recent  origin,  but  we  Gad  (vol.  i.  p.  391) 
that  it  was  in  existence  a  century  before.  Its  additional  name  of  Ferri^rea 
WBB  given  it  &om  the  vast  quantitj  of  iron  ore  vhich  was  amelled  in  forges 
there;  of  which  the  scoiia  are  still  to  be  seen  in  a  great  numhei  of  places  in 
the  noghbourhood. 
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taU  pine  tree,  from  the  name  of  wliich,  ia  the  vulgar  tongue, 
the  rill  was  called  Sap,  a  name  still  preserved  by  the  bourg 
or  caatle  standing  there.  It  was  to  this  place  that  the 
Anjevina'  directed  their  march  on  retiring  from  before 
Lisieiix,  hoping  to  take  it  by  HorpriBe;  but  they  found  the 
inhabitants  drawn  out  to  mate  a  stout  resistance,  and  pre- 
pared to  give  them  a  fierce  reception.  A  sharp  encounter 
ensued ;  during  which  the  houses  were  set  on  fire  by  both 
parties,  the  inhabitants  and  the  foreigners.  This  occurrence 
totally  disheartened  the  defenders  of  the  place.  The  church 
of  St.  Peter  and  the  whole  village  was  burnt  to  the  ground, 
and  numbers  of  those  who  still  mode  resistance  being 
wounded,  the  ruined  tower  was  taken.  It  was  occupied  by 
Walter  de  Clare,'  and  Ralph  de  Coldun,  his  brother-in-law, 
who,  with  thirty  men-at-arms,  held  it  for  a  long  time 
against  the  enemy ;  hut,  overpowered  by  numbers,  and 
their  strength  being  eihauated,  they  were  at  last  taken  in 
the  tower;  for  nearly  three  thousand  bowmen  harassed 
them  with  their  arrows,  and  a  number  of  slingers  launched 
stones  like  had  against  the  garrison,  by  which  hurricane 
they  were  crueUy  distressed. 

The  Anjevvne  remained  in  Normandy  thirteen  days,' 
securing  by  their  irruption,  not  the  dominion,  but  the  eter- 
nal hatred  of  the  Normans.  Their  expedition  did  not  bring 
on  a  general  engagement,  because  the  Normans  had  at  this 
time  no  prince ;  hut  the  enemy,  making  inroads  here  and 
there,  plundering  and  burning,  were  defeated  by  the  pea- 
sants, and  their  forces  being  diminished  by  the  number  of 
their  comrades  whom  they  lost  in  different  ways  in  their 
variouB  attacks,  at  last  they  took  to  flight.    Innumerable

reckon  that  they  had  spent  these  thirteen  days  much  to  their  disgrace. 
We  have  seen  them  Wore  Lisieui  on  the  29th  of  September,  and  on  the 
lit  of  October  at  Sap.  According  to  our  author,  the  retrograde  movement 
commenced  on  the  2nd,  which  would  make  only  eleren  days  in  tha  whole, 
and  twelTe,  if  the  cotreetion  prapoaed  be  adonted. 
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were  the  outrageB  they  committed,  and  Hkiv  jnstlj  suffered 
oiinilar  disasters.  Eihibiting  no  reverence  for  aacred  thbgs, 
they  even  impiouslj  trod  underfoot  the  Banctuary  of  the 
Lord,  and,  as  if  they  were  heathens,  insulted  the  pnesta  and 
ministers  of  God.  Some  of  them,  they  irreverently  stripped 
of  their  vestments  before  the  holy  futars,  and  otnera  they 
slew  while  they  were  ringing  the  bellB  and  invoking  Goi 
Nine  parish  priests  went  to  the  count  at  the  same  time,  and 
made  lamentable  complftinta  of  the  violation  of  their 
churches  and  the  pillage  of  the  sacred  vesBcla  and  oroa- 
meats.  On  bearing  this  account,  honest  men,  and  such  as 
feared  God,  deeply  lamented  those  occurrences ;  and  ia  con* 
sequence,  when  Sap  was  attacked,  the  chiefs  issued  orders 
to  the  whole  army,  proclaimed  by  a  herald,  to  prohibit  the 
profanation  of  sacred  objects.  But,  in  such  a  great  multi- 
tude, there  were  numbers  of  reckless  thieves,  who  set  at 
nought  the  orders  of  the  chiefs ;  for,  free  bands  and  sturdy 
plunderers  had  joined  the  expedition  with  no  other  inten- 
tion but,  like  wolves,  to  devour  those  who  devoured  others. 
Undisciplined  vagabonds  assembled,  like  kites,  &om  til 
quarters,  however  distant,  for  no  other  object  than  pillage, 
daughter,  and  conquest.  Meanwhile,  the  leaders,  who 
ought  to  have  conducted  properly  their  several  commands 
in  the  expedition,  lost  sight,  I  tliink,  in  this  warfare,  of  the 
rigour  of  Soman  discipline,  and  did  not  use  the  moderatioii 
which  heroes  employed  even  in  the  animosities  of  war. 
Hence,  nearly  all  disgraced  themselves,  I  think,  by  scandal' 
ous  actions,  without  any  regard  to  what  was  right,  and 
giving  way  to  every  sort  of  wickedness,  jeopar&d  both 
their  souls  and  bodies,  and  rendered  themselves  abominablo 
in  the  eight  of  God  and  man. 

The  Anjevins  slaughtered  flocks  and  herds,  and  ate  the 
flesh  raw  or  half-«ooked,  without  either  salt  or  bread.  The 
hides  they  attempted  to  carry  off  into  their  own  country  in 
s  number  of  carts.  Though,  it  being  the  season  of  autumn, 
provisions  were  abundant,  and  after  a  long  peace  under  a 
good  prince,  the  province  was  smiling  with  plenty,  so  that 
fliere  was  no  lack  of  supplies  of  com,  fruits,  meat,  and  food 
of  all  kinds  ;  cooks  and  bakers  were  wanting  for  the  service 
of  so  great  a  multitude ;  and  in  the  disorders  of  a  warlike 
expedition,  the  administratioa  of  many  things  of  the  fint 
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Beceaaity  for  the  use  of  man  waa  found  deficient.  The 
Guiribecd,  who,  after  their  profsjiatioa  of  sacred  thlogs,  had 
gorged  themseives  with  cmde  eatables,  were,  by  Gtod  b  just 
judgment,  attacked  with  bowel  complaints,  and  suffered  bo 
severely  from  diarrhcea  that,  leayins  foul  tokens  of  their 
passage  along  the  roads,  numbers  of  them  could  scarcely 
crawl  home. 

At  last,  on  the  calends  [IstJ  of  October,  while  making  an 
assault  on  Sap,  which  was  vigorously  opposed  by  the  garri- 
son, Connt  GeoSrej  was  severely  wounded  by  a  dart  in  his 
right  foot ;  the  pain  of  his  wound  and  the  discomfiture  of 
his  host  giviog  him  some  experience  of  the  animosity  of  the 
Normans.  Toe  same  day,  towards  evening,  his  wife  joined 
him  with  a  reinforcement  of  several  thousand  men,  but  it 
was  too  late.  The  next  morning,  at  daybreak,  the  Angevins 
made  a  sudden  retreat,  while  the  iuhabitantB  of  the  whole 
country  round  were  stricken  with  terror.  Thus,  the  fugi- 
tives were  in  dread  of  those  who  trembled  before  them. 
However,  they  fled  in  all  haste,  ravaging  the  lands  of  their 
enemies  as  well  as  their  allies.  It  was  late  before  the  Nor- 
.mans  discovered  their  flight,  and  they  were  much  grieved  at 
not  having  pursued  their  enemies  and  driven  them  out  of 
the  county.  Only  Bnguerrand  de  Courtomer,'  with  Bobert 
de  M^davi*  and  a  few  other  men-at-arms,  occupied  the  fords 
of  the  Oldon,*  where  they  stopped  many  men  and  horses, 
and  cari;s  laden  with  bread,  wme,  and  other  effects;  and 
forcing  the  Angevins  to  throw  themselves  into  the  stream 
in  terror  of  death,  where  there  was  no  ford,  many  of  them 
perished  in  the  depths  of  the  Oldon.  The  count,  who  had 
entered  Normandy  on  a  foaming  steed,  with  threats  in  hia

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moutti,  was  now  brought  home  pale  and  groaamg,  and  car- 
ried in  a  litter.  But,  on  his  tetum,  he  loat  more  by  hia 
ovn  people  than  by  the  enemy ;  for,  ae  he  paased  through 
the  wooa  of  MalefGre,'  the  count's  chamberlain  waa  aaeaaai- 
nated,  and  hia  tniiiVfl,  containing  his  etate  dresaea  and 
precious  veaaek,  were  carried  off. 

Ch.  XXYII.  Sobert  ie  Conches  makes  irrupHont  in  the  dio- 

ee»e  of  MvTewn — Me  is  taken  prisoner,  with  others. 
"While  the  Angerins  were  ravaging  the  territory  of  Lisieox 
in  the  manner  already  deaoribed,  and,  raving  like  heathens, 
were  committing  the  moat  execrable  crimes,  without  any 
fear  of  God,  Eobert  de  Conches  in  the  diocese  of  Bvreui 
laid  waste  the  neighbouring  country,  canying  the  devouring 
aword  and  fire  through  the  whole  district.  He  had  in  his 
company  William  de  Percy,  Eustace's  son,  Eoger  le  Bfegue* 
and  count  Ferri,'  and  they  occupied  the  attention  of  count 
"Waleran  and  all  the  military  force  of  the  territory  of  Ouche, 
to  prevent  their  marching  against  the  Angerina.  Boger 
made  a  vigorous  attack  on  the  castle  which  the  count  de 
Mellent  had  built  at  La  Crois-Saint-Leufroi,  and  though 
he  could  not  take  the  castle,  he  and  his  companiona  in  arms 
violated,  though  not  with  impunity,  the  abbey  long  ago 
bnilt  by  St.  Ouen  in  honour  of  the  holy  cross  which 
he  had  seen  in  heaven ;  committing  it  to  the  riile  of  the 
bleaaed  Leufi^i.*     They  burnt  the  monk'a  bourg,  assaulted

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the  church,  dragged  oat  the  monks  who  fled  for  conceal- 
ment  to  their  cella  in  the  interior  of  the  moDa.stery,  and 
plundered  the  effects  of  the  monts,  and  of  those  who  had 
taken  refuge  with  them.  But  by  the  avenging  hand  of  the 
moat  righteous  God,  he  lost  all  shortly  afterwards.  For  the 
day  after  the  retreat  of  the  Angerins,  which  was  the  third 
of  October,  Boger  suddenly  made  a  furious  imiption,  and 
laid  waste  the  rich  country  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Vau- 
dreuil ;  murdering,  plundenng,  and  burning,  without  respect 
of  persons ;  and  reduced  numbers  to  misery  by  stripping 
them  of'  all  they  poaaessed.  He  also  burnt  the  church  of 
St.  Stephen,'  but  received  the  punishment  of  bis  crime  the 
same  day.  Tor  on  the  Saturday,'  about  vespers,  while  he 
and  his  companions  were  returning,  carrying  with  them  in 
great  pomp,  a  lai^e  booty  and  many  prisoners,  Coimt  Wole- 
ran  and  Henry  de  Pommeraie,*  with  five  hundred  men-at- 
arms  issued  ttom  the  neighbouring  woods,'  and  ranged 
thesnselvee  in  order  of  battle  against  the  enemy's  band. 
Itoger  de  Conches,  who  was  very  intrepid  and  courageous, 
haa  with  him  but  a  small  force,  having  sent  forward  William 
de  Pacy  imd  Eoger  le  Begiie  to  Acquigni  with  their  troops, 
plunder,  and  captives.  However,  he  made  a  brave  though 
fruitless  resistance,  until  overpowered  and  borae  down  by 
numbers  he  was  forced  to  yield,  and  being  made  prisoner, 
with  count  Ferri,  and  Eobert  de  Belcsmo  sumamod  Poard,' 
he  mourned  his  misfortune,  which  filled  his  enemies  with 
joy,  and  brought  security  to  the  peasants  in  the  neighbour- 
hood. While  Feiri  d'Etamjies  groaned  in  prison,  his  wife, 
in  whose  right  he  had  the  title  of  count,  went  to  the  court

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of  King  Lewis  at  Paris,  and  being  piezaant,  she  iajured 
herself  in  riding  during  her  journey  bacJc,  and  soon  after- 
wards died  in  a  difGcult  child-birth. 

How  sudden  ate  the  ricisBitudea  of  the  present  life !  The 
jojB  of  the  worid  soon  pass  away  and  vanish  ia  the  twiok- 
ling  of  an  eye  &oia  those  who  pursue  them  with  the 
sreateat  ardour.  Temporal  honoors  are  like  bubbles  which 
burst  aad  diaappear  in  an  instaut,  sad  only  diaappoiat  and 
deceive  those  who  set  their  hearts  upon  them.  The  lovers 
of  the  world,  pursuing  corruptible  thmga,  become  corrupted 
as  they  tread  the  downward  paths  of  vice,  and  being  quickly 
clogged  with  mire  sink  to  the  bottom.  With  toil  and  difE- 
culty  they  attain  their  lofty  honours,  and  puffed  out  with 
vain  glory,  their  fall  is  sudden,  and  nothing  remains  of  what 
they  were,  but  well-sounding  speeches  dropped  concerning 
them  here  and  there  from  eloquent  lips  amongst  those  who 
survive  them.  The  Omnipotent  Creator,  therefore,  teaches 
mankind,  and  gives  them  salutan'  iuatructions  in  various 
ways,  not  to  fix  the  anchor  of  their  hopes  in  the  sea  of  this 
fleeting  world,  nor  to  attach  themaelveSi  fatally  to  transitory 
pleasures  that  have  no  profit.  "  We  have  here  no  abiding 
city,"  as  the  apoatle  says,  "  but  we  seek  one  above."  ' 

Ch.  XXVni,  Death  of  several  Uehope — IBetr  tueceaaora — 

Senry  de  Biota,  hiahop  of  Wvncheater,  viaita  Normandy — 

ita  wretched  state — An  interdict  laid  on  the  territoriea  of 

William  Talvaa. 

Ih  this  bisaeitiie  year,  there  were  many  changes  in  the 

world  after  the  death  of  king  Henry,  and  many  persona, 

both  of  the  clerical  and  lay  orders,  and  of  the  middle  and 

lower  classes,  were  snatcbea  away. 

At  this  time  died  Gerard,  bishop  of  AngoulSme,  a  man  of 
deep  learning,  who  had  a  great  reputation  and  much  influence 
at  the  court  of  Home  in  the  tunes  of  the  popes  Paschal, 
Oelasins,  Cahxtus,  and  Honorius.  Also,  Guy  d'Etampea, 
bishop  (k  Mana,  departed  this  life;  and  was  succeeded  by 
Paganus,  the  archdeacon,  a  native  of  Saint  Calais.'     Mcre-

over,  Anselm,  abbot  of  St.  Edmondsbury,  and  nephew  of 
srchbishop  Anaelm,  was  appointed  in  pla»»  of  Gilbert,  but- 
named  the  UniTersal,'  bishop  of  Loudon,  who  was  lately 
dead.  On  the  death  of  William,'  archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
Henry,  King  Stephen's  brother,'  was  chosen  to  govern  the 
metropolitan  church,  but  &a  according  to  the  canons,  a 
bishop  cannot  be  preferred  from  his  own  see  to  another, 
without  the  authority  of  the  Eoman  pontiff,  the  aforesaid 
biahop  of  "Wineheater  crossed  the  channel  during  Advent, 
and  dispatching  envoys  to  pope  Innooetit  at  Pisa,  spent  the 
winter  himself  in  Normandy. 

There  he  learnt,  from  the  melancholy  accounts  of  the 
sufferers,  the  atrocious  crimes  committed  by  abandoned  men 
in  the  bissextile  year ;  heard  doleful  complaints  of  the  sad 
events  which  filled  Normandy  with  grief,  and  had  the  means 
of  seeing  with  his  own  eyes  undoubted  evidences  of  these 
calamities:  such  were— houses  reduced  to  ashes,  churoheB 
unroofed  and  void,  villages  in  ruins  and  depopulated,  and  the 
whole  people  sorrowing  on  their  mother's  bosom,  insolently 
stripped  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  plundered  both  by  their 
own  countrymen  and  by  foreigners,  because  they  had  no 
protectors,  and  still  without  the  consolation  of  having  the 
presence  and  support  of  a  fitting  ruler. 

Still  more  grievous  persecutions  of  various  kinds  awmt«d 
unhappy  Normandy.  In  the  diocese  of  S^z,  a  papal  inter- 
dict,* was  put  ia  force  over  all  the  territories  of  William 

because  he  waa  a  native  of  tbat  place,  oi  belonged  lo  the  fiunil;  of  iU 
kndj.     It  vas  neter  the  leat  of  an  archdeacon.

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Talvaa.  The  aweet  chauntB  of  divine  worflhip,  aouiida 
which  calm  and  gladden  the  hearts  of  the  faithful,  suddenly 
ceased  ;  the  laity  were  prohibited  from  entering  the  churches 
for  the  service  of  God,  and  the  doors  were  kept  locked;  the 
bells  were  no  longer  rung ;  the  bodies  of  the  dead  lay  in. 
corruptioa  without  burial,  striking  the  beholders  with  fear 
and  horror;  the  pleaaurea  of  marriage  were  forbidden  to 
those  who  Bought  them ;  and  the  solemn  joys  of  tiie  ecclesi- 
astical ceremonies  yanished  in  the  general  humiliation. 
The  same  rigorous  discipline  waa  extended  to  the  diocese  of 
Evreui,  and  enforced  through  all  the  lands  of  Eager  de  Toeui, 
in  order  to  terrify  and  restrain  the  perverse  and  disorderly 
inhabitants. 

Meanwhile,  Soger  himself  lies  fettered  in  close  confine- 
ment, weeping  and  groaning  for  the  loss  of  his  liberty  of 
action,  and  cursed  by  the  church  for  the  use  he  insolently 
made  of  that  liberty,  when  he  had  it,  in  tlie  profanation  of 
sacred  things ;  and  all  his  lands  lie  under  a  terrible  inter- 
dict. Thus  proud  and  desperate  rebels  are  doubly  crushed ; 
but  the  hard  hearts  of  those  who  witness  such  spectacles, 
alas !  are  not  changed  nor  converted  to  amendment  of  their 
perverse  designs. 

Ch.  XXIX.  A  severe  Arougkt — Suff^ngtfrom  it. 

Im  the  year  of  our  Lord  1137,  the  fifteenth  indiction,  there 

waa  such  a  severe  drought  throughout  the  world  as  no  one 

in  our  times  had  witnessed  before.     In  many  places  the 

springs  were  exhausted,  the  ponds  and  cisterns  were  dried 

up,   and  the   streams   ceased  flowing.      Men  and   beasts 

suffered  the  torments  of  thirst.     In  some  districts  they 

went  as  far  as  seven  leagues  for  water,  and  some  who  were 

carrying  it  home  for  themselves  or  their  families  on  their 

shoulders  perished  on  the  road  from  the  eicessive  heat. 

Ch.  "yyT?"    Kim  Stephen  goes  to  Nbrmandy,  and  w  invetted 

with,  the   duchy — The  Count   of  Anjou  marches  an  army 

into  Mormandy — Steplie^,  deserted  hy  the  2fbrmafi  lords, 

concludes  a  iruee — The  iieminga  in  hig  pay, 

KiHG  Stephen  arrived  in  Kormandy  dming  the  third  week 

of  all  tbe  bisliDps  of  NormHndf  and  England,  attended  the  council 
BBBembled  at  the  Tover  of  Landon  by  Stepben  in  lUl.  Hovecer,  h« 
vas  reconciled  with  Willtun  Talvaa  in  1U3. 
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and  refused  to  support  liia  moTemeuta,  he  drew  off  his 
forces,  and  abandoning  his  fiuthless  Allies,  joined  the  king 
beyond  the  Seine. 

King  StepheD,  having  concluded  a  peace  with  Babel,  went 
into  the  district  of  Evreul,  and  thruat  Boger  de  Conches 
ont  of  the  prison  in  which  he  had  been  confined  for  six 
months;'  bat  he  imposed  npon  hun  Bevere  conditions  in 
•punishment  for  hie  oatrt^eoue  conduct.  Itotrou,  count  of 
Mtwtain,  and  Bicher  de  L'Aigle  be  gained  over  to  his  aide, 
by  crauting  them  all  that  their  greedy  ambition  coveted 
To  the  count  he  gave  the  castle  of  Moulins,*  and  Bonmoulina' 
to  Sicher,  and  having  thus  secured  their  allegiance,  he 
opposed  them  to  his  enemies  on  the  frontier  of  Normandy ; 
thmking  it  more  politic  to  make  amaO  sacrifices  as  the  means 
of  preserving  what  was  more  important,  than  by  attempt- 
ing to  grasp  all,  to  run  the  risk  of  losing  hia  adherents 
and  the  auppori  they  conld  render  bim.  He  bad  great 
confidence  in  William  d'Ypres  and  the  other  Hemines,*  and 
showed  them  great  favour ;  at  which  the  Norman  lords  were 
much  incenaed,  and  witbdtawing  tbemaelvea  with  addreas 
from  the  king's  service  took  every  means  of  privately

flood  that  he  had  disbanded  hig  othei  auiLiarj  traopB,  the  Bretons ;  but 
thej  were  chiefly  employed  in  England,  where  Ihey  were  mifiered  to  pillage 
the  counttv  with  impunity,  William  d'Yprei  na  a  willing  inrtniment  in 
all  the  kin^s  boldeit  and  moat  unacnipuloua  eatatpnies.  There  wasworii 
found  for  him  and  his  Flemish  bands  iu  England  also,  among  the  other 
•couiges  oC  that  nnhappy  countty  iu  these  ditturbed  time*.  But  he  appean 
to  hate  bean  a  me»lj  mereeuaiy  leader  of  condolticri,  and  was  the  Gnl  to 
fly  at  the  battla  of  Umcola.  There  it  a  cniioiu  paMage  in  the  Royal  MS. 
of  Henry  of  Huntingdon's  History,  unpublished  in  SaTille's  text,  which 
lepiesents  the  eul  of  Glouceatei  as  saying  before  the  battle:  "Hithetto 
I  have  mid  nothing  of  that  runaway  William  d'Yprea,  for  words  have  not 
yet  been  found  to  deeciihe  fitly  the  wile*  and  crooked  paths  of  hii  treasons, 
and  the  diiigustiug  lOBtluoaieDeBS  of  his  impuiitiei.''  His  eailiei  oueer  id 
bis  own  country  was  stained  w>'h  treachery  and  blood,  oi  We  have  atteady 
seen  in  the  preceding  book,  p.  8B  of  this  rolama, 
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aimoTing  the  PlemiogB,  of  whom  they  were  jealoua.'  The 
country  people  became,  therefore,  the  prey  of  many  diaaaterB. 
Many  feU  by  the  aword  of  the  enemy,  and  others  met  their 
fate  irom  an  unexpected  quarter. 

In  the  month  of  June,  King  Stephen  went  to  Liaieus, 
and  assembled  there  a  large  force  with  the  intention  of 
laying  eiege  to  Argentan.  or  some  other  fortress  where  he 
should  faU  in  with  Geoffi^y  of  Anjon,  being  yety  desirooB 
to  bring  him  to  a  general  engagement.  But  his  lords  were 
averse  to  it,  and  did  all  in  their  power  to  dissuade  the  king 
&om  giving  battle.  In  this  expedition  there  arose  a  violent 
qufllrel  between  the  Normans  and  the  Flemings,  who  came 
to  blows,  and  there  was  a  dreadful  slaughter  on  both  sides. 
This  threw  the  whole  army  into  disorder,  and  most  of  the 
leaders  left  the  camp  without  taking  leave  of  the  king ;  each 
body  of  vassals  following  its  own  chief!  The  king,  seeing 
bis  troops  retire  without  facing  the  enemy,  chafed  with  fury 
and  pursued  the  deserters  aa  far  as  Pontaudemer.  There 
he  overtook  and  detained  Hugh  4e  Qoumai,'  the  youthful 
"William  de  Warrenne,'  and  other  hot-brained  young  lords, 
using  his  utmost  address  to  mollify  them  either  with  fair 
words  or  by  working  on  their  fears,  but  he  did  not  succeed 
in  soothing  their  malevolent  and  crafty  minds.  Wherefore, 
as  &om  certain  circumstances  he  held  them  in  suspicion,  he 
did  not  venture  to  recall-  them  to  the  war,  but  adopted  the 
wiser  counsel,  as  some  think,  of  snaking  a  truce  with  the 
enemy  for  two  years.*  In  consequence,  by  0«d's  assistance, 
in  the  month  of  June  peace  and  tranquillily  were  restored 
to  Normandy;  The  unarmed  people,  who  had  been  dis- 
persed, returned  to  their  cottage,  and  for  a  time  remained

He,  olao,  engaged  to  pay  hii  own  elder 
brother  Theobald,  count  de  Bloia,  two  thouaand  marks  yearly,  in  compen- 
sation for  his  prior  claim  to  the  throne  of  Engltuid. 
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in  March,  and  landed  at  La  Hogu6  with  a  large  retinue. 
The  news  of  his  coining  filled  with  joy  the  hearts  of  tLe 
poor  people,  who  for  a  whole  year  had  been  left  to  opprea- 
eion  and  desolation. 

At  the  aame  time  William,  duke  of  Poitiers,  touched  with 
remorse  for  the  erils  which  he  had  lately  inflicted  on  Nor- 
mandy, went  in  pilgrimaee  to  the  shrine  of  St.  James. 
Then,  on.  the  sixth  day  of  Pasaion  Week,  the  fifth  of  the 
idea  [9th]  of  April,  haying  received  the  holy  communion,  he 
died  most  piously  before  the  altar  of  the  bleased  apostle. 
His  commaiids  were  that  his  daughter  should  be  married  to 
Louis  le  Jcune,  king  of  France,  and  he  appointed  the  king 
heir  of  all  hia  atates :  and  this  was  afterwards  carried  into 
efi'ect. 

Some  of  the  Norman  lords  having  raiaed  disturbances 
against  Eing  Stephen,  he  called  in  the  aid  of  the  French 
and  Flemings  to  reduce  them  to  submiasion.  In  the  month 
of  May,  King  Stephen  h^  a  conference  with  King  Lewis, 
and  being  invested  by  him  in  the  duchy  of  Normandy  as  a 
fief  of  the  crown  of  France,  made  a  treaty  of  alliance  -with 
him  on  the  same  terms  as  hia  predecessor  had  done.  Being 
now  more  aeenrely  established,  on  his  return  he  took  anna 
agmnst  the  rebeUtous  Isabel,  and  besieging  his  fortresses  of 
Lillebonne,'  Villers,*  and  M^idon,he  carried  fire  and  sword 
into  them  with  his  own  troops,  and  the  allied  forcea  his 
auxiliaries. 

Then  (Jeofirey  of  Anjou  entered  Normandy  at  the  head 
of  four  hundred  men-at-arms ;  and,  taking  service  on  his 
wife's  behalf,  carried  on  an  active  campaign.  Commencing 
hoatUities  in  the  beginning  of  May,  he  prosecuted  them 
with  great  cruelty,  chiefly  selecting  the  district  of  Exmea 
for  the  theatre  of  destruction  by  fire,  pili^e,  and  slaughter. 
He  burnt  the  castle  and  church  of  Baaoches,  the  property

flamea.  The  moaka  of  Dive*  paid  one  hundred  and  ten 
silrer  marks  to  the  count  of  ^jou,  and  thus  aaved  their 
lauds  firam  utter  rain.  In  iike  manner,  the  monks  of  Fecamp 
rauBomed  Argencea*  for  one  hundred  marks.  At  this  time 
Eohert,  earl  of  Gloucester,*  and  some  others  were  suspected 
of  &TOuriug  the  enemy ;  but  the  gturison  of  Caen  faithfully 
preserved  their  allegiance  to  the  kiug,  and  safely  guarding 
the  fortress,  Geoffrey  and  his  troops  were  compelled  to 
retirefrom  Qu^-Beranger*  without  obtaining  any  advantage. 
There  WHliam  d'Tpres  and  his  troops  were  eager  to  engage 
with  the  Angevina,  but  as  the  Normans  were  jealous  of  him,

but  finding  that  he  could  not  for  the  time  make  head  agajnst  the  king,  wbo 
ira*  Terj  popular,  and  freely  lavished  the  immenie  wealth  which  he 
derived  from  the  treasury  of  Henry  I.,  he  swore  allegiance  to  Stephen,  but 
with  the  reservation,  "  no  long  as  he  was  left  undisturbed  in  his  rights  and 
dignities,  and  the  king  kept  his  covenants  with  him."  The  earl  foresaw 
that  it  would  not  ha  long  before  he  should  be  relieved  of  hia  engagement 
by  some  breach  of  f^th  on  the  part  of  the  usurper,  which  happened  within 
a  year  alter.  See  William  of  Malmeabui^'a  Modem  History,  p.  ^92,  for 
an  able  view  of  the  eatl's  podtion  at  this  Ume.

importance. 

Here  it  whs  that  the  Angevin  army  received  a  check  from  the  presence 
of  William  d'Ypres  and  his  Flemings.  It  appean  to  have  marched  fnnn 
the  Hifmois  by  the  road  through  St.  Pierre-sur-Dira,  which  joins  that  of 
Lineuz  at  the  Gu^-Beranger.  If  King  Stephen  had  been  still  engaged  in 
hii  expedition  against  Mdndon,  that  encounter  between  Uie  two 
armies,  tor  which  the  English  king  showed  lo  much  impatience  a  month 
afterwards,  must  now  have  taken  place. 
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quiet,  and  enjoyed  some  measure  of  security  and  repose, 
though  in  great  indigence. 

Ch.  XXXI.  The  last  hour*  of  Abbot  Warm — SU  death  and 

epitaph— Sichard  of  Leioeiter  elected  abbot. 
MeJlItwhilb,  "Warin,  abbot  of  St.  Eyroolt,  after  serving  6od 
under  the  monastic  rule  for  forty-three  years,  being  now 
sixty-three  years  of  age,  made  a  happy  end.  On  the 
seyenteenth  of  the  calends  of  July  [Idtn  June]  he  sang 
a  with  great  derotion  in  the  morning,  and  buried  the 
Be  of  a  soldier ;  but  in  the  course  of  the  day  he  took  to 
)ed,  and  lay  dangerously  ill  for  five  days,  during  which 
the  sick  man  heard  mass  daily  said,  an  office  which  he  had 
re^arly  performed  himself  for  the  thirty  years  of  his 

Snesthood.  Seeing  now  that  he  was  goii^  the  way  of  all 
esh,  he  earnestly  sought  the  viaticum  for  the  greatjoumey, 
and  prepared  to  present  himself  at  the  court  of  the  Most 
High  E^ng  of  Sabaoth  by  confessing  his  sins,  with  tears  in 
his  eyes,  earnest  and  constant  prayer,  the  holy  unction  and 
the  life-giving  participation  of  the  Lord's  body.  At  last, 
strengthened  with  these  great  aids,  he  departed  on  the 
eleventh  of  the  calends  of  July  [21st  June],  and  having 
performed  all  that  belonged  to  the  faithful  cliampion  <rf 
Christ,  and  commended  himself  and  his  spiritual  sons  to 
the  Lord  God,  fell  asleep  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  his 
government..  Gilbert,  abbot  of  the  monastery  of  8eez,'  waa 
present  at  his  death,  and  joined  the  sorrowing  brethren  in 
paying  the  last  oKcea  to  their  lamented  father.  The  clouds 
of  tribulation  were  gathering  over  the  whole  province,  at 
the  time  that  Abbot  Warin,  the  son  of  Eobert  and  Giselle, 
was  snatched  away,  and  buried  in  the  chapter  by  the  side  of 
the  tomb  of  Abbot  Oshem.  On  his  death,  the  monks  of 
St.  Evroult  aU  atisembled  and  held  a  general  conference  to 
provide  against  any  lapse  in  the  administration  of  the  afiairs 
of  their  monastery.     Then  on  St.  John  Baptist's  day,  while

b^ond  (he  Pyreiea. 
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thej  were  celebratmg  the  feast  of  the  aaiiit,  ther  held  a 
chapter,  and  taking  into  conaideration  the  nile  of  St.  Bene- 
dict, and  the  cliarter  granted  them  by  WiUiam,  duke  and 
afberwarda  king,  in  concert  with  the  bisho^e  and  lords  of 
Noria&aiy,  as  well  as  the  privileges  and  ancient  customs  of 
the  church,  the  brethren  unammously  elected  Bichard  of 
Leicester,'  a  learned,  pious,  and  eloquent  monk,  eminent  for 
many  great  and  illustrious  gifts.,  He  was  absent  at  tho 
time,  and  there  was  no  one  in  that  assembly  connected  with 
him  by  ties  of  kindred.  He  eipected  aothing  of  the  kind, 
being  laboriouslr  employed  in  rural  aSairs  in  England  for 
the  serrice  of  the  monks.  Some  time  before  he  had  beem 
Bent  there  by  bis  abbot,  and  for  the  last  sis  months  had 
been  diligently  engaged  on  ecclesiastical  buBiness.  HaTinff 
been  a  canoa  of  Leicester  for  nearly  sixteen  years,  he  had 
acquired  a  knowledge  of  the  Enghsh  people  and  language : 
and  before  hia  profession  was  long  resident  at  the  court  of 
Bobert,  earl  of  Mellent,  wbo  employed  him  as  judge  of  hia 
causes,  keeper  of  his  conscience,  and  privy  counsellor  in 
transacting  bis  afiairs.  The  monks,  taking  into  their  con- 
fiideration  these  and  other  proofs  of  his  worth  and  fitness  to 
rule,  elected  him  to  govern  their  cburch ;  and  their  choice 
was  ratified  by  King  Stephen  and  bis  great  lords. 

The  monks  of  St.  Evroult,  always  devoted  to  their 
masters  and  superiors,  placed  a  white  stone  over  the  grave 
of  the  venerable  Abbot  Warin ;  and  for  the  love  which  I 
bore  to  my  oldsnd  dear  associate,  and  afterwards  my  spiritual 
&ther,  I  oomposed  the  following  epitaph  to  be  engraved 
upon  it :

Then  by  tbe  brethren,  to  their  apecial  aid. 
Elected  fat  hie  wortb,  and  abbot  made, 
Bertoed,  he  mled  this  hooae  fbr  jtaan  tnce  htbd, 
Till,  'mid  a  mined  land  he  sigbed  for  bearen. 
Jone's  taeotieth  sun  was  sinking  in  tbe  weat. 
When  lathei  Waiin  fbund  his  lon^;  sought  rast. 


Ch.    X  xTTT.    Death  of  XouU  le   Qros,  and  accession  of 

XiOwi*  le  Jeune — Troubles    in    Normandif — Exploitt    of 

Miehard  the  Foretter  and  Oelduin  of  Dol—King  St^hen 

returns  to  England— A  eontpiraei/  there  crushed. 

DuMKS  the  months  of  July  and  August  the  world  was 

burnt  up  with  excesfdve  heat,  which  Itwted  tilt  the  idee  of 

September  [13th  September],  and  occasioned  various  kinds 

of  ^tai.  maWicB  with  which  mankind  were  afflicted.     At 

this  time  King  IiouiB  sent  for  hie  son  Louia  Florus,'  and 

appointing  as  hia  guardians  Theobald,  count  palatine,  and 

lUlph  de  F4ronne,  dispatched  him  with  the  army  of  France 

into  AqnJtaine,  to  marry  the  daughter  of  the   duke  of 

Poitiers,  and  take  poBsession  of  the  duchy,  according  to  the 

wiU  of  tbe  late  Duke  WiUiam. 

Meanwhile,  King  Louis  fell  sick  in  the  foi-est  of  Glros- 
Boia,  from  the  effects  of  the  great  heat  of  the  smnmer ;'

■  See  before,  p.  UB,  what  out  author  aayi  of  a  ftomer  at^ek  of  the 
BBzne  malady,  diarrhcea,  which  brongbt  Loais  le  Gras  to  his  end  on  August 
1, 1137.  These  attacks  appear  to  baTB  been  caused  by  the  intemperance 
lo  which  Louie's  jather,  as  welt  as  himself,  was  addicted.  '■  Need  I 
apeak,"  says  Henry  of  Huntingdon  m  his  admirable  LtOer  to  Walter,  to 
wl^ch  we  have  often  referred,  "  of  Philip  king  of  France,  and  Lewis,  hit 
son,  both  of  whom  reigned  in  my  time  ;  whose  God  wu  their  belly,  and, 
indeed,  a  btal  enemy  it  was ;  fbr  such  was  their  gluttony,  that  they  became 
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and,  bis  iUneas  increaBing,  departed  this  life  on  the  secand 
of  the  noaee  of  August  [4th  Augpat],  and  was  huried  witii 
royal  pomp  among  the  kings  of  France  in  the  abbey  of  St. 
Denis  the  Areoparite.  On  the  following  Sunday  the  b<^ 
Louie  was  crowned  at  Poitiers,'  and  thus  succeeded  to  tM 
kingdom  of  Franco,  as  well  as  the  duchy  of  Aqnitaine,  which 
none  of  his  ancetrtnrs  had  held. 

In  N'orman^  the  peace  was  broken  by  the  turbulrat 
Boger  le  B^guo,*  and  Eing  Stephen  led  an  army  against 
him,  and  got  possession  of  his  castle  called  QrosceuTre  in 
the  territory  of  Evreux.  This  forced  the  rebellioue  fi*eebootw 
to  sue  for  peace  with  the  king,  aad,  after  much  suffering, 
that  country  had  rest  for  a  while.  Afterwards  the  king 
razed  to  the  ground  the  stronghold  of  Quitii  in  the  Venjv 
which  was  a  den  of  thieves.  In  consequence,  William  ds 
Chaumont  and  his  son  Osmond  took  arms  gainst  the  king, 
and,  to  the  ruin  of  their  house,  resolved  on  hostilities. 

In  the  territory  of  AvrmicheH,  Bichard,  surnamed  Silvi- 
miB*  built  a  very  strong  fortress  at  Siunt-Pois;  and  having 

ao  bt  al  not  to  be  able  to  support  thenuelTei.  Philip  died  long  ago  of 
plethora  (  Lewu  hue  now  afaajed  the  aeme  SM." 

The  French  biitoriBna  make  Louis  die  at  Paris,  and  it  it  poMiblalii) 
nay  have  beei  conreyed  there  irom  the  forest  of  IreliDC,  near  Ramboiulkl, 
vhich  M.  Le  Frevott  sajs  ti  the  place  mentianed  here.  In  the  text  il  a 
called  Orandu  Sjfiva,  literally,  Groa-Bois. 

■  Lauii  Ls  Jeune,  here  described  as  p%er,  wns  Krenteen  jean  old  it 
Uiis  lime.  He  wu  an  hia  retora  after  manying  Eleanor  of  Cayenne  it 
Bordeaux,  when  be  receiied  the  ueva  of  hit  fathei'a  denth.  On  5imd>y 
the  Sth  of  Aaguat,  ho  vat  crowned  at  Poitiera,  not  at  king  of  Fimce.  it  he 
had  already  been  crawned  by  Innocnt  II.,  but  at  duke  of  Atguilaine. 

'  Roger  Le  Begue,  lord  of  Groaaieuvre  (Grandis  Svlra),  near  SI.  Aairt, 
of  whom  we  have  apoken  before,  p.  170.

*  meardiu  togmmtento  SSvamu.  The  French  editors  of  Orderieut  hate 
been  unable  to  diacoTei  the  origin  of  tbia  penon,  and  conaider  him  one  of 
the  adtenbiren  who  rose  to  importance  in  those  troublnome  timea.  Wa 
find  him,  howerer,  in  the  posmnon  of  a  cattle  and  Till;  and  it  is  remaArd 
that  in  the  inqneit  made  by  Robert  earl  of  GloDceater,  aftat  the  death  of 
Biihop  Richard  II.,  of  thefie&held  of  tbe  ue  of  Bayeoi  and  the  tcrricci 
doe  for  them,  there  ia  foond  a  "  William  ami  of  Silvauut,"  who  held  tn 
knigfata'  fin  (a  considerable  domun)  aoder  Hugh  de  Uontfort,  out  of 
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coUected  TnarauderB  &om  all  parts,  after  the  death,  of  Xing 
Hemy,  made  a  cruel  slaughter  of  the  people  of  Ood.  He 
continued  his  ravage  for  a  long  time ;  God,  however,  when 
he  would,  suddenly  etruck  him  down  with  the  strength  of 
his  arenging  arm.  For  this  Ireebooter  having  sallied  forth 
on  a  certain  day,  intent  on  pilla^,  during  bis  absence  a 
band  of  soldiers  &om  the  castles  m  the  neighbourhood  set 
on  fire  the  village  of  Saint-Pois.'  Silyanua  seeing  the  smoke' 
of  his  burning  Tillage,  put  spurs  to  his  horse,  and  wheeling* 
round,  hastened  back  with  his  followers  by  the  road  he  had 
come.  Swifter  than  them,  he  was  the  first  to  encounter  the 
enemy ;  and  being  thrust  through  the  body  by  the  lance  of 
a  man-at-arms,  he  fell  dead  on  the  spot.  Then  the  royal 
troops  advanced  to  the  fort,  and  snmmoned  the  guard  to 
surrender  the  tower  to  the  king.  As  they  would  not  obey 
this  demand,  the  others  showed  them  the  corpse  of  tkeir 
deceased  lord,  which,  they  cast  with  ignominy  before  the 
gate.  The  garrison  perceiving  this  grievous  misfortune, 
were  struck  with  terror ;  and  having  surrendered  themselves 
and  the  fort  to  the  royal  troops  in  gloomy  silence,  buried 
the  body  of  the  deceased  by  the  road-side,  out  of  the 
cemetery. 

At  the  same  time  the  Bretons  flew  to  arms  under  Gelduin 
of  Dol,'  their  leader  in  every  outrage,  and  made  an  inroad 

eight  which  Hugb  bimwlf  held  of  the  bishop.  Siiearau,  as  t'ery  one 
knoira,  is  equi'alent  to  Forestarius,  and  in  the  Domesday  book  a  Sicardttt 
Foraiarmt,  who  came  in  wi^  the  Conqueroi,  sppesis  as  holding  in  coptte 
fits  macon  in  StafibrdBhiie.  Fiom  the  tdentitj  of  both  the  chriatian  and 
■umame  it  may  be  conjei^tured  that  this  Richard  For(«ter  vns  the  &thei 
of,  or  otherwise  neatly  related  to,  the  Richard  mentioned  by  our  author. 
The  Richard  of  the  Domesday  Book  had  a  son,  Ormus  le  Guidon,  the 
founder  of  the  femily  of  Biddulph,  who  took  the  name  from  the  principal 
estate  in  Staffordshire.  The  conjecture  derives  some  slight  confirmation 
from  Ormus  haiing  married  a  daughter  of  Nicholas  da  Beauchamp,  the 
TJscount,  whose  family  were  seated  at  a  place  of  that  name  very  near 
Biahard's  castle  of  Pois,  in  the  ATmnches.- 

*  Apud  Sanctma  Paiermun.  The  place  intended  by  our  author  is 
not  ^t  celebrated  as  the  abode  and  burial  place  itf  St  Paternua, 
bishop  of  Avranchee,  which  appears  to  ha«e,  in  early  times,  home  the 
name  of  Saidaau.  Richard's  castle  and  >ill  stood  at  a  place  now  called 
Saint-Pois,  in  the  canton  of  SoordeTal,  forming  part  of  the  old  diocese  of 
ATiancheB,  while  Saint  Pair.Bur-Mer  belongs  to  that  of  Coutaocea. 

'  This  adTonturer,  a  leader  of  mercenary  bands  in  Stephen's, pay  iike 
WilliaiD  d'Yprc^  was  a  Breton,  and  probably  a  native  of  DoL

sea,  and  the  adjoinmg  territory.'  Taking  much  booty  at 
Tarioud  times,  they  inflicted  grieroaB  losieB  on  innocent 
people.  But  after  causing  the  peasantB  great  damage,  the 
divine  vengeance  aciitteTed  this  hand  of  robbers  by  crnebing 
thei^  head-  On  a  certain  day  the  fierce  Qelduin  led  sa 
expedition  of  one  hundred  and  fort^  men-at-arme,  with  a 
large  body  of  foot-soldiers,  and  having  seized  a  vast  quantity 
of  plunder,  and  a  number  of  captives,  began  to  return  in 
great  triumph ;  but  the  reflux  of  the  tide  kept  them  all  on 
tba  shore.  Meanwhile,  roused  by  the  cries  of  the  poor 
people,  twenty  Norman  men-at-arms  came  in  pursuit  of  the 
robbers.  Upon  this,  G«lduin  hearing  the  shouts  in  the  rear, 
turned  agtuust  the  pursuera  with  t^  horaemen,  having  no 
defensive  armour  except  their  shields.  The  Nbnnana 
charged  them  fiercely,  and  the  Sretons  giving  wa^  and 
taking  to  flight,  Oelduin  was  slain  before  he  coiud  join  the 
main  body  of  his  comrades.  The  routed  freebooters  lost 
their  plunder,  and  making  their  escape  had  lamentable 
tidings  to  cany  back  to  their  triends. 

Thus  was  unhappy  Normandy  torn  by  eueh  storms  as 
these,  mangled  by  blows  mutuaUj  given  by  the  swords  of 
her  own  sons,  and  plunged  in  grief  by  the  slaughter  perpe- 
trated on  all  sides.  She  suflered  the  most  crud  calamities, 
and  had  daily  to  apprehend  stUl  worse  evils,  because  she 
saw,  to  her  sorrow,  the  country  left  without  a  governor. 
In  this  state  of  affairs,  King  Stephen  received  intelligence 
of  intestine  disturbanceB  among  the  English,  in  consequence 
of  which  he  lost  no  time  in  crossing  over  to  England  during 
Advent,'  taking  with  him  the  counts  Waleran  and  Robert, 
with  nearly  all  the  great  Norman  lords.  However,  he  ap- 
pointed w  iUiam  de  Eoumare,  and  Eoger  the  viaconnt,"  with 

Tbe 
Bietona  eren  assert  tfaat  io  ancient  times  it  fbnaed  part  of  theii  province, 
and  mu  sepaisted  ftom  it  bj  >  clumge  in  the  channel  of  the  Couemon,  a 
livGr  which  has  fraqaentlr  TBiied  its  course.

othera,  juBticisxieH,  commanding  them  to  accomplieh  what 
he  had  been  unable  to  effect  in  person,  namely,  to  do 
justice  to  the  iohabitanta,  and  procure  peace  for  the 
defenoelesa  people. 

On  his  return  to  England  he  found  the  kingdom  in  a  Terjr 
disturbed  atate,  and  a  hotbed  of  cruelty  and  bloody  treason. 
For  some  pestilent  men  had  formed  a  conspiracy,  and 
tticouraged  each  other  by  clandestine  plots  to  the  wicked 
enterprise  of  massacring  all  the  Normans  on  an  appointed 
day,  and  giving  up  the  government  of  !Ekigland  to  the  Scots.' 
This  treason  was  first  divulged  to  Bishop  Nigel'  by  some  of 

At  fail  death  hie  aUtta  passed  to  hia  HiiiteT  Letitio,  who  married  Jourdain 
THisaon. 

'  Tlie  French  editon  of  Ordericiii  queMimtatleaMtbealtimateabject  of 
thia  CDinpiiscj,  to  vhich,  the;  lemaih,  the  adranced  age  and  jiacdfic 
chaiAcMr  of  the  king  of  Scoti  did  not  promiie  much  succtgs.  Tbej,  also, 
observe  with  truth  that,  in  the  spring  of  11S6,  the  two  kings,  meeting  in 
the  north  of  England,  had  come  to  termi.  Bui  Daiid  had  Uien  invaded 
Ifortfaumbiia  and  taken  Newcastle,  and  vaa  onlj'  deterred  from  prosecuting 
his  advanlsgea  bj  the  oierwheloiinD  force  brought  against  him  bj  Stephen. 
When  the  two  kings  met  at  Durham,  David  reflued  to  do  homage  to 
Stephen,  alleging  his  oath  of  fealtj  to  the  empress  Matilda,  but  he  allowed 
his  son  Heat;  to  swear  allegiaiice  to  the  king  of  England.  There  is  no 
doubt  tbU  the  king  of  Sctrts  {una  the  first  fomented  Uie  troublea  in 
England  in  the  interest  of  Madlda,  who  was  his  niece,  though ;  not  as  oui 
author  intimates,  in  hit  own.  The  padfication  now  made  was  onl;  a 
hollow  truce,  and  when  the  great  English  lords  broke  into  open  rerolt  two 
jam  aitennirds,  the  Scots,  in  conceit  with  theiD,  inraded  the  nerth  of 
England,  and  after  committing  great  atmcities,  formed  part  of  the  amij 
which  was  signollj  defeated  at  the  battle  of  "  the  Standard,"  which  out 
author  notices  in  its  place.  The  author  of  Oata  %pAant  says  that,  at 
fint,  Darid  prudently  waited  the  result,  watching  in  silence  the  coone  of 
events ;  but  Henry  of  Huntingdon  relates  the  irmptiou  of  the  Scots  mts 
NorthumbriB,  in  ibe  Grst  month  of  Stephen's  usurpation,  and  the  occur- 
rences at  Durham  just  mentioned. 

*  Nigel,  bishop  of  Ely,  nephew  of  Bogcr,  bishop  of  Salisbury,  was 
advanced  to  the  bishopric  "  after  Whitsuntide"  LMay28th],  1133,  bj  the 
especial  favour  of  Henry  L  Both  Nigel  and  his  nccle  were  two  of  the  moat 
powerful  prelates  and  able  statesmen  of  those  times.  Though  it  appean 
from  the  fact  here  stated  by  our  author  that  he  was  the  principal  means  of 
nipping  in  the  bud,  for  the  moment,  the  rising  dissSection  of  the  English 
nobles,  we  shall  End  hun  afleTwarda  in  arms  against  Stephen. 

But  Bi^op  Nigel  is  moat  distinguished  by  having  been  one  of  tho 
greatett  Enandeia  of  the  middle  ages,  and  the  founder  of  the  system  of 
keeping  the  public  sccounti  in  England.  See  the  Pipt  SoBt  of  the  Sist 
year  of  Heniy  I.,  where  he  often  appean  under  the  name  of  W^tifiis  lUlpat 
epiieepii  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  this  valuable  record  was  made  under 
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the  comjniators,  and  communicated  by  him  to  the  other 
bishops  and  peers  of  the  realm,  and  the  royal  officers  and 
mmiaters.  Many  of  the  traitorone  conspirators  were  thus' 
detected ;  and,  being  convicted,  suffered  tne  penalty  of  their 
atrocious  crime  by  death  on  the  gallows,  or  other  kinds  of 
capital  pimisbmeut.  Some,  however,  being  sensible  of  thear 
guilt,  fled  before  they  were  informed  against,  and,  accused  by 
their  own  consciences,  abandoned  all  their  possessiona  and 
honours,  and  went  into  voluntary  eiile.  The  more  powerful 
of  those  who  were  concerned  in  the  rebellion  took  courage 
to  make  a  bold  resistance,  and  formed  a  league  with  the 
Scots  and  Welsh,  and  other  disaffected  and  disloyal  people^ 
for  the  ruin  of  the  English  nation. 

Ch.  XXXni.  Jffairt  in  the  Eaat—I^ulk,  Eing  of  Jenualem, 
defeated  by  the  infldeU — Besieged  in  the  etutle  of  Mont- 
Beol — Crusaders  march  to  Kit  relief. 
At  this  time  pilgrims  arrived  from  the  eastern  parts,  who 
spread  through  the  countries  of  the  West  gloomy  reports, 
which  deeply  saddened  the  hearts  of  the  faithful  who  were 
inflamed  witn  tbe  love  of  God  and  their  neighbour.  They 
brought  the  news  that,  in  this  same  jear,  Pons,  count  of 
TripoL,'  had  fought  a  battle  with  the  &entiles  in  which  he 
and  many  others  fell  by  the  sword.  This  so  much  encou-  - 
raged  Amir-Sanguin,'  king  of  Aleppo,  that,  assembling  his 
forces  durmg  the  autumn,  he  marched  with  a  great  army 
into  the  territories  of  the  Christians,  and  putting  his  troops 
in  battle  array,  challenged  them  to  fight.  On  hearing  this, 
Folk,  king  of  Jerusalem,  sent  messengers  into  every  part  of 
his  kingdom,  and  summoned  all  who  were  able  to  bear  arms 
to  join  his  standard,  ao  that  he  led  to  battle  nearly  aix  thou- 
sand men;  leaving  only  the  women  and  unarmed  clergy  in 
charge  of  the  towns ;  all  others  were  commanded  to  march 
to  t^  war  without  admitting  any  excuse.' 
h»  directioQ.  After  baviiig  had  the  gloiy  of  creatjng  (he  Engliih  eiche- 
qnei  undei  Hear;  I.,  he  lived  to  reatore  it  waita  Hixay  II.,  after  th« 
troubles  and  wane  of  the  reign  of  Stephen  had  llirovii  it  into  diiorder. 
He  suviTed  till  1169.

*  The  detaili  of  these  tianaactioni  in  the  Ewtt,  like  those  given  b;  oar 
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At  length  the  two  armies  met,  and,  an  engagement  fol- 
lowing, both  Bides  fought  with  great  bravery.  Thousandfl 
of  the  Pagans  feU  without  number,  but  by  a  judgment  of 
God,  all  whose  decrees  are  just  and  righteous,  nearly  the 
whole  Cliristian  army  was  annihilated,  all,  except  thirty 
knights  and  men-at-arms,  being  cut  in  piecei.  The  king 
only,  with  ten  of  bia  own  household  troops,  and  eighteen 
Knight-Templars,  escaped  &om  the  slaughter  andj  took 
refuge  in  a  eertain  castle  which  Baldwin  I.iiad  buUfc  before 
Damascus,  called  Mont^Seal,  where  they  stoutly  defended 
themselves  for  a  while,  though  they  were  closely  besieged. 
Thus  the  whole  army  fell  for  the  faith  of  Christ,  except  the 
few  who,  as  already  said,  escaped  with  the  king  with  much 
difficulty. 

Sanguin,  elated  with  his  victory,  although  it  was  accom- 
panied by  the  lose  of  so  many  thousanda  of  his  own 'troops 
by  the  swords  of  the  Christians,  pursued  the  fugitives  And 
laid  siege  to  the  castle,  pressing  the  remnant  who  had 
escaped  and  defended  the  place  with  repeated  assaults  of 
different  kinds.  The  besieged,  in  the  midst  of  great  straita 
to  which  they  were  reduced;  suffered  most  from  famine,  and 
being  in  want  of  bread,  were  forced  to  satisfy  their  hunger 
with  horse-flesb  and  other  kinds  of  unclean  and  unheard-aT 
food.  In  this  state  of  want,  the  king  himself  became 
steward,  and  served  out  to  each  of  his  comrades  morsels  of 
the  flesh  of  asses  and  dogs. 

Meanwhile  Baiph,  the  bishop  of  Jerusalem,  having  heard 
of  the  calamitous  condition  of  his  friends,  was  greatly  dis- 
tressed, and  reflected  deeply  on  the  means  by  which  he 
mwht  afford  relief  to  the  beleaguered  martyrs.  Pirst  he 
paid  visits  to  all  the  pious  recluses  who,  intent  on  heavenly 
meditations,  dwelt  within  the  walls  of  Jerusalem,  and 
implored  them  to  join  their  earnest  prayers  with  those  of 
the  other  iuhabitaats  of  the  holy  city  to  the  Lord  Saviour  of 

authoi  toiF&rdt  the  end  of  his  tenth  book,  were  probablj  deiived  bj  Orde- 
riou  from  the  reports  of  pilgriina,  psttBking  of  the  ineiactnem  and 
ootouring  which  would  probabl;  be  comcfed  Aom  luch  a  Kiurce ;  and  he 
had  no  lime  to  correct  them  from  better  materiais  before  the  close  of  hip 
historical  laboun.  Among  other  incongruities,  one  may  he  mentioned  aa  a 
necimen  of  the  rett;  namely,  the  existence  at  this  period  of  a  patriarch  of 
Jemulem  named  KAIph,  while  William  de  Malinefl  filled  that  see  from 
1130  to  1U4  or  1145. 
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all  nunkiitd  for  the  common  welfare  of  hia  people.  He, 
then  enjoined  the  same  on  both  the  derg;'  and  laity,  aad 
instituted  a  fast  by  all  for  three  days,  not  exempting  women 
and  children,  or  even  the  besets,  uom  this  Buffering,  which 
leeembled  that  of  tha  Nineriteii.  This  &Bt  baring  been 
obeeired.  with  willing  and  deroat  obedience,  the  patriardi 
proceeded  to  a  eeapcnrt,  and  there,  by  God's  will,  that  vIuGh 
ne  tnoHt  desired  met  his  eyee. 

He  saw  from  afiur  four  sMpB  full  of  men  nearing  the 
riiore,  and  hy  the  sign  of  the  cross  of  salvation  which  he 
perceived  on  their  mantles,  discovered  that  the^  weie 
Chriatians.  Full  of  joT,  he  waited  till  they  arrived  in  port, 
and  reapecttiilly  ealutea  them  aa  they  disembarked  firom  the 
ships.  As  soon  as  they  had  reachea  an  open  spot,  he  thns 
addressed  them :  "  Ye  are  truly  blessed  and  beloved  of  God, 
for  the  heavenly  court  expects  you  to  become  partakers  <^ 
its  hlessednesB.  Lo !  now  if  a  pure  Mth  bums  within  ^ou, 
donbtless  on  opportuni^  of  marWrdom  is  offered  to  you  amii- 
lar  to  that  for  which  the  holy  cbampioua  of  Christ,  Oeorge 
and  I^heodore,  Demetrius  and  Sebastian,  devotedly  contended 
•gainst  Satan  and  his  crew,  and  gloriously  conquering  them 
uW  a  sharp  encounter,  received  in  triumph  the  eternal 
crown  from  the  King  of  Sabaoth.  I  pray  that  a  like  fortune 
may  attend  you,  and  that  he  may  bestow  on  you  a  like 
reward! 

"Enow,  then,  that  the  cruel  Sangnin  and  his  Qentile 
army  latdy  invaded  our  temtories,  and  having  cut  in  pieces 
the  army  of  Christ,  are  now  closely  besieging  the  king  of 
Jerusalem  with  a  few  of  his  followers  in  a  certain  castle,  and 
try  all  methods  of  forcing  them  to  surrender.  Our  people, 
hoping  in  God,  endeavour  to  make  a  stout  resistance,  and 
not  unmindfol  of  the  wondrous  things  wrought  by  heaven, 
expect  from  thence  speedy  help,  choosing  rather,  in  the 
Lord's  name,  to  follow  their  conu-ades  in  death,  than,  while 
life  remains,  to  submit  with  ignominy  to  the  yoke  of  the 
G^tiles.  Tou  have  now  heaj^  enough  of  the  circum- 
stances, and  as  you  are  men  of  prudence  and  feeling,  you 
will  understand  what  I  wish,  and  what  is  necessary,  to  be 
done  in  such  an  emergency." 

At  these  words  all  willingly  offered  to  march  against  the 
Pagans,  and  desired  to  succour  their  besieged  brethren 
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with  all  their  strength.  Thereupon  the  jo^M  patriueh 
said:  "We  render  thanks  to  God,  the  Almighty  Adonai, 
who  ever  Touchsofea  to  relieve  his  people  with  ready  conso- 
latioD.  Now,  therefore,  you  who,  for  the  Iotb  of  heaven, 
bare  quitted  your  native  land,  leaving  your  beloved  wives 
and  long-flought  wealth,  and  encountering  many  Bufferines 

Ssea  Eind  JAnd,  have  come  hither,  fii^owing  the  example 
the  saints,  take  the  shield  of  faith,  and  succour  the  sanc- 
tuary of  GroA  which  you  have  sought  &om  afar.  The  Lord  ia 
with  you  who  brought  awiffc  consolation  to  the  besieged  in 
Betbulia  by  the  hands  of  a  womaa ;  for  by  Judith,  a  widow, 
he  cut  off  the  head  of  the  proud  Holophemee,  and  overthrow- 
ing  the  Assyrians,  re&eshed  in  bis  goodness  his  thirsty 
people,  giving  them  a  victory  which  loaded  tbem  with  vast 
spouB,  and  magniiyiiig  them  above  all  the  sunoimding 
nations.  By  the  prophet  Ezechiel  be  promised  security  to 
King  Hezekiah  when  he  was  shut  up  in  Jerusalem,  and  the 
night  following  caused  the  destrovmg  angel  to  consume  a 
hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand  Assyrians,  and  put  to 
a  shameful  fli^t  the  haughty  king  Sennacherib,  who  had 
uttered  blasphemies  and  atrocious  threats.  Consider  these 
and  many  other  such  divine  operations,  aad  truatang  in  tba 
power  of  God,  march  to  the  battle." 

Having  thus  instructed  the  Christian  bands  with  s^atair 
admonitions,  he  led  them  in  arms  agaisst  the  Turkish 
troops.  The  sentinels  of  the  Pagans  perceiving  a  large  army 
{f  Christians  advancing  &om  the  eea,  immediately  reported 
it  to  their  prince,  who  sent  able  and  eloquent  envoys  to 
meet  the  strangers,  and  inquire  diligently  who  they  were, 
and  whither  ther  were  gomg.  They  replied :  "  We  aie 
Christians;  we  desire  to  succour  with  all  our  might  our  ' 
brethren  who,  we  hear,  are  besieged  by  the  Pagans,  and  we 
ardently  wish  to  avenge  in  battle  the  others  who  are  slun." 
They  were  desired,  in  replv,  to  rest  quiet  for  the  present, 
and  be  ready  for  battle  in  tnree  days. 

In  the  meantime,  the  crafty  Sanguin  demanded  a  pariey 
with  Sing  Pulk,  tuid  among  many  wily  proposals  spoke 
thus :  "  I  greattv  compassionate  your  nobleness,  and  as  you 
are  a  king,  would  save  you  if  you  will  suffer  me.  I  know 
perfectly  your  position  and  the  weakfieBs  of  your  force. 
Yon,  and  all  who  are  shut  up  with  you,  are  enfeebled  by 
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&mine,  nor  can  you  expect  relief  &am  any  quarter.  Hake 
peace,  therefore,  with  me  j  surrender  the  castle  and  all  who 
are  in  it,  and  I  will  let  you  go  free."  Fulk  replied:  '*  Fh 
be  it  from  me  to  become  a  traitor  to  my  brethren.  This  I 
am  reBolved  never  to  do ;  on  the  contraiy,  I  will  hold  out 
with  them  even  to  death,  and  jiatienth-  expect  the  end  of 
the  struggle."  Sanguin  then  Baid :  "  Confer  with  your  fol> 
lowers,  and  take  advice  which  is  profitable  to  you  and  to 
them.  I  will  spare  you  because  you  are  a  kins  and  ought 
to  be  honoured.  Gtive  up  the  castle  and  all  tne  prisonen 
you  have  taken  fix)m  us,  and  receire  in  exchange  all  we  hare 
of  your  people,  and  then,  having  sworn  to  a  firm  peace, 
depart  freely  with  all  your  men." 

Fulk,  having  heard  this  proposal,  went  back  to  his  com< 
rades,  and  telling  them  all  that  the  tyrant  had  said,  asked 
them  what  he  was  to  do  in  their  present  diatresB.  They, 
being  ignorant  that  relief  was  near  at  hand,  hastened  in  their 
anxiety  to  give  him  their  advice.  They  recommended  that 
the  Turka  should  be  released  for  the  deliverance  of  the 
Christians,  and  the  fortreas  of  Mont-Beal  he  delivered  to 
the  people  of  Damascus,  to  save  the  besieged  from  the  peril 
of  death,  and  that  Jerusalem,  the  holy  city,  might  not  be 
exposed  to  the  mocke^  of  the  (Jentilea  for  want  of  a  pro- 
tector. Thereupon,  King  Fulk,  swayed  by  his  leut, 
accepted  the  advice  of  his  comrades,  and  concluded  the 
peace  proposed  by  the  Gentiles,  to  which  he  swore.  San- 
guin received  the  fortress  and  his  nephew,  who  had  been 
t^en  prisoner ;  and  on  his  part  he  released  the  Christiaa 
captives  whom  he  kept  in  chains.  Then  the  tyrant  in 
triumph  and  derision  said  to  Fulk :  "  Tou  have  been  out- 
>  wittei^  O  king !"  showing  him  the  camp  of  the  Christiani 
who  had  come  to  his  relief.  But,  although  the  faithful  vera 
afflicted  at  this  perfidious  conduct,  the  agreement  could  not 
be    altered.     Pledges    having  been    given,  the   king,  the 

Satriarch,  and  the  faithful  on  both  sioea  met  together,  and 
emanded  permission  of  the  tyrant  to  bury  their  brethmi 
who  bad  iallen  in  the  conflict.  Sanguin  having  consented, 
they  searched  for  the  bodies  of  the  slain,  and  carefully  gam 
them  honourable  interment ;  but  they  could  not  draw  fiom 
their  fingers  their  gold  rings.  Dhe  sorrivors,  therefore, 
gave  devout  thanks  to  the  Lord  Almighty,  and  reverently 
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laid  in  the  earth  the  mtfrtyrs  of  Christ,  without  stripping 
them  of  their  onuuueutB. 

Ch.  XXX  IV.  The  emperor,  John  Comnenwg,  lays  liege  to 
Antioch — Mm/mond'i  night  attack — Negoctatums,  vihieh  ter- 
minate in  Sc^mond'g  doing  homage  for  the  ^rincipaUtt/  to 
the  Greek  emperor. 
At  the  same  time,  while  the  people  of  Jeruealem  were 
thuB  mJBerahly  afflicted  hy  the  Gentilee,  and  Eaymond 
prince  of  Antioch,  and  other  brave  eoldiers,  having  heard 
the  distress  of  their  brethren  were  hastening  to  their  relief, 
John,  the  emneror  of  Conatantmople,  levied  an  army 
tkroughoat  all  nis  dominions,  which  are  wide  enough,  and 
laid  siege  to  Antioch,  the  jaetropolis  of  Syria,  claiming  it  as 
belonging  to  liia  empire.*  This  Kaymond,  who  then  held  the 
prinoipahty,  was  son  of  WHliam  duke  of  Poitiers.  After  the 
death  of  Hng  Henry,  the  duke  went  to  the  East,  where  he 
married  the  Mughtet  of  Baldwin  the  younger,  whose  hand 
was  bestowed  on  him  by  Eulk,  his  cousm;  and  by  the 
bounty  of  Gk>d,  he  acquired  for  himself  a  large  principality 
in  Syria.  Saymond  was  proceeding  by  hasty  marches  to 
the  relief  of  the  king  of  Jerusalem,  as  1  have  just  said,  when 
he  received  on  the  road  intelligence  of  the  emperor's 
approach  to  lay  siege  to  Antiocb.  Struck  with  dismay  at 
this  threatening  storm,  he  immediately  retraced  his  steps 
with  the  troops  that  attended  him,  and  hMtened  to  the 
succour  of  bis  people  who  were  shut  up  in  the  city,  trem- 
bling in  the  Absence  of  a  protector.    Drawing  near  to  the 

'  Events  sre  atill  >a  diiBgnred  in  this  pait  of  our  aulhor's  narrative,  that 
imtAod  of  attempting  to  correct  it,  we  must  refer  the  reader  to  the  hiito- 
riam  of  the  cniMdea.  It  is  perfectly  true  that  Rajmond,  the  eldest  son  of 
William  VII.  count  de  Poitiers,  and  conaequenllj  ancle  of  Eleanur  of 
Guyenne,  went  to  the  east  in  lI37,Hnd  that  King  Fult  gaio  him  hii 
/oung  daughter  Constance  in  marriage,  with  the  principality  of  Antioch  for 
ber  dowi;.  It  is  also  correct  that  the  Greek  emperor.  John  Comnenus, 
sat  down  before  Antioch  in  1138,  but,  touched  with  companion  at  the 
perils  which  eucraunded  the  Latin  princes  in  PHleatine,  consistently  with 
his  noble  character,  as  traced  by  Gibbon,  he  contented  himself  with 
recei'ing  the  homage  of  Raymond,  and  joined  his  arms  to  thoH  of  the 
Christians.  The  death  of  Fulk  kmg  of  Jerusalem,  was  not  caused  by  the 
privations  he  suffered  during  a  uege  in  which  he  acted  as  steward  to  the 
gairiaoa,  as  out  author  tells  us  in  the  preceding  chapter,  but  by  his  horse 
flilliag  while  he  was  hunting  a  bore  on  the  plains  of  Ptolemaii,

place,  and  being  apprehensive  uut  he  could  not  break 
through  the  besieging  army  and  force  hia  way  in,  he  eon-  ■ 
Hulted  with  hia  friends  upon  the  matter,  and  one  of  them 
who  I  think  was  truly  maguanimouB,  said :  "  We  know  fiill 
well  that  the  Greeks  are  of  consummate  prudence,  and 
surpass  other  natiooB  in  eloquence ;  but  under  <£fficultieB  they 
Ml  in^spirit  and  courage.  Hence,  brave  comrades  and  tried 
warriors,  if  you  are  willing  to  foUow  my  adTice,  manfiillj 
put  on  your  armour,  and  penetrate  in  silence,  under  arms, 
through  the  Greek  army  to  the  very  tent  of  the  emperor, 
as  if  you  were  part  of  the  imperial  troops.  Then  raiae  ter> 
rible  shouts  wmch  shall  reach  the  emperor's  ears,  aod  boldly 
declare  who  you  are." 

On  hearing  this,  the  others  were  in^iired  with  courage  to 
undertake  the  dimgeroue  enterprise,  and  under  cover  of 
night  gallantly  ezecated  the  pltui  of  the  magnanimous  sot 
dier.  The  Pranks,  having  penetrated  to  the  imperial  tent, 
raised  load  cries,  and  began  to  deal  heavy  blows  on  all  who 
opposed  them.  Buried  in  fiilse  security,  the  emperor's  army 
were  suddenly  roused  by  the  fierce  shouts  of  the  Franks,  and 
their  panic  was  such  that  they  were  thrown  into  disorder; 
and  not  knowing  what  to  do,  abandoned  ereiything  imd  fled 
for  three  miles,  as  if  each  saw  a  sword  threatening  ms  throat. 
Duke  Haymond,  seeing  the  Greeks  and  their  emperor  flying, 
halted  his  troops,  beiog  unwilling  to  pursue  such  a  host  wiui 
his  small  force ;  and  setting  bounds  to  their  triumph,  he 
entered  his  city,  and  by  God's  grace  filled  the  hearts  of  Ute 
citizens  of  Antioch  with  joy.  when  the  sun  rose,  they  went 
out  and  found  vast  stores  of  wealth  in  the  tents  of  the 
Greeks,  which  they  greedily  pillaged,  and  carried  off  their 
plunder  with  joy  to  tne  city. 

Meanwhile,  the  emperor  resting  from  the  fatigue  of  flying 
with  his  army,  indignant  and  in  confusion,  mquirea  by 
whom  he  had  been  routed ;  tmd  was  much  ashamed  when  lu 
learned  the  bold  enterpriseof  the  Aqnitanlans,  and  its  success- 
fill  issue.  Having  ejected  his  scattered  troops,  he  invited 
the  prince  of  Antioch  to  a  conference.  The  brave  warrior  who 
had  before  advised  the  attack,  now  recommended  the  dnke 
nob  to  reject  terms  of  accommodation,  as  it  would  not 
only  be  honourable,  but  matlv  advantageooa,  to  treat  lot 
peace.     Baymond  assent^  and  on  his  proceeding  to  the 
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conference  the  emperor  said  to  him :  "  The  city  of  Antioeh 
belongs  to  tlie  empire  of  ConBtantinople.  Prince  Boliemond 
did  homage  to  my  &ther,  and,  with  the  other  western  lords, 
swore  that  oU  the  territories  which  the  Turks  bad  dismem- 
bered from  it,  and  which  he  should  recover,  he  would  restore 
to  tbei  holy  empire.  I  demand,  then,  from  you,  who  now 
call  yourself  prince  of  Antioeh,  the  fulfilment  of  this  con- 
tract, Wid.  claim  the  restoration  of  this  city  belonging  to  my 
empire,  the  possession  of  which  you  usurp,"  Baymond 
answered :  "  I  will  not  argue  with  you  on  the  covenant  made 
^y  OUT  anceatoTB.  I  received  this  city  from  the  king  of 
lerusalem  with  the  prince's  daughter,  and  I  promised liim 
lealty  aa  my  lord.  I  will,  therefore,  make  known  your 
demnnda  to  him,  and  shall  obey  hie  directions  i»all  thmgi, 
and  will  not  deliberate  on  this  anoir  without  his  instructions." 
Upon  his  saying  this,  the  emperor  approving  Baymond's 
intention  of  preserving  his  fealty  to  nia  lord,  agreed  to  a 
truce,  to  allow  of  his  communicating  with  the  king  of  Jerusa- 
lem, and  inquiring  of  him  what  he  Bbould  do  consistently  with 
his  loyalty.  The  matter  was  laid,  by  ^Raymond's  envoys, 
before  the  king,  who  was  then  sick ;  whereupon,  having  con- 
ndered  it  with  hie  intimate  friends,  he  replied :  "  We  all 
know,  as  we  have  beard  long  since  from  our  forefathers,  that 
Antioeh  belongs  to  Constantinople,  and  was  taken  from  th» 
emperor  by  the  Turks  fourteen  years  ago,  and  subjected  to 
themselves ;  and  for  the  rest  which  the  emperor  alleges 
respecting  the  treaties  of  our  predecessors,  it  is  true.  Ought 
we  to  deny  the  truth  and  resist  what  is  right  F  Certainly, 
not ;  especially  when  I  am  confined  by  a  severe  infirmity, 
which  disables  me  from  affording  aid  to  my  cousin.  Li 
truth,  the  toile  and  suffeiings  to  which  I  was  exposed,  and 
the  improper  sustenance  I  was  compelled  to  take,  while  un- 
happily besieged  in  Mont-Beal,  have  brought  on  me  a  fatal 
malsldy,  under  which  my  comrades  also  suffer,  and  it  prevents 
my  aaaisting  my  cousm  in  the  war.  Knowing,  therefore, 
toe  excuse  I  have,  return  to  your  lord,  and  tell  bun  from  me 
to  make  peace  with  the  emperor,  and  by  my  order  accept 
the  investiture  of  Antioeh  from  hun  as  its  ri^tful  suserain, 
and  so  loyally  hold  it ;  for  the  emperor  is  a  Christian,  he  is 
very  powecfiil,  and  honoured  by  the  Franks.  If  he  be  bo 
disposed,  he  can  render  them  great  BerriceB," 
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The  eaioye,  ou  their  retnni,  reported  the  king's  reply  in 
suitable  terms ;  and  the  two  princes  concluded  &  peace 
adrantageouBlj  to  the  pilgrimB,  and  to  all  the  faithful  in 
Christ  who  dwelt  in  Cbeece  and  Syria.  Haymond,  there- 
fore, received  the  investiture  of  Antioch  as  the  rassal  of  tlie 
emperor,  who  promised  him  hia  alliance  and  support  agunst 
Damascus  and  all  the  Gteotilea.  Thus  a  war,  which  had 
lasted  to  no  purpose  for  forty  years,  and  undertaken  and 
carried  on  by  the  Sohemonds  and  their  successors  against 
Alexis,  was  the  cause  of  thousands  being  thrown  into  cap- 
tirity  or  alain,  and  of  much  loss,  was  now,  by  the  mercy  of 
God,  brought  to  an  end  under  the  princes,  John  the  emperor, 
and  Baymond  of  Poitiers,  to  the  great  joy  of  numbers  on 
both  sides. 

Ch,  yy  X  V.  Lewit  le  Jeuae  crovmedat  Bourgee — Ths  anti- 
pope  Peter  Anacleto  dies — The  emperor  Lothaire  invades 

In  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1138,  the  first  indiction,  Lewis  lo 
Jeune,  sing  of  ^France,  was  crowned  on  the  feast  of  the 
nativity  at  Bourges,'  where  a  V^B.t  coucourse  of  the  noblee 
and  commons  assembled  &om  France  and  Aquitaine,  aa  well 
as  from  the  other  neighbouring  countries.  There,  were 
gathered  the  metropolitans  and  ueir  su&agan  bishops ;  and 
there,  flocked  counts  and  other  men  of  rank,  and  did  homage 
to  the  new  king. 

Peter  Anaclete,  who  for  nearly  seven  years  had  usurped 
_the  apostolical  see,  died  audenly  while  sitting  in  his  chair  on 
'the  eighth  of  the  calends  of  Pebruarr  [January  25th].*  It 
is  said  that  his  corpse  was  conveyea  away  privately  by  his 
brother's,  Peter  Leon's,  sons,  who  had  great  authority  at 
Bome;  so  tiiat  no  one  knew  where  it  was  ouried. 

tn  the  month  following,  a  report  was  widely  spread  of 
the  death  of  Soger  duke  of  Apuha,'  who  had  been  crowned

king  of  Sicily  by  the  BctuBmatical  pope,  and  receiving  hia 
enHter'B  hand  in  nurriage,  liad  been  bis  instrument  in  dis- 
turbing the  peace  of  the  church.  The  emperor  Lothaire 
having  received  intelligence  of  Boger'a  d^th  went  into 
Apulia  with  much  haete  and  took  roeoeures  for  bringii^  it 
under  submiasion  to  himself,  according  to  ancient  custom 
and  the  constitutiou  of  the  Boman  empire.' 

Ch.  X  X  X  V I  iSny  Stephen  retvnu  to  Sngland—Lm/t  tiege 
to  Sedjbri — Tlie  truce  in  Nbrmandi/  woJcen — Fartitani 
of  the  empreti — Stephen**  governor  ofthe^wchy  ilain. 
MsiirwHiLi,  King  Stephen,  having  arrived  in  England,  and 
learned  the  plot  which  ecnne  persons  hod  entered  into  against 
the  common  welfare  of  the  realm,  was  so  indignant  that  he 
tooh  arms  unadvisedly  agaimt  the  rebels  and,  against  the 
advice  of  hia  brother  Henry,  bishop  of  ■Winchester,  laid 
edege  to  Bedford ;'  but  as  it  was  the  seoaon  of  Christmas,  and 
the  winter  was  very  rainy,  after  great  exertions  he  had  no 
Bucoess ;  indeed,  the  sons  of  Bobert  de  BeaQcbamp'  defended 
the  place  with  great  resolution,  imd  until  the  arrival  of  the 
bishop,  the  tdng'e  brother,  rejected  all  terms  <^  submission 
to  Stephen.  Not  that  they  resolved  to  deny  the  fealty  and 
service  they  owed  to  him  as  their  liege  lord,  hut  having  heard 
that  the  king  had  given  the  daughter  of  Simon  deBeauchamp*

lordahipe,  they  feued  that  they  should  lose  tiieir  whole 
inhmtance,  and,  hj  the  advice  of  their  Mends,  made 
an  obstinate  TesiBtaace.  At  length,  when  five  weeks  after 
the  bishop  came  to  Bedford,  they  submitted,  and  foUowing 
hia  advice,  which  they  thought  good,  and  by  his  help,  they 
were  reconciled  to  the  Has  and  surrendered  the  place. 

In  Wonnandy,  Baymond  de  Donstanville,'  a  boh  of  King 
Henry,  disturbed  the  Cotentin,  and,  taking  his  sister's  side, 
supported  the  Angevins.  He  was  joined  by  Baldwin  de 
Beviera'  and  Stephen  de  Mandeville,' with  other  enemies  of' 
King  Stephen ;  but  Eoger  the  viscount  vigorously  opposed 
,  them,  ana  protecting  toe  country,  gallantly  distinguished 
himself  by  his  resiatance  to  their  treasonable  enterprises. 
At  first  he  seemed  very  formidable  to  the  enemy,  but  m  the 
vicissitudes  of  this  world  no  power  is  of  long  duration.  Hig 
enemies,  envious  of  his  success,  laid  snares  for  him,  and' 
plotted  his  destruction.  One  day  they  sent  out  light  troops 
to  pillage,  while  some  men-at-arms  lay  in  ambush,  eagerly 
waiting  to  take  his  life.  Shouts  were  raised,  and  Boger  and 
his  men  seized  their  arms,  and  pursuing  the  plundepers 
loaded  with  booty,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  par^  who  lay 
in  ambush.  They  burst  from  their  lUrking-place  like  hungry 
Hons,  and  fell  on  the  others  unawares,  butchering  Bagcr 
without  mercy,  though  he  loudly  called  on  them  to  spare  his 
life,  and  made  great  promises.  The  governor  being  slain,  the 
whole  country  was  reduced  to  a  state  of  desolation,  and  the 
savage  fury  of  the  freebooters  exercised  on  the  peasants  is 
to  tms  day  unbridled. 

In  the  month  of  January,'  Simon  the  Bed,  a  son  of  Bald-

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win,'  hj  leave  of  Sobert  Gliroie,'  took  poaseasion  of  the  castle 
of  Echoufonr,*  aad  gathering  a  band  of  retoiaera,  began  to 
ravage  the  territoTj  of  Bobert  earl  of  Leiceater,  in  the 
diocese  of  Errenx.  This  Simon  was  a  most  active  soldier, 
bold  and  enterprising,  liberal  to  his  comradea,  inde&tigable 
in  hwrdy  esercises,  and,  therefore,  ready  to  hazard  the  moat 
difficult  and  crael  attempta.  As  aoon  aa  be  began  to  rav^e 
the  eoontry,  hia  brother  joined  him  in  his  outrages,  and 
reoeived  him  into  bis  fortreaa  called  Pont  £cbBn&6.  There- 
upon,  William  Freanel'  and  his  six  brothers,  and  Alain  de 
Tttn:^'  and  Eruald  the  oonnt'a  ateward,'  with  the  garrison 
of  QloB,'  rose  in  anna'  and  burnt  Pont  EchanM,  IJontrenil,' 
and  the  neighbouring  boure;B.  Both  sides  became  so  infu- 
riated, and  all  vrere  plunged  into  anch  a  sea  of  wickedness, 
that  no  respect  was  paid  to  consecrated  places,  nor  did  they 
spare  men  of  religion,  innocent  peaaanta,  or  women,  nor 
keep  their  hands  ttai  hearts  unstained  by  crime,  even  during 
the  noly  season  of  Lent. 

The  truce  for  two  years,  concluded  between  the  king  and 
Geofiev  of  Anjou,  was  broken  in  various  ways.  During 
Lent,  the  partisans  of  the  countesa  seized  Balph  d'Ssaon/ 
a  powerfiu  man,  and  delivered  him  to  their  lady  to  be  fept 
in  confinement.

and  promiaeB  drew  over  to  hia  side  Bobert,  earl  of  Gloucea- 
ter,  through  whom  Bayeux,  Caen,  and  soTeral  other  towns 
Bubmitted  to  him.' 

In  England,  the  bishopa  and  seToral  lords  of  castles  head- 
ing that  the  earl,  who  was  very  poweriul  in  both  countries, 
supported  the  pa^  of  Anjou,  openly  avowed  the  evil  designs 
wluch  they  had  hitherto  secretly  entertained,  and  broke  into 
rebellion  against  the  king.  In  the  month  of  July  Count 
Waleran  and  "Willistn  d'Tpree,  distresaed  at  flnoing  the 
enemy  prevail  through  intestine  treason,  and  that  the  Not- 
mans,  who  had  been  conquerors  in  foreign  lands,  were  often 
trodden  down  at  home,  oJled  in  to  their  assistance  Kolph 
Feronne,'  with  two  hundred  men-at-arma,  and  asBembling 
other  auxiliaiT  forces  from  alt  quarters,  determined  to  march . 
against  the  Angerins.  But  Bobert  de  Courcy'  dispatched 
a  messenger  in  Si  haete  to  Count  Geo&ey  with  information 
of  the  designs  of  his  countrymen,  and  recommended  him  to 
lose  no  time  in  withdrawing  from  Normandy,  and  to  wait 
£ca  a  more  favourable  opportuni^  of  advancing  his  canae. 
On  receiving  this  intelligence  he  ^w  off  his  troops  in  great 
alarm,  so  tlut  the  enemy,  who  had  mustered  a  la^;e  body  of 
men,  were  extremely  disappointed  at  the  sudden  retreat  of 
the  army  of  Anjou.  But  m  order  that  a  thousand  soldiers 
might  not  appear  to  have  been  embodied  to  no  purpose,  and 
return  home  without  any  feat  of  arms,  they  marched 
towards  Caen,  wasting  the  country  all  around ;  and  tried  to 
draw  the  garrison  out  of  the  place.    But  Earl  Bobert  had

The  earl  took  poaseeaion  of  it  in  II S7|  but,  ai  Lamhwd  talll  as  io  hll

nrolt  of  his  nnmerouB  partdBBUS  wu  a  great  injuiy  to  the 
Img ;  and,  excited  to  fuiy,  they  caused  great  disturbanceB  ia 
the  neighbouring  proTicces,  which  they  iBvaged  in  all 
maimer  of  wwa. 

Firat,  Qeoffirey,  Bumamed  Talbot,'  seized  the  city  of  Here- 
ford, and  there  asBembling  his  guilty  aasociatee,  raised  the 
standard  of  rebellion  «g  '  '  ''  '  ' 
Maminot,  held  Dover ;' 
the  caetle  of  Wareham ;  Morgan,  the  WelshmaTi,  Usk  ;*  and 
"William  de  Mobun,  Dunater.*  The  you^  William,  bui> 
named  Feverel,  had  four  castles,  namely,  Bryn,  Elleemere, 
Overton  tmd  Gkddington ;'  and,  elated  at  this,  he  augmented 
the  force  of  the  rebeh.     Balph  Louvel  held  the  castle  called 

Dictjonuy,  Stephen  racoTered  it  in  the  foUawing  jea ;  and  this  agreta 
with  what  our  luthnr  relates  jult  below.

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Can,  and  Willum  Fitz- John  fortified  Harpetro  ;*  and  joining 
ttte  other  rebda,  did  his  utmost  to  create  couiWon  in  his 
native  land.  BeaideB,  David  king  of  Scots  was  induced  to 
Eiupport  the  pestilent  disturben  or  the  kingdom  in  favour  of 
the  Angevin  party,  either  bj  the  perfidious  invitation  of  the 
faotiouB  by  vaom  he  waa  called  m  to  ravage  the  country, 
or  by  the  path  of  fealty  to  his  niece,  which  ne  had  taken  at 
the  command  of  King  Henry.  He  held  Carliele,'  a  vei^ 
strong  fortrega,  built,  as  they  aay,  by  Juliua  Ctegar,  and  bad 
placed  a  veiy  fierce  band  of  Scots  in  garrison  there.  These 
made  a  cruel  inroad  into  England,  and  carrying  war  into  the 
neighbouring  districtB,  exercised  on  the  people  the  barbarity 
natural  to  uieir  race  in  the  most  brutal  maimsr.  They 
spared  no  one,  butchering  young  and  old,  all  alike,  and  even 
ripping  open  the  bowels  of  pregnant  women  whom  they 
slaughtered.'

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Not  with  atanding,  King  Stepben.  turned  his  aliarp  Bword 
against  thia  band  of  rebels,  nuiueroua  as  tbe^  were,  and 
tnoae  he  could  not  gain  by  gifts  and  promises  he  reduced  to 
EmbmiaBion  hj  the  atrons  hand  of  hia  forces.  Sobert  de 
Stotesbury,'  a  brsTe  and!  loyal  knight,  he  made  earl  of 
Derby,  and  Gilbert  de  Clare,'  earl  of  Pembroke ;  and  by 
their  mediation  drew  over  to  his  side  Walkelin  Mmninot 
and  Louv^  who  were  friends  or  kinsmen  of  theira.  But 
with  many  of  the  rebels,  as  I  have  observed  before,  the 
courageous  king  was  much  enraged,  and  he  tried  to  reduce 
the  fortreeses  of  his  enemies  by  three  eipeditions.  First, 
he  laid  siege  in  person  to  the  citv  of  Hereford,  which  stands 
on  the  river  Wye  on  the  border  between  England  and 
"Wales,  and  being  favourably  received  by  the  citizens  and 
people  of  the  country  aa  their  rightful  lord,  he  took  the 
caafle ;  and,  Geoffrey  Talbot  being  driven  out,  he  mercifully 
spared  the  rest  of  the  besieged. 

The  queen,'  on  her  part,  laid  siege  to  Dover  on  the  land- 
side  witn  a  powerful  force,  and  aent  word  to  her  friends, 
kinsmen,  ana  subjects  at  Boulogne  to  blockade  the  enemr 
by  sea.  The  Boulognese  vriHmgly  obeying  their  lady's 
commands,  performed  the  'service  they  owed  her,  and  sent  a 
great  number  of  vessels  to  close  the  struts,  which  are 
narrow,  and  prevent  the  besieged  from  procuring  anv  suc- 
cour on  that  side,     Meanwhile,  Bobert  de  Ferrers,  who  had

to  the  throne  having  been  oolj  paitiallf  recogniied,  and  hei  reiga  lasting 
but  a  tbw  manlhs ;  mdeed,  it  doe*  not  appear  that  she  was  ever  cromed. . 
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been  appointed  by  the  king  earl  of  Derby,  as  I  have  already 
iaid,  haci  a  conference  with  bis  Bon-in-lav  Walkelin,  and 
reconciled  him  witb  tbe  king;  wberenpon  he  surrendered 
Dover  caatle,  of  which  we  bare  spoken.  Gilbert  de  Clare 
also  beaieged  "  Esledae"  castle,*  and  bo  presBod  the  gsrriBon, 
that,  at  last,  they  aurrendered. 

William  Fiti-Alan,  constable  and  viBconnt  of  Shrewsbnry, 
who  had  married  the  niece  of  Bobert  earl  of  Qlouc^ster, 
wishing  to  do  him  serrice,  revolted  from  the  king  and  held 
tbe  place  just  named  against  him  for  nearly  a  month.  At 
last,  in  the  month  of  August,  overpowered  by  tbe  king's 
forces,  be  took  to  flight ;  and  the  kine  stormed  the  place  oj 
a  vigorous  assault.  Araulf  de  Headm,'  the  node  of  this 
young  man,  a  bellicose  and  venturesome  soldier,  arrogantly 
refused  the  peace  which  the  king  offered  bim  on  several 
occasions,  and  obstinately  forced  others  who  wished  to 
surrender  themselves,  to  persist  in  their  rebellion.  At  last^ 
when  the  fortress  was  reduced,  he  was  taken  amongst  many 
others,  and  brought  into  the  presence  of  the  king,  whom  he 
had  treated  with  contempt.  The  king,  however,  finding 
that  his  gentleness  bad  lowered  bim  m  the  eyes  of  the 
revolters,  and  that  in  conseqaence  many  of  the  nobles  sum- 
moned to  hifl  court  had  disdained  to  appear,  was  so  incensed 
that  he  ordered  Amulf  and  nearly  nmety-three  others  of 
those  who  bad  resisted  him  to  be  hnng  on  the  gallows,  or 
immediately  executed  in  other  ways.  Amulf  now  repenting 
too  late,  and  many  others  on  his  behalf,  supplicated  tbe 
king,  offering  a  l^ge  sum  of  money  for  his  ransom,  Bat 
the  king  preferring  vengeance  on  bis  enemies  to  any  amount 
of  money,  they  were  put  to  death  without  delay.  Their 
haughty  accomplices  were  greatly  terrified  when  they  heourd

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of  the  king's  sererity,  and  came  in  haste  three  days  after- 
wards to  the  Hng,  oSbrins  vorioos  escuBes  for  haTing  so 
long  delayed  their  submission.  Some  of  them  brought  the 
keys  of  their  fortresBes,  and  humblj  offered  their  serrices 
to  the  king;  and  thus,  the  seditious  deaertera  being  some- 
what humbled,  the  lovers  of  peace  rejoiced. 

In  the  same  week,  a  like  good  fortune  smiled  on  Tfing 
Stephen  in  another  part  of  the  kingdom.  Tor  the  earl  of 
Albemarle  and  Soger  de  Mowbray  had  an  engagement 
with  the  Hug  of  Scotland,'  and  haying  put  to  the  sword  a 
multitude  of  the  Scots,  avenged  the  cruel  slaughter  which 
these  people  had  made  of  the  English  without  any  respect 
for  the  Christian  religion,  The  Scots,  it  appears,  fearing 
the  sword  which  threatened  them,  fled  towarda  the  water, 
mid  rushing  into  the  river  Tweed  where  there  was  no  ford, 
in  their  attempt  to  escape  death,  met  it  by  drowning.*  After 
the  war  had  continued  for  a  length  of  time  between  the  two 
kings,  and  it  had  been  accompanied  by  great  atrocities  on 
the  one  side  koA  on  the  other,  to  the  general  loss.  envnjB 
were  sent,  by  divme  inspiration,  to  treat  of  peace  'between 
the  two  kings,  now  weary  of  piUage  and  slaughter,  as  well 
aa  of  contiAual  anxiety  and  toO ;  and  thus  their  alliance 
was  renewed. 

Henry,  the  son  of  David  king  of  Scots,  gave  his  liiU 
consent  to  this  return  of  amity.  He  was  much  attached  to 
Adeline,  the  daughter  of  William  earl  of  Surrey,  and 
demanded  her  in  marriage.  Cemented  by  this  bond,  his 
close  connection  with  the  Iformans  and  English  became 
p^manent;  for  he  perceived,  on  advising  with  prudent 
men,  that  it  would  tend  much  to  the  weliare  and  aimnt^^ 
of  tiJTnimlf  and  his  people.

Boger  de  Toeni  him*  Briteml—Tlte  count 
qfAnjouJbHed  i^ore  Falaise,  and  at  Touque-iur-SoiMieville, 
Meutwhiui,  the  N'onnons  were  speading  their  fiuy  in  the 
bosom  of  their  mother  country,  and  crimoB  of  all  aorta  were 
perpetrated  in  eveiy  quarter.  On  the  7th  of  September, 
Soger  Toeni  gathered  a,  gallant  band  of  men-ftt-arms,  and 
burning  to  revenge  the  many  outrages  he  had  formerly  re- 
ceived, attacked  Breteuil.  The  count  of  Hainault,'  with 
eightv'  men-at-arms,  Peter  de  Maule,  with  forty,  and  Simon 
the  Bed,  with  twenty,  marched  with  him;  and,  besides, 
he  had  a  powerful  body  of  men,  levied  throughout  bia  own 
territory. 

The  ardent  Soger,  at  the  head  of  this  brilliant  force, 
came  unexpectedly  on  the  place,  and  throwing  firebrands 
into  it,  caused  great  losses  to  the  inhabitants,  taken  as  they 
were  by  surprise.  It  so  happened  that  the  husbandmen 
were  tlieshing  the  com,  after  harvest,  in  the  open  streets, 
and  great  heaps  of  straw  and  chaff  lav  scattered  before  the 
houses,  as  is  the  case  in  antumn ;  so  toat  food  for  the  flames 
was  easily  found.  In  this  manner,  a  wealthy  town  was 
reduced  to  ashes  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye.  The  church  of 
St.  Sulpiee,  bishop  and  confessor,  with  much  wealth  belong- 
ing to  the  burghers  deposited  there,  was  burnt,  and  all  who 
were  in  the  church  perished  in  the  flames.  The  garrison  of 
the  castle,  finrling  themselves  taken  by  snrpriae,  fled  to  the 
fortress  with  many  of  the  inhabitants,  havmg  had  a  narrow 
escape  from  being  cut  ofl*.  The  same  year,  peace  was  made 
between  Eoger  and  the  two  brothers,*  by  whom  he  waa 
taken  to  King  Stephen's  court  in  England,  and  reconciled 
with  him  on  honourable  terms. 

On  the  calends  of  October  p.st  October]  Geoflfrey  of 
Anion  laid  siege  to  Falaiae,  and  toiled  before  it  in  vain  for 
eighteen  days.  On  the  nineteenth  day  he  drew  off  his 
troops,  baring  guned  no  advantage.  Bichard  de  Lucy 
commanded  in  the  place,  and  valiantly  defended  the  fortresa 
at  the  head  of  the  garrison.  '  He  even  in  derision  threw 
the  gates  open  every  day  to  the  besiegera  with  the  utmost

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Budflcity ;  and  as  the  besieged  had  abundaiit  stores  of  pro- 
Tisiona  and  arms,  ha  chalknged  them  in  mockery  to  the 
assault.  The  enemy  laid  waste  all  the  country  round,  and, 
breaking  into  the  churches,  and  carrying  off  the  sacred 
Testmentfl  and  veseels  without  aaj  fear  of  God,  pro&oed  the 
holy  places  ;  nor  did  they  spare  any  one,  for  they  plundered 
the  poor  people  of  eTei^thing  they  could  l«y  their  hands 
on.  At  last,  m  a  sudden  panic,  inspired  by  God,  they  fled 
ia  the  night  time,  leaving  in  their  rout  their  tents  full  of 
clothes  and  arms,  and  carts  loaded  with  bread  and  wine  and 
other  necesaaries,  which  the  garrison  and  inhabitants  took 
possession  of  in  great  joy. 

Ten  days  afterwards,  however,  the  Augevins  suddenly 
retraced  their  steps,  and  making  a  rapid  circuit  round 
Falaise,  swept  off  the  property  of  those  who  had  returned 
to  their  homes  and  were  dwelling  in  security.  For  three 
weeks  Normandy  was  unceasing^  subiected  to  slaughter 
and  ravage  by  the  count's  fierce  mroaos,  and  great  losses 
were  sustained.  In  the  begimusg  of  Kovember  he  came 
to  Touque,  where  he  found  a  wealthy  bourg ;  hie  tail  inten- 
tion being  to  assault  the  neighbouring  fortress  of  Bonneville 
on  the  morrow.'  The  enemy  found  large  bouses  in  the 
boni^,  although  they  were  aO.  deserted;  but  quartering 
themselves  in  them  without  any  precautions,  they  sat  down 
to  carouse  in  a  splendid  manner. 

Meanwhile,  in  the  depth  of  the  night,  while  the  enemy's 
troops  were  resting  secnrely  in  other  people's  houses, 
William,  Bumamed  Tronssebot,*  the  governor  of  Bonneville, 
having  discovered  the  enemy's  want  of  caution,  suddenly 
took  advantage  of  it  with  great  address.  Having  assembled 
the  garrison  and  animated  them  by  words  of  exhortation  to 
a  daring  enterprise,  he  sent  some  wretched  boys  and 
common  women  to  Touque,  with  instructions  which  he  had 
carefuUy  meditated,  what  they  were  to  do.  According  to 
their  orders,  they  crept  into  the  bourg  with  great  secrecy, 
and  dispersing  through  it  boldly  set  'Qie  four  quarters  on 
fire  in  forty-five  different  places.     The  Angevins,  who  had

*  For  Williani  Troiuaebot  and  hil  baailj,  tee  ti.  p,  328, 
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juet  token  poBBeeMion  of  tbe  vUlt^  asii  captured  tlieir 
noats  in  their  own  houses  and  seated  in  their  own  chairs, 
vere  awoke  by  *he  crackling  of  the  flames  and  the  shouts 
of  the  Hcntinela,  aud,  panic  struck,  fled  at  once,  abandon- 
mg  their  arms  aud  horses,  with  many  other  necessaries. 
wiUiom.  Trousaehot  and  his  garriaon,  in  fiill  ^mour,  sallied 
forth  from  Bonneville  to  laU  on  the  enemy,  but  the  smoke 
was  so  thick  that  in  the  obscurity  neither  party  waa  able  to 
distinguish  the  other.-  At  last,  the  count,  all  in  contusion, 
halted  in  a  certain  cemetery,  and  there  gathering  his  scat- 
tered force,  waited  till  daylight.  As  soon  as  the  dawn 
appeared,  he  fled  with'  the  utmost  speed,  and  having  hod 
BOme  experience  of  Norman  daring,  never  held  bridle  till  he 
arrived,  not  without  disgrace,  at  Argentan. 

1o  such  alarms  were  the  unarmed  population  of  Noi^ 
mand^  exposed,  to  their  sorrow ;  and  haTing  no  ruler,  could 
only  mvoke  the  md  of  the  Most  High.  The  lords  lent 
themselves  to  perfidious  and  wicked  enterprises ;  many  of 
tfaem  treacherously  favoured  the  enemy ;  and  as  for  their 
own  people,  so  far  &om  protecting  them,  they  pillaged  and 
oppressed  them,  and  made  them  the  victims  of  their  atrocious 
tyranny. 

At  this  time,  Theobald,  abbot  of  Bee,  wu  elevated  to  the 
metropolitan  see  of  Canterbury  in  England;'  and,  in  hia 
place,  Letald,  a  monk  of  a  good  conversation,  was  appointed 
to  govern  the  church  of  Bee. 

Ch.  X  YTTY  The  council  at  Some  under  Iimocetii  II. — 
Ott«i,  bithop  of  Mvreux,  diet  in  Mngland — Death  of 
TAwHin,  arcTiUshop  of  Torlc. 
Ik  the  year  of  our  Lord  1189,  the  second  indiction,  Fope 
Innocent  U.  held  a  great  council  at  Borne  in  the  middle  of 
Lent ;'  and  enjoined  the  prelates,  who  assembled  in  great 
numbers,  to  observe  inviolably  the  decrees  of  the  hol^ 
fathers.  Many  of  the  prelates  Bummoned  to  the  councd 
came  &om  distant  countries,  aud  for  this  purpose  had 
^icountered  a  perilous  journey  in  the  winter  season,  and  so

The  pope  laid  before  them  many  extracte  from  old  hooka, 
and  compUed  an  excellent  text  of  the  aacred  decrees.  Bat 
the  overflowing  wickednesa  of  the  world  b&i^iened  the  hearts 
of  men  againat  eccleaiastical  oanone.  Henoe,  although 
when  their  teachera  returned  home,  the  apostolical  decrees 
were  generally  published  in  all  countries,  they  afforded,  as 
it  is  quite  cleai',  no  relief  to  the  oppressed  and  thoae  who 
required  help,  inasmuch  as  they  were  slighted  by  the  princea 
and  nobles,  tta  well  as  by  the  people,  l^ir  subjecta. 

Oueu,  bishop  of  £n«uz,  went  to  £ngWd  in  Easter 
week,  and  died  there  on  the  eixth  of  the  nones  of  July  [2nd 
July],  in  the  college  of  canons  at  Melitou,'  where  ho  was 
buned.  Bom  in  the  territory  of  Bayeux,  ho  devoted  him- 
self to  the  study  of  letters,  and  becoming  a  proficient  in  the 
liberal  arts,  was  one  of  the  moat  learned  men  of  the  times. 
Admitted  to  King  Henry's  confidence  and  placed  in  his 
household,  he  gave  him  entire  satisfaction  aa  one  of  hia 
principal  secretaries.  At  length,  he  was  preferred  from  the 
chapel  royal  to  the  bishopric  of  Evreuz,  and  governed  the 
diocese  ior  twenty-four  years;  inetructine;  his  clergy  and 
the  people  under  his  charge  to  observe  the  law  of  Ood,  and 
ably  performing  the  service  of  the  church.  He  also  restored 
from  the  foundation  the  church  of  8t.  Maiy,  mother  of  God, 
which  waa  burnt  to  the  groimd  in  his  time.  iBotrou,  arch- 
deacon of  Eouen,  who  was  son  of  Henry  earl  of  Warwick, 
succeeded  to  the  bishoprick  of  Evreuz,  and  was  consecrated 
by  the  lord  Hugh,  aicabiahop. 

In  th^  same  year,  I  think,  Tburstin,  archbishop  of  York, 
the  before-named  Ouen's  brother,  died.* 

Ch.  XL.  £i?tff  Stephen'i  quarrel  toith  the  hithopi — They 

are  arrested  and  compelled  to  surrender  their  eaetlet. 
At  this  time  there  was  a  gr^t  commotion  in  England. 
Eoger,  bishop  of  Saliabuij,'  relying  on  his  wealth,  hia  poWer-

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ful  coimexioiui,  and  strong  caetlea,  as  he  had  been  at  the 
head  of  afeirs  throughout  all  England  during  the  whole  of 
King  Heniy'a  lifetime,  obtained  a  bad  reputation  above  all 
the  great  men  of  the  realm  for  being  dieloysl  t6  his  king 
and  lord,  Stephen,  and  favouring  the  party  of  Anjou.  He 
had  accomplicee  intimately  attached  to  him,  in  a  son  who 
was  the  king's  chancellor,'  and  two  nephews  of  great  influ- 
ence, one  of  whom  was  bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  the  other 
bishop  of  Ely*  Emboldened  by  their  vast  wealth,  these 
:  men  presumed  to  harass  the  lords  of  their  neighbourhood 
with  Turions  outrages.  Soused  by  these  sharp  attacks, 
many  of  them  formed  a  le^^e  against  the  biahopa,  and 
when  an  opportunity  offered,  took  arms  by  common  agree- 
ment, and  tried  to  obtain  aatis^ction  for  the  wrongs  which 
they  had  suffered. 

The  two  brothers,  Waleran  and  Robert,'  with  Alain  of 
Dinan,  and  several  others,  raised  a  quarrel  at  the  city  of 
Oxford  with  the  retainers  of  the  bishops,  and  Mling  on 
them,  seTeral  men  were  slain  on  both  sides,  and  the  bislio[« 
Boger  and  Alexander  were  arrested.  But  the  bishop  of 
Ely,  who  was  not  yet  come  to  the  king's  court,  being  lodged 
with  his  attendants  in  a  vill  outside  the  cil^,  had  no  sooner 
heard  the  dreadful  news  than,  moved  by  his  evil  conscience, 
he  fled  with  all  haste  to  the  strong  castle  of  Devices.  He 
then,  having  laid  waste  with  fire  the  whole  country  round, 
put  the  castle  in  a  posture  of  defence,  and  determined  to 
hii  daughter  Chs  empren,  countea  of  Anjou.  William  of  Malnie9bur7 
hai  treated  of  this  hishop'a  character  flitl^  and  impartiallj*  See  hia 
Modem  Biliary,  p.  SVJ.  Heni;  of  Huotingdon,  who,  on  the  whale, 
■peaks  bvoutablf  of  him,  aaya  that  he  died  voni  out  with  agc^  and  grief 
for  the  wveritf  with  which  Stephen  hod  recent!]'  tieatsd  tarn.

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defend  himself  in  it  against  the  kin^  with  all  the  force 
he  could  muater.  The  king,  much  inceoaed  on  hearing 
this,  marched  an  anny  towarids  the  place,  and,  sending 
forward  William  d'Ypres,  charged  with  severe  threats, 
Bwore  that  bishop  Soger  should  be  kept  without  food  till 
the  hostile  castle  waa  given  up  to  him.  He  also  seized 
Boger,  Bumamed  the  Poor,  the  bishop'a  son,  and  gave  orders 
that  he  should  be  hung  before  the  casile  gates  m  sight  of 
the  rebels ;  for  his  mother,  Maud  of  Itamsbuiy,  the  bishop's 
concubine,  kept  possession  of  the  main  building  of  the 
fortrcBB. 

At  last,  the  bishop  of  Salishmy,  by  the  king's  leave,  had 
a  conference  with  his  nephew,*  and  much  blamed  him  for 
not  retiring  to  his  own  dioceae,  but  stealing  away  in  a  rage 
to  a  place  Delonging  to  another,  when  he  foimd  that  the 
peace  was  broken ;  and  reducing  thousands  to  want  by  the 
devouring  flames.  But  his  arrogant  nephew,  with  his  fol- 
lowers, persisting  in  their  rebellion,  and  the  incensed  .king 
baring  commanded  that  Boger  should  be  immediately  hung 
on  a  gallows,  his  trembling  mother  being  infonned  of  the 
lamentable  condition  of  her  son,  in  her  anaiety  for  him 
leapt  up  and  said :  "  It  was  I  that  bare  him,  and  I  ought 
not  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  his  destructian.  Yea,  rather 
I  ought  to  lay  down  my  own  life  to  save  his."  Accordingly 
sbe  immediately  sent  a  message  to  the  king,  offering  him 
the  strong  fortress  which  she  held,  as  a  ransom  for  her 
friends.  The  bishop  of  Ely  was  so  humbled,  that  with  the 
rest  of  his  associates  he  sorrowfully  consented  to  the  sur- 
render. At  length  peace  was  restored  among  them,  the 
castle  was  surrendered  to  the  king,  and  the  bishops  departed 
in  peace  to  their  dioceses.  Bishop  Boger  died  soon  afteiv 
w^ds,*  and  the  bishop  of  Ely  was  proclaimed  a  traitor.*

Iir  the  autimm,  Matilda,  counteaB  of  Asjou,  crossed  the  sea 
to  England,  with  her  brother  Egbert  of  "Caen,  Guy  de  Sabl^, 
and  several  others ;  and  being  well  received  at  Arundel,  she 
obtained  leave  from  the  king  to  pasa  without  interruption  to 
the  castles  which  bcloi^ed  to  her  partisans.'  It  may  be 
remarked  that  this  permiBsion  given  by  the  king  was  a  sign 
of  great  simplicity  or  carelessness,  and  prudent  men  regret 
that  be  was  regardless  of  his  own  welfare  and  the  kingdom's 
security.  It  was  in  his  power  at  this  time  to  have  easily 
etifled  a  £ame  which  threatened  great  mischief,  if,  with  a 
policy  becoming  the  wise,  he  had  at  once  driven  away  the 
wolf  from  the  entrance  of  the  fold,  and,  for  the  safety  of 
the  flock,  nipped  the  growth  of  ma%nancy  in  the  bud,  and, 
like  his  fathers,  crushed  the  deadly  eflTorts  of  those  whose 
enterprise  threatened  the  country  with  pillage,  slaughter, 
and  depopulation,  by  smiting  tiiem  with  the  sword  of 
justice. 

In  the  month  of  November,  Botron,  count  of  Mortain, 
being  taken  into  the  ting's  pay,  marched  to  Pont  Echanfre,* 
and  the  eight  stipenduiry  men-at-arms  who  were  in  it 
being  balf-fuaisbed,  came  to  terms  with  him,  and  he  obtained 
possession  of  the  place ;  and  permitting  the  wretched  gar- 
rison to  depart,  gave  the  fortress  in  charge  to  Eoger  de 
Ftanes.  Then  Bibold,  Simon  the  Bed,  and  the  other 
nephews  of  Ealph  the  Eed,'  were  quickly  driven  out  of  the 
country,  and  suddenly  lost  the  lordship  of  tbe  castle  which 
they  had  hitherto  possessed. 

Eobert  of  Caen  nospitably  entertained  under  his  own  roof 
his  sister  Matilda  after  her  arrival  in  England,  and  calling    .

in  all  parts.  Xher  ioj  that  more  than  ten  thousand  of  these 
barhanans  spread  themselves  over  Eogland,  and  that  having 
no  reverence  for  religion,  tliey  did  not  even  spare  the  conse- 
crated  places,  but  gave  themselves  up  to  pillage,  and  burmng, 
and  bloodshed.  It  is  impossible  for  me  to  describe  in  detail 
the  great  afflictions  which  the  church  of  Qod  suffered  ib.  the 
persons  of  her  sons,  who  were  daily  butchered  like  sheep 
by  the  knives  of  the  Webh. 

Ch.  XLH.  Fhilai  de  Sareovrt  made  Utiop  of  Bayeux,  am- 
traiy  to  fS«  injCuenee  ofMmry  de  Shu — Death  of  Eichard 
d'Eiourei,  abbot  of  St.  Evroult — He  is  succeeded  hy  SalpA, 
prior  of  Noytm. 
Ik  the  yesx  of  our  Lord  1140,  the  third  indiction,  King 
Stephen  assembled  his  council,  and  took  into  consideration 
the  state  of  the  commonwealth,  with  the  assistance  of  his 
peers.  There  was  a  great  division  among  them  respecting 
the  nomination  of  a  bishop  of  Salisbury.  Henry,  the  bishop 
of  Winchester,'  was  anxious  to  introduce  his  nephew  Henry 
de  Sulli,*  and,  as  the  majority  were  against  him,  he  left  the 
king's  court  in  high  dudgeon.  Waleran,  count  de  Mellent, 
named  Philip  de  Harcourt  f  and  Ebr  very  good  causes  the 
king  &eely  approved  that  choice.  However,  he  bestowed  OD 
hia  young  nepnew  the  abbey  of  Fecamp,  in  which  religion 
bad  greatly  flourished  in  the  times  of  his  four  predecessors. 
In  the  same  year,  Bicbard,  abbot  of  St.  £vroult,  after  his 
return  from  the  council  at  Eome,  was  compelled  by  urgent 
afi^rs  to  cross  the  sea  to  England  soon  after  Chriatmaa ; 
and  there,  exhausted  by  his  long  joumeyings,  he  was  seized 
with  fever  during  Lent.     Having  suffer^  severely  for  many

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'  days,  he  duly  pre^red  himBelf  for  his  end  by  confession 
and  prayer.  After  Eaater  hia  physicians  adminiatered  to  hirn 
a  potion,  which  proved  too  powerful,  and  he  sunk  under  the 
effects ;  and  faUing  into  a  swoon  on  the  7th  of  May,'  died 
on  the  ides  [  I  dth]  of  the  same  month,  in  the  third  year  of  hia 
rule.  He  was  carried  to  Tbomey,  and  buried  there  by  the 
lord  Bobert,  abbot  of  that  monastery,  before  the  cruciuz  in 
the  church  of  St.  Mary.'  As  soon  as  the  monia  of  St. 
Evroult  were  informed  of  their  loss,  they  heid  a  chapter,  and 
elected  for  their  abbot  Ealph,  prior  of  Noyon,'  who  had' 
then  lived  under  the  monastic  discipline  with  great  credit 
for  forty  years.  The  brother-elect  crossed  the  sea  to  England, 
carrying  certificates  from  Hugh,  archbishop  of  Bouen,  and 
John,  bishop  of  Lisieuz,  testifying  his  unanimous  election 
by  the  convent ;  and  Kong  Stephen,  on  the  production  of 
these  episcopal  letters,  granted  Dim  the  abbey,  Mid  gave  him 
8  confirmation  of  his  ecclesiaatical  appointment.  On  hia 
return  from  England,  he  presented  himself  to  Bishop  John 
with  the  king's  letters  patent ;  and  being  kindly  received 
by  the  venerable  bishop,  nis  episcopal  benediction  was  con- 
ferred upon  him  on  tne  eighth  of  the  ides  of  November 
[6th  November]. 

Ch.  XLIII.  The  earl  of  Chester  ntrpriaei  Lincoln  cattle — 
The  battle  of  Lincoln — Kitty  Stephen  taken  prisoner — 
Bithop  Henry  de  JBloie  joint  the  party  of  the  empreat. 
Ik  the  year  of  our  Lord  1141,  the  fourth  indiction,  there 
were  grievoua  troubles  in  England,  and  great  changes  oc- 
curre<^  to  tha  serious  loss  of  many  persons.  Then  it  was 
that  B^ulf,  earl  of  Chester,  and  bis  half-brother  William  de

While,  however,  the  two  coun- 
tesses stayed  there  talking  and  joking  with  the  wife  of  the 
knight  whose  duty  it  was  to  defend  the  tower,  the  earl  of 
Chester  came  in,  without  his  armour  or  even  bis  mantle, 
apparently  to  fetch  back  his  wife,  attended  by  three  soldiers, 
no  one  suspecting  any  fraud.  Having  thus  gained  an 
entrance,  they  quickly  laid  hold  of  the  bars  and  such  wea- 
pons as  were  at  hand,  and  forcibly  ejected  the  king's  guard- 
They  then  let  in  Earl  William  and  his  men-at-arms,  as  it 
had  been  planned  before,  and  in  this  way  the  two  brothers 
got  poaaeaaion  of  the  tower  and  the  whole  city. 

Bishop  Aletander  and  the  citizens  sent  intelligence  of 
this  occurrence  to  the  king,  who  became  greatly  enraged  at 
it,  and  was  much  astonished  that  two  of  his  dearest  friends, 
on  whom  he  bad  lavished  honours  and  dignities,  should  have 
acted  so  basely.  In  consequence,  after  Cnristmas,  be  assem- 
bled an  army,  and  marching  directly  to  Lincoln,  took  by  a 
night  Burpriae  about  seventeen  men-at-arms  who  lay  in  the 
town,  the  citizens  giving  him  their  help.  The  two  earls  had 
shut  themselves  up  in  the  castle,  with  their  wives  and  most 
intimate  friends ;  and  finding  the  place  suddenly  invested 
on  all  sides,  became  very  anxious,  not  knowing  what  to 
do. 

At  last,  Banulf,  who  being  the  youngest  was  the  moat 
active  and  venturesome,  crept  out  by  night  with  a  few 
horsemen,  and  made  for  the  county  of  Chester,  among  his 
own  vassals.  He  then  announced  his  quarrel  with  the  king 
to  Eobert,  earl  of  Gloucester,  his  father-in-law,  and  others 
his  friends  and  relations,  and  raising  the  Welsh,  with  the 
di6inherit«d  and  many  others,  in  arms  oeaiost  the  king, 
gathered  forces  in  every  quarter  to  enable  him  to  bring 
relief  to  the  besieged.  He  also  sought  a  special  interview 
vith  MatUda,  countess  of  Anjon,  and  pledgmg  his  fealty  to

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her,  eameetly  entreated  her  aid,  whicli  was  moet  gTadouBl;- 
granted. 

The  two  earia,  having  aeaembled  a  vaet  body  of  men  under 
artna,  marched  towards  the  besieged  place,  and.  were  prepared 
to  give  battle  if  any  resistance  waa  offered.  But  the  king 
slighted  the  reports  which  he  daily  received  of  the  enemy's 
advance,  and  could  not  be  persuaded  that  they  were  capable 
of,  or  would  venture  on,  such  an  enteppriae.  Meanwhile, 
he  constructed  engines  and  prepared  for  the  assault  of  the 
besieged,  who  implored  his  mercy.  At  length,  on  Seia^aima 
Sunday,  while  they  were  celebrating  the  feast  of  the  Purifi- 
cation,' the  king  in  person  having  ascertained  that  the  enemy 
was  near,  he  called  together  his  great  lords  and  asked  for 
their  counsel  under  present  circumstances.  Some  were  of 
opinion  that  he  should  leave  a  large  body  of  troorw  with  the 
lo^al  citizens  to  defend  the  town,  while  be  should  march  out 
with  all  honour  and  levy  an  army  from  every  part  of  Eng- 
land ;  with  which  he  shoold  return,  when  opportunity  offered, 
and  reduce  the  castle  by  storm  with  royal  severi^.  Others 
recommended  him  to  snow  due  reverence  to  the  feast  of  the 
Purification  of  St.  Mary,  mother  of  Gkfd,  and  by  an  exchange 
of  messages  with  a  view  to  terms  of  peace  defer  the  engine- 
ment ;  that  through  this  delay  neither  party  might  be  utterly 
prostrated,  and  human  blood  might  not  be  ahed  to  thie 
sorrow  of  multitudes.  However,  the  obstiiiate  prince  dis- 
dained to  listen  to  these  prudent  counsels,  and  thought  it 
dishonourable  to  defer  the  engagement  for  any  considera- 
tions :  he,  therefore,  gave  orders  for  his  troops  to  arm  for 
battle.  The  armies  met  near  the  city,  and  bemg  drawn  up 
in  order  on  both  sides,  battle  was  joined. 

The  king  divided  hie  army  into  three  bodies,  and  the  same 
order  was  observed  on  the  other  side.  .The  front  rtmk  of 
the  royal  army  was  composed  of  Flemings  and  Bretons, 
und^  the  command  of  William  d'Ypres  and  Alain  de 
Dinan.  Opposed  to  them  were  a  wild  band  of  Welshmen, 
under  their  chiefs  Meredith  and  "  Kaladrius."*  The  king 
himself  with  some  of  his  men-at-arms,  dismounted,  and 
fonght  on  foot  with  great  resolution  for  his  life  and  hing-

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dom.  In  like  manner,  Sanulf,  earl  of  Chester,  with  hia 
cavalry,  also  dismounted,  and  encouraged  the  bold  infantry 
of  Cheater  to  the  work  of  slaughter.  Ab  for  Eobert,  earl 
of  Gloucester,  who  hore  the  moet  diBtingiiished  part  in  this 
expedition,  he  commanded  that  the  men  of  Both,  and  other 
disinherited  gentlemen,  should  have  the  honour  of  striking 
the  first  blow  for  the  recovery  of  their  inheritances. 

At  first,  the  battle  was  fought  on  both  aides  with  great 
desperation,  and  there  was  much  efiusion  of  human  blood. 
The  best  knights  and  men-at-arma  were  in  the  king's  army ; 
bat  the  enemy  oiitnnmbered  them  in  in&ntry  and  the  Welsh 
levies.  It  is  certain  that  William  d'Tprcs  with  hia  Flemings, 
and  Alain  with  hia  Bretons,  were  the  first  to  give  way; 
thereby  emboldening  the  enemy,  and  spreading  panic  in  tne 
ranks  of  their  confederates.  Tbis  engsgement  was  ditgrace- 
folly  distinguished  by  the  most  scandalous  treachery  j  for 
some  of  the  great  lords,  with  a  few  of  their  retainers,  accom- 
panied the  king,  while  they  sent  the  great  bo<^r  of  their 
vassals  to  secure  tbe  victory  to  hie  adversaries.'  Thus  they 
deceived  their  lord,  and  mayjustly  be  considered  as  perjured 
men  and  traitors.  Count  Waleran  and  his  brother  WilHam 
de  Warrenne,  with  Gilbert  de  Clare,  and  other  knights  of 
high  renown,  both  Norman  and  X^lisb,  as  soon  as  thej 
saw  the  first  rank  routed,  turned  their  backs  .and  fled  in 
alarm  for  their  own  safety.  On  the  other  hand,  Baldwin  de 
Clare,  Bichard  FitE-Urse,  Eugelran  de  Sai,  and  Itbert  de 
Iiscy,  stuck  closely  to  the  king  during  the  battle,  and 
fought  stoutly  by  his  side  till  the  day  was  lost. 

As  for  King  Stephen,  mindAil  of  the  brave  deeds  of  hia 
ancestors,  he  fought  with  great  courage;  and  as  long  as 
three  of  his  soldiers  stood  by  him,  be  never  ceased  dealing 
heavy  blows  with  hie  sword  and  a  Norwegian  battle-axe, 
with  which  some  youth  had  supplied  him.  At  last,  worn 
out  with  fatigue  and  deserted  by  all,  he  surrendered  to  Earl 
Bobert,  hia  cousin;  and  being  made  prisoner,  was  by  him 

)  Thia  drcatnitanee,  whicb  reminds  ui  of  the  policy  punaed  in  mon 
modem  times  by  Kime  of  the  noble*  who  joined  the  Stuart  pietender,  is 
not  meotiooed  hy  the  Bngliah  historiana.

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aoon  afterwards  preseated  to  the  CounteBs  Matilda.  Thus, 
by  a  turn  of  the  wheel  of  fortune,  King  Stephen  waa  hurled 
^in  his  throne,  and,  alasl  incarcerated  in  the  important 
fortress  of  Bristol  in  anguish  and  misery.  Balthrin  de 
Clare  and  the  other  brave  joung  soldiers,  who  dismounted 
with  the  king  and  fought  gtdlantlj,  as  I  have  jijst  said,  were 
made  prisoners. 

The  night  before,  while  the  people  of  God  were  keeping 
the  eve  of  the  feast  dedicated  to  the  bonour  of  the  Yirgin 
Mother,  and  waited  for  matins,  when  a  high  mass  was  to  be 
celebrated  according  to  the  rites  of  the  churcli,  a  great 
storm  of  hail  and  rain  fell  in  the  western  parts,  that  is,  in 
Prance  and  Britain,  and  terrible  claps  of  thunder  were 
heard,  accompanied  by  vivid  flashes  of  lightning. 

On  the  ve^  day  of  the  battle,  while  the  king  was  heariog 
mass  befbre  the  engagement,  and  his  mind  was  agitated,  if 
I  mistake  not,  by  anxious  care  and  thought,  the  consecrated 
wax-taper  broke  in  his  hand,  and  fell  thrice  to  the  ground 
in  the  presence  of  many  witnesses.  This  was  remarked  by 
some  judicious  persons  to  be  a  manifest  token  of  evil  to 
come ;  and  the  tall  of  the  prince  on  the  same  day  clearly 
explained  the  omen.  The  king's  disaster  filled  with  grief 
the  clergy  and  monks  and  the  common  people ;  because  be 
was  condescending  and  courteous  to  those  who  were  good 
and  quiet,  and,  if  his  treacherous  nobles  had  allowed  it,  he 
would  have  pnt  an  end  to  their  neCuious  enterprises,  and 
been  a  generous  protector  and  benevolent  Mend  of  the 
countiy. 

The  townsmen  of  Lincoln  who  had  taken  the  king's  side, 
as  they  were  bound  to  do,  he  being  also  the  lord  of  the 
place,  finding  that  the  enemy  had  obtained  a  complete 
victory,  abandoned  their  wives  and  houses  and  all  that  they 
possessed,  and  fled  to  the  neighbouring  river,  intending  to 
save  themselves  by  becoming  exiles.'*     Bushing  in  great

giren  up  to  plunder.  NotTitlutiiTiding  that  he  was  a  canon  of  Lincoln, 
and,  from  the  drcumBtsntialitj  of  his  nairaljre,  m^v  be  suppoaed  to  have 
been  resident  there  at  the  time  of  the  battle,  Ordericus  hag  been  able  to 
glean  a  Tarietf  ot  details  omitted  bj  the  Eogliih  biBtorian. 
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crowds  to  the  boatg,  in  their  haste  they  so  overcrowded 
them  with  their  nnmbers,  losing  all  order  and  aelf-posaesBioa 
in  the  inunineut  fear  of  death,  and  those  who  came  latest 
jumping  in  upon  those  who  were  first,  that  the  boats  were 
upset  in  a  moment,  and  nearly  all  who  were  embarked  (some 
say  as  many  as  fire  hundred  of  the  principal  citizens)  perished. 
"William,  a  &moiia  soldier  and  nephew  of  Geoffrey,  arch- 
bishop of  Souen,  fell  on  the  king's  side.  Of  the  others,  as 
those  report  who  were  present,  not  more  than  a  bimdred 

Count  Banulf  and  his  Tictorious  comrades  entered  the 
city,  and  pillaged  erery  quarter  of  it  like  barbarians.  Aa 
for  the  citizens  who  remained,  they  butchered  like  cattle 
ail  whom  they  found  and  could  lay  hands  on,  putting  them 
to  death  in  various  ways  without  the  slightest  pity. 

After  this  battle  and  the  capture  of  the  king,  a  great  division 
arose  in  England.  Hemy,  bishop  of  Winchester,  immedi- 
ately joined  the  party  of  the  Ajigevins ;  and  receiving  the 
countess  with  respect  in  the  royal  city,  entirely  deserted  his 
brother,  the  king,  and  all  who  were  on  his  side.  Earl 
Waleran,  William  de  Warrenne,  Simon,  and  several  other 
lords  adhered  to  the  queen,  and  pledged  themselves  to  fight 
resolutely  for  the  king  and  his  heirs.'  Thus  the  mischief 
epread  on  all  sides,  and  England,  which  formerly  overflowed 
with  wealth,  was  now  miserably  desolated,  and  abandoned  to 
rapine,  flre,  and  slaughter.

— The  principal  lordt  tubmit  to  him— Death  of  John, 

hithop  oflAtieux — Louit  le  Jeune  marehee  to  Thoulou»e. 
Geotebby,  count  of  Anjou,  as  soon  as  he  heard  that  his 
wife  had  triumphed,  hastened  to  Normandy,  and  sent  mcs- 
Bcngers  to  the  lords,  requiring  them,  on  their  fealty,  to 
surrender  their  castles  into  his  hands  and  remain  quiet. 
First,  in  the  ensuing  Lent,'  Rotrou,  count  of  Mortain,  con- 
cluded a  peace  with  Geoffrey,  and,  breaking  the  treaty

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vbicli  he  had  made  with  the  king,  gave  hu  Bapport  to  the 
An^evins.  He  bad  lately  feond  oceaaion  for  resentment 
agauub  the  king,  for  having  given  Tiim  no  satisfaction  whok 
he  appealed  to  him  for  the  r^^ae  of  his  nephew  Bicher.  Por, 
one  Sunday  in  September,  during  the  feast  cf  the  Natirity 
of  the  blessed  Mary,'  while  Eicher  de  I'Aigle  was  peaceably 
on  his  road  to  ^gland  with  a  retinue  of  fifty  soldien,  and 
arriTed  unarmed  at  the  bourg  called  Lire,'  he  was  anddenly 
c^tured  by  Bobert  de  Briesme,  who  lay  in  ambuih  for  him, 
ana  with  whom  he  supposed  that  he  was  in  profound  peace. 
He  lay  six  months  in  the  dungeon  at  Breteuil,  and  this 
freebooter  ravaged  his  lands  and  mimt  his  villages,  without 
any  pretence,  in  the  moat  cruel  manner. 

Count  Botrou,  hia  uncle,  was  greatly  afflicted  at  these 
furious  outrages,  and  set  his  heart  on  getting  his  nephew 
liberated,  and  his  domains  out  of  his  enemy's  hands.  He, 
tiierefore,  took  great  pains  to  have  Bobert  de  Belesme'i 
steps  frequently  watched  by  armed  men.  At  last,  in  the 
end  of  October,  by  God's  permission,  Botrou,  having  with 
him  a  strong  troop,  fell  in  with  the  miscreants,  and  capturing 
Bobert  de  Belesme,  his  brother  Maurice,  and  several  others 
and  loading  them  with  fetters,  their  imprisonment  afforded 
great  secuntr  to  the  honest  peasants. 

In  the  miadle  of  Lent,*  the  principal  lords  of  Normandy 
assembled  at  Mortain,  and  had  a  con&rence  concerning  the 
affairs  of  the  state.  In  consequence,  Hugh,  archbishop  of 
Bouen,  and  some  of  the  lords  went  to  Theobald,  count  de 
Btois,  and  offered  him  the  kingdom  of  England  and  the 
duchy  of  Normandy.  However,  uke  a  religious  and  prudent 
man,De  declined  to  burthen  himself  with  the  weight  of  such 
vast  cares,  but  ceded  his  right  to  the  throne,  on  certain 
conditions,  to  Qeo&ey,  King  Henry's  son-in-law.  These 
conditions  were,  that  Geoffrey  should  give  up  to  him  the 
city  of  Tours,  which  belonged  to  his  fief;  release  his  brother. 
King  Stephen,  from  prison;  and  restore  to  him  and  hia  heir 
all  his  ancient  territories,  as  he  held  them  during  the  life  of 
his  uncle. 

Then  Bobert,  earl  of  Leicester,  concluded  a  treaty  with

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Botron,  and,  at  the  uiBtaiica  of  the  counta  irho  were  present, 
eet  at  liberty  Biclier  de  I'Aigle.  He  alao  obtained  a  truce 
with  the  Angevins  for  himself  and  hie  brother  Waleran, 
until  he  returned  from  England.  The  garriaon  of  Vemeuil, 
within  whose  circuit  wtu  comprised  a  population  of  thirteen 
thouBand  men  who  fonnerlv  assumed  a  menacing  attitude 
towards  the  king,  conudenng  that  the  majority  had  sub- 
mitted to  him,  ^ter  a  long  Feaistance,  began  to  abate  their 
former  obstinacy,  and  surrendering  the  fortress,  transferred 
their  allegiance  to  Count  Gleoffirey  and  Matilda.  The  garrison 
of  Nonancourt  soon  afterwards  did  the  same.' 

John,  bishop  of  Xiisieuz,  who  was  advanced  in  years  and 
had  gained  much  experience,  being  now  left  without  Any 
expectation  of  support,  and  no  longer  willing  to  submit  to  . 
the  hoBtHities  of  the  Angevins,  especially  as  lie  found  their 
power  CTeiywhere  established  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Seine, 
and  that  many  of  the  neighbouring  garrisons  were  peaceably 
surrendered  to  them,  after  consulting  his  friends,  concluded 
a  peace  with  the  count  in  the  last  week  of  Lent.*  On  his 
return  from  Caen  towards  Lisieux,  before  "WHtsuntide,*  hia 
health  gave  way  in  consa^uence  of  the  eiceasiTe  heat  of  the 
season  and  the  great  fatigue  he  had  undergone ;  and  after 
lying  sick  for  a  week,  he  med  on  the  twelfth  of  the  calends 
of  Jime[21st  May],  in  the  thirty-fourth  jear  of -bis  epiaco- 
pate.  Then  Botrou,  bishop  of  Erreux,  with  Balph,  abbot  of 
St.  Evroult,  and  other  abbots  of  the  diocese  of  Liaieux, 
assembled,  and  buried  his  corpse  in  the  church  of  St.  Peter 
the  Apoatle,  before  the  altar  of  St.  Michael  in  the  Qorth 

After  this,  Lewis  le  Jeune,  king  of  France,  assembled  a 
lai^  army,  and,  at  the  feast  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,*  began 
his  msr^  to  lay  si^e  to  Thoulouse,  intentUng  to  make  war 
on  Count  Alfonso,  Baymond'e  ion.'

'Akd  now,  worn  out  by  age  and  infinnitiea,  I- have  a  Btrong 
wish  to  bring  this  book  to  a  close,  and  fiU^  various  circum- 
Btancea  I  have  good  reasons  for  so  doing.  I  am  nonr  in  the 
sixty-seventh  year  of  my  age,  after  a  life  spent  in  the  eemce 
of  my  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  and  while  I  see  the  great  men  of 
this  world  crushed  by  severe  disasters  and  reduced  to  great 
adversity,  I  find  myself,  bj  God's  grace,  strong  in  the  secu- 
rity given  by  my  submission  to  discipline,  and  happy, in  the 
poverty  it  eojoina.  See,  how  Stephen,  king  of  Englwid,  is 
Kept  in  a  doleful  prison ;  and  Lewis,  king  of  France,  having 
led  an  expedition  against  the  Gotha  and  Gascons,  is  a  prey 
to  many  aniiouB  cares !  See,  how  the  episcopal  chair  at 
Lisieux  is  void ;  and  I  know  not  when  it  will  be  filled,  or 
what  sort  of  bishcip  the  successor  to  that  see  will  prove. 
Meed  I  say  any  more  P 

To  thee,  then,  Almighty  God,  I  address  my  discourse,  and 
doubly  implore  thy  mercy  to  have  pity  on  me.  I  give  thee 
thanks,  Most  High  Eing,  for  that  thou  didst  give  me  exist- 
ence without  any  merit  of  mine,  and  hast  ordered  the  years 
of  my  life  according  to  thy  good  pleasure.  For  thou  art  my 
King  and  my  God,  and  I  am  thy  servant  and  the  son  of  thine 
haninaid ;  and  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  I  have  served  thee 
from  the  earHest  days  of  my  life. 

I  was  baptized  on  the  Saturday  of  Easter,  at  Attingham, 
a  village  in  England  which  stands  on  the  hwik  of  the  great 
river  Severn.  There,  by  the  ministry  of  Ordericus  the  priest, 
thou  didst  regenerate  me  with  water  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  gavest  me  the  name  borne  by  this  priest,  who  was  my 
godfather,  "Wlien  I  was  five  veara  old  I  was  sent  to  school 
at  Shrewsbory,  and  I  ofiered  to  thee  my  services  in  the 
lowest  order  of  the.clergry  in  the  church  of  SS.  Feter  and 
Paul,  the  Apostles.     While  there,  Siward,  a  priest  of  great

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eminence,  instmcted  me  in  letters  for  five  years  &om 
Garments  NicostrateB,  and  taught  me  pBabnB  and  hymne 
with  other  necessary  lesfnisg.  Meanwhile,  thou  didat 
honour  the  churcb  before  named,  which  stood  on  the  rivBr 
Meole  and  belonged  to  my  father,  by  cau^g  a  venerable 
monastery  to  be  conBtructed  on  the  site,  throngb  the  pious 
devotion  of  Earl  Soger. 

It  was  not  thy  good  pleasure  tliat  I  should  long  serve 
thee  in  that  place,  subject  to  disquietude  &om  my  relations, 
for  aach  are  often  a  burthen  and  hindrance  to  thy  servants ; 
and,  therefore,  thou  didst  not  permit  me  to  incur  any  obstacle 
to  my  observing  the  divine  law,  through  the  carnal  affection 
of  my. kindred.  WTierefore,  0  glorious  God,  who  bidst 
Abraham  to  depart  from  his  own  land  and  his  father's  house, 
and  the  society  of  his  kinsmen,  thou  didat  put  it  into  the 
heart  of  my  father  Odelerius  to  separate  me  entirely  from 
himself,  and  devote  me,  in  body  and  soul,  to  thee.  He,  there- 
fore, amidst  floods  of  tears,  delivered  me,  also  weeping 
bitterly,  to  the  monk  Eeynold,  and  sending  me  into  exile 
for  the  love  of  thee,  never  saw  me  afterwawS.  Being  then 
a  young  boy,  it  was  not  for  me  to  oppose  my  father's  will ; 
and  he  promised  me,  for  his  part,  that  if  I  became  a  monk  I 
should  partake  witb  the  Innocents  the  joys  of  Paradise. 
Having  willingly  made  this  covenant  betweea  me  and  thee, 
throu^  my  father's  words,  I  left  my  country,  my  parents,

Vouchsafe, 
beseech  thee,  to  receive  their  petitions,  0  gracious  Sine 
of  Sabaoth,  and  mercifally  grant  the  prayers  they  offered 
on  my  behalf! 

I  was  ten  years  old  when  I  crossed  the  British  sea,  and 
'  arrived  in  Normandy,  an  exile,  unknown  to  all  and  knowing 
no  one.  Like  Joseph  in  Egypt,  I  hea^  a  language  to  which 
I  was  an  utter  stranger.  But,  supported  by  thy  mercifol 
goodness,  I  found  the  utmost  kindness  and  attention  amongst 
these  foreigners.  I  was  professed  as  a  monk  in  the  monas* 
tery  of  St.  Evroult  by  the  venerable  Abbot  Mainier,  in  the 
eleventh  year  of  my  age ;  and  I  received  the  tonsure,  as  a 
clerk,  on  Sunday  tbe  eleventh  of  the  calends  of  October 
[2lBt  September].     He  gave  me  the  name  of  Yitalis,  in 
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place  of  tliat  I  received  xa  England,  which  seemed  barbaroua 
to  the  NormanB.  This  name  he  borrowed  from  one  of  the 
oorapaniona  of  St.  Haviricius  the  martyr,  whose  feast  was 
celebrated  on  tiiat  daj.      In  this  monaste^,  throngh  thy 

foodnesH,  I  have  lived  £fty-«ii  yean,  loved  and  honoured 
J  all  my  brethren  and  asHociatee  &r  more  than  I  have  de- 
served. Bearing  the  heat  and  cold  and  the  burthen  of  the 
day  in  the  vineyard  of  Sorech,'  I  have  laboured  among  thv 
servants ;  and  aa  thou  art  faithful,  I  fear  not  but  I  shiJl 
receive  the  penny  which  thou  hast  promised. 

I  have  reverently  obeyed  six  abbots  as  mr  fittbers  and 
maaten,  because  they  were  thy  victm ;  namely,  Mainier,  Serlo, 
'BogoT,  Warin,  Bichard,  and  Ba^h.  They  were  the  lawful  su- 
.penow  of  the  convent  of  St.  Evroult  j  they  wmtched  over  me 
and  otheiB  aa  those  that  must  give  account ;  they  used  their 
best  endeavours  in  the  interior  and  exterior  concra-ns  of  the 
abbey ;  and,  with  thy  couut^umce  and  aid,  they  procured 
for  ua  all  things  necesaary.  On  the  idee  of  Uarch  [loth 
I^rch],  when  I  vras  sixteen  years  old,  at  the  instance  of 
Serlo,  then  abbot-elect,  I  vras  ordained  Hubdeacon  by  Gil- 
bert, bishop  of  >  IMeuz.  Two  yean  afterwards,  on  the 
seventh  of  the  calends  of  April  [26th  March],  Serlo,  who 
had  then  become  bishop  of  Seez,  conferred  on  me  the  «vder 
of  deacon,  in  which  I  did  thee  willing  service  for  fifteen 
years.  At  length,  in  the  thirty-third  year  of  my  age,  on 
the  twelfth  of  the  calmda  of  January  [21st  December], 
"William,  archbishop  of  Eouen,  laid  on  me  the  burthen  of 
the  priesthood.  On  the  same  day  he  ordained  two  hundred 
and  forty-four  deacons,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  priests, 
in  whose  oompanv  I  devoutly  approached  thy  altar,  under 
the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  and  I  have  now  faithfully 
performed  my  sacred  ministrations  to  thee,  0  God,  in  joy- 
liilneeB  of  heart. for  thirty-four  years. 

Thus,  O  Lord  God,  my  creator  and  life-giver,  thus  through 
these 'varioue  degrees  hast  thou  bestowed  thine  unmerited 
gifts  upon  me,  and  justly  set  apart  the  years  of  my  life  for 
thy  service.  In  all  places  to  which  from  times  long  past  I 
have  berai  led  by  thee,  thou  hast  caused  me  to  be  loved  hj

benefits  conferred  upon  me,  and  praise  and  hlesB  thee  with 
my  whole  heart,  with  tears  in  my  eyea,  I  implore  thy 
mercy  for  my  innumerahle  offences.  Spare  me,  0  Lord, 
^are  me,  and  bring  me  not  into  confusion.  According  to 
thy  unwearied  goo^iesa,  behold-with  compassion  the  work 
of  thy  bauds,  and  pardon  and  cleanse  me  from  all  my  sins. 
Give  me  the  will  to  perseTOre  in  thy  service,  and  never- 
filing  strength  against  the  mali^ant  wiles  of  Satan,  until, 
by  thy  help,  I  obtain  the  inhentance  of  eternal  salvation. 
And  those  things  which  I  ask  for  myself  now  and  hereafter, 
O  merciful  God,  I  beseech  also  far  my  friends  and  benefac- 
tors. I  implore  them  also  for  all  thy  faithful,  according  to 
thy  good  providence.  And  as  our  merits  are  not  of  sufQcient 
efiicacy  to  procure  for  us  those  eternal  blessings  to  which 
the  desires  of  the  perfect  ardently  aspire,  0  Lord  Sod, 
omnipotent  Father,  creator  and  governor  of  angels,  the  true 
hope  and  everlasting  bliss  of  the  just,  may  the  glorious  - 
intercession  of  the  holy  Mary,  "rirgin  and  mother,  and  of  all 
the  Saints,  be  our  help  with  thee,  through  the  grace  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Eedeemer  of  all  men,  who  liveth 
and  reigneth  with  thee,  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  one 
God,  world  without  end !
